all  kinds  offatire  there  is  none  fo  entertaining  and 


univerfally  improving,  as  that  which  is  introduced ^ 
as  it  were,  occafionally,  in  the  courfe  of  an  interelling 
ftory,  which  brings  every  incident  home  to  life  ; and,  by 
reprefenting  familiar  fcenes  in  an  uncommon  and  amufing 
point  of  view,  invefts  them  with  all  the  graces  of  no- 
velty, while  nature  is  appealed  to  in  every  particular. 

The  reader  gratifies  his  curiofity  in  puriiiing  the  ad- 
ventures of  a perfon  in  whofe  favour  he  is  prepolTcfTed  5 
he  efpoufes  his  caufe,  he  fympathizes  with  him  indiftrefs, 
his  indignation  is  heated  againft  the  authors  of  his  cala- 
mity 5 the  humane  pafTions  are  inflamed  j the  contrail 
between  dcje6led  virtue  and  infulting  vice  appears  v/ith 
greater  aggravate >n,  and  every  imprefTujn,  having  a 
double  force  on  the  imagination,  the  memory  retains  the 
circumftance,  and  the  heart  improves  by  the  example. 
The  attention  is  not  tired  with  a bare  catalogue  ot  cha- 
ra^fefs,  but  agreeably  diverted  with  all  the  variety  of  in- 
vention ; and  the  viciflitudes  of  life  appear  in  their  pecu- 
liar circumffances,  opening  an  ample  field  for  wit  and 
humour, 

Romance,  no  doubt,  owes  its  origin  to  ignorance, 
vanity,  and  fuperfiition.  In  the  dark  ages  of  the  world, 
when  a man  had  rendered  himfelf  famous  forwifdom  or 
valour,  his  family  and  adherents  availed  themfelves  of 
his  fuperior  qualities,  magnified  his  virtues,  and  repre- 
fented  lus  chara61er  and  perfon  as  facred  and  fupernatu- 
ral.  The  vulgar  eafily  fwallowed  the  bait,  implored  his 
prote6lion,  and  yielded  the  tribute  of  homage  and  praife, 
even  to  adoration  ; his  exploits  were  handed  down  to 
poiferity  with  athoufand  exaggerations  5 they  were  re- 
peated as  incitements  to  virtue  ; divine  honours  were 
paid,  and  altars  creeled  to  his  memory,  for  the  encou- 
ragement of  thofe  who  attempted  to  imitate  his  example ; 
and  hence  arofe  the  heathen  mythology,  which  is  no  other 
than  a coUe^ion  of  extravagant  romances.— As  learn- 
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ing  advanced,  and  genius  received  cultivation,  thefefto. 
ms  were  embelhflied  with  the  graces  of  poetry  ; titat 
they  might  the  better  recommend  themfelves  to  the  at- 
tention, they  were  fung  in  public,  at  feftivals,  for  the 
inftruaion  and  delight  of  the  audience  ; and  rehearfed 
before  battle,  as  incentives  to  deeds  of  o-lory.  Thus 
tragedy  and  the  epic  mufe  were  born,  and°  in  the  pro- 
grefs  of  tafte,  arrived  at  perfeaion — It  is  no  wonder 
that  the  ancients  could  not  relilh  a fable  in  profe,  after 
they  liaa  feen  to  many  remarkable  events  celebrated  in 
verfe,  by  their  bell  poets : we  therefore  find  no  romance 
among  tnem,  during  the  aera  of  their  excellence,  iinlefs 
the  Cyropoedia  of  Xenophon  may  be  fo  called  : and  it 
was  not  till  arts  and  fciences  began  to  revive,  after  the 
irruptions  of  the  Barbarians  into  Europe,  that  any  thins 
ot  this  kind  appeared.  But  when  the  minds  of  men 
were  debauched  by  the  impofition  of  pried  craft  to  the 
mod  abfurd  pitch  of  credulity,  the  authors  of  romance 
arofe,  and,  lofing  fight  of  probability,  filled  their  per- 
lormances  with  the  moftmonftroiis  hyperboles.  If  they 
could  not  equal  the  ancient  Poets,  in  point  of  genius  they 
were  refolved  to  excel  them  in  fiaion,  and  apply  to  the 
wonder,  rather  than  the  judgment  of  the  readers  Ac- 
cordingly they  brought  necrSmancy  to  their  aid,  and  in- 
ftead  of  lupporting  the  charaaer  of  their  heroes  by  die 
nity  of  fentiment  and  praaice,  diftingulfhed  them  bv  their 
bodily  ftrength,  aaivity,  and  extravagance  of  behaVioiir 

Although  nothing  could  be  more  ludicrous  and  unnatui 
ral  than  the  figures  they  drew,  they  did  not  want  patrons 
and  admirers,  and  the  world  aaiially  began  to  be  in  fear- 
ed with  the  fpirit  of  knight-errantry,  when  Cervantes,  by 
an  inimitable  piece  of  ridicule,  reformed  the  taffe  of  m’an- 
kind,  reprelenting  chivalry  in  the  right  point  of  view,  and 
converting  romance  to  purpofes  far  more  ufeful  and  en- 
tertaining, by  making  itafi'ume  the  fock,  and  point  out 
the  follies  of  ordinary  life. 

The  fame  method  has  been  praaifed  by  other  Spanifli 
and  French  authors,  and  by  none  more  iuccefsfuKy  than 
by  Monfieur  Le  Sage,  who,  in  his  Adventures  of  Gil 
Bias,  has  deferibed  the  knavery  and  foibles  of  life  with 

infinite 
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infinite  humour  and  fagacity. — The  following  fheets  I 
have  modelled  on  his  plan,  taking  the  liberty,  however, 
to  differ  from  him  in  the  execution,  where  I thought  h'is 
particular  fituations  were  uncommon  and  extravagant, 
or  peculiar  to  the  country  in  which  the  fcene  is  laid. — 
The  difgraces  of  Gil  Blas  are,  for  the  moft  part,  fuch  as 
rather  excite  mirth  than  compafiion  ; he  himfelf  laughs 
at  them  ; and  his  tranfitions  from  diftrefs  to  happinefs,  or 
at  leaft  eafe,  are  fo  fudden,  that  neither  the  reader  has 
time  to  pity  him,  nor  himfelf  to  be  acquainted  with  af- 
fliaion.  This  condu6f,in  my  opinion,  not  only  deviates 
from  probability,  but  prevents  that  generous  indignation 
which  ought  to  animate  the  reader  again  ft  the  fordid  and 
vicious  difpofition  of  the  world. 

I have  attempted  to  reprefent  modeft  merit  ftruggling 
with  every  difficulty  to  which  a friendlefs  orphan  is  ex- 
pofed,  from  his  own  want  of  experience,  as  well  as.  from 
the  felfifnnefs,  envy,  malice,  and  bafe  indifference  of  maiy- 
kind.  To  fecure  a favourable  prepofTefiion,  1 have  al- 
lowed him  the  advantage  of  birth  and  education, tvhich,  in 
the  feries  of  his  misfortunes  will,  I hope,  engage  the  in- 
genuous more  warmly  in  his  behalf;  and,  though  I fore- 
fee that  fome  people  will  be  offended  at  the  mean  Icenes 
in  which  he  is  involved,  I perfuade  myfelf  the  judicious 
will  not  only  perceive  the  necefllty  of  delcribing  thofe 
iituations  to  which  he  muft  of  courfe  be  confined  in  his 
low  eftate,  but  alfo  find  entertainment  in  viewing  thofe 
parts  of  life,  where  the  humours  and  paflions  are  undif- 
guifed  by  affeaation,  ceremony,  or  education  ; and  the 
whimfical  peculiarities  of  difpofition  appear  as  nature  has 
implanted  them.— But  I believe  I need  not  trouble  my- 
felf in  vindicating  a practice  authorized  by  the  beft  writers 
in  this  way,  fome  of  whom  I have  already  named.  ^ 

Every  intelligent  reader  will,  at  firft  fight,  perceive,  I 
have  not  deviated  from  Nature,  in  the  fa6fs,  which  are 
all  true  in  the  main,  although  the  circumftances  are  al- 
tered and  difguifed,  to  avoid  perfonal  fatire. 

It  now  remains  to  give  my  reafons  for  making  the 
chief  perfonage  of  this  worl^a  North  Briton ; 
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chiefly  thefe ; I could,  at  at  a fmall  expence,  heflow  on 
him  luch  education  as  I thought  thedigniry  of  his  birth 
and  charaaer  required,  which  could  not  poffibly  be  ob- 
tained in  England,  by  fiich  flender  means  as  the  nature 
of  my  plan  would  afford.  In  the  next  place  I could  re- 
jarefent  firaplicity  of  manners  in  a remote  part  of  the 
kingdom,  with  more  propriety  than  in  any  place  near 
the  capital  ; and,  laftly,  the  difpofition  of  the  Scots,  ad- 
diaed  to  ti~avelling,  juftifies  my  condua  in  deriving  an 
adventurer  from  that  country. 

That  the  delicate  reader  may  not  be  offended  at  the 
unmeaning  oaths  which  proceed  from  the  mouths  of 
lome  perfons  in  thefe  Memoirs,  I beg  leave  to  premife, 
that  I imagined  nothing  could  more  efFe£tually  expofe 
the  abfwdity  of  fuch  miferable  expletives,  than  a natural 
and  verbal  reprefeiitation  of  the  difcourfe  in  which  they 
occur.  ' . , ^ 
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A Young  painter,  Indulging  a vein  of  pleafantry, 
Iketched  a kind  of  converfation-piece,  repreienting 
a bear,  an  owl,  a monkey,  and  an  afs  ; ^and  to  render  it 
more  ftriking, humourous,  and  moral,  diftinguilhed  eveiy 

fisfure  by  feme  emblem  of  human  life.  i r u 

Bruin  was  exhibited  in  the  garb  and  attitude  of  an  old 
toothlefs,  drunken  foldier ; the  owl,  perched  upon  the 
handle  of  a coffee-pot,  with  fpeaacles  on  nofe,  feemed  to 
contemplate  a news  paper  ; and  the  afs,  ornamented 
with  a huge  tie  wig,  (which,  however,  could  not  con- 
ceal his  long  ears)  fat  for  his  pifture  to  the  monkey,  who 
appeared  with  the  implements  of  painting.  This  whim- 
fical  erroup  afforded  fome  mirth,  and  met  with  general 
apprSiation,  until  fome  mifchievbus  wag  hinted  that  the 
whole  was  a lampoon  upon  the  friends  of  the  perfoimer : 
an  infinuation,  which  was  no  fooncr  circulated  than  thole 
very  people  who  applauded  it  before  began  to  be  alarm- 
ed, and  even  to  fancy  therafelves  fignified  by  the  feveral 
figures  of  the  piece.  . , 

Among  others,  a worthy  perfonage  in  years,  who 
had  ferved  in  the  army  with  reputation,  being  incenled 
at  the  fuppofed  outrage,  repaired  to  the  lodgings  ot  the 
painter,  and  finding  him  at  home,  “Hark  ye,  i. 
Monkey,  (faid  he)  I have  a good  mind  to  convince 
you,  that  though  the  bear  has  loft  his  teeth,  he  retains 
his  paws,  and  that  he  is  not  fo  drunk  but  he  can  perceive 
your  impertinence — ’Sblood,  Sir  ! that  toothle  s jaw  is 
a damned  fcandalous  libel-.but,  don’t  you  imagine  me 
fo  chopfallen  as  not  to  be  able  to  chew  the  cud  ot  re- 
fentment.”:-^Here  he  was  interrupted  by  the  arrival  ot  a 
>earned  'Phyfician,  who,  advancing  to  the  culprit,  with 
fury  in  his  afpea,  exclaimed,  “ Suppofe  the  augmenta- 
tion of  theafs’s  ears,  ftiould  prove  the  diminution  ot  the 
baboon’s  1— Nay,  feek  not  to  prevaricate  ; tor,  by  the 
beard  of  ^fculapius,  there  is  not  one  hair  in  this  pern- 
wig  that  will  not  ftand  up  in  judgment  to  convia  thee  ot 
perfonal  abufel— Dobut  oWerve,  Captain,  how  this  pi- 
tiful little  fellow  has  copied  the  very  curls— the_coloui , 
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indeed,  is  dlffereni,  but  then  the  form  and  foretop  are 
quite  fimilar.” — While  he  thus  remondrated,  in  a ftrain 
of  vociferation,  a venerable  lenator  entered,  and  waddling 
up  to  the  delinquent,  “ Jackanapes  ! (cried  he)  I will 
novvT  let  the  fee  I can  read  fomething  elfe  than  a newf- 
paper,  and  that  without  the  help  of  fpe61:acles — here  is 
your  own  note  of  hand,  Sirrah,  for  money,  which,  if  I 
bad  not  advanced,  you  yourfelf  would  have  refembled  an 
owl,  in  not  daring  to  /liew  your  face  by  day,  you  ungrate- 
iul,  llanderous  knave  !” 

In  vain  the  aftoni/hed  painter  declared  that  he  liad  no 
intention  to  give  offence,  or  to  charaifferife  particular 
perfons  ; they  affirmed  the  refemblance  was  too  palpable 
to  be  overlooked  j they  taxed  him  with  inlblence,  malice, 
and  ingratitude  j and  their  clamours  being  overheard  by 
the  public,  the  captain  was  a bear,  the  do<ffor  an  afs, 
and  the  fenatoranowl  to  his  dying- day. 

Chriffian, Reader,  I befeech  thee,  in  the  bowels  of  the 
Lord,  remember  this  example  while  thou  art  employed 
in  the  perufal  of  the  following  ibeets  ; and  feek  not  to 
appropriate  to  thyfelf  that  which  equally  belongs  to  five 
hundred  different  people.  If  thou  fliouldft  meet  with  a 
character  that  reffebis  thee  in  fome  upgracious  particular, 
keep  thy  own  counfel ; coiffider  that  one  feature  makes 
not  a face,  and  that  though  thou  art  perhaps  diftinguifhed 
by  a bottle-nofe^  twenty  of  thy  neighbours  may  be  ixi 
the  fame  predicament.

CHAP.  I. 

Of  my  Birth  and  Parentage. 

T WAS  born  in  the  northern  part  of  this  united  kingdom, 

^ in  the  houle  of  my  grandfather,  a gentleman  of  conh- 
derable  fortune  and  influence,  who  had  on  many  occafions 
fisnaUzed  himCelf  in  behalf  of  his  country  ; and  was  re- 
markable for  his  abilities  in  the  law,  which  he  exercned 
withEtreat  fuccefs,  in  theftation  of  a , judge,  particularly 
asainil  beggars,  for  whom  he  had  a fingular  ayerlion. 

My  father  (his  younger  fon)  falling  in  love  with  a poor 
relation,  who  lived  with  the  old  gentleman  in  quality 
of  houfekeeper,  efpoufed  her  privately : and  I was  the  hi  .t 
fruit  of  that  marriage. — During  her  pregnancy,  a dream 
difcompofed  my  mother  fo  much,  that  her  htilband,  tired 
with  her  importunity,  at  laft  confulted  a highland  leer, 
whofe  favourable  interpretation  he  would  have  iecurea 
before-hand  by  a bribe,  but  found  him  incorruptible. 
She  dreamed,  die  was  delivered  ot  a tenms^ball,  which 
the  devil,  fwho,  to  her  great  furprife,  aaed  the  part  ot 
midwife)  ftruck  fo  forcibly  with  a racket,  that  it  difap- 
peared  in  an  inftant  ; and  (lie  was  for  Ibme  time  incon- 
folable  for  the  lots  of  her  offspring  ; when  all  ot  a lud- 
den  (he  beheld  it  return  with  equal  violence,  and  enter  the 
earth  beneath  her  feet,  whence  immediately  fprang  up  a 
goodly  tree,  covered  with  bloffoms,  the  fcent  ot  winch 
operated  fo  ftrcngly  on  her  nerves,  that  the  awoke,  f he 
attentive  tage.ab'er  fome  deliberation,  atfured  my  parents, 
that  their  firlt-born  would  be  a great  traveller ; that  he 
would  undergo  many  dangers  and  difficulties,  ancl  ai  la  t 
return  to  his  native  land,  where  he  wouldflouriffi  m hap- 

pinefs  and  reputation. How  truly  this  was  ioretola 

will  appear  in  the  fequel— It  was  not  long  before  feme 
officious  perfon  informed  my  grandfather  of  certain  far 
miliarities  that  paifed  between  his  fon  and  houlekeeper, 
which  alarmed  him  fomuch,  that,  a few  days  aftei  , le 
told  my  father  it  was  high  time  for  him 
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fettling  ; and  that  he  had  provided  a match  for  him,  to 
which  he  could  in  juftice  have  no  obje6lion.  My  father, 
finding  it  would  be  impofTible  to  conceal  his  lituation 
much  longer,  frankly  owned  what  he  had  done,  and  ex- 
cufed  himl’elf  for  not  having  afked  the  confent  of  his  fa- 
ther, by  faying,  he  knew  it  would  have  been  to  no  pur- 
pofe  ; and  that,  had  his  inclination  been  known,  my 
grandfather  might  have  taken  fuch  meafures  as  would 
have  elFe6lually  put  the  gratification  of  it  out  of  his 
power  5 he  added,  that  no  exceptions  could  be  taken  to 
his  wife's  virtue,  birth,  beauty,  and  good  fenfe,  and  as 
for  fortune,  it  was  beneath  his  care--The  old  gentleman, 
who  kept  all  his  paflions,  except  one,  in  excellent  order, 
heard  him  to  an  end  with  great  temper  ; and  then  calmly 
afked,  how  he  propofed  to  maintain  himfeif  and  fpoufe  ? 
He  replied,  he  could  be  in  no  danger  of  wanting,  while 
his  father’s  tendernefs  remained,  which  he  and  his  wife 
fiiould  always  cultivate  with  the  utmoft  veneration  ; that 
he  was  perfuaded  his  allowance  would  be  fui table  to  the 
dignity  and  circumftances  of  his  family;  and  to  the  pro- 
vifion  already  made  for  his  brothers  and  fifters,  who 
were  happily  fettled  under  his  prote6lion. — Your  bro- 
thers and  fiders,  faid  my  grandfather,  did  not  think  it 
beneath  them  to  confult  me  in  an  affair  of  fuch  impor- 
tance as  matrimony  ; neither  (i  fuppofe)  would  you 
have  omitted  that  piece  of  duty,  had  not  ypu  fome  fe- 
cret  fund  in  referve  ; to  the  comforts  of  which  I leave 
you,  with  a defire  that  you  will  this  night  feek  out  ap- . 
other  habitation  for  yourfelf  and  wife,  whither,  in  a fhort 
time,  I will  fend  you  an  account  of  the  expence  I have, 
been  at  in  your  education,  with  a view  of  being  reim- 
burfed. — -Sir,  you  hkve  made  the  grand  tour — you  are  a 
polite  gentleman — a very  pretty  gentleman;  1 wilbyou 
a great  deal  of  joy,  and  am  your  very  humble  fervant.” 
So  faying,  he  left  my  father  in  a lituation  eafily  ima- 
gined. However,  be  did  not  long  hefitate  ; for,  being 
perfe6lly  well  acquainted  with  his  father’s  difpolition,  he 
did  not  doubt  that  he  was  glad  of  this  pretence  to  get 
rid  of  him  ; and  his  refolves  being  invariable  as  the  laws 
of  the  Medes  and  Perfians,  he  knew  it  would  be  to  no 

purpofe 
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purpofe  to  attempt  him  by  prayers  and  >ntreaties  ; fo, 
l,ittout  any  farther  application,  he  betook  hrmfelt,  wUh 
his  difconlolate  bedfellow,  to  a farm  houfe,  wnere  an 
old  fervant  of  his  mother  dwelt;  there  they  lemained 
for  fome  time  in  a fituation  but  ill  adapted  to  the  ele- 
gance of  their  defires  and  tendernefs  of  their  love ; 
which  neverthelefs  my  father  chofe  to  endure,  latner 
than  fupplicate  ah  unnatural,  and  inflexible  parent , imt 
my  motl'ler  forefeeing  the  inconveniencies  w jje 

itiuft  have  been  expofed,  had  (he  b«nde  ivere  i 
place,  (and  her  pregnancy  was  very  far  a.kanced)  i - 
Lt  communicating  her  defign  to  her  hufband, 
difouife  to  the  houfe  of  my  grandfather,  hopm^that  hei 
tea?s  and  condition  would  move  him  to  compaflion,  and 
reconcile  him  to  an  event  which  was  now 
paft.— She  found  means  to  deceive  the  lervants,  and 
was  introduced  as  an  unfortunate  lady,  ^ho  wanted  to 
complain  of  fome  matrimonial  grievances,  it 
«rrandfather’s  particular  province  to  aecide  in  aU  c^le* 

offcandal.  She  was  accordingly  admitted  into  Ins  pm- 

fence,  where,  difcovering  herlelt,  (he  fell  at  his  feet,  and 
in  the  mod  affeaing  manner,  implored  ^ 

at  the  fame  time,  reprefenting  the  danger  that  Ar 
ened  not  only  her  life,  but  that  of  his  own  grand^  child, 
Sh  was  about  to  fee  the  light. -He  told  her  he  was 
forry  that  the  indifcretion  of  her  and  his  (on  had  coni 

pellld  him  to  make  a vow,  which  putit  out  of  his  power 
ro  give  them  any  afliftance.— That  he  had  already  im- 
parted his  thoughts  on  that  fubjea  to  her  hufband,  and 
Irns  furprifed  thit  they  fliould  difturb  his  peace  with 
any  furLr  importunity. -^his  (aid,  he  vetired^-The 
• violence  of  my  mother’s  affliaion  had  fuch  an  effea  on 

her  conftitutiL,  ^at  (lie  was  immediately  ferzed  wuh 

the  pains  of  child- bed  ; and  had  not  an  old  maid  (ervant, 
to  w^hom  (he  was  very  dear,  afforded  her 
ance,  at  the  hazard  of  incurring  my 

plealbre,  (he  and  the  innocent  t uit  of  her  womb  mu(t 

have  fallen  miferable  viairas  to  his  rigour  and  inhuma- 

rnty— By  the  friendfliip  of  this  poor  woman,  (he  was 

tarried  up  to  a garret,  and  immediately 
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man  child,  the  ftory  of  whole  unfortunate  birth  he  him* 

felfnow  relates.- My  father  being  informed  of  wha\ 

had  happened,  flew  to  the  embraces  ol'his  darling  fpoufe, 
and  while  he  loaded  his  offspring  with  paternal  carelfes, 
could  not  forbear  fhedding  a flood  of  tears,  on  beholding 
the  dear  partner  of  his  heart,  ftretched  upon  a 
flock  bed,  in  a miferable  apartment,  unable  to  protect 
her  from  the  inclemencies  of  the  weather. — It  is  not 
to  be  fuppofed  that  the  old  gentleman  was  ignorant  of 
what  paued,  though  he  affe6ied  to  know  nothing  of 
the  matter,  and  pretended  to  be  very  much  lurprifed, 
vvhen  one  of  his  grand-children,  by  his  eldeft  fon  de- 
ceafed,  who  lived  with  him  as  his  heir  apparent,  ac- 
quainted him  with  the  affair : he  determined  therefore 
to  obferve  no  medium,  but  immediately  (on  the  third  day 
after  her  delivery)  lent  her  a peremptory  order  to  be 
gone,  and  turned  off  the  fervant  who  had  preferved  her 
life.  This  behaviour  fo  exafperated  my  father,  that  he 
had  recourle  to  the  moft  dreadful  imprecations  ; and  on 
his  bare  knees  implored  that  heaven  would  renounce 
him,  if  ever  he  Ihould  forget  or  forgive  the  barbarity  of 
his  lire.  The  injuries  which  this  unhappy  mother  re- 
ceived from  her  removal  in  fuch  circumftances,  and  the 
want  of  rieceflaries  where  Ihe  lodged,  together  with  her 
grief  and  anxiety  of  mind,  fo'on  threw  her  into  a Ian- 
guifl'jing  diforder,  which  put  an  end  to  her  life.  My 
father,  who  loved  her  tenderly,  was  fo  afPeded  with  her 
death,  that  lie  remained  fix  weeks  deprived  of  his 
lenfes  ; during  which  time,  the  people  where  he  lodged 
tarried  the  infant  to  the  old  man,  who  relented  fo  far, 
oil  hearing  the  melancholy  ftory  of  his  daughter  in  law’s 
death,  and  the  deplorable  condition  of  his  fon,  as  to  fend 
the  child  tonurfe  ; and  he  ordered  my  father  to  be  car- 
ried home  to  his  houfe,  where  he  foon  recovered  the  ufe 
of  his  reafon. — Whether  this  hard  hearted  judge  feit  any 
remorfe  for  his  cruel  treatment  of  his  fon  and  daughter  j 
or  (which  was  more  probable)  was  afraid  his  charafler 
would  fuller  in  the  neighbourhood  5 he  profefled  great 
forrow^for  his  condu6l  to  my  father,  whofe  delirium, 
was  fuccee^d  by  a profound  melancholy  and  referve. 
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At  length  he  dlfappeared,  and,  notwiihftanding  all  ima- 
ginary inquiry,  could  not  be  heard  of,  a circumftance 
'.vhich  confirmed  moft  people  in  the  opinion  of  his  hav- 
ing made  away  with  himfelf  in  a iit  of  defpair.— How 
I imderftood  the  particulars  of  my  birth  will  appear  in 
the  courfe  of  thefe  memoirs. 

CHAP.  II.

'^HERE  were  not  wanting  fome,  who  rufpefled  my 
uncles  of  being  concerned  in  my  father’s  fate,  on 
the  fiippofition  that  they  would  all  Oiare  in  the  patri- 
mony defined  for  him  : and  this  conjecltire  was  ffrength-^ 
ened  by  refiefting,  that  in  all  his  calamities  they  never 
difcovered  the  leaft  inclination  to  iervehim  j but, on  the 
contrary,  by  all  the  artifices  in  their  powder,  fed  his  fa- 
ther’s refentment,  and  fupported  his  refblution  of  leav- 
ing him  tomifei  y and  want.— -But  people  of  judgment 
treated  this  infiniiation  as  an  idle  chimera  ; becaufe,  had 
my  relations  been  fo  wicked  as  to  confult  their  intereff^ 
by  committing  fuch  an  atrocious  crime,  the  fate  of  my 
father  would  have  extended  to  me  too^  whofe  life  was 
another  obftacle  to  their  expeffation.  Mean  while  I 
grew  apace,  and  as  .1  ftrongly  refembled  my  father,  who 
was  the  darling  of  the  tenants,  I wanted  nothing  which 
their  indigent  circumftances  could  afford  ; but  their  fa- 
vour was  a weak  refource  againfi  the  jealous  enmity  of 
my  coufins  : who,  the  more  my  infancy  promifed,  con- 
ceived the  more  implacable  hatred  againfi  me  j and  be- 
fore I was  fix  years  of  age,  had  fo  eifeflually  blockaded 
my  graiadfalher,  that  I never  faw  him  but  by  llealth^ 
when  I fometimes  made  up  to  bis  chair,  as  he  fat  to 
v'ievv  his  labourers  in  the  field  : on  which  occafions,  he 
would  flroke  my  head,  bid  me  be  a good  boy,  and  pro- 
mife  to  take  care  of  me.-— I was  foon  after  fent  to  fchool 
at  a villas^e.hard  by  j but  as  he  never  paid  for  nay  boards 

VoL»  I,  B not 
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fior  fiipplled  me  with  deaths,  books,  and  other  ncciiTa- 
ries  I required,  my  condition  was  very  ragged  and  con- 
temptible, and  the  fchool-mafter,  who,  through  fear  of 
my  grandfather,  taught  me  gratis,  gave  himfelf  no  con- 
cern about  the  progrefs  I made  under  his  indruefiom  In 
fpite  of  all  thefe  difficulties  and  difgraces,  I became  a 
good  proficient  in  the  Latin  tongue  j and,  as  foon  as  I 
could  write  tolerably,  peftered  my  grandfather  with  let- 
ters to  fuch  a degree,  that  he  fent  for  my  mafier,  and 
chid  him  feverely  for  beftovving  fuch  pains  oh  my  edu- 
cation, telling  him  that  if  ever  I fiiould  be  brought  to 
the  gallows  tor  forgery,  which  he  had  taught  me  to 
commit,  my  blood  would  lie  on  his  head. The  pe- 

dant, who  dreaded  nothing  more  than  the  dirpleafiire  of 
liis  patron,  aflured  his  honour  that  the  boy's  ability  wa  ; 
more  owing  to  his  own  genius  and  application,  than  to 
any  inftru6f  ion  or  encouragement  he  received  5 that  al- 
though he  could  not  divefi  him  of  the  knowledge  he  had 
already  imbibed,  unlefs  he  would  impower  him  todiXa- 
ble  his  fingers,  he  fliould  endeavour  to  prevent  his 
future  improvement.  And  indeed  he  pun(Aualiy  per- 
formed what  he  had  undertaken,  for,  on  pretence 
that  I had  Wrote  impertinent  letters  to  ray  grand- 
father, he  caufed  a board  to  be  made  with  five  holes  i« 
it,  through  which  he  thrufi:  the  fingers  and  thumb  of 
my  right  hand,  and  faftened  it  by  whip- chord  to  ray 
wrift,  in  fuch  a manner  as  efFe6fually  debarred  me  the 
Hfe  of  my  pen.  But  this  reftraint  I was  freed  from  in 
•a  few  days,  by  an  accident  which  happened  in  a qim'- 
rel  between  me  and  another  boy,  who  taking  upon  him 
to  infult  my  poverty,  I was  fo  incenfed  at  his  ungene- 
rous reproach,  that  with  one  firoke  of  my  machine,  I 
cut  him  to  the  fkull,  -to  the  great  terror  of  myfelf  a)id 
fchool-fellows,  who  left  him  bleeding  on  the  ground, 
and  ran  to  inform  the  mafter  of  what  had  happened.  I 
Was  fo  feverely  puniQied  for  this  trefpafs,  that,  were  I 
to  live  to  the  age  of  Metbufalem,  the  impreffion  it  made 
on  me  would  not  be  effaced  : no  more  than  the  antipa- 
thy and  horror  I Conceived  for  the  raercilefs  t5Tant  who 
infliclcd  it.  The  contempt  which  my  apfcaraiicenatu- 
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rally  produced  in  all  who  faw  me,  the  continual  wants 
to  which  I was  expofed,  and  my  own  haughty  difppfi-  ; 
tion,  impatient  of  affronts,  involved  me  in  a thoiifand 
troubiefome  adventures,  by  which  I was  at  length 
inured  to  adverhty,  and  emboldened  to  undertakings 
far  above  my  years.  I was  often  inhumanly  fcourged 
for  crimes  I did  not  commit,  becaufe,  having  the  ch^ 
raaer  of  a vagabond  in  the  village,  every  piece  of  mil- 
chief,- wlrofe  author  lay  unknown,  was  charged  upon  me. 

I have  been  found  guilty  of  robbing  orchards  I never 
entered,  of  killing  cats  I never  hurted,  of  ftealing  gin- 
gerbread I never  touched,  and, of  abulmg  old  wpoaep 
i never  faw.— -Nay,  a dammerlng  carpenter  had  elo- 
quence enough  to  perfuade  my  mafter,  that  I fired  ^ 
piftoi  loaded. with  fmali  fliot  into  his  windows  5 though 
my  landlady  and  the  whole  family  borewitnefs  taat  I 
was  a-bed,  fall  afleepat  the  time  the  outrage  was  cont- 
mitted.—I  was  once  fiogged  for  having  narrowly  ei- 
caped  drbwnin?:,  by  the  finking  of  a ferry  - boat  in  which 
I was  padenger.— Another  time  for  hayingyecoyered  ot 
a bruile  occafioned  by  a horfe  and  cart  running  oyerrne* 
A third  time  for  being  bit  by  a baker’s  dog.— In  mort, 
whether  I was  guilty  or  unfortunate,  the  corre6Vipn  aud 
fympathy  of  this  arbitrary  pedagogue  were  the  fame. 
Far  from  being  tubdued  by  this  infernal  ufage,^ 
dignation  triumphed  over  that  flavidi  awe  which  had 
Viitherto  enforced  my  obedience  j and  the  more  my  years 
and  knowdedge  increafed,  tlie  more  I perceived  the  in - 
iuftice  and  barbarity  of  his  behaviour.  By  the  help  ot 
an  uncommon  genius,  and  the  advice  and  direction  o_ 
our  uilier,  who  had  ferved  my  father  in  his  travels,  i 
made  a furprifmg  pi*ogrefs  in  the  cladics,  writing,  a. 
arithmetic;  i'o  that  before  I was  twelve  years  old,  I 
was  allowed  by  every  body  to  be  the  belt  fcholar  in  the 
fchcoL-  This  qualification,  together  with  a .bokhieis  ot 
temper,  and  ferength  of  make,  which  had  fiibjecieci  ai- 
inoft  all  my  contemporaries,  gave  me  fuch  innuence  over 
them,  that  I began  to  form  cabals  againft  my  proxecu- 
tor  : and  was  in  hopes  of  being  able  to  bid  him  defiance 
in  a ver  V (hort  time.— Being  at  the  head  ot  a faaion,  coq- 
' B z ’ 
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Tiding  of  thirty  boys,  moll  of  them  of  my  own  age,  I 
was  determined  to  put  their  metal  to  trial,  that  I might 
• know  how  far  they  were  to  be  depended  upon,  before  I 
put  my  grand  fcheme  in  execution  ; with  this  view,  we 
attacked  a body  of  (lout  apprenUces,  who  had  taken 
pofTclIion  of  a part  of^  the  ground  allotted  to  us  for  the 
fcene  of  our  diverfions,  and  who  were  then  playing  at 
ninepins  on  the  fpot : but  I had  the  mortification  to  fee 
iny  adherents  i;outed  in  an  inftant,  and  the  leg  of  one 
of  them  broke  in  his  flight  by  the  bow],  whicii  one  of 
our  adverfaries  had  detached  in  purfuit  of  us. — This 
difcomfiture  did  not  hinder  us  from  engaging  them  af- 
terwards in  frequent  ficirmifhes,  which  we  maintained 
by  throwing  ftones  at  a didance,  wherein  I received 
many  wounds,  the  fears  of  which  dill  remain.  Ourene- 
mies  were  fo  harraded  and  interrupted  by  thefe  alarms, 
that  they  at  lad  abandoned  their  conqued,  and  left  us 
to  the  peaceable  enjoyment  of  our  own  territories. — It 
would  beendlefs  to  enumerate  the  exploits  we  performed 
in  the  courfe  of  this  confederacy,  which  became  the  ter- 
ror of  the  whole  village  : infomuch,  that  when  differ- 
ent intereds  divided  it,  one  of  the  parties,  commonly 
courted  the  aflidance  of  Roderic  Random,  (by  which 
name  I was  known)  to  cad  the  balance  and  keep  the 
oppofite  faftion  in  awe. — Meanwhile  I took  the  ad- 
vantage of  every  play-day  to  prefent  myfeif  before  my 
grandfather,  to  whom  I leldom  found  accefs,  by  reafon 
of  his  being  clofely  befieged  by  a numerous  family  of 
his  female  grand  children,  who,  though  they  perpetu- 
ally quarrelled  am.ong  themfelves,  never  failed  to  join 
againft  me,  as  the  common  enemy  of  all.  His  heir, 
who  was  about  the  age  of  eighteen,  minded  nothing  but 
fox-hunting,  and  indeed  was  qualified  for  nothingelfe, 
notwithdanding  his  grandfather’s  indulgence,  in  enter- 
taining a tutor  for  him  at  home  j v/ho  at  the  fame  time 
performed  the  office  of  parifh  clerk.  This  young  Ac- 
teon,  who  inherited  his  grandfather’s  antipathy  to  every 
thing  in  didrefs,  never  fet  eyes  on  me,  without  uncoup- 
ling his  beagles,  and  hunting  me  into  fome  cottage  or 
other,  whither  I generally  fled  for  flielter.  In  this 

Chridian 
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Chtlfoan  amufement  he  was-  encouraged  by  lus  precep- 
tor, who,  no  -doubt,  took  fuch  opportunities  to  ingra- 
t'late-himfeU'  with  the  rifing  fun,  obierying  that  the  old 
letleman,  according  to  the  courfe  of  nature,  had  not 
lono-to  liv€,  tor  he  was  already  on  the  verge  of  tour- 
icore  — The  behaviour  of  this  rafcally  fyeophant  m- 
cenfed  me-  fo  much,  that  one  day,  when  I was  beiea- 
S-ed  hy  him  and  his  hounds,  in  a farmer  s houfe, 
where  /had  found  proteaion,  I took  aim  athira  wi 
a’larire  pebble,  which  ftruck  out  four  of  his  fore-tert  , 
2nd  effeaually  incapacitated  him  for  doing  the  o&ce 
of  a clerk,  , -

finances  not  only  fupplied  with  what  n^effaries  I

This  was 
a taflt  to  which  he  was  by  no  means  equal,  being  entirely

naif  a black  bob  wig  in  buckle,  a check 
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handkerchief,  and  a hanger  with  a brafs  handle,  girded 
to  his  thigh  by  a tainiflied  laced  belt,  and  a good  oak 
plant  under  his  arm. — Thus  equipped,  he  fet  out  with 
me  (who  by  his  bounty  made  a very  decent  appearance) 
for  my  grandfather’s  houfe,  where  we  were  fainted  by 
Jowler  and  Caefar,  whom  my  coufin,  the  young  mafter, 
had  let  loofe  at  Our  approach.  Being  well  acquainted  with 
the  inveteracy  of  thefe  curs,  I was  about  to  betake  my- 
felf  to  my  heels,  when  my  uncle  feized  me  with  one  hand, 
brandiflied  his  cudgel  with  the  other,  and  at  one  blow 
laid  Caefar  fprawling  on  the  ground  : but,  finding  him- 
felf  attacked  at  the  fame  time  in  the  rear  by  Jowler,  and 
fearing  Csefar  might  recover,  he  drew  his  hanger,  wheel- 
ed about,  and  by  a lucky  ftroke,  fevered  Jowler’s  head 
from  his  body. — By  this  time  the  young  fox- hunter  and 
three  fervants,  armed  vv^ith  pitch  forks  and  flails,  were 
come  to  the  afiiftance  of  the  dogs,  whom  they  found 
breathlefs  upon  the  field  : and  my  coufin  was  fo  provoked

tion j what  I did  was  in  my  own  defence.-- So  you  had  beft 
be  civil,  and  let  us  fiioot  a-head,  clear  of  you,”  Whe- 
ther the  young  ’fquire  mifinterpreted  my  uncle’s  defire 
of  peace,  or  was  enraged  at  the  fate  of  his  hounds,  be- 
yond his  ufual  pitch  of  refoliuion,  I know  not ; but  he 
fnatched  a flail  from  one  of  his  followers,  and  came  up 
with  a ffiew  of  affaulting  the  lieutenant,  who,  putting 
himfelf  in  a pollure  of  defence,  proceeded  thus

» few  weeks  after  our  vifit,  we  were 

that  the  old  judge,  at  the  end  of  a fit  of  thoug 
fulnefs  which  lafted  three  days,  had  lent  for  a notary 
and  made  his  will ; that  the  diftemper  had  mounted  fiom 
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his  legs  to  his  ftomach,  and  being  confcions  of  his  ap‘

tended by  two  of  his  companions,  to  whom  he  had  im- 
parted his  defign  of  carrying  me  down  to  the  river,  ia 
which  he  propofed  to  have  me  heartily  ducked,  notwith- 
flanding  the  feverity  of  the  weather,  it  being  then  about 
the  middle  of  December. — But  this  ftratagem  did  not 
fucceed  ; for,  being  apprized  of  their  ambufh,  I got  home 
another  way,  and,  by  the  help  of  my  landlord’s  appren- 
tice, difcharged  a volley  from  the  garret  window,  which 
did  great  execution  among  them  j and  next  day  occafioned 
fo  much  mirth  at  their  expence,  that  they  found  them- 
felves  under  tlie  necelTity  of  leaving  the  town,  until  the 
adventure  fliould  be  entirely  forgotten. — My  couhns, 
(though  twice  baffled  in  their  expe6fations)  did  not, 
however,  defift  from  perfecuting  me,  who  had  now  en« 
raged  them  beyond  a poflibility  of  forglvenefs,  by  de- 
teifing  their  malice,  and  preventing  its  effeffs  ; neither 
fhould  I have  found  them  more  humane,  had  I patiently 
fubmitted  to  their  rancour,  and  bore  without  murmur- 
ing the  rigour  of  their  unreafonable  hate;  for,  I have 
found  by  experience,  that  though  fmall  favours  may  be 
acknovvledged,  and  flight  injuries  atoned,  there  is  no 
wretch  fo  ungrateful  as  he  whom  you  have  mofl  gene- 
roufly  obliged  ; and  no  enemy  fo  implacable,  as  thofe 
who  have  done  you  the  greateft  wrong. — Thefe  good 
natured  creatures,  therefore,  had  recourfe  to  a fcheme, 
which  conipired  with  a piece  of  bad  news  I foon  after 
received,  to  give  them  all  the  fatisfa6fion  they  defired  i 
this  plan  was  to  debauch  the  faith  of  my  companion 
and  confident,  who  betrayed  the  truft  I repofed  in 
him,  by  imparting  to  them  the  particulars  of  my  fmall 
amours,  which  they  publifhed,  with  fuch  exaggerati- 
ons, that  I fuffered  very  much  in  the  opinion  of  every 
body,  and  was  utterly  difearded  by  the  dear  creatures 
whofe  names  had  been  called  in  queftion. — ^While  I was 
bufy  in  tracing  out  the  author  of  this  treachery,  that  I

— People  mould 
be  more  cautious  of  their  condua.— She  was  always 
afraid  his  brutal  behaviour  would  bring  him  into  fome 
misfortune  or  other.— As  for  her  part  (he  (hould  be  very 
ready  to  befriend  me  5 but  (he  had  a fmall  family  ot  her 
own  to  maintain. — The  world  would  do  nothing  lor  her 
if  (he  (hould  come  to  want— charity  begins  at  fi«mj » 
(he  wiihtd  I had  been  bound  to  fome  fubfiantial  handi- 
craft, fuch  as  a weaver,  or  a iboe-maker,  rather  than 
loiter  away  my  time  in  learning  foolifii  nonlen  e that 
would  never  bring  me  in  a penny— but  fome  folks  are 
wife,  and  fome  are  otherwife. — I was  liftening  to  tnis 
myfterious  difcourfe,  with  great  amazement,  when  her. 
hu(band-  entered,  and,  without  (peaking  a fy liable,  put 
both  the  letters  into  my  hand.  I received  them  trem- 
bling, and  read  what  follows  :

T^HIS  is  to  let  you  know  that  T have  quitted  the

I am,  (thank 
God)  fafe  among  the  French,  who  are  very  civil,  though 
I don’t  underftand  their  lingo,  and  I hope  to  be  reltored 
in  a little  time,  for  all  the  great  friends  and  parliamentary 
intereft  of  the  captain,  for  I have  fent  over  to  my  land- 
lord in  Deal  an  account  of  the  whole  affair,  with  our 
l->earings  and  diftances  while  we  were  engaged,  whereby 
1 have  delired  him  to  lay  it  before  his  Majefty,  ^no, 
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(Cxod  blefs  lum)  will  not  fufFer  an  honeft  tar  to  be 
wronged.— My  love  to  your  fpoufe,  and  am 
Tour  losing  friend^

DEAR  RORY, 

J^ON’T  be  grieved  at  my  misfortune— but  mind 
r j y^urbock,  my  lad.

This  letter  (which,  with  the  other,  was  dated  from 
Port, Louis,  in  Hifpaniola)  I had  no  fooner  read,  than 

the  apotJiecary,  ihakinghis  head,  began  : I have  a 

very  great  regard  for  Mr.  Bowling,  that’s  certain, — and 
could  De  well  content — but  times  are  very  hard.  There’s 
no  fuch  thing  as  money  to  be  got— I believe  it  is  all  va- 
ndhed  under  ground,  for  my  part — Befides,  I have  been 
out  ot  pocket  already,  having  entertained  you  lince  the 

begi^ang  of  this  month  without  receiving  a lixpence, 

and  God  knows  if  ever  I fliail  j— for  I believe  it  will  go 
hard  with  your  uncle. — And,  more  than  that,  I was 
thinking  of  giving  you  warning,  for  I want  your  apart- 
ment for  a new  ’prentice,  whom  I expe^:  from  the  coun- 
try  evei7  hour. — So  I defire  you  will  this  week  provide 
yoiirfeif  with  another  lodging.”— The  indignation  which 
this  harangue  infpired,  gave  me  fpirits  to  fupport  my 
reverfe  of  fortune ; and  to  tell  him,  I defpifed  his  mean, 
lelfifli  difpoiition  fo  much,  that  I would  rather  ftarve  than 
be  beholden  to  him  for  one  fingle  meal.  Upon  which,

reiiueft— And  thus  we  parted, 
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On  my  return,  I met  my  comrade  ’Squire  Gawk^, 
whom  his  father  had  fent,  fome  time  ago,  to  town, 
for  his  improvement  in  writing,  dancing,  fencing,  and 
other  modifh  qualifications.  As  I had  lived  with  him, 
jince  his  arrival,  on  the  footing  of  our  old  intimacy,  I 
made  no  fcruple  of  informing  him  of  the  lownefs  of  my 
circumilances,  and  afking  a fmall  fupply  of  money  to  an- 
fwer  my  prefent  expencej’upon  which  he  pulled  out  a hand  ^ 
ful  of  halfpence,  with  a (hilling  or  two  among  them, and 
fwore  tnat  was  all  he  had  to  keep  his  pocket  till  next 
quarter-day,  he  having  loff  the  greateft  part  of  his  allow- 
ance the  night  before  at  billiards.  Though  his  affertion 
might  very  well  be  true,  I was  extremely  mortified  at  his 
indifference,  for  he  neither  exprefled  any  fympathy  for 
ray  mifhap,  nor  defire  of  alleviating  ray  didrefs  ; and 
accordingly  I left  him,  without  uttering  one  word  ; but

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ngs,  where  I was  informed  of  his  precipitate  retreat, 
he  having  fet  out  for  the  country  in  lefs  than  an  hour  af- 
terhe  had  received  my  billet  ; and  I was  vain  enough  to 
have  the  whole  ftorv  inierted  in  the  news,  although  I was 
fain  to  fell  a gold-laced  hat  to  my  landlord,  for  lefs  than 
half-price>  to  defray  the  expence,  and  contribute  to  my 
fubfiftence. 

CHAP.  vir. 

I a77i  entertained  by  Mr.  Crab — A Defcnption 
I acquire  the  Art  of  Surgery — Confult  Crab''  s Difpofition-^ 
Become  necejfary  to  him — An  Accident  happens-  He  ad<vifes 
me  to  launch  into  the  World — AJJiJls  tne  ^ith  Money — I fet 
out  for  London. 

'^HE  fumes  of  my  refentment  being  di/Iipated,  as 
well  as  the  vanity  of  my  fuccefs,  I found  myfelfde- 
ferteil  to  all  the  horrors  of  extreme  want,  and  avoided 
by  mankind  as  a creature  of  a different  fpecies,  or  rather 
as  a folitary  being,  no  ways  comprehended  within  the 
fcheme  or  proteftion  of  Providence.  My  defpair  had 
rendered  me  almoft  quite  ftupefied,  when  I was  one  day 
told  that  a gentleman  defined  to  fee  me  at  a certain  pub- 
lic houfe,  whither  I immediately  repaired  5 and  was  in- 
troduced to  one  Mr.  Launcelot  Crab,  a furgeon  in 
town,  who  was  engaged,  with  two  more,  in  drinking  a 
liquor,  called  popAwy  compofed  by  mixing  a quartern  of 
brandy,  with  a quart  of  fmall  beer.  Before  I relate  the 
occafion  of  this  meffage,  I believe  it  will  not  be  difa- 
greeable  to  the  reader  if  I defcribe  the  gentleman  who 
lent  for  me,  and  mention  feme  circumftances  of  his  cha- 
ra6fer  and  condu6f,  which  may  illuftrate  what  follows, 
and  account  for  his  behaviour  to  me.

miring  the  buckle  of  his  (hoe. — He  had  long  entertained 
an  implacable  refentment  againft  Potion,  who,  though  a 
young  pra61itioner,  was  better  employed  than  he,  and 
once  had  the  affurance  to  perform  a cure,  whereby  he 
difappointed  and  difgraced  the  prognoftic  of  the  faid 
Crab — This  quarrel,  which  was  at  onetime  upon  the

ThedifFerence  betv,;een  thefe  rivals  was  in  the  height 
of  rancour  when  I received  the  m-effiage  of  Crab,  who  re- 
ceived me  as  civilly  as  I coulJ  have  expeclcd  from  one  of 
his  difpofition  ; and,  after  defiring  me  to  fit,  enquired 
into  the  particulars  of  my  leaving  the  houfe  of  Potion  5 
which,  when  I had  related,  he  faid,  with  a malicious 
grin — “‘^There’s  a fneaking  dog!

This  fentence  was  confirmed  by  a third,  who  affiured  his

accept,  as  loon  as  he  ffionid  inform  me  on  what  footing 
I was  to  be  entertained — What  footing  ! — d — n my 
blood,  (cried  he)  d’ye  expe61:  to  have  a footman  and  a 
couple  of  hnrfes  kept  for  you  ?” — ‘‘  No,  Sir  ; (I  replied) 
my  expe6fations  are  not  quite  fo  fanguine. — That  I may 
be"  as  little  burthenfome  as  poffible,  1 would  willingly 
fcrve  in  your  fliop,  by  which  means  I may  fave  you  the 
expenfe  of  a journeyman,  or  poi  ter  at  leall,  ior  I un* 
derftand  a little  pharmacy,  having  employed  feme  of 
my  leifure  hours  in  the  pra6lice  of  that  art,  while  I 
Jived  with  Mr.  Potion  ; neither  am  I altogether  igno- 
rant of  furgery,  which  I have  fludied  with  great  plea- 
fureand  application.— O ho  I you  did  ? (fays  Crab.) 
Gentlemen,  here  is  a complete  artill  ?— Studied  furgeryl 
what?  In  books,  Ifnppofe. — I fliail  have  you  difputing 
with  me  one  of  thofe  days,  on  points  of  my  profefiion.— « 
You  can  already  account  for  mufcular  motion  (I  warr 
rant)  and  explain  the  myftery  of  the  brain  and  nerves — - 
ha  1— You  are  too  learned  for  me,  d — n me. — But  let’s 
hear  no  more  of  this  fluff : — can  you  bleed  and  give  a 
clyiler,  fpread  a plaifter,  and  prepare  a potion  ?” — • 
Upon  my  anfwering  in  the  affirmative,  he  Ihook  his 
head,  telling  me,  he  believed  he  fhould  have  little  good 
of  me,  for  all  my  promifes  but,  huwever,  he  would 
take  me  in  for  the  fake  of  charity. — >1  was  accordingly 
that  very  night  admitted  to  his  houfe,  and  had  an  apart- 
ment afligned  to  me  in  the  garret,  which  I was  fain  to 
put  up  with,  notwithdanding  the  mortification  my  pride 
buffered  in  this  change  of  circumftances.  I was  foon 
convinced  of  the  reaf  motives  Vv^hich  induced  Crab  to 
receive  me  in  this  manner  5 for,  befides  the  gratification 
of  his  revenge,  by  expofing  the  felhfhnefs  of  his  antago- 
niff,  in  oppofition  to  his  own  generofity,  which  was  all 
affectation,  he  had  occafion  for  a young  man  who  un- 
derwood fomething  of  the  profeffion,  to  fill  up  the  place 
of  his  eldeff  apprentice,  lately  dead,  not  without  violent 
fufpicion  of  foul  play  from  his  matter’s  brutality  The 
knowledge  of  this  circumftance,  together  with  his  daily 
D z behaviour 
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behaviour  to  his  wife,  and*  the  young  apprentice,  did 
not  at  all  contribute  to  my  enjoying  my  new  fituation 
with  eafe  ; however,  as  I did  not  perceive  how  I could 
beftow  my  felt  to  better  advantage,  I refolved  to  Ihidy 
Crab’s  temper  with  all  the  application,  and  manage  it 
with  all  the  addrefs  in  my  power.

neither  ignorant  nor  lazy,  fince  I both  underftood  and 
performed  my  buiiners  as  well  as  he  could  do  for  his 
foul,  neither  was  it  jud  to  call  me  raggamudin,  for  I had 
a whole  coat  on  my  back,  and  was  delcended  from  a bet- 
ter family  than  any  he  could  boad  an  alliance  with.  He 
gave  tokens  ofgreat  amazement  at  this  afliirance  of  mine, 
and  diook  his  cane  over  my  head,  regarding  me  all  the 
time,  with  a countenance  truly  diabolical.  Although  I 
was  terribly  dartled  at  his  menacing  looks  and  podure, 
I yet  had  refle6lion  enough  left,  to  convince  me  I had 
gone  too  far  to  retrafl,  and  that  this  was  the  critical  mi- 
nute that  mud  decide  my  future  lot  in  his  lervice  j I 
therefore  fnatched  up  the  pedle  of  a mortar,  and  fwore, 
if  he  offered  to  drike  me  without  a cauie,  J fiiould  fee 
whether  his  fkull  or  my  weapon  was  harded.  He  con-'

I’ll  teach  you  to  lift  your  hand 
againd  me,” — So  faying,  he  retired,  and  left  me  under 
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dreadful  appr^henfions,  which  vaniflied  entirely  at  our 
next  meeting,  when  he  behaved  with  unufual  compla- 
cency, and  treated  me  with  aglafs  of  punch  after  dinner. 
By  this  condii6i:,  I got  the  afcendency  over  him  in  a 
fliort  time,  and  became  fo  neceffary  to  him,  in  managing 
his  biifinefs,  while  he  was  engaged  at  the  bottle,  that 
fortune  began  to  wear  a kinder  afpe61: 5 and  I confoled 
myfelffor  the  difregard  of  my  former  acquaintance,  with 
the  knowledge  I daily  imbibed,  by  a dole  application  to 
the  duties  of  my  employment,  in  which  I fucceeded  be- 
yond my  own  expedation.

— I was  no  longer  a pert 
unthinking  coxcomb,  giddy  with  popular  applauf«,  and 
elevated  with  the  extravagance  of  hope  ; my  misfortunes 
had  taught  me  how  little  the  careffies  of  the  world,  dur- 
ing a man’s  profperity,  are  to  be  valued  by  him  ; and  how 
ferioudy  -and  expeditioudy  he  ought  to  fet  about  making 
himfeif  independent  of  them.  My  prefent  appearance, 
therefore,  was  the  lead  of  my  care,  which  was  wholly 
engroffied  in  laying  up  a dock  of  indruvSlion  that  might 
fecure  me  againd  the  caprice  of  fortune  for  the  future. 

I became  fuch  a deven,  and  contracled  fuch  an  air  of  au- 
Iferity,  that  every  body  pronounced  me  cred-fallen  5 and 
Gawky  returned  no  town  without  running  any  rifque 
from  my  refentment,  which  was  by  this  time  pretty 
much  cooled,  and  redrained  by  prudential  reafons  fo  ef- 
D 3 fe6lually 
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fe6tually,  that  I never  fo  mu.ch  as  thought  of  obtaining 
fatisfa^tion  for  the  injuries  he  had  done  me. — When  I 
deemed  myfelf  fufficiently  madcr  of  my  bufinefs,  I be- 
gan to  caft  about  for  an  opportunity  of  launching  into 
the  world,  in  hope  of  finding  fome  provifion  that  might 
make  amends  for  the  difficulties  I hid  undergone  ; but, 
as  this  could  not  be  effe61:ed  without  a Imall  fum  of 
money  to  equip  me  for  the  field,  I was  in  the  utmofi:  per- 
plexity how  to  raife  it,  well  knowing  that  Crab,  for  his 
own  lake,  would  never  put  me  in  condition  to  leave  him", 
when  his  intereft  was  fo  much  concerned  in  mv  day — » 
But  a,  fmall  accident,  which  happened  about  this  timej 
determined  him  in  my  favour.

I laid  hold  of  this  declaration, 
which  I had  long  willied  for,  and  alTured  him  I, would 
follow  his  advice  with  p}eafiire,  if  it  was  in  my  power  | 
but  that  it  was  impolfiblc  for  me  to  embrace  an  oppor-

J Arrhje  at  Ne^vcajile — Meet  <voith  my  old  School-Felloe 
Strap — IVe  determine  to  ealk  together  to  London — Set  out 
On  our  Journey — Put  up  at  a folkary  Ale  houfe — A.re  dif- 
turbedby  a ftrange  Ad<venture  in  the  Night, 


'J^HERE  is  no  fuch  convenience  as  a waggon  in  this 
country,  and  my  finances  were  too  weak  to  fupport 
the  expence  ofhiring  a horfe;  I determined  jtherefore,  to  fet 
out  with  the  carriers,  who  tranfport  goods  from  one  place 
to  another  on  horfeback  ; and  this  fcheme  I accordingly 
put  in  execution,  on  the  firft  day  of  Novend^er  1739* 
fitting  upon  a pack  faddle  between  two  bafkets  ; one  of 
which  contained  ray  goods  in  a knapfack.  But  by  the 
time  we  arrived  at  Newcaftle  upon  Tyne,  I was  lb  fa- 
tigued with  the  tedioulhei's  of  the  carriage,  and  benumbed 
with  the  coldnefs  of  the  weather,  that  I refolved  to  tra- 
vel the  reft  of  my  journey  on  foot,  rather  than  proceed  in 
fuch  a difagreeable  manner. 

The  hoftler  of  the  inn  at  which  we  put  up,  under- 
ftanding  I was  bound  for  London,  advifed  me  to  take 
my  pafiage  in  a collier,  which  would  be  both  cheap  and 
expeditious,  and  withal  much  eafier  than  to  walk  up- 
wards of  three  hundred  miles  through  deep  roads,  in  the 
winter  time ; a journey  which  he  believed  I had  not 
ftrength  enough  to  perform.

Ihom  he  intended  to  ilay  till  the  ipr.ng, 
he  intended  to  cro  to  London,  where  ne  did  not  doubt  ot

a nalfave  by  fea,  by  rcafon  of  the  danger  ot  a winter  yoy 
ai^e  which  is  very  hazardous  along  that  coaft,  '

tain  me  a great  while,  to  the  no  fmall  de  riraem  ot  my 
formne  whereas,  if  I would  venture  by  land,  he  would 
bear  me  company,  carry  my  baggage  f ^ 
if  we  mould  be  fatigued  before  we  could 
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journey,  it  .would  be  no  hard  matter  for  us  to  find  on 
the  road,  either  return -horfes,  or  waggons,  of  which  we 
might  take  the  advantage  for  a trifling  expence. — I was 
fo  raviflied  at  this  propofal^  that  I embraced  him  alTec- 
tionateiy,  and  affured  him  he  might  command  mypurfe 
to  the  lafl  farthing  ; but  he  gave  me  to  underftand  he 
had  faved  money  iliflicient  to  anfwer  his  own  occafions, 
and  that  he  had  a friend  in  London,  v/ho  would  foon  in^ 
tfoduce  him  iiito  bufinefs,  in  that  capital  ; and  might 
poflibly  have  it  in  his  power  to  ferve  me  alfo. 

Having  concerted  the  plan,  and  fettled  our  affairs  that 
night,  we  departed  next  morning  by  day- break, 
armed  with  a good  cudgel  each  (my  companion  being 
charged  with  the  furniture  of  us  both,  crammed  into 
one  knapfack  ,)  and  our  money  fewed  between  the  lining 
and  waiftband  of  our  breeches,  except  fome  loofe  filver 
for  our  immediate  expence  on  the  road. — We  travelled 
all  day  gt  a round  pace,  but  being  ignorant  of  the  pro-^ 
per  ftages,  were  benighted  at  a good  diftance  from  any 
inn,  ,fo  that  we  were  compelled  to  take  up  our  lodging 
at  a fmali  hedge  ale  houfe,  that  ftood  on  a bye-road, 
about  half  a mile  from  the  highway  : There  we  found  a 
pedlar  of  our  own  country,  in  wdiofe  company  we  regaled 
ourfeives  with  bacon  and  eggs,  and  a glafs  uf  good 
ale,  before  a comfortable  fire,  converfing  all  the  while 
very  foclably  with  the  landlord  and  his  daughter,  an 
hale  buxom  lafs,  who  entertained  us  with  great  good 
humour,  and  in  whofe  alFedion  I was  vain  enough  to 
believe  1 had  made  fome  progrefs.  About  eight  o’clock 
we  were  all  three,  at  our  own  deiire,  fliewn  into  an 
apartment,  furnifned  with  two  beds,  in  one  of  which 
Strap  and  I betook  ourft'lves  to  refl-,-  and  the  pedlar  occu- 
pied the  other,  though  not  before  he  had  prayed  a conli- 
derable  time  ex  tempore^  into  every  corner  of  the 

room,  and  fatlened  the  door  on  the  infide  with  a flrong 
iron  fcrew,  which  he  carried  about  with  him  for  t hat  ufe.

coachman  I — he  has  ferved  me  a fine  trick,  indeed  !•— 

but  d tion  fieze  me,  if  I don’t  make  him  repent  it  I 

I’ll  teach  the  fcoundrel  to  give  intelligence  to  others, 
while  he  is  under  articles  with  me.” — Our  landlady 
endeavoured  to  appeafe  this  exafperated  robber,  by  fay- 
ing he  might  be  miftaken  in  Smack,  who,  perhaps, 
kept  no  correfpondence  with  the  other  gentleman  that 
robbed  his  coach, — »and,  that  if  an  accident  had  difap* 
pointed  him  to  day,  he  might  foon  find  opportunities 
enough  to  atone  for  his  loft  trouble.— Til  tell  thee 
whac,  my  dear  Bett  (replied  he)  I never  had,  nor  ever 
will,  while  my  name  is  Rifle,  have  fuch  a glorious 
booty  as  I milled  to  day.— Z — ds  I there  was  400I.  in 
calh,  to  recruit  men  for  the  king’s  fervice,  befides  the 
jewels,  watches,  fwords  and  money  belonging  to  the 
paflengers  j — had  it  been  my  fortune  to  have  got  clear 
off  with  fo  much  treafure,  I would  have  purchafed  a 
commiffion  in  the  army,  and  made  you  an  officer’s  lady, 
you  jade,  I would.” — ‘‘  Well,  well,  (cries  Betty)  we 
muft  truft  to  Providence  for  that;  but  did  you  find  no- 
thing worth  taking,  which  efcaped  the  other  gentleman  of 
the  road  !” — “Not  much,  faith,  (faid  the  lover)  I glean- 
ed a few  things, — fuch  as  a pair  of  pops,  filver  mounted, 
(here  they  are)  I took  them  loaded  from  the  Captain 
who  had  the  charge  of  the  money,  together  with  a gold 
watch  which  he  had  concealed  in  his  breeches.— I like- 
wife  found  ten  Portugal  pieces  in  the  fhoes  of  a quaker, 

whom 
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whom  the  fplrit  moved  to  revile  me  with  great  bitter- 
iiefs  and  devotion;  but  what  I value  myfelf  moftly* 
for^  is  this  here  purchafe,  a gold  f'nufF  box,  my  girl, 
with  a pi6lure  on  the  infide  ot  the  lid  : which  I untied 
out  of  the  tail  of  a pretty  lady’s  Imock.” — Here,  as  the 
devil  would  have  it,  the  pedlar  fnored  fo  loud,  that  the 
highwayman,  fnatching  his  piifols,.  darted  up,  crying. 
Hell  and  d — n — n 1 I am  betrayed,  who’s  that  in  the 
next  room  ?”  Mrs.  Betty  told  him,  he  need  not  be 
uneafy,  tliey  were  only  three  poor  wearied  travellers, 
who  milTing  the  road,  had  taken  up  their  lodging  in  the 
houfe,  and  were  afleep  long  ago. — ‘‘  Travellers! 
(fays  he,)  fpies,  you  b' — ch  ! but  no  matter — I’ll  fend 
them  all  to  hell  in  an  indant.” — He  accordingly  ran 
towards  our  door ; when  his  fweetheart  interpofmg,  af- 
fured  him  there  was  only  a couple  of  poor  young  Scotch- 
men, who  were  too  raw  and  ignorant  to  give  him  the 
lead  caufe  of  lufpicion  j and  the  third  was  a prelbyte- 
rian  pedlar  of  the  fame  nation,  who  had  often  lodged  in 
the  houfe  before. — ‘This  declaration  fatisded  the  thief, 
who  fwore  he  was  glad  there  was  a pedlar,  for  he  want- 
ed fome  linen — -Then,  in  a jovial  manner,  he  put  about 
theglaf?,  miiigling  his  difcourfe  to  Betty,  with  caredes 
and  familiarities  that  fpoke  him  very  happy  in  his 
amours.  During  that  part  of  the  converfation  which 
regarded  us,  Strap  had  crept  under  the  bed,  where  he 
lay  In  the  agonies  of  fear;  fo  that  it  was  with  great 
difficulty  I purfuaded  him  our  danger  was  over,  and 
prevailed  on  him  to  wake  the  pedlar,  and  inform  him

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Meanwhile,  niy  comrade  had  Undeceived  our  fellow- 
lodger,  and  informed  him  of  his  reafon  for  diftiirbing 
him  ; upon  which  getting  up  foftly,  he  peeped  through 
the  hole,  and  was  fo  terrified  with  what  he  faw, 
that  falling  down  on  his  bare  knees,  he  put  up  a long 
petition  fo  heaven,  to  deliver  him  from  the  hands  of  that 
ruffian,  and  promlfed  never  to  defraud  a cuftomer  for 
the  future  of  the  value  of  a pin’s  point,  provided  he 
might  be  refcued  from  the  prefent  danger.

I heard  him  very  opfiropulous  in  his  (l^rep. — Sure  I 
put  a chamber-pot  under  his  bed.” — With  thele  words 
Ihe  advanced  to  the  bed  in  which  he  lay,  and  finding  the 
fneets  cold,  exclaimed, “ Good  lack  a daify  ! the  rogue 
is  (led  !” — Fled,  (cried  I,  with  feigned  amazement), 
God  forbid! — Sure  he  has  not  robbed  us.”- — Then 
fpringing  up,  I laid  hold  of  my  breeches,  and  emptied 
all  my  loofe  money  into  my  hand  ; v.^hich  having  rec- 
koned, I faid,  heaven  be  praifed,  our  money  is  allfafe:

— Betty, 
ai^ter  a moment’s  paufe,  withdrew,  and  immediately  we 
could  hear  her  waken  Rifle,  who  no  fooner  heard  of 
Waddle’s  flight,  than  he  jumped  out  of  bed  and  drelTed, 
venting  a thoufand  execrations,  and  vowing  to  murder 
the  pedlar,  if  ever  he  fet  eyes  on  him  again  j For,  faid 
he,  the  fcoundrel  has  by  this  time  railed  the  hue  and 
cry  againft  me.”

A FTER  having  paid  our  fcore,  and  taken  leave  of 
our  hcftefs,  who  embraced  me  tenderly  at  parting, 
we  proceeded  on  our  journey,  bicfling  ourfelves  we  had 
come  off  fo  well.  We  had  not  walked  above  five 
miles,  when  we  obferved  a n)an  on  horfeback  galloping 
after  us,  whom  we  in  a fliort  time  recognized  to  be  no 
other  than  this  formidable  hero  who  had  already  given 
us  fo  much  vexation — He  flopped  hard  by  me,  and 
aiked  if  I knew  who  he  was? — -My  aflonifliment  had 
diriconcerted  me  fo  much,  that  I did  not  hear  his  quef-

again,  perceiving  a company  of  horfemen  coming  up, 
he  rode  ofF,  and  left  me  ftanding  motionlefs  as  a ftatue, 
in  which  pofture,!  was  found  by  tbofe  whofe  appearance 
had  fayed  my  life,  l^his  company  con  filled  of  three 
men  in  livery,  well  armed,  with  an  cfficer,  who  (as  I 
afterwards  learned)  was  the  perfon  from  whom  Kdle

imdl  loon  come  to  a(5i:ion,  began  to  curb  his  horfe,  and 
gave  him  the  fpnr  at  the  fame  time,  which  treatment 
making  the  creature  rear  up  and  fnort,  he  called  out 
his  horfe  was  frightened,  and  would  not  proceed  ; at 
the  fame  time  wheeling  him  round  and  round,  ftroakiiig 
his  neck,  whiftling  and  wheedling  him,  Sirrah,  Sir- 
rah— gently,  gently,”  See. — Z ds  ! (cried  one 

of  the  fervants)  fure  my  lord's  Sorrel  is  not  refty  1” — - 
With  thefe  words'  he  bellowed  a lalh  on  his  buttock, 
and  Sonel  difdaining  the  rein,  fprung  forv^ard  with 
the  captain,  at  a pace  tliat  would  have  foon  brouglit  him 
up  with  the  robber,  had  not  the  girth  (happily  for 
him)  given  way,  by  which  means  he  landed  in  the  dirt ; 
and  two  of  his  attendants  continued  their  purfuit,  with.- 
out  minding  his  htuation.  Meanwhile  one  of  the 
three  who  remained  at  my  delirc,  turning  the  bod}^  of 
Strap,  in  order  to  fee  the  wound  which  had  killed  him, 
found  him  dill  warm,  and  breathing  ; upon  which  I 
immediately  let  him  blood,  and  faw  him,  with  inex-

While  we  were  agreeably  amufed  in  this  manner,  our 
mufician  fpying  a horfeman  riding  towards  the  inn, 
ftopt  all  of  a fudden,  crying  out,  “ Gad  lb  ! gentlemen, 
I beg  your  pardon  ; there's  our  dog  of  a doctor  coming 
into  the  inn.”---— -He  immediately  concealed  his  intlru- 
ment,  and  ran  towards  the  gate,  where  he  took,  hold 
of  the  vicar’s  bridle,  and  helped  him  off,  enquiring 
very  cordially  into  the  date  of  his  health.— This  roly 
fon  of  the  church  (who  might  be  about  the  age  of  fifty) 
having  alighted,  an»l  entrufted  the  curate  with  hishorle, 
dalked  with  great  Iblemnity  into  the  kitchen,  where, 
fitting  down  by  the  fire,  he  called  for  a bottle  of  ale  and 
a pipe ; fcarce  deigning  an  anfwer  to  the  fubmiilivc 
quedions  of.  thofe  who  enquired  about  the  welfare  of  his 
family. — While  he  indulged  himfelf  in  this  date,  amidft 
a profound  filence,  the  curate  approaching  him  with 
great  reverence,  alked  if  he  would  not  be  pleafed  to  ho- 
nour us  with  his  company  at  dinner  ?

elbow  chair  at  home,  indulge  himfelf  in  the  beft  of  vic- 
tuals and  wine,  and  enjoy  the  converl'ation  of  Betty,  his 
houfe -keeper.— You  underftand  me,  gentlemen.— Betty 
is  the  dolor’s  poor  kirifwmman,  and  a pretty  girl  (lie 
is  : but  no  matter  for  that : — aye,'  and  a dutiful  girl  to 
her  parents,  whom  (he  vifits  regularly  every  year  ; 
though  I mud  own,  I could  never  leai  n in  what  country 

they  live. “ My  fervice  t’ye  gentlemen.” 

By  this  time  dinner  being  ready,  I waked  ray  compa- 
nion, and  we  ate  all  together  with  great  chearfulncfs. 
When  our  meal  was  ended,  and  every  man's  (liare  of 
the  reckoning  adjufted,  the  curate  v.-ent  out  on  pretence

However,  there  was  no  re- 
medy ; we  were  obliged  to  comply  ; and  accordingly

pair  of  buckdcin  breeches  with  the  backfide  before, 
which  ihe  had  dipt  cn  in  the  hurry,  and  her  hufoand  with 
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tier  petticoat  about  his  (boulders  : one  had  wrapt  him- 
feif  in  a blanket,  another  was  covered  with  a (lieet ; and 
the  drummer,  who  had  given  his  only  (hlrt  to4)ewa(hed, 
appeared  in  cuerpo,  with  the  boKter  rolled  about  his 
iTfiiddle.— When  this  affair  was  diCcuffed,  every  body 
retired  to  his  own  apartment,  the  Serjeant  dipt  into 
bed,  and  my  companion  and  I flept  without  any  further 
diftiirbance  till  morning,  when  we  got  up,  went  to 
breakfaft,  paid  our  reckoning,  and  fet  forward,  in  ex- 
pe61ation  of  overtaking  the  waggon  : in  which  hope, 
however,  we  were  difappointed  for  that  day.  As  we 
exerted  ourfelves  more  than  ufual,  I found  myfelf  quite 
fpent  with  fatigue,  when  we  entered  a fmall  village  in 
the  twilight.  We  enquired  for  a public  houfe,  and 
were  dire6led  to  one  of  a very  (brry  appearance.  At 
our  entrance  the  landlord,  who  feemtd  tobea  venerable 
old  man,  with  long  grey  hair,  rofe  from  a table  placed 
by  a large  fire,  in  a very  neat  paved  kitchen,  and,  with 
a chearful  countenance,  accofied  us  in  thefe  words: — - 
SahvetCy  Pueri,  ingredimniP* — I was  not  a littk 
pleafed  to  hear  our  hoit  fpeak  Latin,  becaufe  I was  m 
hopes  of  recommending  myfelf  to  him  by  my  knowledge 
in  that  language  ; I therefore  anfwered  without  hefita- 
tion — “ Dipfohve  frigusy  llgna  fuper  foco — largf 
neiisd' — I had  no  fooner  pronounced  thefe  words  than 
the  old  gentleman,  running  towards  me,  (liook  nae  by 
the  hand,  crying, — “ Filiy  me  deleFt'iJJlme ! unde  njsm  f 
— a fuperis  ni  fallor  /” — In  (hort,  finding  we  were  both 
read  in  the  claflics,  he  did  not  know  how  to  teftify  his 
regard  enough,  but  ordered  his  daughter,  a jolly  nofy- 
cheeked  damfel,  who  was  his  foie  domeftic,  to  bring 
us  a bottle  of  his  quadrimum — repeating,  from  Ho- 
race, at  the  fame  time — ‘‘  Deprome  quadrimum  fabina 
O Fh  altar  obey  merum  diotaP^ — This  quadrimum  was  ex- 
cellent ale  of  his  own  brewing,  of  which  he  told  us  he 
bad  always  an  amphoruy  four  years  old,  for  the  ufeof 
bimfelf  and  friends. — In  the  courfe  of  our  converfation., 
which  was  interlarded  with  fcraps  of  Latin,  we  under- 
ftood  that  this  facetious  perfon  was  a fchoolmafier, 

wiiofc 
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wtiofe  income  being  Tmall,  he  was  fain  to  keep  a glafs 
of  good  liquor  for  the  entertainment  of  paffengers,  by 
which  he  made  a Ihift  to  make  the  two  ends  of  the  year 
meet. — ‘‘  I am  this  day,  faid  he,  the  happleft  old  fellow 
in  his  Majefty’s  dominions. — My  wife,  rell  her  foul,  is 
in  heaven.  My  daughter  is  to  be  married  next  week; — 
but  the  two  chief  pleafures  of  my  life  are  thefe  (point- 
ing to  the  bottle  and  a large  edition  of  Horace  that  lay 
on  the  table.)  I am  old,  ’tis  true, — what  then  ? the 
more  reafon  I diould  enjoy  the  fmall  fliare  of  life  that 
remains,  as  my  friend  Flaccus  advifes  : — Tu  ne  quajterts 
(fare  nefas)  quern  mihi,  q}ie?n  iibifinem  dii  dedennt. — ■ 
Carpe  dietn^  quam  7ninimum  crediio poferid'' — As  he  was 
Very  inquifitive  about  our  affairs,  we  made  no  fcruple 
of  acquainting  him  with  our  fituation  ; which  when  he 
had  learned,  he  enriched  us  with  advices  how  to  behave 
in  the  world,  telling  us  that  he  was  no  ftranger  to  the 
deceits  of  mankind.— -In  the  mean  timej  he  ordered  his 
daughter  to  lay  a fowl  to  the  fire  for  flipper,  for  he  was 
refolved  this  night  to  regale  his  ivi^TiA^—permittens  dinjis 
cetera. — While  our  entertainment  was  preparing,  our 
holt  recounted  the  adventures  of  his  own  life  ; which, 
as  they  contain  nothing  remarkable,  I forbear  io  re- 
hearfe.  When  we  had  fared  I’umptuoufly,  and  drank 
leveral  bottles  of  his  quadrimum^  I expreffed  a delire  of 
going  to  reft,  which  was  with  fome  difficulty  complied 
with,  after  that  he  informed  us,  that  we  fhould  overtake 
the  waggon  by  noon  the  next  day  ; and  that  there  was 
room  enough  in  it  for  half  a dozen,  for  there  were  only 
four  paffengers  as  yet  in  that  convenience. — Before  my 
comrade  and  I fell  afleep,  we  had  fome  converfation 
about  the  good  humour  of  our  landlord,  which  gave 
Strap  fuch  an  idea  of  his  benevolence,  that  he  politively 
believed  we  fhould  pay  nothing  for  our  lodging  and  en- 
tertainment.— Don’t  you  obferve,  (laid  he)  that  he 
has  conceived  a particular  affedion  for  us,— nay,  even 
treated  us  at  fupper  with  extraordinary  fare,  which,  to 
be  fure,  we  fhould  not  of  ourfelve's  have  called  for  ?” — I 
was  partly  of  Strap’s  opinion  j but  the  experience  I 
VoL*  I.  F had 
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had  of  the  world  made  me  fufpend  my  belief  till  the 
morning  ; when,  getting  up  by  times,  we  breakfalted 
with  our  hod:  and  his  daughter  on  hafty  pudding  and  ale, 
and  defined  to  know  what  we  had  to  pay — “ Biddy  will 
let  you  know.  Gentlemen,  (faid  he)  for  I never  mind 
thefe  matters. — -Money  matters  are  beneath  the  concern 
of  one  who  lives  upon  the  Horatian  plan. — Crefcentejn 
feqiiitur  cur  a pec  uni  a7n.'"'  Meanwhile  Biddy,  having  con- 
iulted  a (late  that  hung  in  the  corner,  told  us  our  reck- 
oning came  to  %s.  Eight  (hillings  and  feven- 

pence  (cried  Strap)  ’tis  impoffible — you  mud  be  mif- 
taken,  young  woman  Reckon  again,  child,  (faid 

her  father,  very  deliberately)  perhaps  you  have  mif- 
counted.’" — “ No  indeed,  Father,  (die. replied)  I know 
my  bitfinefs  better.” — I could  contain  my  indignation  no 
longer,  but  faid  it  was  an  unconfcionable  bill,  and  demand- 
ed to  know  the  particulars  ; upon  which  the  old  man 
got  up  muttering,  ‘‘Aye,  aye,  let  us  fee  the  particu- 
lars ; that’s  but  reafonable.’'  And  taking  pen,  ink,  and 


paper,  wrote  the  following  Items  i

As  he  had  not  the  appearance  of  a common  publican^ 
and  hadraifed  a fort  of  veneration  in  me  by  his  demea- 
nor the  preceding  night,  it  was  not  in  my  power  to  up- 
braid him  ashedeferved,  therefore  I contented  my felfwith 
faying,  I was  fure  he  did  not  learn  to  be  an  extortioner 
from  Horace.  He  anfwered,  I was  but  a young  man, 
and  did  not  know  the  world,  or  I would  not  tax  him  with 
extortion,  whofe  only  aim  was  to  live  contentus  par’VOy 
and  keep  off  importuna  pauperies — My  fellow  traveller

— While  we  were  engaged  in  this  difpute  I 
perceived  the  daughter  to  go  out,  and  conje6liiring  the 
occalion,  immediately  paid  the  exorbitant  demand, 
which  was  no  foonerdone  than  Biddy  returned  with  two 
flout  fellows,  who  came  in  on  pretence  of  taking  their 
morning  draught,  but  in  reality  to  frighten  us  into  com- 
pliance. Jud  as  we  departed,  Strap,  who  was  half  dif- 
trailed  on  account  ot  this  piece  of  txpence,  went  up  to 
the  fchool-rnal'ter,  ?ind,  grinning  in  his  face,  pronounced 
with  great  emphafis  ; ‘‘  Semper  a^>arus  e^etS'' — -To 
which  the  pedant  replied  with  a rrialicious  fmile  j 
viu?7irege,  qui,  nifi  purely  imperatS^ 

CHAP.  XI. 

IFe  defcry  the  Waggo'^—Get  into  it- — Arrive  at  an 
Inn — Our  Felh'Tu  Travellers  defer ibed  —A  Mifake  is  com- 
tnitted  by  Straps  and  produces  jlrange  Things. 

■OTE  travelled  half  a mile  without  exchanging  one 
word  ; my  thought  s being  engroded  by  the  knavery 
of  the  world,  to  which  I mud  be  daily  expofed  ; and  the 
contemplation  ol  my  finances,  whicn  began  fenfibly  to 
diminhli. — At  length  Strap,  who  could  hold  no  longer, 
addrefled  me  thus  : — Well,  fools  and  their  money, are 
foon  parted. — If  my  advice  had  been  taken,  that  old 
fkinflint  fhould  have  been  damned  before  he  had  got 
more  than  the  third  of  his  demand.—- — -’Tis  a furefign 
you  came  etifily  by  your  money,  when  you  Iquander  it 
away  in  tlhii  manner>^ — Aye,  God  help  you,  how  many 
brifly  beards  rnuft  I have  mowed  before  I earned  lour 
fhillingS'  and  three  pence  haP'penny,  which  is  all  thrown 

to  the  dogs  ! — How  many  days  have  I fat  weaving 

hair,  tbl  my  toes  were  numbed  by  the  cold,  my  fingers 
cramped,  ami  my  nofe  as  blue  as  the  fign  of  the  perri- 
wig  that  hung  over  the  door  ! V/hat  the  devil  v/as  you 
afraid  ol  ? I would  nave  engaged  to  box  wi>.h  any  one 
of  thofe  fellows  that  came  in,  for  a guinea. — I’m  fure 
I have  beat  flouter  men  than  either  of  them  ” — — And 
indeed  my  companion  would  have  fought  any  body  when 
F 2 his 
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Ills  life  was  mno  danger  j but  he  had  a mortal  averdon 
to  fire  - arms,  and  all  infiruments  of  death.  In  order  to 
appeafe  him,  I afiiired  him,  no  part  of  this  extraordinary 
expence  fiiould  fall  upon  his  fiioulders  ; at  which  decla- 
ration he  was  affronted,  and  told  me,  he  would  have  me 
to  know,  that  although  he  was  a poor  barber’s  boy,  he 
had  a foul  to  fpend  his  money  with  the  beft  ’fquire  in 
the  land.  Having  walked  all  day  at  a great  pace  with- 
out halting  for  i-efrefiiment,  we  defcried,  tow^ards  the 
evening,  to  our  inexprtiTible  joy,  the  waggon,  about  a 
quarter  of  a mile  before  us  ; and  by  that  time  we  reach- 
ed it,  we  were  both  of  us  fo  w'eary  that  I verily  believe  it 
would  have  been  impracticable  for  us  to  have  walked 
one  mile  farther. — We  therefore  bargained  with  the 
driver,  whofe  name  was  Joey,  to  give  us  a cafl:  to  the 
next  ftage  for  a fhiliing  5 at  which  place  we  fhould  meet 
the  maffer  of  the  waggon,  with  whom  we  might  agree 
for  the  reft  of  the  journey. 

Accordingly  the  convenience  fiopt,  and  Joey  having 
placed  the  ladder,  Strap  (being  loaded  with  our  bag- 
gage) mounted  firft  ; but,  juft  as  he  was  getting  in,  a 
tremendous  voice  afiailed  his  ears  in  theie  words  • 
“ God’s  fury  ! there  ftiall  no  pafiengers  come  here.”— 
The  poor  fnaver  was  fo  di (concerted  at  this  exclamation, 
whicii  both  he  and  I imagined  proceeded  from  the  mouth 
of  a giant,  that  he  defcended  with  great  velocity,  and 
a countenance  as  white  as  paper, — Joey  perceiving  our 
aftoniftiment,  called,  with  an  arch  fneer,  Waunds, 
Coptain,  whay  woan’t  you  fooffer  the  poor  waggoner  to 
meak  a penny  ? — -Coom,  coom,  young  mon,  get  oop, 
get  oop — -never  mind  the  Coptain  ! I’fe  not  afeard  of 
the  Coptain.” — This  was  not  encouragement  fufticient 
to  Strap,  who  could  not  be  prevailed  upon  to  venture 
up  again 5 upon  whicix  1 attempted,  though  not  with- 
out a quaking  heart,  when  I heard  the  (aune  voice  mut- 
tering like  diftant  thunder,  Hell  and  the  devil  con- 
found me  if  I don’t  make  you  (mart  for  this  T’  How- 
ever I crept  in,  and  by  accident  got  an  empty  place  in 
the  ftraw,  which  I immediately  took  poftefljon  of,  with- 
out 
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out  being  able  to  difcern  the  faces  of  my  fellow-travellers 
in  the  dark. — Strap  following  with  the  knapfack  on  his 
b.ick/chanced  to  take  the  other  fide,  and  by  a jolt  of  the 
carriage,  pitched  dire6lly  upon  the  ftcmach  of  the  Cap- 
tain, who  bellowed  out  in  a mod  dreadful  manner. 
Blood  and  thunder  where’s  my  fword  ?”  At  thefe 
words  my  fi  iglited  comrade  darted  up,  and  at  one  fpidng 
bciunced  againd  me  with  fuch  force  that  I thought  he 
was  the  fuppofed  fon  of  Anak,  who  intended  to  prefs 
me  to  death. — In  the  mean  time  a female  voice  cried, 
Blefs  me  what’s  the  matter,  my  dear?”'— The  mat- 
ter (replied  the  Captain)  damn  my  blood  my  guts  are 
fqueezed  into  a pancake  by  that  Scotchman’s  hump.” 

Strap,  trembling  all  the  while  at  my  back,  aiked 
him  pardon,  and  laid  the  whole  blame  of  what  had  hap- 
pened upon  the  jolting  of  the  waggon  ; and  the  woman 
who  fpoke  before  went  on  : Aye,  aye,  my  dear,  it  is 

our  own  fault,  we  may  thank  ourfeives  for  all  the  in- 
conveniencies  we  met  with— r — thank  God,  I never 
travelled  fo  before. — I’m  fure  if  my  Lady  or  Sir  John 
was  to  know  where  we  are,  they  would  not  deep  this 
night  for  vexation. — I widi  to  God  we  had  wrote  for 

the  chariot  : 1 know  we  diall  never  be  forgiv-en.”— 

“ Come,  come,  ray  dear,  (replied  the  Captain)  it  don’t 
dgnify  fretting  now' — v/e  fhail  laugh  it  over  as  a fro- 
lick. — I hope  you  will  not  differ  in  your  health. — I 
/hall  make  my  Lord  very  merry  with  our  adventures  in 
the  Diligence,''^  This  difcourfe  gave  me  fuch  a high  no- 
tion of  the  Captain  and  his  lady,  that  I durd  not  venture 
to  join  in  the  converfation  5 but  immediately  after  ano- 
ther female  voice  began  ; ‘‘  Some  people  give  themfelves 

a great  many  needlefs  airs better  folks  than  any 

here  have  travelled  in  waggons  before  now — Some  of  us 
have  rode  in  coaches  and  chariots  with  three  footmen  be- 
hind them,  without  making  fo  much  fufs  about  it — — 
What  then,  we  are  all  upon  a footing  5 therefore  let’s 
all  be  fociable  and  merry. — What  do  you  fay,  Ifaac  ? 
Is  not  this  a good  motion,  you  doating  rogue  ? — — ~ 
Speak,  you  old  cent*  per  cent*  fornicator  I — What  ded- 
F 3 perato 
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perate  debts  are  you  thinking  of  ? — What  mortgage  are 
you  planning  ?-— Well,  Ifaac,  pofitively  you  tliall  never 
gain  my  favour  till  you  turn  over  a new  leaf,  grow  ho- 
ned, and  live  like  a Gentleman.- — In  the  mean  time 
give  me  a kifs,  you  old  fumbler.” — Thefe  words,  ac- 
companied with  a hearty  fmack,  enlivened  the  perfon  to 
whom  they  were  addrellbd  to  fuch  a degree,  that  he  cried 
in  a tranfport,  though  with  a faultering  voice,  “ Ah, 
you  wanton  baggage — upon  my  credit,  you  are  awag- 
gifh  girl,  he,  he,  he.” — This  laugh  introduced  a fit  of 
coughing,  which  almolt  fuffocated  the  poor  ururer(riich 
we  afterwards  found  was  the  profeflion  of  this  our  fellow 
traveller.)  About  this  time  I fell  afleep,  and  enjoyed  a 
comfortable  nap  till  fuch  time  as  we  arrived  at  the  inn 
where  we  put  up.  Here,  having  alighted  from  the 
waggon,  I had  an  opportunity  of  viewing  the  paflengers 
in  order  as  they  entered.  The  fiift  who  appeared  was 
a brifk  airy  girl,  about  twenty  years  old,  with  a filver 
laced  hat  on  her  head,  inftead  of  a cap,  a blue  ftufF 
riding  fuit,  trimmed  with  filver,  very  much  tarnifhed, 
and  a whip  in  her  hand.  After  her  came  limping  an 
old  man,  with  a worfted  night- cap,  buttoned  under  his 
chin,  and  a broad  brimmed  hat  flouched  over  it,  an  old 
nifty  blue  cloak  tied  about  his  neck,  under  which  ap- 
peared a brown  furtoiit  that  covered  a threadbare  coat 
and  waiftcoat,  and,  as  we  afterwards  difeerned,  a dirty 

flannel  jacket. His  eyes  were  hollow,  bleared,  and 

gummy ; his  face  was  ftirivelled  into  a thoufand 
wrinkles,  his  gums  were  deftitute  of  teeth,  his  nofe 
lharp  and  drooping,  his  chin  pecked  and  prominent, 
fo  that  when  he  mumped  or  fpoke  they  approached  one 
another  like  a pair  of  nut- crackers  5 he  fupported  him- 
felf  on  an  ivory  headed  cane,  and  his  whole  figure  was 
a juft  emblem  of  winter,  famine,  and  avarice.  But  how 
was  I furprifed  when  I beheld  the  formidable  Captain 
in  the  ftiape  of  a little  thin  creature,  about  the  age  of 
forty,  with  a long  withered  vifage,  very  much  re- 
fembling  that  of  a baboon,  through  the  upper  part 
of  which  too  little  grey  eyes  peeped.  He  wore  his  own 
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hair  In  a queue  that  reached  to  his  rump, which  Immode.. 
rate  length,  I fiippofe,  was  the  occafion  of  a baldnefs 
that  appeared  on  the  crown  of  his  head,  when  he  deigned 
to  take  off  his  hat,  which  was  very  much  of  the  fize  and 
cock  of  PiftoPs. 

Having  laid  afide  his  great  coat,  I could  not  help  ad- 
miring the  extraordinary  make  of  this  man  of  war : He 
was  about  five  feet  and  three  inches  high,  fixteen  inches 
of  which  went  to  his  face  and  long  fcraggy  neckj 
his  thighs  were  about  fix  inches  in  length,  his  legs,  re- 
fembling  fpindles  or  drum-fticks,  two  feet  and  a half, 
and  his  body,  which  put  me  in  mind  of  extenlion  with- 
out fubftance,  engroffed  the  remainder  5 -fo  that  on 

the  whole,  he  appeared  like  a fpider  or  grafs-hopper 
^re6f — and  was  aimoft  a et  preterea  nihiL — His 

drefs  confifted  of  a frock,  of  what  is  called  bear  fkin,  the 
fkirts  of  w^hich  were  about  half  a foot  long  ; an  huffar 
waiftcoat,  reaching  half  way  down  his  thighs  ; fcarlet 
breeches  j worfled  ftockings,  rolled  up  aimoft  to  his 
groin } and  fhoes  with  wooden  heels,  at  leaft  two 
inches  high  j he  carried  a fword  very  near  as  long  as 
himfelf  in  one  hand,  and  with  the  other  condu6led  his 
lady,  who  feemed  to  be  a woman  of  his  own  age,  and 
ftill  retained  fome  remains  of  an  agreeable  perfon  ; but 
fo  ridiculoufly  affeefed,  that,  had  I not  been  a novice  in 
the  world,  I might  have  eafily  perceived  in  her  the  deplo- 
rable vanity,  and  fecond-hand  airs  of  a lady’s  woman. 
We  were  all  aflembled  in  the  kitchen,  when  Captain 
Weazel  (for  that  was  his  name)  defired  a room  with  a 
fire  for  himfelf  and  fpoufe,  and  told  the  landlord,  they 
w'ould  fup  by  themfelves.  The  inn  keeper  replied, 
that  he  could  not  afford  them  a room  by  themfelves  5 
and  as  for  flipping,  he  had  prepared  vi6fuals  for  the  paf- 
fengers  in  the  waggon,  without  refpe61:  of  perfons  ; but 
if  he  could  prevail  on  the  reft  to  let  him  have  his  choice 
in  a feparate  manner,  he  fhoiild  be  very  well  pleafed. 
This  was  no  fooner  faid,  than  all  of  us  declared  againft 
the  propofal,  and  Mifs  Jenny  (our  other  female  paf- 
fenger)  obferved,  that  if  Captain  Weazel  and  his  lady 
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had  a mind  to  flip  by  themfelves,  they  might  wait  until 

we  fh  oil  Id  have  done. At  this  hint  the  Captain  put 

on  a martial  frown,  and  looked  very 'big,  without  fpeak- 
ing  ; while  his  yoke- fellow,  with  a difdainful  tofs  of  her 

nofe,  niuttered  fomething  about  creature  ; which 

Mifs  Jenny  over-hearing,  ftept  up  to  her,  faying. 
None  of  your  names,  good  Mrs.  Abigail  : — creature 
quotha — I’ll  affure  you — No  fuch  creature  as  you  nei- 
ther— no  ten  pound  fneaker — no  quality  coupler.” — 
Here  the  Captain  interpofed,  with  a ‘‘  Damme,  Madam, 
what  do  you  mean  by  that  ?” — ‘‘  Damn  yon.  Sir  ; who 
are  you  ? (replied  Mifs  Jenny)  Who  made  you  a Cap- 
tain, you  pitiful,  trencher- fcraping,  pimping  curler! 
’’Sdeath  ! the  army  is  come  to  a fine  pafs,  when  fuch 
fellows  as  you  get  commiffions — What,  I fuppofe  you 
think  I don’t  know  you  ! — Egad  you  and  your  help- 
mate are  well  met — a call- off  mi  fire  fs,  and  a bald  njalet 
de  cba?nbre  are  well  yoked  together.” — Blood  and 
wounds  (cried  Weazel)  d’ye  quefiion  the  honour  of 
my  wife,  Madam  ! — - — Hell  and  damnation  ! No  man 
in  England  durfi  fay  fo  much  1 I would  flea  him,  car- 
bonado him  ! — Fury  and  definition  I would  have  his 
liver  for  my  fupper.”  — So  faying,  he  drew  his  fword, 
and  flourifiied  with  it,  to  the  great  terror  of  Strap  5 
while  Mifs  Jenny,  fnapping  her  fingers,  told  him,  fhe 
did  not  value  his  refentment  a loufe.^ — In  the  midfi  of 
this  quarrel  the  mafier  of  the  waggon  alighted,  who, 
underftanding  the  caufe  of  the  difturbance,  and  fearing 
the  Captain  and  his  lady  would  take  umbrage,  and  leave 
bis  carriage,  was  at  great  pains  to  have  every  thing 
made  up,  which  he  at  laft  accompIiOied,  and  we  fat 
down  to  flipper  all  together. — About  bed- time,  we 
were  fhewn  to  our  apartments : The  old  Ufurer,  Strap, 
and  I,  to  one  room  5 the  Captain,  his  wife,  and  Mifs 
Jenny  to  another. — About  midnight,  my  companion’s 
bowels  being  difordered,  be  got  up  in  prder  to  go  back- 
ward : but,  in  his  return,  mifiaking  one  door  for  ano- 
ther, entered  Weazel’s  chamber,  and  without  any  hefi- 
tation  went  to  bed  to  his  wife,  who  was  faft  afieep  5 the 

Captain 
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Captain  being  at  another  end  of  the  room,  groping  for 
fome  empty  vcflel,  in  lieu  of  his  own  chamber-pot,

fcene  — In  one  corner  (lood  the  poor  captain  (liivering 
in  hisfhirt,  which  was  all  torn  to  rags  ; with  a woeful 
vifage  fcratched  all  over,  with  his  wife  ; who  had  by  this 
time  wrapped  the  counterpane  about  her,  and  fat  fob- 
bing on  the  fide  of  her  bed.

Courage  tried^lfaac  s Mirth  at  the  Captain  s expence. 

morning  I agreed  to  give  the  mailer  of  the 
waggon  ten  niillifigs  for  my  paflage  to  London, 
provided  Strap  fliouid  be  allowed  to  take  my  place  when 
I Oioiild  be  difpofed  to  walk.— At  the  fame  time  I de- 
iired  him  to  appeafe  the  incenfed  Captain,  who  had  en- 
tered the  kitchen  with  a drawn  fword  in  his  hand,  and 
threatened,  with  many  oaths,  to  facrihee  the  villain, 
who  attempted  to  violate  his  bed  5 but  it  was  to  no  pur-

— And 
yaw  woan’t  box,  I dare  fay,  he  will  coodgel  with 
yaw.< — Woan't  yaw  my  lad  ?” — Strap,  after  Ibme  he- 
fitation,  anfwered,  ‘‘  Ye, — yes,  I’ll  cudgel  with  him.’’ 
But  this  expedient  being  alfo  rejebled  by  the  captain, 
I began  to  fmell  his  charabfer,  and,  tipping  Strap  the 
wink,  told  the  company  that  I had  always  heard  it  laid, 
the  perfon  who  receives  a challenge  Ihould  have  the 
choice  of  the  weapons  j this,  therefore,  being  the  rule 
in  point  of  honour,  I would  venture  to  promife  on  the 
head  of  my  companion,  that  he  would  even  fight  cap- 
tain Weazel  at  fiiarps  ; but  it  fhould  be  with  fuch 
fharps  as  Strap  was  beft  acquainted  with,  namely,  ra- 
zors.— At  my  mentioning  razors,  I could  perceive  the 
captain’s  colour  change,  while  Strap,  pulling  me  by  the 
Ileeve,  wifpered  with  great  eagernefs  ; “ No,  no;

— D — n my  blood  I 
what  are  you  afraid  of?”  continued  he,  at  the  fame 
time  trembling  with  fucli  agitation,  that  the  whole 
carriage  (hook.  This  fingular  piece  of  behaviour  in- 
cenfed  Mifs  Ramper  fo  much,  that  (he  cried,  “ D — n 
your  pitiful  foul,  you  are  as  arrant  a poltroon  as  ever 
was  drummed  out  of  a regiment.- — Stop  the  waggon, 
Joey,  let  me  go  out,  and  by  G — d,  if  I have  rhetoric 
enough,  the  thief  (hall  not  only  take  your  purfe,  but  your 
(kin  alfo.”— So  faying,  (he  leaped  out  with  greafagility. . 
By  this  time  the  horfeman  came  up  with  us,  and  happen- 
ed to  be  a gentleman’s  fervant  well  known  to  Joey,  who 
communicated  the  fcheme,  and  defired  him  to  carry  it 
on  a little  further,  by  going  up  to  the  waggon,  and 
queftioning  thofe  within.  The  ftranger  confenting  for 
the  fake  of  diverfion,  approached  it,  and  in  a terrible  tone 
demanded,  who  have  we  got  here  ?”

arrived  at  our  inn,  fupped,  and  went  to  bed  ; 

^ ^ but  Strap’s  diftemper  continuing,  he  was  obliged  to 
rife  in  the  middle  of  the  night,  and  taking  the  candle  in  » 
his  hand,  which  he  had  left  burning  for  the  purpofe,  he 
went  down  to  the  houfe  of  office,  whence  in  a ffiort  time 
he  returned  in  a great  hurry,  with  his  hair  ftanding  oh 
end,  and  a look  betokening  horror  and  aftoniffiment.

About  dinner-time  our  landlord  alked  us  how  we  pro- 
pofed  to  live  ? to  which  interrogation  we  anfwered,  that 
we  would  be  dire6fed  by  him.  ‘‘  Well  then,  (fays  he) 
tiiere  are  two  ways  of  eating  in  this  town,  for  people  of 
your  condition  : the  one  more  creditable  and  expenhve 
tiian  the  other  5 the  firft,  is  to  dine  at  an  eating-houfe, 
frequented  by  well  drefied  people  only  5 and  the  other, 
is  called  diving,  pra^fifed  by  tliofe  who  are  either 
obliged  or  inclined  to  live  frugally.” — gave  him  to 
underftand,  that  provided  the  lafl  was  not  infamous,  it 
would  fuit  much  better  with  our  circumfrances  than  the 
other.  Infamous  ! (cried  he)  God  forbid  ! there  are 
many  creditable  people,  rich  people,  aye,  and  fine  peo- 
ple, that  dive  every  day.  I have  feen  many  a pretty 
gentleman,  with  a laced  waiflcoat,  dine  in  that,  manner 
very  comfortably  for  three  pence  halfpenny,  and  go  af- 
terwards to  the  coffee  houfe,  where  he  made  a figure  with 
the  beft  lord  in  the  land — but  your  own  eyes  fiiall  bear 
witnefs — I will  go  along  with  you  to-day,  and  introduce 
you.” — He  accordingly  condu6led  us  to  a certain  lane, 
where  flopping,  he  bade  us  obferve  him;>  and  do  as  he 
did,  and  v/alking  a few  paces,  dived  into  a cellar,  and 

diiappeared  in  an  inftant. 1 followed  his  example, 

and  defcending  very  fuccefsfully,  found  myfelf  in  the 
middle  of  a cook’s  (hop,  almoft  fuffocated  with  the 
fleam  of  boiled  beef,  and  furrounded  by  a company  of 
hackney  coachmen,  chairmen,  draymen,  and  a few  foot- 
men  out  of  place,  or  on  board  wages  5 who  fat  eating

While  he  entertained 
the  company  in  this  manner,  with  an  eloquence  peculiar 
to  himfeif,  the  cook  got  up,  and  after  a hearty  curie  on 
the  poor  author  of  this  mifchance,  who  lay  under  the 
table  fcratching  his  rump,  with  a woeful  countenance, 
emptied  a fait  feller  in  her  hand,  dripping  down  the 
patient’s  docking,  which  brought  the  ikin  along  with  it, 
applied  the  contents  to  the  fore. — This  poultice  was 
fcarce  laid  on,  when  the  drummer,  who  had  begun  to 
abate  his  exclamation,  broke  forth  into  fuch  a hideous 
yell,  as  made  the  whole  company  tremble  ; then  feizing 
a pewter  pint  pot  that  doodby  hiin,  fqueezed  the  Tides 
of  it  together,  as  if  it  had  been  made  of  pliant  leather, 
grinding  his  teeth  at  the  fame  time  with  a mod  horrible 
grin,  Guedlng  the  caufe  of  this  violent  tranfport,  I 
bade  the  woman  wadi  off  the  fait,  and  bathe  the  part 
with  oil,  which  fhe  did,  and  procured  Immediate  eafe- 
But  here  another  difficulty  occurred,  which  was  no  other 
than  the  landlady’s  indding  on  his  paying  for  the  pot  be 
had  rendered  ufelefs.  He  fwore  he  would  pay  for  no- 
thing  but  what  he  had  eaten,  and  bade  her  be  thankful 
for  Ins  moderation,  or  elfe  he  w'ouid  profecute  her  for 
damages. — Strap,  forefeeing  the  wffiole  affair  would  lie 
at  his  door,  promifed  to  fatisfy  the  cook,  and  called 
fora  dram  of  gin  to  treat  the  drummer,  which' enthely 
appeafed  him,  and  compofed  ailanimofities.  After  this 
accommodation,  our  landlord  and  we  fat  down  at  a board, 
and  dined  upon  fhin  of  beef  moft  delicioufly  ; our  rec- 
koning amounting  to  two-pence  halfpenny  each,  bread 
and  fmall  beer  included. 

CHAP. 
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IfY Streep's  frmid’^A  Defcriptlon  of  him^llu 
Advice — H'e  go  to  Mr.  Cringed  s Houfe— Are  dented  Ad- 
mhiance — An  Accident  befeUs  Strap— His  Behaviour  there- 
upon— An  exiraor dinary Ad^’cnture  occurs,  in  the  Courfe  of 
nvbicb  / lof  my  Money. 

TN  the  ar'ternoon  my  companion  propofed  to  cali  at 
^ his  fr, end’s  houfe,  which,  we  v/ers  informed,  was  in 
the  neighbourhood,  whither  we  accordingly  went,  and 
were  lb  lucky  as  to  find  him  at  home.  This  gentleman, 
who  had  come  from  Scotland  three  or  four  ytm's  before, 
keptafehool  in  town,  where  he  taughtthe  Latin,  French, 
and  Italian  languages  j but  what  he  chiefly  profeffed, 
was  the  pronunciation  of  the  Englifli  tongue,  after  a 
method  more  fpeedy  and  uncommon  than  any  prac- 
tifed  heretofore  ; and,  indeed,  if  his  fchoiars  fpoke  like 
their  mafter,  tlie  latter  part  of  his  undertaking  was 
certainly  performed  to  a tittle ; for  although  I could 
eafily  underfland  every  word  of  what  I had  heard  hither- 
to fince  I entered  England,  three  parts  in  four  of  his 
dialecl  were  as  unintelligible  to  me,  as  if  he  had  fpoke 
in  Arabic  or  Irifh. — -He  was  a middle  fized  man,^  and 
{looped  verv  much,  though  not  above  the  age  of  forty  ; 
his  face  was  frightfully  pitted  with  the  fmali-pox,  and 
his  mouth  extended  from  ear  to  ear.— He  v^as  d refled 
in  a night-gown  of  plaid,  faftened  about  his  middle  with 
a ferjeant’s  old  fafb,  and  a tie  periwig  with  a fore-top 
three  inches  high,  in  the  faOiion  of  king  Charles  the 
Second’s  reign. — After  he  had  received  Strap  (who  was 
related  to  him)  very  courteoufly,  he  inquired  of  him, 
who  I was  ; and  being  informed,  took  me  by  the  hand, 
teUing  me,  he  was  at  fchool  with  my  father. — When 
he  underftood  my  litiiation,  heaflured  me  that  he  would 
do  me  all  the  fervice  in  his  power,  both  by  his  advice 
and  otherwife  j and  while  he  fpoke  thefe  words,  eyed  me 
with  great  attention,  walking  round  me  feveral  times, 

and  muttering,  “ O Ch 11 1 O Ch— — ft  ! lat  a faight 

is  here.” — I loon  guefl'ed  the  reafon  of  his  ejaculation, 
H z and 
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and  faid,  I fuppofe,  Sir,  you  are  not  pleafed  with  my 
drefs.” — “ Drefs,  (anfwered  he)  you  may  caal  it  fat  you 
pleafe  in  your  country,  but  I vaw  to  Gad  ’tis  a mafque- 
rade  here. — No  chriftian  will  admit  fuch  a figure  into 
his  hawfe. — Upon  my  confcience,  I wonder  the  dogs 
did  not  hunt  you  ! — Did  you  pafs  through  St.  James’s 
market  ? — God  blefs  my  eye-faight  I you  look  like  a 
coufm  german  of  Euran  Outang.” — I began  to  be  a little 
ferious  at  this  difcourfe,  and  afked  him,  if  he  thought 
I (hould  obtain  entrance  to-morrow  at  the  houfe  of  Mr, 
Cringer,  on  whom  I chiefly  depended,  for  an  introduc- 
tion into  bufmefs — “ Mr*  Cringer,  Mr.  Cringer,  (re- 
plied he,  fcratching  his  cheek)  may  be  a very  honeft 
gentleman— I know  nothing  to  the  contrary  j but  is 
your  foie  dependance  upon  him  ?” — I pulled  out  Mr, 
Crab’s  letter,  and  told  him  the  foundation  of  my  hopes  ; 
at  which  he  flared  at  me,  and  repeated,  “ Ch — fl  1” — I 
began  to  conceive  bad  omens  from  this  behaviour  of  his, 
and  begged  he  would  aflift  me  with  his  advice  ; which 
he  promifed  to  give  very  frankly  ; and  as  a fpecimen, 
directed  us  to  a periwig  warehoufe,  in  the  neighbour- 
hood, in  order  to  be  accommodated  j laying  flrong  in- 
jun6tions  on  me  not  to  appear  before  Mr.  Cringer,  till 
I had  parted  with  thofe  carotty  locks,  which,  he  faid, 
were  fuflicient  to  beget  an  antipathy  againft  me  among  all 
mankind.  And  as  we  were  going  to  purfue  his  advice, 
he  called  me  back,  and  bid  me  be  fure  to  deliver  my 
letter  into  PvTr.

ten 
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ten  fliilllngs,  anrl  relumed  to  our  lodging,  where  Strap, 
jn  a moment,  rid  me  of  that  hair  which  had  given  the 
fchoolmaller  fo  much  offence. 

We  got  up  next  day  betimes,  having  been  Informed 
thar  Mr.  Cringer  gave  audience  by  candle-light  to  ali 
his  dependants,  he  himfelf  being  obliged  to  attend  the 
levee  of  my  lord  Terrier,  at  break  of  day  ; becaiife  his 
lordfhip  made  one  at  the  minifter’s  between  eight  and 
nine  o’clock. — When  we  came  to  Mr,  Cringer’ s door. 
Strap,  to  give  an  inilance  of  his  politenefs,  ran  to 
the  knocker,  which  he  employed  fo  loud  and  fo  long, 
that  he  alarmed  the  whole  ftreet  5 and  a window  open- 
ing in  the  fecond  ftory  of  the  next  boufe,  a chamber  pot 
was  difeharged  upon  him  fo  fuccefsfully,  that  the  poor 
barber  was  wet  to  the  fkin,  while  I,  being  luckily  at 
fbme  diftance,  efcaped  the  unfavory  deluge.

— I told  him  I had  bufinefs  with  his  maher, 
whom  I defired  to  lee.  Upon  which  he  clapped  the 
door  in  my  face,  telling  me,  I muft  learn  better  manners 
before  I could  have  accefs  to  his  malter.  Vexed  at  this 
difappointment,  I turned  my  refentment  againft  Strap, 
whom  Tljiarply  reprimanded  for  his  prefumptlon  5 but 
he,  not  in  the  lead  regarding  what  I faid,  wrung  the 
urine  out  of  his  periwig,  and  lifting  up  a large  done, 
fiung  it  with  liich  lorce  againd  the  dreet  door  of  that 
boufe  from  whence  he  had  been  bedewed,  that  the  lock 
giving  way,  it  flew  wide  open,  and  he  took  to  his  heels, 
leaving  me  to  follow  him  as  I could.-— Indeed  there  was 
no  time  for  deliberation  5 I therefore  purfued  him  with 
all  the  f}>eed  I could  exert  until  we  found  ourfelves^ 
about  the  dawn,  in  a dreet  we  did  not  know.  Here  as 
we  waiidered  along,  gaping  about,  a very  decent  fort  of 
a man  pafling  by  me,  flopped  of  a fudden,  and  took  up 
fomething,  which,  haying  examined,  he  turned,  andjpre- 
fented  it  to  me  with  thele  words,  Sir,  you  have  dropt 
half  a crown.” — I was  not  a little  lurprifed  at  this  in- 
H 3 ftancf 
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ftance  of  honefty,  and  told  him  it  did  not  belong  to  me  ; 
but  he  bid  me  recolle61:,  and  fee  if  all  my  money  was 
fafe  : upon  which  I pulled  out  my  pnrfe  (for  I had 
bought  one  lince  I came  to  town)  and  reckoning  my 
money  in  my  hand,  which  was  now  reduced  to  five  gui- 
neas, feven  (hillings,  and  two  pence,  affured  him  I had 
loft  nothing. — Well  then,  (fays  he)  fo  much  the 
better, — this  is  a God-fend — and  as  you  two  were  pre- 
fent  when  I picked  it  up,  you  are  entitled  to  equal  (hares 
with  me.” — I was  aftoniflied  at  thefe  words,  and  looked 
upon  this  perfon  to  be  a prodigy  of  integrity,  but  abfo- 
lutely  refufed  to  take  any  part  of  the  fum.— “ Come, 
gentlemen,  (faid  he)  you  are  too  modeft — I fee  you  are 
Grangers — but  you  (hall  give  me  leave  to  treat  you  with 
a wet  this  cold  raw  morning.” — I would  have  declined 
this  invitation,  but  Strap  whifpered  to  me,  that  the  gen- 
tleman would  be  affronted,  and  I complied. — “ Where 
(liall  we  go  ? (faid  the  ftranger)  I am  quite  ignorant  of 
this  part  of  the  town.” — I informed  him  that  we  w'ere 
in  the  fame  fituation  : upon  which  he  propofed  to  go 
into  the  firft  public  houfe  we  (hould  find  open ; and  as 
we  walked  together,  he  began  in  this  manner  ; — “ I 
find  by  your  tongues  you  are  from  Scotland,  gentlemen. 
My  grandmother,  by  the  father’s  fide,  was  of  your 
country,  and  I am  fo  prepofTefled  in  his  favour,  that  I 

never  meet  a Scotchman  but  my  heart  warms. The 

Scots  are  a very  brave  people.  There  is  fcarce  a great 
family  in  the  kingdom  that  cannot  boaft  of  fome  exploits 
performed  by  its  anceftors  many  hundred  years  ago. — . 
There’s  your  Douglaffes,  Gordons,  Campbells,  Ha- 
mlltons. — We  have  no  fuch  ancient  families  here  in 
England. — Then  you  are  all  very  well  educated — I 
have  known  a pedlar  talk  in  Greek  and  Hebrew,  as 
well  as  if  they  had  been  his  mother- tongue. — And  for 
honefty — I once  had  a fervant,  his  name  was  Gregory 
Macgregor ; I would  have  trufted  him  with  untold 
gold.”— This  eulogium  on  my  native  country  gaintd 
my  affeclion  fo  ftrongly,  that  I believe  I could  have 
gone  to  death  to  ferve  the  author  3 and  Strap’s  eyes 

iwani 
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fwam  in  tears.  At  length,  as  we  pafTed  through  a 
dark  narrow  lane,  we  perceived  a public -honfe,  which 
we  entered  : and  found  a man  fitting  by  the  fire, 
fmoaking  his  pipe,  with  a pint  of  purl  before  him. — 
Our  new  acquaintance  afked  us,  if  ever  we  had  drank 
egg  flip  ? To  which  queflion  we  anfwered  in  the  nega- 
tive, he  affured  us  of  a regale,  and  ordered  a quart  to 
be  prepared,  calling  for  pipes  and  tobacco  at  the  fame 
time.  We  found  this  compofition  very  palatable,  and 
drank  heartily  ; the  converfation  (which  was  introduced 
by  the  gentleman)  turning  upon  the  fnares  that  }oung 
inexperienced  people  are  expofed  to  in  this  metropolis.-— 
He  defer ibed  a thoufand  cheats  that  are  daily  pra6lifed 
upon  the  ignorant  and  unwary ; and  warned  us  of 
them  with  fo  much  good -nature  and  concern,  that  we 
bleffed  the  opportunity  which  threw  us  in  his  way. — 
After  we  had  put  the  can  about  forfome  time,  our  new 
friend  began  to  yawn,  telling  us  he  had  been  up  all 
night  with  a fick  perfon  j and  propofed  we  fhould  have 
recourfe  to  fome  diverfion  to  keep  him  awake. — **  Sup- 
pofe  (laid  he)  we  fhould  take  a hand  at  whift  for  paft^ 
time. — But  let  me  fee,  that  won’t  do,  there’s  only  three 
of  us  ; and  I cannot  play  at  any  other  game.-^The 
truth  is,  I feldom  or  never  play  but  out  of  complai- 
fance,  or  at  fuch  a time  as  this,  when  I am  in  danger  of 
falling  afleep.” — Although  I was  not  much  inclined  to 
gaming,  I felt  no  averiion  to  pafs  an  hour  or  two  at 
cards  with  a friend  j and  knowing  that  Strap  underftood 
as  much  of  the  matter  as  I,  made  no  fcruple  of  faying, 
I wifh  we  could  find  a fourth  hand,”  While  we  were 
in  tliis  perplexity,  the  perfon  whom  we  found  in  the 
houle  at  our  entrance,  over-hearing  our  dlfcourfe,  took 
the  pipe  from  bis  mouth  very  gravely,  and  accofted  us 
thus  : “ Gentlemen,  my  pipe  is  out,  you  fee  (fhaking 
the  ai'hes  into  the  fire)  and  rather  than  you  fhould  be 
baulked,  I don’t  care  if  I take  a hand  with  you  for  a 
trifle. — but  remember  I won’t  play  for  any  thing  of  con- 
fequence.”

— We  were  fo  fuccefsful,  that  in  a Ihort  time  I 
was  half  a crown  gainer:  when  the  gentleman  whom 
we  had  met  in  the  ftreet,  obfervingwe  had  no  luck  to- 
day, propofed  to  leave  off,  or  change  partners. — By 
this  time  I was  inflamed  with  my  good  fortune,  and  tlie 
expeclation  of  improving  it,  as  I perceived  the  two 
ftrangers  played  but  indifferently  : therefore  I voted  for 
giving  him  his  revenge  : and  cutting  again,  Strap  and 
I (to  our  mutual  ratisra61:ion)  happened  to  be  partners— 
My  good  fortune  attended  me  ftiil,  and  in  lefs  than  an 
hour,  we  had  got  thirty  (hillings  of  their  money ; for 
as  they  loft  they  grew  the  keener,  and  doubled  ftakes 
every  time.  At  laft  the  inconftant  goddefs  began  to 
veer  about,  and  we  were  very  foon  ftript  of  all  our  gain, 
and  about  forty  fliiliings  of  our  own  money.  This  lofs 
mortified  me  extremely,  and  had  a vifible  effeef  on  the 
mufcles  of  Sti  ap’s  face,  which  lengthened  apace  ; but 
our  antagonifts  perceiving  our  condition,  kindly  per- 
mitted us  to  retrieve  oiir  lofs,  and  confole  ourfelves  with 
a new  acquifition.  Then  my  companion  wifely  fug- 
gefted  it  was  time  to  be  gone  j upon  which  the  perfon 
who  had  joined  us  in  the  houle  began  to  cin  fe  the  cards  ; 
and  muttered  that  we  were  indebted  to  fortune  only  for 
what  we  had  got,  no  part  of  onrfuccefs  being  owing  to 
our  good  play.  This  inhnuation  nettled  me  fo  much, 
that  I challenged  him  to  a game  at  piquet  for  a crown  ; 
and  he  waswdth  difficulty  perl’uaded  to  accept  the  invi- 
tation.— This  conteft  ended  in  lels  than  an  hour,  to  my 
inexpreflible  affli6f  ion,  who  loft  every  fliilling  of  my  own 
money.  Strap  abfolutely  refufing  to  fupply  me  with  a 
fix-pence.  The  gentleman,  at  whole  requeft  we  had 
come  in,  perceiving  by  my  difconfolate  looks  the  fitua- 
tion  of  my  heart,  which  well  nigh  burfted  with  grief  and 
refentment,  when  the  other  ftranger  got  up,  and  w'ent 
away  with  my  money  ; began  in  this  manner  ; I am 
truly  affli^led  at  your  bad  luck,  and  would  willingly  re- 
pair it,  was  it  in  my  power.  But  w^iiat  in  the  name  of 
goodnefs  could  provoke  you  to  tempt  your  fate  To  long  ? 
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It  IS  always  a maxim  with  gameiters  to  porfue  fiiccefs 
as  far  as  it  will  go,  and  to  ftop  whenever  fortune  (hifts 
about— You  are  a young  man,  and  your  pafhons  too 
impetuous  ; you  mull  learn  to  govern  them  better  : — 
However,  there  is  no  experience  like  that  which  is 
bought ; you  will  be  the  better  for  this,  the  longed  day 
you  have  to  live. — As  for  the  fellow  who  has  got  your 
money,  I don’t  half  like  him. — Did  not  you  obierve 

me  tip  you  the  wink,  to  leave  off  in  time  ? 1 an- 

fwered,No.  “ No,  (continued  he)  you  was  too  eager 
to  mind  any  thing  but  the  game. — But,  harkee,  (faid 
he,  ina  whifper)  are  you  fatisfied  of  that  man’s  honefty  ? 
his  looks  are  a little  fufpicious  : — But  I may  be  mif- 
taken  ; he  made  a great  many  grimaces  when  he  dood 
behind  you  : this  is  a very  wicked  town.”  I told  him 
I was  very  well  convinced  of  my  comrade’s  integrity, 
and  that  the  grimaces  he  mentioned,  were  doubtl^fs  ow- 
ing to  his  anxiety  at  my  lofs — O ho  1 if  that  be  the 
cafe,  I alk  his  pardon. — Landlord,  fee  what’s  to  pay.” — 
The  reckoning  amounted  to  eighteen  pence,  which  hav- 
ing difcharged,  the  gentleman  fliook  us  both  by  the 
hand,  and  faying  he  fliould  be  very  glad  to  fee  us  again, 
departed. 

CHAP.  XV. 

Strap  moralizes — Prefents  his  Purfe  to  me — We  inform 
my  Landlord  of  my  Misfortime  ; he  unravels  the  Myfery-^ 
1 prefent  myfelf  to  Crihger — He  recommends  and  turns  me 
o^er  to  Mr.  Staytape^l  become  acquainted a Fello^J 
Dependanti  ^ho  explains  the  CharaHer  of  Cringer  and 
Staytape — And  informs  me  of  the  Method  to  be  purfued  at 
the  Nu^y  Office  and  Surgeocis' -hall — Strap  is  employed. 

1 N our  way  to  our  lodging,  after  a profound  filence 
on  both  fides.  Strap  with  a hideous  groan  obferved, 
that  we  had  brought  our  pigs  to  a fine  market.  To 
this  obfervation  I made  no  reply  j and  he  went  on  : 

God 
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God  fend  us  well  out  of  this  place,  we  have  not  been 
in  London  eight  and  forty  hours,  and  I believe  we  have 
met  with  eight  and  forty  thoufand  misfortunes  — We 
have  been  jeer’d,  reproached,  buffeted,  piffedupon,  and 
at  laft  fcript  of  ail  our  money  : and  I fuppofe  by  and  by 
we  fhali  be  ftript  of  our  fkins ^Indeed  as  to  the  mo- 

ney-part of  it,  that  was  owing  to  our  own  folly  : Solomon 
fays,  Bray  afoel  hi  a mortar , and  be  ^ill  ne-ver  be  nvife. 
Ah  ! God  help  us,  an  ounce  of  prudence  is  worth  a 
pound  of  gold.”  This  was  no  time  for  him  to  tamper  with 
my  difpolition,  already  mad  with  my  lofs,  and  inflamed 
with  refentment  againlt  him  for  having  refufed  me  a little 
money  to  attempt  to  retrieve  it,  1 therefore  turned  to- 
wards him  with  a ftern  countenance,  and  afl;ed,  Who 
he  called  fool  !”  Being  altogether  unaccuftomed  to  fuch 
looks  from  me,  he  ftood  Hill,  and  flared  in  my  face  for 
fome  time  ; then  w'ith  Ibme  confunon,  uttered,  Fooli-— 
I called  nobody  fool  but  myfeif  j — I am  fure  I am  the 
greateft  fool  of  the  two,  for  being  fo  much  concerned  at 
other  people’s  misfortunes  : — — hut  Nemo  omnibus  bo7'is 
fqpiti'— — 'that’s  all— that’s  all.—- Upon  which  a filence 
enfued  that  brought  us  to  our  lodging,  where  I threw 
mylelf  upon  the  bed  in  an  agony  of  defpair,  refolved  to 
perifh  rather  than  apply  to  my  companion  or  any  other 
body  for  relief  5 but  Strap,  who  knew  my  temper,  and 
whofe  heart  bled  within  him  at  my  diftrefs,  after  fome 
paufe  came  to  the  bed -fide,  and  putting  a leathern  purfe 
into  my  hand,  burft  into  tears,  crying,  ‘‘  I know  what 

you  think  : but  I fcorn  your  thoughts. There’s  all 

1 have  in  the  world,  take  it,  and  I’ll  perhaps  get  more 
for  you  before  that  he  gone.— ^If  not,  I’ll  beg  for  you, 
{leal  for  yon,  go  through  the  wide  world  with  you,  and 
ilarve  with  you  ; for  though  I be  a poor  ccbler's  Ton,  I 
am  no  fcoiit.”— — I was  lb  touched  with  the  generous 
pafiion  of  this  poor  creature,  that  I' could  not  refrain 
from  weeping  aiib  ; and  we  mingled  our  tears  together 

for  fome  time. Upon  examining  the  purfe,  I found 

in  it  two  half  guineas  and  half  a crown,  which  I would 
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have  returned  to  him,  laying,  he  knew  better  than  I how* 
to  manage  it,  but  he  ablbluteiy  refilled  my  propofal,  and 
told  me,  it  was  more  reafonable  and  decent  that  he 
fliould  depend  upon  me,  who  was  a gentleman,  than  that' 
I Ihould  becontrculed  by  him. 

After  this  friendly  conteft  was  over,  and  our  minds 
more  at  eafe,  we  informed  our  landlord  of  what  had 
happened  tons,  taking  care  to  conceal  the  extremity  to 
which  we  w'ere  reduced.  Ke  no  fooner  heard  the  llory, 
than  he  affured  us  we  had  been  grievoudy  impefed  upon 
by  a couple  of  diarpers,  who  were  aObciates  5 and  that 
this  polite,  honed,  ■ friendly,  humane  perfon,  who  had 
treated  us  fo  civilly,  was  no  other  than  a ralcally  mo- 
ney-dropper, who  made  it  his  bufinefs  to  decoy  llrangers 
in  that  manner,  to  one  of  his  own  haunts,  where  art  ac- 
complice or  two  were  always  w-aiting  to  aflld  in  pii- 
iaging  the  prey  he  had  run  down.-— .Here  the  good  man. 
recounted  a great  many  dories  of  people  who  h^d  been^ 
ieduced,  cheated,  pilfered,  beat,— nay,  even  murdered 
by  fuch  villains.  I wavS  confounded  at  the  artifice  and 
wickednels  of  mankind,  and  Strap,  lifting  up  his  eyes 
and  hands  to  heaven,  prayed  that  God  wmuld  deliver 
him  from  fuch  fcenes  of  iniquity;  for  furely  the  devil 
had  fet  up  his  throne  in  London.— — -Our  landlord'  be- 
ing curious  to  know  what  reception  we  had  met  with 
at  Mr.  Cringer's,  we  acquainted  hisn  with  the  particu- 
lars, at  which  he  fijook  his  head,  and  told  us  we  had  not 
gone  the  right  way  to  work  5 that  there  was  nothing  ta' 
be  done  witii  a m— b-— r of  p— itj— t without  a bribe  5 
and  that  the  fervant  was  commonly  infebled  with  bis 
mailer's  difeafe,  and  expe&ed  to  be  paid  for  his  work 
as  well  as  his  betters.— He  therefore  advifed  me  to  give 
the  footman  a (hilling  the  next  time,  I ihould  defire  ad- 
mittance to  my  patron,  or  elfe  I fhoidd  fcarce  find  an 
opportunity  to  deliver  my  letter.  Accordingly,  next 
morning,  when  tlie  door  was  opened,  I dipt  a Ihililng 
into  his  hand,  and  told  him  I had  a letter  for  his  mailer, 
— T found  the  good  effebls  of  my  liberality ; for  the 
ifcliovv  let  me  in  immediately,  and  taking  the  letter  out 
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ot  my  hand,  defired  me  to  wait  in  a kind  of  paffage  for 
an  anfwer.  In  this  place  I continued  (landing  for  three 
quarters  of  an  hour,  during  which  time  I faw  a great 
many  young  fellows,  whom  I formerly  knew  in  Scot- 
land, pafs  and  repafs  with  an  air  of  familiarity,  in  their 
way  to  and  from  the  audience-chamber;  while  I was 
fain  to  (land  (hivering  in  the  cold,  and  turn  my  back 
to  them,  that  they  might  not  perceive  the  lownefs  of  my 

condition. At  length  Mr.  Cringer  came  out  to  (ee 

a young  gentleman  to  the  door,  who  was  no  other  than 
^(quire  Gawky,  drefled  n a very  gay  fuit  of  clothes  ; 
at  parting,  Mr.  Cringer  (hook  him  by  the  hand,  and 
told  him  he  hoped  to  have  the  pleafure  of  his  company 
at  dinner.  Then  turning  about  towards  me  he  a(ked 
what  were  my  commands  ; when  he  underftood  I was 
t he  perfon  who  had  brought  the  letter  from  Mr.  Crab, 
be  affefled  to  recolle6l  my  name,  which,  however,  he 
pretended  he  could  not  do,  till  he  had  confulted  the  letter 
again  : to  fave  him  that  trouble,  I told  him  my  name 
was  Random — Upon  which  he  went  on,  “ Aye,  Aye, 
Random,  Random,  Random^ — I think  I remember  the 
name  and  very  well  he  might,  for  this  very  indivi- 
dual Mr.  Cringer  had  many  a time  rode  before  my 
grandfather’s  cloak  bag,  in  quality  of  a footman. — — 
Well,  (fays  he)  you  propofe  to  go  on  board  a man  of 
war,  as  furgeon’s  mate.”  I replied  by  a low  bow.  “ I 
believe  it  will  be  a difficult  matter  (continued  he)  to 
procure  a warrant,  there  being  already  fuch  a fwarm  of 
Scotch  Surgeons  at  the  Navy  Office,  in  expectation  of  the 
next  vacancy,  that  the  commiffioners  are  afraid  of  being 
torn  to  pieces,  and  have  aClually  applied  for  a guard  to 
proteCl  them. — However,  fome  fhips  will  foon  be  put 
in  commiffion,  and  then  we  (liall  lee  what’s  to  be  done.” 
So  faying,  he  left  me,  exceedingly  mortified  at  the  diffe- 
rent reception  Mr.  Gawky  and  I had  met  with,  from 
this  upllart,  proud,  mean  member,  who,  (I  imagined) 
would  have  been  glad  of  an  opportunity  to  be  grateful 
for  the  obligations  he  owed  to  rny  family. 

At  my  return,  I was  furprifed  with  the  agreeable 

news 
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news  of  Strap's  being  employed  on  the  recommendation 
ot  his  triend  the  fchool- mailer,  by  a periwig  maker  in  the 
neighbourhood,  who  allowed  him  live  Ihillings  per 
week,  belides  bed  and  board. — I continued  to  dance 
attendance  every  other  morning  at  the  levee  of  Mr. 
Cringer,  during  a fortnight,  in  which  time  I became 
acquainted  with  a young  fellow  of  my  own  country  and 
profelfion,  who  allb  depended  on  the  member’s  intereft  5 
but  was  treated  with  much  more  refpeCl  than  I,  both  by 
the  fervants  and  mailer,  and  often  admitted  into  a par- 
lour, where  there  was  a fire  for  the  convenience  of  the 
better  fort  of  thole  who  waited  for  him. — Thither  I was 
never  permittedto  penetrate, on  account  of  myappearance, 
which  was  not  at  all  falhionable ; but  was  obliged  to 
lland  blowing  my  fingers  in  a cold  lobby,  and  take  the 
firll  opportunity  of  Mr.  Cringer’s  going  to  the  door  to 
fpeak  with  him. — One  day,  while  I enjoyed  this  occa- 
fion,  a perfon  was  introduced,  whom  Mr.  Cringer  no 
fooner  faw,  than,  running  towards  him,  he  faluted  him 
with  a bow  to  the  very  ground,  and  afterwards  fiiaking 
him  by  the  hand  with  great  heartinefs  and  familiarity, 
called  him  his  good  friend,  and  alked  very  kindly  after 
Mrs.  Staytape  and  the  young  ladies  j then,  after  a whif- 
per  which  continued  fome  minutes,  wherein  I overheard 
tlie  word  honour  repeated  feveral  times  with  great  em- 
phafis.  Mr.  Cringer  introduced  me  to  this  gentleman, 
to  a perfon  whofe  advice  and  afiillance  I might  depend 
upon  ; and  having  given  me  his  dire6lion,  followed  me 
to  the  door,  where  he  told  me,  I need  not  give  myfelf  the 
trouble  to  call  at  his  houfe  any  more,  for  Mr.  Staytape 
would  do  my  bufinefs.— At  that  inllant  my  fellow  de- 
pendant coming  out  after  me,  overheard  the  difcourfe 
of  Mr.  Cringer,  and  making  up  to  me  in  the  ftreet, 
?.ccolled  me  very  civilly  : This  addrefs  I looked  upon 
as  no  fmall  honour,  confidering  the  figure  he  made  ; for 
he  was  drefied  in  a blue  frock  with  a gold  button,  a 
green  filk  waillcoat  trimmed  with  gold,  black  velvet 
breeches,  white  filk  fiockings,  filver  buckles,  a gold 
laced  hat,  a fpencer  wig,  and  a filver  hiked  hanger,  with 
VoL.  !•  I a fine 
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a fine  clouded  cane  in  his  hand. — 1 perceive  (fald  he 
you  are  but  lately  come  from  Scotland  j — pray  wha^ 
may  your  bufinefs  with  Mr.  Cringer  be  ? — I fuppofe  it 
is  no  lecret — and  I may,  poffibiy,  give  you  fome  advice 
that  will  be  lerviceable  j for  I have  been  furgeon’s  fe- 
cond  mate  on  board  of  a feventy  gun  fhip,  and  confe- 
quently  know  a good  deal  of  the  World.” — I made  no 
fcruple  to  difclol'e  my  fituation,  which  when  he  had 
learned,  he  fliook  his  head,  and  told  me  he  had  been 
pretty  much  in  the  fame  circumftances  about  a year  ago  ! 
that  he  had  relied  on  Cringer’s  promifes,  until  his  money 
(which  was  confiderable)  as  well  as  his  credit  was  quite 
exhaufted  : and  when  he  wrote  to  his  relations  for  a 
frefh  fupply,  inftead  of  money,  he  received  nothing  but 
reproaches,  and  the  epitliets  of  idle,  debauched  fellow  : 
that  after  he  had  waited  at  the  Navy  office  many  rrionths 
for  a warrant,  to  no  piirpofe,  he  was  fain  to  pawn  fome 
of  his  clothes,  which  raifed  a fmall  fum,  wherewith  he 
bribed  the  f — t — y,  who  foon  procured  a wan'ant  for 
him,  notwithdanding  he  had  affirmed  the  fame  day  that 
there  was  not  one  vacancy. — That  he  had  gone  on 
board,  where  he  remained  nine  months,  at  the  end  of 
which  the  fhip  was  put  out  of  commifiion : and  he 
faid  the  company  were  to  be  paid  off  in  Broad  (Ireet 
the  very  next  day. — That  his  relations  being  recon- 
ciled to  him,  had  charged  him  to  pay  his  devoirs  regu- 
larly to  Mr.  Criilger,  who  had  informed  them  by  letter^ 
that  his  intereft  alone  had  procured  the  warrant  5 in 
obedience  to  which  command j became  to  his  levee  every 
morning  as  I faw,  though  he  looked  upon  him  to  be  ai 
very  pitiful  fcoundrel.-— In  conciufion,  he  alked  me  if  I 
had  yet  paffed  at  furgeon’s  hall } To  which  queftion  I 
anfwered,  I did  not  fo  much  as  know  it  was  neceffary. — > 
Neceffary,  (cried  he)  O Lord,  O Lord ! I find  I mull 
inftrii61:  you— ^come  along  with  me,  and  I’ll  give  you 
fome  information  about  that  matter.” — So  faying,  he 
carrried  me  into  an  ale-houfe,  where  he  called  for  fome 
beer,  and  bread  and  cheefe,  on  which  we  breakfalied. 
While  we  fat  in  this  place,  he  told  me  I muft  firft  go  to 
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the  Navy-office,  and  write  to  the  board,  defirlngthem  to 
order  a letter  for  me  to  the  Surgeon’s- hall,  that  I might 
be  examined  touching  my  fkill  in  furgery : That  the 
furgeons,  after  having  examined  me,  would  give  me 
my  qualifications  fealed  up  in  form  of  a letter,  dire6led 
to  the  commiffioners,  which  qualification  I muft  deliver 
to  the  fecretary  of  the  board,  who  would  open  it  in  my 
prefence,  and  read  the  contents.  After  which  I muff 
employ  my  intereft  to  be  provided  for  as  foon  as  poffi- 
ble. — That  the  expence  of  his  qualification  for  fecond 
inate  of  a third  rate  amounted  to  thirteen  fhiliings,  ex- 
clufive  of  the  warrant,  which  coft  him  half  a guinea  and 
half  a crown,  befides  the  prefent  to  the  fecretary,  which 
confided  of  a three  pound  twelve  piece.— This  calcula- 
tion was  like  a thunder- bolt  to  me,  vvhofe  whole  fortune 
did  not  amount  to  twelve  fhiliings, — -I  accordingly  made 
him  acquainted  with  this  part  of  my  diftrefs,  after  hav- 
ing thanked  him  for  his  information  and  advice. — He 
condoled  me  on  this  occafion  j but  bade  me  be  of  good 
cheer,  for  he  had  conceived  a friendfliip  for  m.e,  and 
would  make  all  things  eafy. — He  was  run  out  at  prefent, 
but  to-morrow  or  next  day  he  was  certain  of  receiving 
a confiderable  fum  5 of  which  he  would  lend  me  'what 
would  be  fiifficient  to  anfwer  my  exigencies.  'This 
frank  declaration  pleafed  me  fo  much,  that  I pulled  out 
my  purfe  and  emptied  it  before  him,  begging  him  to 
takev/hat  he  pleafed  for  pocket-expence,  until  he  fhould 
receive  his  ov/n  money. — V/ith  a good  deal  of  preiling 
he  was  prevailed  upon  to  take  five  fiiillings,  telling  me 
that  he  might  have  what  money  he  wanted  at  any  time 
for  the  trouble  of  going  into  the  city  : but  as  he  met 
with  me,  he  would  defer  his  going  thither  till  to  mor- 
row, when  I fhould  go  along  v/ith  him,  and  he  would 
put  me  in  a way  of  afting  for  myfelf,  without  a fervile 
dependance  on  that  rafeal  Cringer,  luuch  lefs  on  the 
loufy  taylor  to  whom  I heard  him  turn  you  over.—r- 
How,  (cried  I)  is  Mr.  Staytape  a taylor  ?” — No  lefs, 
I‘il  afiureyou,  (anfwered  he)  and,  I confefs,  more  like- 
ly to  ferve  you,  than  the  member ; For,  provided  you 
I z can 
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can  entertain  him  with  politics  and  conundrums,  you 
may  have*  credit  with  him  for  as  many,  and  as  rich 
clothes  as  you  pleafe.” — I told  him  I was  utterly  igno- 
rant of  both,  and  fo  incenfed  at  Cringer’s  ufage,  that  1 
would  never  fet  foot  within  his  door  again. — After  a 
good  deal  more  converfation,  my  new  acquaintance  and 
I parted,  having  made  an  appointment  to  meet  next 
day  at  the  fame  place,  in  order  to  fet  out  for  the  city. 
I went  immediately  to  Strap,  and  related  every  thing 
which  had  happened,  but  he  did  not  at  all  approve  of  my 
being  fo  forward  to  lend  money  to  a ftranger,  efpecially 
as  we  had  already  been  fo  much  impofed  upon  by  ap- 
pearances. “ However,  (faid  he)  if  you  are  fure  he  is  a 
Scotchman,  I believe  you  are  fafe.^’ 

CHAP.  xvr. 

My  ne^iv  Acquaintance  breaks  an  Appointment — I pro- 
ceed by  my f elf  to  the  Nasuy  Office — Addrefs  myfelf  to  a 
Perfon  there ^ ^ho  affifts  me  njoith  his  Ad<vice — Write  to 
the  Board — They  grant  me  a Letter  to  the  Surgeons  at  the 
Hall — am  informed  of  the  Beau's  name  and  charaBer — 
Bind  him^He  makes  me  his  Confidant  in  an  Amour — 
defires  me  to  pa^wn  my  Linen  for  his  Occafions — I recover 
Rvhat  1 lent  him — Some  curious  Obfer^aiions  of  Strap  on 
that  Occafion — His  Vanity* 

TN  the  morning  I rofe  and  went  to  the  place  of  rendez- 
vous,  where  I waited  two  hours  in  vain  5 and  was 
fo  exafperated  againft  him  for  breaking  his  appointment, 
that  I fet  out  for  the  city  by  myfelf,  in  hope  of  finding 
the  villain,  and  being  revenged  on  him  for  his  breach  of 
promife. — At  length  I found  myfelf  at  the  Navy-office, 
which  I entered,  and  faw  crowds  of  young  fellows 
walking  below,  many  of  whom  made  no  better  appear- 
ance than  myfelf. — I confulted  the  phifiognomy  of  each, 
and  at  laft  made  up  to  one  whofe  countenance  I liked  5 
and  afked  if  he  could  inftru^l  me  in  the  form  of  the 
kttcr  which  was  to  be  fent  to  the  board,  to  obtain  an 

order 
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crder  for  examination  : Heanfwereci  me  in  broad  Scotch, 
that  he  would  fnew  me  the  copy  of  what  he  had  writ  for 
himielf,  by  the  direciion  of  another  who  knew  the  form  s 
and  accordingly  pulled  it  out  of  his  pocket  for  my  pe- 
rufal;  and  told  me,  that  if  I was  expeditious,  I might 
lend  it  in  to  tlie  board  before  dinner,  for  they  did  no  bu- 
ilnefs  in  the  afternoon.  He  then  went  with  me  to  a 
coifee-houfe  hai'd  by,  w^here  I wrote  the  letter,  which 
was  immediately  delivered  to  the  melienger ; who  told 
me  I might  expedf  an  order  to  morrow  about  the  fame 
time. — Having  tranfa^ed  this  piece  of  bufinefs,  my  mind 
was  a good  deal  compofed  j and  as  I met  with  fo  much 
civility  from  this  Ifranger,  I deiired  further  acquaintance 
with  him,  fully  refolved,  however,  not  to  be  deceived 
by  him  fo  much  to  my  prejudice  as  I had  been  by  the 
beau. — He  agreed  to  dine  with  me  at  the  cook’s  fhop 
which  I frequented  ; and  on  our  way  thither,  carried

lent  him  a little  money,  after  he  had  figned  a will  and 
I 3 power 
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power,  entitling  that  perfon  to  lift  his  wages  when  they 
fhonld  become  due,  as  alfo  to  inherit  his  efre61s  in  cale 
of  his  death.— That  he  was  ftill  under  the  tutorage  and 
direction  of  that  gentleman,  who  advanced  him  fmall 
Turns  from  time  to  time  upon  this  fecurity,  at  the  rate 
of  per  cent.  But  at  prefent  his  credit  was  very  low, 
becaufe  his  funds  would  do  little  more  than  pay  what  he 
had  already  received,  this  moderate  intereft  included.— 
After  the  ftranger  (whofe  name  was  Thomfon)  had  en- 
tertained me  with  this  account  of  Jackfon,  he  informed

— I conceived  a mighty  liking  for  this  young 
fellow,  which,  (I  believe)  proceeded  from  the  fimilitude 
of  our  fortunes:  We  fpent  the  whole  day  together: 
and  as  he  lived  at  Wapping,  I defired  him  to  take  a 
ffiare  of  my  bed. 

Next  day  we  returned  to  the  Navy- office,  whjere, 
after  being  called  before  the  board,  and  queftioned  about 
the  place  of  my  nativity  and  education,  they  ordered  a 
letter  to  be  made  out  for  me,  which,  upon  paying  half  a 
crown  to  the  clerk,  I received,  and  delivered  into  the 
hands  of  the  clerk  at  Surgeons’  hall,  together  with  a 
/hilling  for  his  trouble  in  regiftering  my  name.— —By 
this  time  my  whole  ftock  was  diminifhed  to  two  fliil- 
lings,  and  I faw  not  the  lead  profpe^l  of  relief,  even  for 
prefent  fubfiftence,  much  lefs  to  enable  me  to  pay  the 
fees  at  Surgeons'-hall  for  my  examination,  which  would

What  fignifies  all  the  riches  and  honouis  of  this  lite,  it 
one  enjoys  not  content.— And  in  the  next  there  is  i o 
refpea  of  perfons.  Better  be  a poor  honeft  barber,  with 
a Lod  confcience,  and  time  to  repent  of  my  fins  upon 
my  toth  bed,  tha’nbe  cut  off  (God  blefs  us)  by  a mu^ 
ke^  ftiot,  as  it  were,  in  the  very  flower  of  one  s age,  m 
the  purfuit  of  riches  and  fame.-What  fignjfy  riches 
(my^dear  friend  !)  do  not  they  make  unto  *emlelves 
wi/gs,  as  the  wife  man  faith  : and  does  not  Hoi  ace  ob- 
ferve,  Non  domus  aut  fundus,  non  ans  acer'vus  am  aun,

I could  moreover  mention  many  other  fayings  in  con- 
tempt of  riches,  both  from  the  bible  and  other  good 
booL  : but  as  I know  you  are  not  very  fond  of  thole

be  a^ foldier  I will  do  the  fame  ; and  then  it  ^e  (hou  d

While  I was  reading,  he  feemed  to  be  in  an  ecftafy, 
rubbing  his  hands,  and  burfting  out  into  fits  of  laughter ;

the  afliilance  of  this  faithful  adherent,  who 
gave  me  alnicfl  all  the  money  he  earned,  Iprefervcd 
my  half  guinea  entire,  ’till  the  day  of  examination,  vvlien  I 
went  with  a quaking  heart  to  Surgeon’s  Hall,  in  order 
to  undergo  that  ceremony.

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lived  over  the  way , and  would  certainly  produce  fomcthln^ 
very  much  to  his  advantage ; for  it  gave  him  the  ap- 
pearance of  age,  which  never  fails  of  attrafting  refpevSl. 
I applauded  his  fagacity,  and  v/aited  with  impatience 
for  theeffedls  of  it.  At  length  he  was  called  in  ; but 
whether  the  oddnefs  of  his  appearance  excited  a curiofity 
more  than  uiual  in  the  board,  or  his  behaviour  was  not 
fuitable  to  his  figure,  I know  not,  he  was  difcovered  to 
be  an  impofior,  and  put  into  the  hands  of  the  beadle,  in 
order  to  be  fent  to  Bridewell.  So  that  infiead  of  feeing  him 
come  out  with  a chearful  countenance,  and  a furgeon’s 
qualification  in  his  hand,  I perceived  him  led  through  the 
outward-liall  as  a prifonerj  and  was  very  much  alarm- 
ed and  anxious  to  know  the  occafion ; when  he  called 
v/ith  a lamentable  voice  and  piteous  afpeft  to  me,  and 
forne  others  vs^bo knew  him  For  God's  fake,  gentlemen, 

bearv/itnefs  that  I am  the  farne  individual  John  Jackfon, 
v/ho  ferved  as  lurgeon’s  fecond  mate  on  board  the  Eliza- 
beth, or  elfe  I fiiall  go  to  Bridewell.” — It  would  have 
been  impolfible  for  the  rnoft  auftere  hermit  that  ever 
lived,  to  have  refrained  from  laughing  at  his  appearance 
and  addrefs  5 we,  therefore,  indulged  ourfelves  a good 
while  at  his  expence,  and  afterwards  pleaded  his  caufefb 
elfeftually  with  the  beadle,  who  was  gratified  with  half 
a crown^  tliat  the  prifoner  was  difinified  ; and  in  a few 
moments  refumed  his  former  gaity  j — fwearing  lince  the 
board  had  refufed  his  money,  he  would  fpend  it  every 
Iliilling  before  he  went  to  bed  in  treating  his  friends  5 
at  the  fame  time  inviting  us  all  to  favour  him  with  our 
company.  It  was  now  ten  o'clock  at  night,  and  as  I 
had  a great  way  to  walk  through  the  ftreets  that  were 
utterly  unknown  to  me,  I was  prevailed  upon  to  be  of 
their  party,  in  hopes  he  would  afterwards  accompany 
me  to  my  lodgings,  according  to  his  promife.  He  con- 
duced us  to  his  friend’s  hoiife,  who  kept  a tavern  over 
the  way,  where  we  continued  drinking  punch,  until  the 
liquor  mounted  up  to  our  heads,  and  made  us  all  ex- 
tremely frolicfome  : I in  particular  was  fo  mudi  elevated 
that  nothing  would  ferve  me  but  a wench,  at  which  de- 
mand 
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mand  Jackfon  expreffed  much  joy,  and  afliired  me  t 
iliould  have  my  delire  before  we  parted. — Accordingly, 
when  he  had  paid  the  i^eckoning,  we  fallied  out,  roaring 
and  Tinging  5 and  were  condu61:ed  by  our  leader  to  a 
place  of  no61:urnal  entertainment,  where  I immediately 
attached  myfelf  to  a fair  one,  with  whom  I propoled  to 
fpend  the  remaining  part  of  the  night ; but  die  not  re- 
lilhing  my  appearance,  refufcd  to  grant  my  reqiieil  be- 
fore I fliould  have  made  her  an  acknowledgment,  which 
not  luiting  with  my  clrcumftances,  we  broke  off  our 
correfpondence  to  my  no  fmall  mortification  and  refent- 
ment,  becaufe  I thought  the  mercenary  creature  had  not 
done  juftice  to  my  merit. — In  tlie  mean  time,  Mr. 
Jackfon’ s drefs  had  attra61:ed  the  inclinations  and  afli- 
duities  of  two  or  three  nymphs,  who  loaded  him  with 
carelfes,  in  return  for  the  arrack  punch  with  which  he 
treated  them  5 till  at  length,  notwithftanding  the  fpright- 
ly  Tallies  of  thofe  charmers,  deep  began  to  exert  his 
power  over  us  all : and  our  condu61:or  called  To  pay.” 
When  the  bill  was  brought,  which  amounted  to  twelve 
drillings,  he  put  his  hand  in  his  pocket,  but  might 
have  laved  himfelf  the  trouble,  for  hispurfewas  gone.— 
This  accident  difconcerf;ed  him  a good  deal  at  drd,  but 
after  Tome  recolledlion,  he  feized  the  two  dulcineas,  who 
fat  by  him,  one  in  each  hand  5 and  Two  re  if  they  did  not 
immediately  redore  his  money,  he  would  charge  a con- 
ftable  with  them. — The  good  lady  at  the  bar  feeing 
wlrat  paded,  whifpered  fomething/  to  the  drawer,  who 
went  out  5 and  then  with  great  compollire  aiked  what 
was  the  matter  ? — Jackfon  told  her  he  was  robbed,  and 
fwore  if  die  refufed  him  fatisfaftion,  he  would  have  her 
and  her  whores  committed  to  Bridewell. — Robbed, 
(cried  The)  robbed  in  my  houfe  ! Gentlemen  and  ladies, 
I take  you  all  to  witnefs  this  perfon  has  fcandalized  my 
reputation.” — At  this  inlfant  feeing  the  conftable  and 
watch  enter,  die  proceeded,  What,  you  mud  not  only 
endeavour  by  yourfalfe  afperficns  to  ruinmy  chara61;er  5 
but  even  commit  an  adault  upon  my  family  ? Mr.  Con- 
dable,  I charge  you  with  this  uncivil  perfon,  who  has 
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been  guilty  of  a riot  here  ; I fhall  take  care  and  bring  an 
a<5Vion  againft  him^jbr  defamation.”— While  I was  re- 
flecfing  on  this  melancholy  event,  which  had  made  me 
quite  Tbber,  the  lady,  whofe  favours  I had  folicited, 
being  piqued  at  fome  I'epartee  that  paffed  between  us, 
cried,  They  are  all  concerned  — and  defired  the  con- 
ftabie  to  take  us  all  into  cuftody,  an  arreft  Which  was 
performed  inftantly,to  the  utter  aftonifhment  and  defpair 
of  us  all,  except  Jackfon,  who  having  been  often  in  flich 
fcrapes,  was  very  little  concerned,  and  charged  the  con- 
ffable  in  his  turn,  with  the  landlady  and  her  whole  bevy  : 
Upon  which  we  were  carried  all  together  prifoners  to  the 
round-houfe  ; (where  Jackfon,  after  a word  of  comfort 
to  us),  informed  the  conftable  of  his  being  robbed,  to 
which  he  laid  he  would  fware  next  morning  before  the 
juftice. — ‘‘  Ay,  ay,  (fays  the  bawd)  we  fhall  fee  whofe 
oath  will  moft  fignify.”  In  a little  time  the  conftable 
calling  Jackfon  into  another  room,  fpoke  to  him  thus  ; 

I perceive  that  you  and  your  company  are  ftrangers, 
and  am  very  forry  for  your  being  involved  in  fuch  an  ug- 
ly bufinefs.  I liave  known  this  woman  a great  v/hile  9 
file  has  kept  a notorious  houfe  in  the  neighbourhood 
thefe  many  years  5 and  although  often  complained  of  as 
a nuifance,  ftill  efcapes  through  her  intereft  with  the 
j-— t — ces,  to  whom  fhe,  and  all  of  her  employment,  pay 
contribution  quarterly  for  prote6licn. — As  fhe  charged 
me  with  you  firft,  her  complaint  will  have  the  prefer- 
ence ; and  fhe  can  procure  evidence  to  fwear  whatever 
fhe  fhall  pleafe  to  defire  of  them  : So,  that  unlefs  you 
can  make  it  up  before  morning,  you  and  your  compa- 
nions may  think  yourfelves  happily  cpiit  for  a month’s 
hard  labour  in  Bride  well. -—Nay,  if  fhe  fhould  fwear  a 
robbery  or  affault  againft  you,  you  will  be  committed 
to  Newgate,  and  tried  next  feftions  at  the  Old  Bailey,  for 
your  life.” — -This  laft  piece  of  information  had  fuch  an 
eftecf  upon  Jackfon,  that  he  agreed  to  make  it  up,  pro- 
vided his  money  might  be  reftored.  The  conftable  told 
him,  that  inftead  of  retrieving  what  he  had  loft,  he  v/as 
pretty  certain,  it  would  coft  him  fome  more  before  they 
1 would 
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would  come  to  any  compolition. — But,  however,  he  had 
compaffion  on  him,  and  would,  if  he  pieafed,  found  them 
about  a mutual  releafo. — The  unfortunate  beau  thanked 
him  for  his  friendfhip,  and  returning  to  us,  acquainted 
us  with  the  fubftance  of  this  dialogue  5 while  the  con- 
(lable  deliring  to  fpeak  in  private  with  our  adverfaiy, 
carried  her  into  the  next  room,  and  pleaded  our  caufe  fb 
eife6lually,  tliat  flie  condefcended  to  make  him  umpire  ; 
He  accordingly  propofed  an  arbitration,  to  which  we 
gave  our  alTent ; and  he  fined  each  party  in  three  fhil- 
lings  to  be  laid  out  in  a bowl  of  punch,  wherein  we 
drowned  all  animofities,  to  the  inexprefiible  joy  of  my 
two  late  acquaintances  and  me,  who  had  been  in  tlie 
fiiate  of  the  damned  ever  fmce  Jackfon  mentioned  Bride- 
well and  Newgate. — By  the  time  we  had  finifned  our 
bowl,  to  which,  by  the  by,  I had  contributed  my  laft 
fliilling,  it  w^as  morning  ; and  I propofed  to  move  home- 
ward, when  the  conftable  gave  me  to  underhand,  he 
could  difcharge  no  prifoners  but  by  order  of  the  juhice, 
before  v.diom  we  muft  appear. — This  renewed  my  cha- 
grin, and  I curfed  the  hour  in  which  I had  yielded  to 
Jackfon’s  invitation. — -About  nine  o’clock  we  were 
efcorted  to  the  ho.ufe  of  a certain  jufiice  not  many  miles 
diftant  from  Covent-Garden  5 who  no  fooner  faw  the 
conftable  enter  with  a train  of  prifoners  at  his  heels, 
than  he  faluted  him  as  follows  : So  ! Mr.  Conftable, 
you  are  a diligent  man-— What  den  of  rogues  have  you 
been  fcouring  ?”  Then  looking  at  us,  who  appeared 
Very  much  dejected,  he  continued  , Ay,  ay,  thieves  I 
fee — old  offenders — O your  humble  fervant,  Mrs . Har- 
ridan ! I fuppofe  thefe  fellows  have  been  taken  robbing 
your  hcufe — yes,  yes,  here’s  an  old  acquaintance  of 
mine— you  have  ufed  expedition  (faid  he  to  me)  in  re- 
turning from  tranfpoitation  ; but  we  fhall  fave*  you  the 
trouble  for  the  fiiture — the  furgeons  will  fetch  you  from 
your  next  tranfportation  at  their  expence.” — I allured 
his  w'orftiip  he  w^as  miftakeniii  me,  for  he  had  never  feen 
me  in  his  life ‘before. — To  this  declaration  he  replied, 
How^  you  impudent  rafcal,  dare  you  to  fay  fo  to  my 

face  ^ 
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face  Do  you  think  I am  to  be  impofed  upon  by  that 
northern  accent  which  you  liave  alTiimed  ? but  it  flian’t 
avail  youj — ^you  (hall  find  me  too  far  north  for  you. — 
Here,  clerk,  write  this  fellow’s  mittimus, — His  name  is 
Patrick  Gaghagan.” — Here  Mr.  Jackfoninterpofed,  and 
told  him  I was  a Scotchman,  lately  come  to  tcw'n,  de- 
fceiided  of  a good  family,  and  that  my  name  was  Ran- 
dom.— The  juftice  looked  upoiithis  afiertion  as  an  out- 
rage upon  his  memory,  on  which  he  valued  himfelf 
much  j and  ftruttingup  to  Jackfon,  with  a fierce  counte- 
nance, put  his  hands  in  his  fides,  and  faid,  ‘‘  V/ho  are  you. 
Sir? — Do  you  give  me  the  lie? — Take  notice,  gentle- 
men, here’s  a fellow  who  affronts  me  upon  the  bench, 

but  I’ll  lay  you  fall,  firrah,  I will for  notwithftand- 

ing  your  laced  jacket,  I believe  you  are  a notorious 
felon. — My  friend  was  fo  much  abafhed  at  this  menace, 
which  was  thundered  out  with  great  vociferation,  that 
he  changed  colour,  and  remained  fpeechlefs. — This  ccn- 
fufion  his  worfiiip  took  for  a fymptom  of  guilt,  and  to 
complete  his  difcovery,  continued  his  threats — Now, 
I am  convinced  you  are  a thief, — ^your  face  difcovers  it, 
-—you  tremble  all  over — ^your  confcieiice  won’t  lie  flill — ■ 
you’ll  be  hang’d ; firrah,  (raifmg  his  voice)  you’ll  be 
hang’d  5 and  happy  had  it  been  for  the  world,  as  well  as 
your  own  miferable  foul,  if  you  had  been  detecled  and 
cut  off  in  the  beginning  of  your  career. — Come  hither, 
clerk,  and  take  this  man’s  confefiion.” — I was  in  an 
agony  of  conflernation,  when  the  conftable  going  into 
another  room  Vvdth  his  worfiiip,  acquainted  him  with  the 
truth  of  tlie  fiery  : which  having  learned,  he  returned 
with  a fmiling  countenance,  and  adcirefilng  himfelf  to 
us  all,  faid,  it  was  always  his  way  to  terrify  young  peo- 
ple, wljen  they  came  before  him,  that  his  threats  might 
make  a firong  impreflion  on  their  minds,  and  deter  them 
from  engaging  in  feenes  of  riot  and  debauHiery,  which 
commonly  ended  before  the  judge. — Thus  having  cloak-* 
ed  his  own  want  of  difeernment  under  the  difguife  of  pa- 
ternal care,  we  were  difinified  5 and  I found  myfelf  as  much 
lightened  as  if  a mountain  had  been  lifted  off  my  breaft, 

CHAP. 
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I carry  Diy  qualification  to  the  Na^j -Office — the  nature  of 
it — the  behaviour  of  the  S — t-—y — -Strap's,  con^ 
cern  for  my  abfence — a battle  beHveen  him  and 
a blacJdmith — the  trouhlefo}?ie  confcquence 
of  it — kis  harangue  to  me — his friend 
the  fchQol-7nafter  recommends  7ns 
to  a Fy'ench  apothecary-,  vjho 
entertains  7ne  as  a 
jour7iey7nan. 

J Would  willingly  have  gone  home  to  deep,  but  was 
told  by  my  companions,  that  we  mull:  deliver  our 
letters  of  qualification  at  the  Navy-Office  before  one 
o'clock ; accordingly  we  went  thither  and  gave  them  to 
the  S — t — y,  who  opened  and  read  them,  and  I was 
mightily  pleafed  to  find  myfelf  qualified  for  fecond  mate 
of  a third  rate.  When  he  had  ftuck  them  all  together 
■ on  a file,  one  of  our  company  affied  if  there  were  any  va- 
cancies j to  which  interrogation  he  anfwered,  No.  Then 
I ventured  to  inquire  if  any  fhips  were  to  be  put  in 
commiffion  foon — At  which  queftion  he  furveyed  me 
with  a look  of  ineffable  contempt,  and  pufhing  us  out  of 
his  office,  locked  the  door  without  deigning  us  anothef 
word.— We  went  down  flairs  and  confered  together  on 
our  expe6lations,  when  I underflood  that  each  of  them 
had  been  recommended  to  one  or  other  of  the  commif- 
fioners  j and  each  of  them  promifed  the  firfl  vacancy 
that  fliouid  fall  j but  that  none  of  them  relied  folely  upon 
that  interefl,  without  a prefent  to  the  S — t-— y,  with 

whom  fome  of  the  C went  fnacks. — For  which 

reafon  each  of  them  had  provided  a fmall  purfe  5 and  I 
was  afked  what  I propoledto  give  ? — This  was  a vexa- 
tious queftion  to  me,  who  (far  from  being  in  a capacity 
to  gratify  a ravenous  S — t — y)  had  not  wherewithal 
to  purchafe  a dinner. — I therefore  anfwered,  I had  not 
yet  determined  what  to  give  5 and  fneaked  off  towards 
my  own  lodgings,  curfing  my  fate  all  the  way,  and  in- 
veighing with  much  bitternefs  againft  the  barbarity  of 
my  giandfath^r,  andth^  fordid  avarice  of  my  relations, 

wlio 
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who  left  irie  a prey  to  contempt  and  indigence. — Full  of 
tliefe  dilagreeable  refieclions,  I arrived  at  the  houle 
where  I lodged,  and  relieved  my  landlord  from  great 
anxiety  on  my  account ; for  this  honeft  man  believed  I 
had  met  with  fome  difmal  accident,  and  that  he  fhould 
never  fee  me  again. — Strap,  who' had  come  to  vifit  me 
in  the  morning,  underftanding  I had  been  abroad  all 
night,  was  almoft  diftra8:ed  5 and  after  having  obtained 
leave  of  his  mafter,  had  gone  in  queft  of  me,  though  he 
was  even  more  ignorant  of  the  town  than  I.  Not  be- 
ing willing  to  inform  my  landlord  of  my  adventure,  I 
told  him,  I had  met  an  acquaintance  at  Surgeons’ -hall, 
with  whom  I had  fpent  the  evening  and  night,  but  being 
very  much  infefted  by  bugs,  I had  not  flcpt  much,  and 
therefore  intended  to  take  a little  repofe ; fo  faying,  I 
went  to  bed,  and  defired  to  be  awakened  if  Strap  fhould 
happen  to  come  while  I fhould  be  afleep — I was  accord- 
ingly roufed  by  my  friend  hlmfelf,  who  entered  my 
chamber  about  three  o’clock  in  the  afternoon : and  pre- 
fented  a figure  to  my  eyes,  that  I could  fcarce  believe 
real. — In  fhort,  this  alfeclionate  fhaver,  fetting  out  to- 
wards Surgeons’-hall,  had  enquired  for  me  there  to  no 
purpofe ; from  thence  he  found  his  way  to  the  Navy- 
office,  where  he  could  hear  no  tidings  of  me,  becaufe 
I was  unknown  to  every  body  then  prefent  j he  after- 
wards went  upon  ’Change,  in  hopes  of  feeing  me  upon 
the  Scotch  walk  ; but  without  fuccefs.  At  laft,  being 
almoflin  defpair  of  finding  me,  herefolved  to  afk  every 
body  he  met  in  the  ffreet,  if  perchance  any  one  could 
give  him  information  about  me;  and  a6lually  put  his 
refolution  in  practice,  in  fpite  ot  the  feoffs,  curies,  and 
reproaches  with  which  be  was  anfwered ; until  a black- 
fmitii’s  ’prentice,  feeing  him  flop  a porter  with  a burden 
on  his  back,  and  hearing  his  queflion,  for  which  he  re- 
ceived a hearty  curfe,  called  to  him,  and  afked  if  the  per- 
fonhe  inquired  after  v/as  not  a Scotchman? — Strap  re- 
plied with  great  eagernefs,  Yes,  and  had  on  a brown 
coat  with  long  fkirts.” — The  fame  (laid  the  biack- 
imith)  I faw  him  pafs  by  an  hour  Did  you  fb? 

(cried 
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(cried  Strap,  nibbing  his  hands,)  Odd!  I amveryglarl 
Oi  that- — ^which  way  went  he?” — Towards  Tyburn 
in  a cart  (laid  he,)  if  you  make  good  fpeed  you  may 
get  thither  time  enough  to  lee  him  hanged.” — This 
piece  of  wit  incenfedmy  friend  to  fuch  a degree,  that  he 
called  the  blackfmith  fccundrel,  and  protehed  he  would 
fight  him  for  half  a farthing — No,  no,  (laid  the  other 
ftripplng)  rll  have  none  of  your  money, — you  , Scotch- 
men leldom  carry  any  about  you — ^biit  Fll  fight  you  for 
love.” — There  was  a ring  immediately  formed  by  the 
mob:  and  Strap  finding  he  could  not  get  off  honourablj^ 
\vithdut  fighting,  at  the  fame  time  burning  with  refent- 
inent  againft  his  adverfary,  quitted  his  clothes  to  the 
care  of  the  multitude,  and  the  battle  began  with  great 
violence  on  the  fide  of  Strap,  who  in  a few  minutes  ex- 
liaulled  his  breath  and  fpirits  on  his  patient  antagonift, 
who  fuftained  the  alTault  with  great  coolnefs,  till  finding 
the  barber  quite  Ipent,  he  returned  the  blows  he  had 
lent  him  with  fuch  intereft,  that  Strap,  after  having  re- 
ceived three  falls  on  the  hard  ftones,  gave  out,  and  al- 
lowed the  blackfmith  to  be  the  better  man.— The  vic- 
tory being  thus  decided,  it  was  propofed  to  adjourn  to 
a cellar  hard  by  and  drink  friends. — But  when  my  friend 
began  to  gather  up  his  clothes,  he  perceived  that  fome 
honeif  perfon  or  other  had  made  free  with  his  fhirt, 
neckcloth,  hat  and  wig,  which  were  carried  off;  and 
probably  his  coat  and  waiflcoat  would  have  met  with  the 
lajne  fate,  had  they  been  v/orth  flealing.  It  was  in 
vain  for  him  to  make  a noife,  which  only  yielded  mirth 
to  the  fpe61:ators ; he  was  fain  to  get  off  in  this  manner, 
which  he  accoinpiifhed  with  much  difficulty,  and  ap- 
peared before  me  all  befmeared  with  blood  and  dirt. 
— Notv/ithftanding  this  inisfortune,  fuch  was  his  tranf- 
port  at  finding  me  fafe  and  found,  that  lie  had  almofl 
fffledand  Hunk  me  to  death  with  his  embraces. Af- 

ter he  had  cleaned,  himfelf,  and  put  on  one  of  my  fliirts, 
and  a woollen  night-cap  ; I recounted  to  him  the  parti- 
culars of  my  night’s  campaign,  which  filled  him  with 
admiration,  and  made  him  repeat  with  great  energy  an 
Vo L.  I.  17.  L obfervation 
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obfervatlon  which  was  often  in  his  mouth,  namely,  that 
furely  London  was  the  devirs  drawing-room.” — As 
neither  of  us  had  dined,  hedehred  me'  to  get  up,  and 
the  milk-woman  coming  round  at  that  inftant,  he  went 
down  flairs  and  brought  up  a quart,  with  a penny  brick, 
en  which  we  made  a comfortable  meal.  He  then 
fliared  his  money  with  me,  which  amounted  to  eigliteen- 
pence,  and  left  me,  with  an  intention  to  borrow  an  old 
wdg  and  hat  of  his  friend  the  fchool-mafter. 

He  was  no  fooner  gone,  than  I began  to  confider  my 
fituation  with  great  uneafinefs,  and  revolved  all  the 
fchemes  my  imagination  could  fugged,  in  order  to 
choofe  and  purfue  fome  one  that  would  procure  me  bread ; 
for  it  is  imipofiible  to  exprefs  the  pangs  I felt,  when  I 
refle61ed  on  the  milerable  depeiidence  in  which  I lived 

at  the  expence  of  a poor  barber’s  boy. ^ — My  pride 

took  the  alarm,  and  having  no  hopes  of  fiicceeding  at 
the  Navy-ofhce,  I came  to  a refolutionof  enlifling  in  the 
foot-guards  next  day,  be  the  event  what  it  would. 
This  extravagant  defign,by  flattering  my  difpofition, 
gave  great  fatisfa6lion  5 and  I was  charging  the  enemy 
at  the  head  of  my  own  regiment,  when  Strap’s  return  in- 
terrupted my  reverie. — The  fchool-mafler  had  made  him 
a prefent  of  the  tye-wig  which  he  wore  when  I was  in- 
troduced to  him,  together  with  an  old  hat,  whofe  brims 
would  have  overfhadowed  a Colofllis. — Though  Strap 
had  ventured  to  wear  them  in  the  dufk  he  did  not  choofe 
to  entertain  the  mob  by  day ; therefore  went  to  work 
immediately  and  reduced  them  both  to  a moderate  fize. 
While  he  was  employed  in  this  office,  he  addrefled  me 
thus:  To  be  fure,  Mr.  Random,  you  are  born  a gen- 

tleman, and  have  a great  deal  of  learning — and  indeed 
look  like  a gentleman,  for  as  to  perfon  you  may  hold  up 
your  head  with  the  befl  of  them. — On  the  ether  hand, 
I am  a poor,  but  honefl  cobler's  fon — my  m.other  was  as 
induflrious  a woman  as  ever  broke  bread,  ’till  fuchtime 
as  fhe  took  to  drinking,  which  you  veiy  well  know — but 
every  body  has  id!\Vmg%-^hu??ianim  efierrare, — Now  for 
myfelf,  I am  a poor  journeyman  barber,  tolerably  well 

made 
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triaclcj  and  unftcrftand  fome  Latin,  and  have  armattering 
of  Greek  — ^but  what  of  that  ? perhaps  I might  aifo  lay 
tliat  I know  a little  of  the  world — but  that  is  to  no  pur- 
pofe — though  you  be  gentle  and  I fimple,  it  does 
f::>Ilow  but  that  I who  am  limple  may  do  a good  oiBce  to 
you  who  are  gentle.  Now  this  is  the  cafe — my  kinfman 
tlve  fc hool-mafter — perhaps  you  did  not  know  how 
neai'ly  he  his  related  to  me — I’ll  fatisfy  you  in  that  pre- 
fently — his  mother  and  my  grandmother’s  fifter’s  nephew 
— no,  that’s  not  it — my  grandfather’s  brother’s  daugh- 
ter— rabbit  it  ? I have  forgot  the  degree,  but  this  I 
know,  he  and  larecoufins  leven  times  removed.”

tongue,  without  which  (he  fays)  you  will  be  unfit  for 

bufinefs  in  this  country 1 fay  rny  relation  has  fpqkc 

in  your  behalf  to  a French  apothecary  who  wants  a jour- 
neyman: and  on  ills  recommendation,  you  may  have  fif- 
teen pounds  per  year,  bed  and  board,  whenever  you 

pleafe.” 1 was  two  much  intereffed  in  this  piece  of

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news  to  entertain  it  with  indifference  ; but  jumping  up, 
inlifted  on  Strap's  immediately  accompanying  me  to  tiie 
houfeof  his  friend,  that  I might  not  lole  this  opportunity 
through  the  lead:  delay  or  negle^f  on  my  part.  V/ e 
v^ere  informed  tl rat  the  fchool-mader  was  in  company  at 
a public  houfe  in  the  neighbourhood,  whither  we  repaired 
and  found  him  drinking  with  the  very  individual  apo- 
thecary in  qucftion.

mounted  bolts,  bars,  decency,  and  every  thing.  Tlie 
den  of  Cafiis,  or  SanSium  SanBorum^  could  not  have  hid 
me  from  you.  But  come  along,  the  gentleman  of  whom 
I fpoke  is  in  the.  houfe,  I will  prefent  you  to  him  forlh- 
with.” — - — -When  I entered  the  room,  I perceived  four 
or  five  people  fmoaking,  one  of  whom  the  fchocl-mafter

— Upon  this  I made  my 
bow,  and,  as  I went  cut  of  the  room,  could  hear  him  lay,

I had  by  my  own  application,  while  I ferved  Crab, 
acquired  the  French  tongue  well  enough  to  read  authors

"NTEXT  day,  while  I was  at  work  in  the  Ihop,  9, 
bouncing  damfch  well  drefled,  came  in,  on  pretence 
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of  finding  a vial  for  fome  ufe  or  other  : and  taking 
opportunity,  when  file  thought  I did  not  mind  her,  of 
obferving  me  narrowly  went  away  with  a filent  look 
of  difdain. — I eafily  guefied  her  fentiments,  and  my 
pride  took  the  refolution  of  entertaining  the  fame  indif- 
ference and  negle8:  towards  her. — At  dinner,  the  maids, 
with  whom  I dined  in  the  kitchen,  gave  me  to  underftand 
that  this  was  my  mafter's  only  daughter,  who  would 
have  a very  handfome  fortune,  on  account  of  whicli, 
and  her  beauty,  a great  many  young  gentleman  made 
their  addreffes  to  her — that  the  had  been  twice  on  the 
brink  df  marriage,  but  difappointed  by  the  ftlnginefs 
of  her  father,  who  refufed  to  part  with  a fiiilling  to 
promote  the  match — for  which  reafon  the  young  lady 
did  not  behave  to  her  father  with  all  the  filial  veneration 
that  might  be  expected : In  particular,  fhe  harboured 
the  mod  perfefi:  hatred  for  his  countryjnen,  in  which 
difpofition  file  refembled  her  mother,  vdio  was  an  En- 
glifh  woman  ; and,  by  the  hints  they  dropp’d,  I learned

felf  in  my  new  clothes  to  the  greateft  advantage,  and, 
vanity  apart,  made  no  contemptible  figure. 

After  having  fpent  moft  part  of  the  day  in  company 
with  Strap  and  fome  of  his  acquaintance,  I came  home 
in  the  afternoon,  and  was  let  in  by  mils,  who,  not  know- 
ing me,  dropt  a low  curtfy  as  I advanced,  which  I re- 
turned with  a profound  bow,  and  fhut  the  door. — By 
that  time  I had  turned  about,  file  had  perceived  her  mil- 
take,  and  changed  colour,  but  did  not  withdraw.  The 
pallage  being  narrow,  I could  not  get  away  without  joft- 
ling  her ; fo  I was  forced  to  remain  where  I was,  with 
my  eyes  fixed  on  the  ground,  and  my  face  glowing  with 
blufhes.

profits  were  fmail. — However,  his  expence  for  medicines 
was  not  great,  for  he  was  the  moft  expert  man  at  a fucce- 
daneum,  of  any  apothecary  in  London,  fo  that  I have 
been  fometimes  amazed  to  fee  him,  without  the  leafi;  he- 
fitaticn,  make  up  a phyfician’s  prefcription,  though  he 
had  not  in  hisfhop  one  medicine  mentioned  in  it. — -Oyf- 
ter-flrells  he  could  convert  into  Crab’s  eyes ; common 
oil  into  oil  offweet  almonds;  fyrup  of  fugar  into  balfa- 
micrfyrup.  Thames  water  into  aqua  cinnamoni ; tur- 
pentine into  capivi;  and  an  hundred  more  cofily  prepai'a- 
tions  were  produc’d  in  an  infiant,  from  the  cheapeft  and 
coarfefi  drugs  of  the  materia  medica.  And  v/hen  any 
common  thing  was  ordered  for  a patient,  he  always  took 
care  to  difguife  it  in  colour  or  tafie,  or  both,  in  fuch  a 
manner,  as  that  it  could  not  pofTibly  be  known. — For 
which  purpofe  cochineal  and  oil  of  cloves  were  of  great 
fervice.  Among  many  nofirums  which  he  pofielfed, 
there  was  one  for  the  venereal  difeafe,  that  brought  him 
a good  deal  of  money ; and  this  he  concealed  fo  artfully 
from  me,  that  I could  never  learn  its  compofition. 
But  during  the  eight  months  I ftayed  in  his  fervice,  he 
was  fo  unfortunate  in  the  ufe  of  it,  that  three  parts  in

head  of  abafs  viol,  exclaimed,  “ Ah  traitrefle ! It  would 

h-ave  been  Imnoffible  for  me  to  have  preferved  my  grav  i.y  a 
minute  longer,  when  I was  happily  relieved  by  a rap  at 
^i:,e  door,  which  I opened,  and  perceived  my  mittrefs  com- 
]xifr  cut  of  the  coach ; ttie  flounced  immedate  y in..o 
tt.op,andaddrefled  her  hufoandthus: 
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thought  I was  loll,  my  dear — Captain  Odonnell  has  been 
fo  good  as  to  treat  me  with  a play/’ — — ^pla^y  (re- 
plied he)  Oho ! yes  by  gar,  I believe  ver  prettie  play.” — 
Blefs  me!  (laid  fiie)  wliat’s  the  matter?” — Vat  dc 
matter  ? (cried  he,  forgetting  all  his  former  complaifance) 
by  gar,  you  be  one  damn’d  dog’s  wife — ventre  bleu!  me 
viii  lliov/  you  vat  it  is  to  put  one  horn  upon  mine  head. 
Pardieii ! le  Capitaine  Odonnel  be  one.” — Here  the  cap- 
tain, who  had  been  all  the  while  at  the  door  difcharging 
the  coach,  entered,  and  faid  with  a terrible  voice, 
« D — ^me?  what  am  I ?” — Mr.  Lavement  changinghis 
tone,  immediately  faluted  him  with,  Ob  fer^iteury 
fieur  le  capitaine y ^cus  etes  un  gallant  homme — ma  jtrnme 
eji forte  oblige. Then  turning  about  towards  me,  pro- 
nounced with  a low  voice,  ‘‘  Et  diablement  oblige  ante,  fans

mouth,  that  it  was  now  high  time  to  fave  her  reputation 
by  matrimony ; for  flie  had  reafon  to  fear  fhe  could  not 
much  longer  conceal  the  effebl:  of  their  mutual  intercourfe, 
— While  I w^as  meditating  an  anfwer  to  this  propofkl,  I 
heard  a noife  in  my  room,  like  fomething  heavy  falling 
df  »wn  upon  the  floor : Upon  which  I flarted  up,  and  creep- 
ing to  the  door  of  my  chamber,  obferved  by  moon-light, 
tlte  fhadow  of  a man  groping  his  way  out  j fo  I retired 

to 
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to  one  lide  to  let  him  pafs,  and  law  him  go  down  flairs  as 
expeditioiifly  as  he  could. It  was  an  ealy  matter  to  di-

QNE  night  about  twelve  o’clock,  as  I returned  from 
vifiting  a patient  at  Chelfea,  I received  a blow  on 
my  head  from  an  unfeen  hand,  that  ftretched  me  fcnfelefs 
on  the  ground  j and  was  left  for  dead  with  three  dabs  of 
a fword  in  my  body.  The  groans  I uttered  when  I re- 
covered the  life  of  my  reafon,  alarmed  the  people  of  a fo- 
iitary  ale-houfe,  that  ftood  near  the  fpot  where  I lay,  and 
they  were  humane  enough  to  take  me  in,  and  fent  for  a 
llirgeon,  who  dreffed  my  wounds,  and  affured  me  they 
were  not  mortal.  One  of  them  penetrated  through  the

brace the  prefent  opportunity  of  feeing 
Yoursy 

This  letter  was  figned  with  the  name  of  an  apothe- 
cary's wife;  who  lived  in  Chelfea,  of  whom  I had  heard 
Gdomiell  was  an  admirer.  Every  thing  fucceeded  to  our 
wiih.  The  amorous  hero  haftened  towards  the  place  of 
aifignation,  and  was  encountered  by  us  in  the  very  place 
where  he  had  affaulted  me.  We  ruflied  upon  him  all 
at  once,  fecured  his  fword,  ftripped  off  his  clothes  even 
to  the  fkin,  which  we  fcourged  with  nettles  till  he  was 
bliftered  from  head  to  foot,  notwithftanding  all  the  elo- 
quence of  his  tears  and  fupplications.  When  I was  fa- 
tisfied  with  the  ftripes  I had  beftowed,  we  carried  off  his 
clothes,  which  we  hid  in  a hedge  near  the  place,  and 
left  him  flark  naked,  to  find  his  way  home  in  the  beft 
manner  he  could,  while  I took  care  to  be  there  before  him.

his  wearing  apparel. — He  was  treated  with  the  utmoft 
tendernefs  by  my  miftrefs  and  her  daughter,  who  vied 
with  each  other  in  their  care  and  attendance  of  him  5 but 
Lavement  himfelf  could  not  forbear  exprefiing  his  joy, 
by  feveral  malicious  grins,  while  he  ordered  me  to  pre- 
pare an  unguent  for  his  fores.  As  to  myfelf,  nobody 
can  doubt  my  gratiheatien,  when  I had  every  day  an 
opportunity  of  feeing  my  revenge  protra61:ed  on  the  body 
of  rny  adverfary,  by  the  ulcers,  of  which  I had  been  the 
caufej  and,  indeed,  I not  only  enjoyed  the  fatisfa^fion 
of  having  flayed  him  alive,  but  another  alfo  which  I had 
not  forefeen.  The  ftory  of  his  being  attacked  and 
ftripped  infiich  a place  having  been  infer  ted  in  the  news, 
gave  information  to  thofe  who  found  his  clothes  next 
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tday,  whither  to  bring  them ; and,  accordingly  he  re-

-—As  this  beautiful  creature  pad'ed  for  a rich  heirefs,  I 
bleffed  my  good  fortune,  and  was  actually  on  the  point  of 
crowning  all  my  wilhes  by  matrimony : when  one  morn- 
ing, I went  to  her  lodgings,  and  her  maid  being  abroad,- 
took  the  privilege  of  a bridegroom  to  enter  her  chamber,

*\7[7HILE  I en]oyed  myfelf  at  large  m this'  temper  ot 
rrliiul,  Mr.  Lavement  let  his  firil:  floor  to  my  coim- 
tryman  and  acquaintance,  ’Squire  Gawky,  who  by  this 
time  had  got  a lieutenancy  in  the  army,  and  iuch  amai-

I could  not  re-' 
fle61  upon  my  enterprize  without  curling  my  own  folly, 
and  even  refolving  to  declare  the  truth  of  the  whole 
flory,  in  order  to  be  revenged  on  the  cowardly  wretch, 
for  wdiom  I had  luffered  ; Accordingly,  next  day,  after 
he  had  told,  in  'prefence  of  my  mafter,  his  wife  and 
daughter,  w^ho  came  to  viflt  him,  a thoufand  lies  con- 
cerning theprowefs  he  had  flie'wn  in  making  his  efcape, 
I ventured  to  explain  the  myftery,  and  calling  in  the 
evidence  of  my  corituled  eye,  upbraided  him  with  cow- 
ardice and  ingratitude.  Gawky  was  fo  aftonilhed  at 
this  difeourfe,  that  he  could  not  anfwer  one  w’ord  ; and 
the  refl  of  the  company  flared  at  one  another  ; till  at 
khgth  my  reprimanded  me  for  my  infolent  be- 

haviour, 
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lavlour,  and  threatened  to  turn  me  away  for  my  pre- 
umption- — Upon  which,  Gawky  (having  recollected 
limfelf)  obferved,  as  the  young  man  might  have  mil- 
"aken  another  perfon  for  hini,  he  could  forgive  his  inh- 
iuatioi\s,  more  efpecially  as  he  feemed  to  have  fulfered 
for  his  civility ; but  advifed  me  to  be  more  certain  ixi 
my  conjeaure-s  for  the  future,  before  I ventured  to  pub- 
iidi  them  to  the  prejudice  of  any  man.— Mifs  applauded 
:he  captain's  generohty  in  pardoning  one  who  had  fo  vil- 
iainoudy  afperfedhim,  and  ! began  to  imagine  herpiaife 
was  not  at  all  difinterefted. — But  the  apothecary,  who, 
perhaps,  liad  more  penetration  or  lefs  partiality  than  hk 
wife  and  daughter,  differed  from  them  in  his  fentiraents 
of  the  matter,  and  expreffed  himfelf  to  me  in  this  man- 
ner : Ah  mon  pauvre  Roderique  1 you  ave  more  of  de 

reracite  dan  of  de  prudence — ^bot  mine  vife  and  dater  be 
iiablement  fage,  and  Monf.  le  capitaine  un  faiifaron, 
pardieu."  This  eulogium  on  his  wife  and  daughtei, 
though  fpoken  ironically  by  hirn,  was,  nevertheiefs,  lite- 
rally juff;  by  efpoufing  the  caufe  of  Gawky,  the  one 
obliged  a valuable  lodger,  and  the  other  acquired  a huf* 
band  at  a junflure  when  one  was  abfolutely  neceflaiy  | 
for,  the  young  lady,  finding  the  eftbas  of  her  correfpond- 
ence  with  Odonnell  becoming  plainer  and  plainer  ev^iy 
day,  infmuated  herfelf  fo  artfully  into  the  aftbaionofthis 
new  lodger,  that  in  lefs  than  a fortnight,  on  pretence  oi 
going  to  a play,  they  drove  away  together  to  the  fleet, 
where  they  were  coupled  5 from  thence  removed 
bagnio,  where  the  marriage  was  confummated  ; and  in 
the  morning  came  home,  where  they  afked  her  father  s 
and  mother's  blefling.— The  prudent  parents,  notwitn- 
ftandino’  the  precipitation  with  which  the  match  was 
caiTied'on,  did  not  think  fit  to  refufe  their  approbation : 
for  the  apothecary  was  not  ill  pleafed  to  find  his 
ter  married  to  a young  man  of  a good  profpe^:  who  had 
not  mentioned  to  him  one  fyllable  on  the  article  of  her 
dowry  5 and  hi  s wife  was  rejoiced  at  being  rid  of  a rival 
in  her  gallants,  and  a fpy  upon  her  pleafures.  Nor  was 
I without  felf- enjoyment  at  this  event,  when  I renecred 
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upon  the  revenge  I had  unwittingly  taken  upon  my 
enemy,  in  making  him  a cuckold  by  anticipation. — 
But  I little  dreamed  what  a ftorm  of  mifchief  was 
brewing  againft  me,  whilft  I thus  indulged  myfelf. — 
Whatever  face  Gawky  put  on  the  matter,  my  difcovery 
of  the  adventure  before  related,  and  the  reproaches  I 
vented  againft  him,  had  ftung  him  to  the  foul,  and  che-

— Then  raifing  his 
voice  to  conceal  the  fright  he  was  in,  left  I fhould  make 
any  oppofttion,  he  went  on,  ‘‘  Oui,  foutre,  I charge 
you  rendez  le  clef  of  your  coffre — moi — fi,  moi  qui  vous 
paiie.” — I was  fired  with  fo  much  refentment  and  dif- 
dain  at  this  accufation,  that  I burft  into  tears,  which  he 
took  for  a fign  of  guilt ; and  pulling  out  my  key,  told 
him  he  might  fatisfy  himfelf  immediately,  though  he 
would  not  ftnd  it  fo  eafy  to  fatisfy  me  for  the  injury  my 
reputation  had  fuffered  from  this  unjuft  fufpicion. — He 
took  the  key  and  mounted  up  to  my  chamber,  attended 
by  the  whole  family  ; faying,  He  bien,  nous  verrons 
' — nous  verrons.’’— But  what  was  my  horror  and  amaze- 
m.ent,  when  opening  my  cheft  he  pulled  out  an  handful 
of  the  very  things  that  were  milling,  and  pronounced,, 

Ah,  ah  ! vous  etes  bien  venus — ^mardie,  Monf.  Rode- 

riquc,

rlqiie,  you  be  fort  innocent.” — I had  not  power  to  utter 
one  word  in  rny  own  vindication,  but  ilood  motionlefs 
and  lilent,  while  eveiy  body  prefent  made  their  refpe6live 
remarks  on  what  appeared  againft  me. — The  fervants 
laid  they  were  forry  for  my  misfortune,  and  went  away 
repeating,  Who  would  have  thought  it  My  mif- 
treis  took  occafion  from  this  deteftion  to  rail  againil 
the  praftice  of  employing  Grangers  in  general ; ai\d 
Tvlrs.  Gawky,  after  having  obferved  that  fhe  never  had 
a good  opinion  of  my  fidelity,  propofed  to  have  me  car- 
3'ied  before  the  juftice  and  committed  to  Newgate  imme- 
diately. Her  hufband  was  adually  upon  the  flairs  in 
his  way  for  a conftable,  when  Mr.  Lavement,  knowing 
the  coft  and  trouble  of  a profecution  to  which  he  muft 
bind  himfelf,  and  at  the  fame  time  dreading  left  fome

— The  captain  and  his  lady  ufed  all  the 
chriftian  arguments  their  zeal  could  fuggeft,  to  prevail 
on  the  apothecaiy  to  purfue  me  to  deftruction,  and  re- 
prefented  the  injufticehe  did  to  the  community  of  which 
he  was  a member,  in  letting  a villain  efcape,  who  would 
i:ot  fail  of  doing  more  mifchief  in  the  world,  when  he 
fhouid  reftecl  on  his  coming  off  fo  eafdy  now : — but 
their  eloquence  made  no  impreftion  on  my  mafter,  who 
turning  to  me,  faid,  Go,  miferable,  go  from  mine 
I'oufe,  quick,  quick, — and  make  reparation  for  your 
mauvaile  aclions.” — By  this  time  my  indignation  had 
rcufed  me  from  the  ftupefaftion  in  which  I had  hitherto 
remained,  and  I began  in  this  manner,  Sir,  appear- 
ances, I own,  condemn  me  j but  you  are  impofed  upon 
as  much  as  lam  abufed — I have  fallen  a facrifice  to  the 
rancour  of  that  fcoundrel,  (pointing  to  Gawky)  wlio 
lias  found  means  to  convey  your  goods  hither,  that  the 
deteclion  ofthem  might  biaftmy  reputation,  and  acccm- 
pKm  my  deftruclicn.— His  haired  of  me  is  owing  to  s. 

conrciouihtfs 
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conicimifnefs  of  his  having  wronged  me  in  my  own 
country  j for  v/hich  injury  he  in  a cowardly  manner  re- 
fufed  me  the  fatisfaftion  of  a gentleman  j — he  knows, 
moreover,  that  I am  no  ftr anger  to  his  daftardly  beha- 
viour in  this  town,  w^hich  I have  recounted  before  5 and 
he  is  unwilling  that  fuch  a teftitnony  of  his  ingratitude 
and  pufillanimity  fhould  live  upon  the  earth  j for  this 
reafon  he  is  guilty  of  the  mod:  infernal  malice  to 
bring  about  my  laiin.-^And  I am  afraid,  madam,  (turn- 
ing to  Mrs.  Gawky)  you  have  too  eafily  entered  into  the 
fentiments  of  your  hufband. — I have  often  found  you 
my  enemy  ; and  am  well  acquainted  with  the  occalion 
ot  your  being  lb,  which  I don’t  at  prefent  think  proper 
to  declare  : but  I would  not  ad  vile  you  for  your  own 
fake  to  drive  me  to  extremity.”  This  addrel’s  enraged 
her  fo  mucli,  that  with  a face  as  red  as  fcarlet,  and  the 
eyes  of  a fury,  (he  dratted  up  to  me,  and  putting  her 
hands  on  her  Tides,  fpit  in  my  face,  faying,  I was  a Ican- 
daloiis  villain,  but  Ihe  defied  my  malice  j and  that  uniefs 
herpapawoidd  profecUte  me  like  a thief  as  I was, file  woidd 
not  day  another  night  under  his  roof-  At  the  fame  time 
Gawky  afiliming  a big  look,  told  mxe,  he  fcorned  what  lies 
I could  invent  againfi:  him;  but  that  if  I pretended  to 
afperle  his  wife,  he  would  put  me  to  death,  by  G — d.-— 
To  tills  threat  I anfwered,  Iwifn  I could  meet  with 
thee  in  a defert,  that  I might  have  an  opportunity  of 
piirnlhing  thee  for  thy  perfidy  towards  me,  and  rid  the 

world  of  fuch  a rafeal What  liinders  me  this  moment

myfelf  that  jiiftice  ?”  I had  no  Iboner  armed  myfelf  in 
this  manner,  than  Gawky  and  his  father-in-law  retired 
in  ilich  a hurry,  that  the  one  overturned  the  other,  and 
they  rolled  together  down  Hairs ; while  my  miftrefs 
fwooned  ^way  v/ith  fear,  and  her  daughter  alked  if  I 
intended  to  murder  her.  I gave  her  to  undeiHand  that 
riothing  w'as  farther  from  my  intention  ; that  I would 
leave  her  to  the  filings  of  her  own  confcience  ; but  was 
fhauly  refolved  /to  fiit  her  hufoand’s  nole,  whenever  ior^ 
tune  fhould  oifer  a convenient  opportunity.  ' Then 

going 
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going  down  (lairs  I met  Lavement  coming  up,  trem- 
bling, with  the  peftle  in  his  hand,  and  Gawky  behind, 
armed  with  his  fword,  piifhing  him  forward,  I demanded  a 
parley,  and  having  afllired  them  of  my  pacific  difpofition  5 
Gawky  exclaimed,  “Ah!  villain!  you  have  killed  my 
dear  wife.'’ — And  the  apothecary  cried,  “ Ah  coquin! 
vere  is  my  (hild?” — “ The  lady  (faidi)  is  above  (lairs, 
unhurt  by  me,  and  will  a few  months  hence  (I  believe) 
reward  your  concern.” — Here  (lie  called  to  them,  andde- 
fired  they  would  let  the  wretch  go,  and  trouble  them- 
felvesno  farther  about  him. — To  which  requefi  her  fa- 
ther con  (ented,  obferving  neverthelefs,  that  my  conver- 
fation  was  fort  myfterieufe.  Finding  it  impofiible  to 
vindicate  my  innocence,  I left  the  houfe  immediately 
and  went  to  the  fchoolmafter,  with  an  intention  of  clear- 
ing myfelf  to  him,  and  aiking  his  advice  with  regard  to 
my  future  condudt  5 but,  to  my  inexprefiible  vexation, 
was  told  he  was  gone  to  the  country,  where  he  would  (lay

attempted  to  explain  the  whole  affair  to  the  t’chool-mafter, 
I found  ium  ib  prepofTefTed  aginft  me,  that  he  would 
fcarce  hear  me  to  an  end  5 but  when  I had  finiflied  my 
juilificatlon,  fhookhis  head,  and  beginning  with  his  ufual 
exclamation,  O Cbrid!”  faid,  That  won’t  go  down 
with  me.— -I  am  very  forry  I fhould  have  the  misfortune 
of  being  concerned  in  the  affair,  but  however  iliall  be 
more  cautious  for  the  future. — I will  trud  no  man  from 
henceforward — no,  not  my  father  who  begat  me — nor 
the  brother  who  lay  v/ith  me  in  my  mother’s  womb — • 
Should  Daniel  hie  from  the  dead,  I would  think  him  an 
impoftor ; and  were  the  genius  of  truth  to  appear,  would 
quedion  its  veracity.” — I told  him,  that  one  day,  it  was 
pofiible;  he  might  be  convinced  of  the  injury  I had 
iliffered,  and  repent  of  his  premature  detenmnaticn, — 
To  which  remark  he  aniwered,  the  proof  of  my  inno- 
nence  would  make  his  bowels  vibrate  with  joy;  ‘‘  but 
till  that  ihali  happen  (continued  he)  I mud  beg  to  have 
no  mannet  of  conne^f ion  with  you — my  reputation  is  at 
ffake — O my  good  God  1 I fhall  be  looked  upon  as  your 
accomplice  and  abettor — people  will  fay  Jonathan  Wild 
was  but  a type  of  me — boys  will  hoot  at  me  as  1 pafs 
along;  and  the  cinder-wenches  belch  forth  reproaches 
wafted  in  a gale  impregnated  with  gin — I fhall  be  noto- 
rious, the  very  butt  of  dander,  and  cloaca  of  infamy.” 
--i-I  was  not  in  an  humour  to  relidi  the  climax  of  expref- 
ixons  upon  which  this  gentleman  valued  himlelf  in  alibis 
dilcourfes  ; but  without  any  ceremony  took  my  leave, 
curled  with  every  fentlment  of  horror,  which  my  fitua- 
tion  could  lugged.  I confidered,  however,  in  the  inter-

Her  depiorable  fituation  filled  my  breaft  whh  compaflion, 
And  every  tender  idea  reviving  in  my  imaginatien,  I new 
into  her  embrace.  Sbe  knew  me  immediately 5 and  ftmin- 
in  O'  me  c-^iitly  in  her  arms,  fned  a torrent  of  tears  wnich 
I could  not  help  increafingt  at  length,  cafting  a langtum- 
incr  look  at  me,  Ihe  pronounced  with  a feeble  voice. 
Dear  Mr.  Random,  I do  not  deferve  this  concei  n at  yoiii 

J^ands. I am  a vile  creature,  who  had  a bafe  defign 

upon  your  perfon-^fuffer  me  to  expiate  that  and  ail  my 
otlier  crimes  by  a miferable  death,  which  will  not  fail 
to  overtake  me  in  a few  hours-”-— I encouraged  her  as 
much  as  I could,  told  her  I forgave  all  her  intentions 
withreo-ardto  me  5 and  that  although  my  circumitances 
v/ereextrem.ely  low,  1 would  fharemy  lafl  farthing  with 
her.  In  the  ir.ean  time,  begged  to  knov/  the  immediate 
caufe  of  that  fit  from  which  fne  had  juft  recovered,  and 
faid  I would  endeavour  by  my  (kill  to  prevent  any  more 
fuch  attacks. — She  feemed  very  much  alfecfed  with  this 
expreffion,  took  my  hand  and  preffed  it  to  her  bps,  lay- 
‘‘  You  are  too  generous  j I wifhl  could  live  to  ex- 
prefs  my  gratit'ude — ^but  alas  1 I peri  fir  for  want.

that  belonged  to  her,  to  fatisfy  that  rapacious  quack, 
and  quiet  the  clamour  of  her  landlady,  v/ho  ftill  perfifted 
in  her  threats  to  turn  her  cut  into  the  ftreet. — After 
having  moralized  upon  thefe  particulars,  I propofedthat 
ffieffiould  lodge  in  the  fame  room  with  me,  an  expedient 
that  would  fave  fome  money  5 and  afiiired  her  I would 
undertake  her  cure  as  well  as  my  own,  during  which  ffie 
ffiould  partake  of  all  the  conveniences  that  I could  afford 
to  myfelf.

]X/f  Y father  was  an  eminent  merchant  in  the  city,  who

of  her  do6Irines,  and  by  degrees  conceived  an  averfion 
for  the  good  books  file  daily  recommended  to  my  peru- 
fal.  As  I increaled  in  age,  and  appeared  withapenon 
not  difiigreeable,  I contra£led  a good  deal  of  acquaint- 
ance among  my  own  fex,  one  of  whom,  after  having  la- 
mented the  reftraint  I was  under  from  the  narrownei's  of 
my  aunt’s  fentiments,  told  me,  I mufl:  now  throw  off  the 
prejudices  of  opinion  imbibed  under  her  influence  and 
example,  and  learn  to  think  for  myfelfj  for  which  pur- 
pofe  Ih.e  adviied  me  to  read  Slmftefbury,  Tindal,  Hobbes, 
and  all  the  books  that  are  remarkable  for  their  deviation 
from  the  cld  way  of  thinking,  and  by  comparing  one 
with  another,  I fliould  foon  be  able  to  form  a fyftem  of 
m.y  own.  I followed  her  advice  j and  whetlier  it  was 
owing  to  my  prepofleiTicn  againfl  vv^hat  I had  formerly 
read,  or  the  clearneis  of  argument  in  thefe  my  new  in- 
flructors,  I know  not,  but  I fludied  them  with  pleafure, 
and  in  a fliort  time  became  a profefled  free-thinker. 
Proud  of  my  new  improvement,  I argued  in  ail  compa- 
nies, and  that  with  fuch  fuccefs,  tliat  I foon  acquired 
the  reputation  of  a philofopher,  and  few  people  durfl: 
undertake  me  in  adifpute. — I grew  vain  upon  my  good 
fortune,  and  at  length  pretended  to  make  ray  aunt  a pro- 
ftlyte  to  my  opinion  j but  flie  no  foonm  perceived  my 
N 3 drift, 
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drift,  than  taking  the  alarm,  fhe  wrote  to  my  father  an 
account  of  my  herefy,  and  conjured  him,  as  he  tendered 
the  good  of  my  foul,  to  remove  me  immediately  from  the 
dangerous  place  where  I had  contracted  fuch  fmful  prin- 
ciples. Accordingly,  my  father  ordered  me  into  the 
country 5 where  I arrived  in  the  fifteenth  year  of  my  age, 
and  by  his  command,  gave  him  a detail  of  all  the  articles 
of  my  faith,  which  he  did  not  find  fo  unreafonable  as  they 
had  been  reprefented. — Findingmyfelffuddenly  deprived 
of  the  company  and  pleafures  of  the  town,  I grew  melan- 
choly, and  it  was  forne  time  before  I could  reliih  my  fitua- 
tion.“— But  fclitude  became  every  day  more  and  more  fafni- 
iiar  to  me,  and  I confoled  mylelf  in  my  retreat  with  the  en- 
joyment of  k good  library,  at  fuch  times  as  were  not  em- 
ployed in  the  management  of  the  family  (for  my  motlier 
had  been  dead  three  years)  in  vhiting,  or  fome  other 
party  of  rural  diverfion. — Having  more  imagination  tlian 
judgment,  I addicled  myfelf  too  mnch  to  poetry  and  ro- 
mance j and,  in  fnort,  was  looked  upon  as  a very  extra- 
ordinary perfon  by  every  body  in  the  country  where  I 
refided. — -I  had  one  evening  ftrayed  with  a book  in  my 
hand,  into  a wood  that  bordered  on  the  high  road,  at  a 
little  diftance  from  my  father’s  houfe  5 when  a certain 
drunken  fquire  riding  by,  perceived  me,  and  crying, 
there’s  a charming  creature!  alighted  in  a 
moment,  caught  me  in  his  arms,  and  treated  me  fo  rudely, 
that  I fnrieked  as  loud  as  I could,  and  iii  the  mean  time 
oppofed  his  violence  with  all  the  flrength  that  rage  and 
refentment  could  infpire. — -During  this  flruggle,  another 
horfeman  came  up,  who  feeing  a lady  fo  unworthily  uied, 
difmounted,  and  flew  to  my  affiftance. — My  ravifher, 
mad  with  difappointment,  or  provoked  with  the  re- 
proaches of  the  other  gentleman,  quitted  me,  and  running- 
to  his  horfe,  drew  a piilol  from  the  fhddle,  and  fired  at 
my  proteclor,  who  happily  receiving  no  damage,  went 
up,  and  with  the  butt  end  of  his  whip,  laid  him  proflrate 
on  the  ground,  before  he  could  ufe  the  other,  which  his 
antagonill:  immediately  feized,  and  clapping  to  the 
fquire’ s-breafc,  threatened  to  put  him  to^death  for  his 
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ownrdice  and  treacliery.  In  this  dilcip.ma  inteipoe 
ind  hedged  his  life,  which  was  granted  to  my  rcquelt, 
liter  he  had  alked  pardon,  and  wore  ''f  ^ 

)nly  to  obtain  a kifs.— However  my  detenoei  t 

Jper  to  unload  the  other  ptftol,  and  throw  away  the 
lints,  before  he  gave  him  hts  liberty.— This  ^courteous 
Iranger  conduaed  me  home,  where  my 
learned  the  fignal  fervice  he  had  done  me,  ^ loaded  him 
ivith  careffes,'  and  infifted  on  his  lodging  t'^^t 
our  houfe— If  the  obligation  he  had  conferred  u,^on  me 
juftly  inl'pired  mo  with  lentiments  of  S/'f 
pearlnce  and  converiatlon  feemed  to  entitle  t^ome- 
wh.at  more.— He  was  about  tae  age  of  two  and 
among  the  tailed  of  the  middle  iize;  had  chefnut-c  - 
loured  hair,  which  he  wore  tied  up  m a nooai.d , all, 
Voliflied  forehead,  a iiofe  inclining  to  the  aquilme,  Lt  Jy 

tlue  eyes,  red  pouting  lips,  teeth  as  white  as  Inow  and  a . 

certain  openiiefs  of  countenance-but  what  need  I de- 
fcribe  any  more  particulars  of  his  perlon?  I hope  you 
will  do  m\  the  judice  to  believe  I do  not 
fay  he  was  the  cxaid  refemblance  _of^  you  ; am  ^ 
not  been  well  acquainted  with  his  lamily  and  peoig  , 
rL  "d  have  mal  no  ifcruple  of  concluding  that  you  - 
was  his  brother—He  fpoke  littie,  and  leemed  to  have 
noreferve,  for  what  he  faidwas  mgemious,  lenlible,  and 
uncommon.— In  ftiort  (faid  (lie,  burftmg  into  tears)  he 
was  formed  for  the  ruin  of  our  lex.  His  behaviom  was 
modeftaiid  refpeaful;  but  his  looks  were  fofigmh.ant, 
that  I could  easily  obferve,  he  fecretlybleffed 
that  introduced  him  to  my  acquaintance.— We  leained 
from  his  difcourfe  that  he  was  the  eldeft  !on  of  a wealtny 
nentleman  in  th.e  neighbourhood,  to  whole  name  we 
were  noftrangers:  that  he  had  been  t^o  vifit  anacquain 
ance  in  the  country,  from  whole  h.ouie  he  was  icm.n  n 
home,  when  my  fliVicks  brought  him  to  my  refcue.— All 
ni-wt  long  my  imagination  torm.ed  a thoniand  udiculous 
e'oecK,ti?ns.^  Th^re  was  fo  much  of  knight  errantry 
in't'ds  gentleman's  coming  to  tlie  relief  of  a c^armtl  m 
dhaefs,  wkh  wiiom  he  immediately  became  enamom^t , 
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that  all  I had  read  of  love  and  chivalry  recurred  to  my 
fancy,  and  I looked  upon  myfelf  as  a princefs  in  fome 
region  of  romance,  who  being  delivered  from  the  power 
of  a brutal  giant  or  fatyr  by  a generous  Oroondates, 
was  bound  in  gratitude,  as  well  as  led  by  inclination,  to 
yield  up  my  afFe£lions  to  him  without  referve.  In  vain 
did  I endeavour  to  chaftife  thefe  fooihh  conceits  by  reflec- 
tions more  reafcnable  and  fevere.  The  amufing  images 
took  full  pclTefiion  of  my  mind,  and  my  dreams  repre- 
fented  my  hero  fighing  at  my  feet,  in  the  language  of  a 
defpairinglover. — Next  morning  after  breakfaft  he  took 
his  leave,  when  my  father  begged  the  favour  of  further 
acquaintance  v/ith  himj  to  which  requeft  he  replied 
by  a compliment  to  him,  and  a look  to  me  fo  full  of  elo- 
quence and  tendernefs,  that  my  whole  foul  received  the 
foft  impreflion. — In  a fhort  time  he  repeated  his  vifit; 
and  as  a recital  of  the  particular  fteps  he  purfued  to  ruin 
me  would  be  too  tedious  and  impertinent,  let  itfufficeto 
fay,  he  made  it  his  bufinefs  to  infinuate  himfelf  into  my 
edeem,  by  convincing  me  of  his  own  good  fenfe,  and  at 
the  fame  time  flattering  my  underftanding.  This  talk 
he  performed  in  the  mod:  artful  manner,  by  feeming  to 
contradi6l:  me  often  through  mifapprelienficn,  that  I 
might  have  an  opportunity  of  clearing  myfelf,  the  more 
to  my  own  honour.  Having  thus  fecured  my  good  opi- 
nion, he  began  to  give  me  fome  tokens  of  a particular 
paflion  founded  on  a veneration  for  the  qualities  of  my 
mind,  and  as  an  accidental  ornament,  admired  the  beaii^ 
ties  of  my  perfon ; till  at  length,  being  fully  perfuaded  of 
his  conqiied,  he  chofe  a proper  feafon  for  the  theme,  and 
difciofed  his  love  in  terms  fb  ardent  and  fincere,  that  it 
was  impofiible  for  me  to  difguife  the  fentiments  of  my 
heart,  and  he  received  my  approbation  with  the  mod  lively 
tranfport.  After  this  mutual  declaration,  we  contrived 
to  meet  more  frequently,  in  private  interviews,  where 
we  enjoyed  the  converfation  of  one  another,  in  all  the 
elevation  of  fancy  and  impatience  of  hope  that  reciprocal 
adoration  can  infpire. — He  profelfed  his  honourable  in- 
tentions, of  which  I made  no  quedion,  lamented  the 
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avaricious  difpofition  of  his  father,  who  had  defined  him 
for  the  arms  of  another,  and  vowed  eternal  fidelity,  with 
fuch  an  appearance  of  candour  and  devotion,  that  I be- 
came a dupe  to  his  deceit,  and  in  an  evil  hour  crowned 
his  eager  defire  with  full  pofTciTion. — Curbed  be  tlie  day 
on  which  I gave  away  my  innocence  and  peace  for  a mo  - 
mentaiy-'  gratification,  which  has  entailed  upon  me  fuch 
mifery  and  horror ! curbed  be  my  beauty  that  firfl:  at- 
tra^led  the  attention  of  the  beducer ! curbed  be  my  edu- 
cation, that  by  refining  my  bentiments,  made  my  heart  the 
more  bubceptible!  curbed  by  my  good  fenbe  that  fixed 
me  to  one  obje6l,  and  taught  me  the  preference  I en- 
joyed was  but  my  due!  Had  I been  ugly,  nobody 
would  have  tempted  me ; had  I been  ignorant,  the  charms 
of  my  pcrbon  would  not  liave  atoned  for  the  coarfenefs  of 
my  converbation ; had  I been  giddy,  my  vanity  would 
! have  divided  my  inclinations,  and  my  ideas  would  have 
been  lb  diffufed,  that  I fhould  never  have  liftened  to 
the  enchantments  of  one  alone. 

But  to  return  to  my  unfortunate  frory ; we  gave  a 
loobe  to  guilty  pleabure,  which  for  borne  months  banifhed 
ever)r' other  concern.— At  laft,  by  degrees,  his  vifits  be- 
came lefs  frequent,  and  his  behaviour  lebs  warm ; I per- 
ceived his  coldnebs,  my  heart  took  the  alarm,  my  tears 
reproached  him,  and  I Infifted  upon  the  performance  of 
his  promibe  to  ebpoube  me,  that,  whatever  fhould  happen, 
my  reputation  might  be  fafe.  He  beemed  to  acquiefce 
in  my  propobal,  and  left  me  on  pretence  of  findingapro- 
per  clergyman  to  unite,  us  in  the  bands  of  wedlock.— 
But  alas!  the  inconbtant  had  no  intention  to  return:  I 
waited  a whole  week  wiih  the  utmcil  impatience , borne- 
times  doubting  his  honour,  at  other  times  inventing 
excubes  for  him,  and  condemning  mybelf  for  harbouring 
the  lead:  fubpicion  of  his  faith. — At  length,  I underflood 
from  a gentleman  who  dined  at  our  hoube,  that  this  per- 
fidious wretch  was  o]i  the  point  of  betting  out  for  Lon- 
don with  his  bride,  to  buy  clothes  for  their  approaching 
nuptials. — This  information  diflracled  me  ! the  more  bo, 
as  I found  Hiybclf  borne  months  gone  with  child,  and  re 
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fledled,  that  it  would  be  irapofTible  to  conceal  my  dlf-- 
grace,  which  would  not  only  ruin  the  character  I iiad  ac- 
quired hi  the  country,  but  alfo  bring  the  grey  hairs  of 
an  indulgent  parent  to  the  grave.  Rage  took  poflef- 
fion  of  my  foul  j I denounced  a thoufand  imprecations, 
and  formed  as  many  Ichemes  of  revenge  againlf  the  trai- 
tor who  had  undone  me.  Then  my  refentment  would 
fubiide  to  filent  forrow  : I recalled  the  tranquillity  I had 
ioft,  I wept  over  my  infatuation,  and  fometimes  a ray  of 
hope  would  intervene,  and  for  a moment  cheer  my  droop- 
ing heart ; I would  revolve  all  the  favourable  circum- 
ftances  of  his  chara61;er,  repeat  the  vows  he  made,  al- 
cribe  his  abfence  to  the  vigilance  of  a fufpicious  father 
who  compelled  him  to  a match  his  foul  abhorred,  and 
comfort  myfeif  with  the  expeftation  of  leeing  him  before 
the  thing  hiould  be  brought  to  ajiy  terms  of  agreement. — ■ 
But  how  vain  was  my  imagination  ! The  villain  left 
me  Without  remorfe,  and  in  a few  days  the  news  of  his 
marriage  was  fpread  all  over  the  country. — My  horror 
was  then  inconceivable ; and  had  not  the  defire  of  re- 
venge diverted  the  refolution,  I Ihould  infallibly  have 
put  an  end  to  my  miferable  life.— My  father  obferved 
the  fymptoms  of  my  defpairj  and  though  I have  good 
reafon  to  believe,  he  gueffed  the  caufe,  was  at  a great  deal 
of  pains  to  feem  ignorant  of  my  afhicliori,  while  he  en- 
deavoured with  paternal  fondnefs  to  alleviate  my  dif- 
trefs.  I faw  his  concern,  which  increafed  my  anguilh, 
and  raifed  myfury  againft  the  author  of  my  calamity  to 
an  implacable  degree.  Having  furnilhed  myfeif  v/ith  a 
little  money,  I made  an  elopement  from  this  tmhappy 
parent  in  the  night-time,  and  about  break  of  day  arrived 
at  a fmall  town,  from  whence  a ftage  coach  let  out  for 
London,  in  which  I embarked,  and  next  day  alighted  in 
town ; the  fpirit  of  revenge  having  iiipported  me  all  the 
way  againft  every  other  refledlion. — My  firft  care  was  to 
hire  a lodging,  in  which  1 kept  myfeif  very  retired,  hav- 
ing aO'umed  a feigned  name,  that  ray  chara6ler  and  fi- 
tuation  might  be  the  better  concealed.  It  was  not  long 
before  I found  out  the  hcufe  of  my  ravilher,  whither 
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I Immediately  repaired  in  a trail  ('port  of  rage,  deter- 
mined to  acl  fome  deiperate  deed  for  the  fati.sfa61:ion  of 
my  defpair,  though  the  hurry  of  my  fpirits  would  not 
permit  me  to  concert  or  relblve  upon  a particular  plan. 
AVhen  I demanded  admillion  to  Lothario  (lb  let  me  call 
him)  I was  defired  to  fend  up  my  name  and  bufinefs  : 
but  this  I refufed,  telling  the  porter  I had  bufmefs  for 
his  maker's  private  ear:  Upon  which  I was  condu6led 
into  a parlour  until  he  Ihouid  be  informed  of  my  requeh. 
— Tliere  I remained  about  a quarter  of  an  hour,  when  a 
fervant  entered,  and  told  me  his  mailer  was  engaged  with 
company,  and  begged  to  be  excufed  at  that  time.— My 
temper  could  hold  out  no  longer:  I pulled  a poniard 
from  my  bofom  where  I had  concealed  it,  and  ruihing 
out,  flew  up  flairs  like  a fury,  exclaiming,  Where  is 
this  perfidious  villain!  could  I once  plunge  this  dagger 
into  his  falfe  heart,  I fhould  then  die  fatisfied.”  The 
noife  I made  alarmed  not  only  the  fervants,  but  the  com- 
pany alio,  who  hearing  my  threats,  came  forwards  to  the 
ftaircafe  to  fee  what  was  the  matter.  I was  I'eized,  dif- 
arnaed,  and  with-held  by  two  footmen ; and  in  this  fitua- 
tion  felt  the  mofl  exquifite  torture  in  beholding  my  un- 
doer approach  with  his  young  wife.  I could  not  endure 
the  fight,  was  deprived  of  my  fenfes,  and  fell  into  a fe- 
vere  fit,  during  which  I know  not  how  I was  tre?sted  5 
but  when  I recoved  the  ufe  of  refieclion,  found  mylelf 
on  a bed  in  a paltry  apartment,  where  I w^as  attended  by 
an  old  w^oman,  who  afked  a thoufand  impertinent  quei- 
tions  relating  to  my  condition ; and  informed  me  that  my 
beliaviour  had  thrown  the  whole  family  into  confufion ; 
that  Lothario  affirmed  I was  mad,  and  propofed  to  have 
me  fent  to  Bedlam  j but  my  lady  perfuaded  herfclf  there 
was  more  in  my  condu6l  than  he  cared  fliould  be  known, 
and  had  taken  to  her  bed  on  bare  lufpicion,  having  firfl 
ordered  that  I fliould  be  narrowly  looked  to.  I heard 
all  flie  faid  without  making  any  other  reply,  than  defir- 
ing file  would  do  me  the  favour  to  call  a chair  j but  this 
(flie  told  me)  could  not  be  done  without  her  mafter’s 
confent,  which,  however,  was  ealily  procured,  and  I was 
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conveyed  to  my  own  lodgings  in  a ftate  of  mind  that  ^ 
baffles  all  defcription.  The  agitation  of  my  thoughts  ' 
produced  a fever,  which  brought  on  a mifcarriage  j and  I t! 
believe  it  is  well  for  my  confcience  tliat  heaven  thus  dif- 
poied  of  my  burden  5 for,  let  me  own  to  you  v/ith  penitence 
and  horror,  if  I had  brought  a living  child  into  the  world, 
my  frenzy  would  have  prom^pted  me  to  facrifice  the  lit- 
tle innocent  to  my  relentment  of  the  father’s  infidelity. 

After  this  event,  my  rage  abated,  and  my  hate  be- 
came more  deliberate  and  calm  : when  one  day,  my 
landlady  informed  me  that  there  was  a gentleman  below 
who  defired  to  fee  me,  he  having  fomething  of  confe- 
quence  to  impart,  which  he  was  fure  would  contribute 
to  my  peace  of  mind.  I was  exceedingly  alarmed  ac 
this  declaration,  which  I attempted  to  interpret  a thou- 
fand  ways  5 and  before  I came  to  any  determination  he 
entered  my  room,  with  an  apology  for  intruding 
iip03i  me  againft  my  knowledge  or  confent.  I furveyed 
him  fome  time,  and  not  being  able  to  recolle^l  his  face, 
demanded  witli  a faultering  accent,  what  his  bufinefs 
was  with  me  ? Upon  which,  lie  defired  I would  give 
him  a particular  audience,  and  he  did  not  doubt  of  com- 
municatingfomething  that  would  conduce  to  my  fatis- 
fa61ion  and  repbfe.  As  I thought  myfelf  iufficiently 
guarded  againfi;  any  violence,  I granted  his  requeft,  and 
bid  the  woman  withdraw.  The  ftranger  then  advanc- 
ing,  gave  me  to  underltand  that  he  was  well  acquainted 
with  the  particulars  of  my  ftoryq  having  been  informed 
of  them  from  Lothario’s  own  mouth — that  from  the 
time  he  knew  rny  misfortunes,  he  had  entertained  a de- 
teftation  for  the  author  of  them  5 which  had  of  late  been 
increafed,  and  inflamed  to  a dtfire  of  revenge,  by  a 
piece  of  difiionourable  condu6t  towards  him — that  hear- 
ing  of  my  melancholy  fituation,  he  had  come  with  an 
intention  of  offering  his  afiifiance  and  comfort,  and  was 
ready  to  efpoufe  my  quarrel,  and  forthwith  take  ven- 
geance on  my  feducer,  provided  I would  grant  him  one 
confideration,  which  (he  hoped)  I flioukl  fee  no  reafon 
to  refufe.  Had  all  the  artifice  of  hell  been  employed  in 
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compofins;  a perlliaiive,  it  could  not  have  liad  a more  in- 
ftantaneous  ,or  favourable  efrecf  than  this  diicourfe  had 
upon  me.  I was  tranfported  with  a delirium  of  gloomy 
joy  5 I hugged  my  companion  in  my  ai'ins,  and  vowed 
that  if  he  would  make  good  his  promife,  my  foul  and 
body  fhould  be  at  hisdifpofal. — The  contraft- was  made  5 
he  devoted  himfelf  to  my  revenge,  undertook  to  murder 
Lothario  that  very  night,  and  to  bring  me  an  account  of 
his  death  before  morning.  Accordingly,  about  two  of 
the  clock,  he  was  introduced  to  my  chamber,  and  allured 
me,  niy  perfidious  lover'was  no  more  ; that  although  he 
was  not  entitled  to  luch  an  honourable  proceeding,  he 
had  fairly  challenged  him  to  the  held,  where ' he  up- 
braided him  with  his  treachery  towards  me,  for  whom 
(he  told  me)  his  i^/ord  was  drawn,  and  after  a few  paf- 

les  left  him  weltering  in  his  blood. -I  was  fo  favaged 

by  my  wrongs,  that  I delighted  in  the  recital  of  this  ad- 
venture, made  him  repeat  the  particulars,  feafced  my 
eyes  with  tlie  blood  that  remained  on  his  clothes  and  fwof  d, 
and  yielded  up  my  body  as  a recompence  for  tjie  fervice  lit? 
had  done  me . My  imagi  nation  was  fo  engrofed  vvith  thefe 
ideas,  that  in  my  deep  I dreamed  Lothario  appeared  be- 
fore me,  pale,  mangled,  and  bloody,  blamed  my  rafh- 
nefs,  protefted  his  innocence,  and  pleaded  liis  own  caufe 
, fo  patlietically,  that  I was  convinced  of  his  hdelfty,  and 
waked  in  a lit  of  horror  and  remorfe. — My  bed-fellow 
endeavoured  to  foothc,  confole,  and  perfuade  me  that  I 
had  but  barely  done  juiiice  to  myfelf. — I dropped  adeep 
again,  and  the  fame  apparition  returned  to  my  fancy  . — > 
In  dioit,  I paded  the  night  in  great  mifery,  and  looked 
upon  my  avenger  with  fuch  abhorrence,  that  in  the 
morning,  perceiving  my  averdoii,  he  infinuated  there  was 
dill  a pclfibility  of  Lothario’s  recovery ; it  was  true, 
lie  left  him  wounded  on  the 'ground,  but  not  quite  dead ; 
and  perhaps  his  hurts  might  not  be  mortal. — At  theie 
words  I darted  up,  bade  him  dy  for  intelligence,  and  if 
he  could  not  bring  me  tidings  of  Lothario’s  fafety,  at 
lead  confult  his  cwnj  and  never  return,  for  I was  re- 
fclved  to  furrender  Diydlf  to  juftice,  and  declare  all  that 
VoL.  I.  17.  6 I knew 
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I knew  of  the  affair,  that,  if  poflible,  I might  expiate  my 
own  guilt,  by  incurring  the  rigours  of  a fincere  repent- 
ance and  ignominious  death. — - — He  very  coolly  fepre- 
fented  the  unrealbnablenefs  of  my  prejudice  againft  him, 
who  had  done  nothing  but  what  his  love  of  me  infpired, 
and  honour  jufcified  ; — that  now  he  had,  at  the  rifk  of 
his  life,  been  fubfervient  to  my  revenge,  I was  about  to 
difcard  him,  as  an  infamous  agent,  occafionally  neceflary  j 
and  that  even  if  he  fliould  be  fo  lucky  as  to  bring  news 
of  Lothario’s  fafety,  it  was  probable  my  former  refen t- 
ment  might  revive,  and  I would  upbraid  him  with  liav- 
ing  failed  in  his  undertaking. — I aifured  him,  that  on 
the  contrary,  he  fhould  be  dearer  to  me  than  ever,  as  I 
then  fhould  be  convinced  he  a6ted  more  on  the  princi- 
ples of  a man  of  honour,  than  on  tliofe  of  a mercenary 
affaflin,  and  fcorned  to  take  away  the  life  of  an  advei- 
fary  (how  inveterate  foever)  which  fortune  had  put  in. 
his  power. — ‘‘  V/ell  then,  madam,  (laid  he)  whatever 
may  have  happened,  I lhall  find  it  no  difficult  niafter  to 
acquit  myfeifin  point  of  honour.” — And  took  his  leave 
in  order  to  enquire  into  the  confequences  of  his  duel. — 
I v/as  now  more  fenlible  than  ever  cf  the  degrees  of  guilt 
and  mifery  ; all  the  afrli6f  ion  I had  fuffered  hitherto  was 
owing  to  ray  own  credulity  and  weaknefs,  and  my  con- 
fcience  could  not  aceufe  me  of  venial  crimes  5 but  now 
that  I looked  upon  myfelf  as  a murderer,  it  is  impoffibie 
to  exprefs  the  terrors  of  my  imagination,  which  was  in- 
ceflantly  haunted  by  the  image  of  the  deceafed,  and  my 
bofom  flung  with  the  moil  exquifite  agonies,  of  which  I 
fawnoend. — At  length  Horatio,  (for  fo  I fliail  call  my 
keeper)  returned,  and  telling  me  I liad  nothing  to  fear, 
deliveied  into  my  hands  a billet,  containing  thefe 
%vords ; 

Madam, 

A ^ ^ iinderfland  it  is  of  confequence  to  ycur  peac-e, 

I take  this  liberty  to  inform  you,  the  wounds  re- 
ceived from  Horatio  are  not  mortal.  This  fatisfac- 
tion  my  humanity  could  not  deny,  even  to  a perfon  who 

had 
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the  life  of 


Lothario, 


Being  well  acquainted  with  this  hand,.  I had  no  rea- 
foil  to  fufpe^l  an  inipofition  in  this  letter,  which  I read 
over  and  over  with  a tranfport  of  joy,  and  carefl'ed  Ho- 
ratio fo  much,  that  he  appeared  the  happieft  man  alive. 
I'hus  was  I won  from  defpair  by  tlie  menaces  of  a greater 
misfortune  than  that  which  deprelVed  me. — Griefs  are 
like  ufurpers  5 the  moft  powerful  depofes  all  the  reft.— 
But  my  raptures  were  not  lafting— that  very  letteiv 
whicli  in  a manlier  rc-eftabliflied  my  tranquillity,  in  a 
little  time  baniftied  my  peace. — His  unjuft  reproaches, 
while  they  waked  my  rei’entmen!;,  recalled  my  former 
happinefs,  and  filled  my  Ibul  with  rage  and  forrow.™ 
Horatio  perceiving  the  fituation  of  my  mind,  endea- 
voured to  divert  my  chagrin,  by  treating  me  with  all  the 
amufements  and  entertainments  of  the  town.  I was 
gratified  with  every  indulgence  I could  defire  ; intro- 
duced into  the  company  of  otlier  kept  miftpeftes,  by 
whom  an  uncommon  deference  was  paid  to  me ; and  I 
began  to  lofe  all  remembrance  of  my  former  condition, 
when  an  accident  brought  it  back ‘to  my  view, ♦with  ail 
its  interefting  circumftances.— Diverting  myfeif  one  day 
with  fume  newfpapers,  which  I had  not  before  peruTed^ 
the  foliovving  advertifement  attrabled  my  attention  : 

Whernas  a young  gentlewoman  difappeared  from 

her  father’s  houfe,  in  the  county  of , about  the  end 

of  September,  on  account  (as  is  fuppofed)  of  feme  un- 
rafinefs  of  mind,  and  has  not  been  as  yet  heard  of : 
Whoever  will  give  any  infonmation  about  her  to  Mr. 

, of  Gray’s-inn,  fliall  be  handfomely  rewarded  j 

OF  if  file  will  return  to  the  arms  of  her  difconfolate  pa- 
rent, Ihe  will  be  received  with  the  utmoft  tendernefs, 
whatever  rcafon  fhe  may  have  to  think  otherwife,  and 
may  be  the  means  of  prolonging  the  life  of  a father,  al- 
ready weighed  down  almoft  to  the  grave  with  age  and 
fonow.” 
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This  pathetic  remonltrance  had  (lich  an  effe6l  on  me, 
that  I was  fully  refolved  to  return  lilco  the  prodigal  (bn, 
and  implore  the  forgivenefs  of  him  who  gave  me  life  5 
but  alas  ! upon  inquiry,  I found  he  had  paid  his  debt  to 
nature  a month  before,  lamenting  my  abfence  to  his 
laft  hour,  having  left  his  fortune  to  a fti’anger,  as  a 
mark  of  his  refentment  of  my  unkind  and  undutifui 
behaviolir.^ — Penetrated  with  remorfe  on  this  occafion, 
I funk  into  the  miofc  profound  melancholy,  and  confi- 
dered  myfelf  as  the  immediate  caufe  of  his  death — I loft 
all  relifli  for  company,  and  indeed  mod:  of  my  acquaint- 
ance no  fooner  perceived  my  change  of  tem,per  than 
they  abandoned  me.  Horatio,  difgufted  at  my  infenfi- 
bility,  or  (which  is  more  probable)  cloyed  with  pofTef- 
ho]i,  became  colder  and  colder  every  day,  till  at  lad:  he 
left  me  altogether,  without  making  any  apology  for  his 
condubl,  or  fecuring  me  againd:  the  miferies  of  want,  as 
a man  of  honour  ought  to  have  done,  confidering  the 
diare  he  had  in  my  ruin  5 for  I afterwards  learned  that 
the  quaiTel  between  Lothario  and  him,  was  a ftory 
trumped  up  to  rid  the  one  of  my  importunities,  and 
give  the  other  the  enjoyment  of  my  perfon,  which,  it 
feems,  he  luffed  after,  upon  feeing  me  at  the  houfe  of 
my  feducer. — Reduced  to  this  extremity,  I curfed  my 
own  fimplicity,  uttered  horrid  imprecations  agalnd:  the 
treachery  of  Horatio  ; and  as  I became  every  day  more 
and  more  familiarized  to  the  lofs  of  innocence,  refolved 
to  be  revenged  on  the  fex  in  general,  by  praftifmg  their 
own  arts  upon  themfelves.^ — Nor  was  an  opportunity 
long  wanting  5 an  old  gentiewouian,  under  pretence  of 
iympathizing,  vifited  me,  and  after  having  condoled  me 
on  my  misfortunes,  and  profeffed  a difmterefted  friend- 
fhip,  began  to  difplay  the  art  of  her  occupation,  in  en- 
comiums on  my  beauty,  and  inveblives  againft  the 
wretch  who  had  forfaken  me  5 infmuating  withal,  that 
it  would  be  my  own  fault  if  I did  not  ftill  make  my  for- 
tune by  the  extraordinary  quaiiheations  with  which  na- 
ture had  endowed  me.— I foon  underflood  her  drift,  and 
gave  her  fuch  encouragement  to  explain  herfelf,  that  we 

came 
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came  to  an  agreement  immediately,  to  divide  the  profits 
of  rny  profiitution,  accruing  from  fuch  gallants  as  flie 
flioiild  introduce  to  my  acquaintance.  The  firfi:  ftroke 
of  my  difiimulationwas  upon  a certain  j — ge,  to  whom 
I was  recommended  by  this  matron,  as  an  innocent 
creattire  juR  arrived  from  the  country.  He  was  fo  tranf- 
ported  with  my  appearance  and  feigned  fimplicity,  that 
he  paid  a hundred  guineas  for  the  poReffion  of  me  for 
one  night  only,  during  which  I behaved  in  fitch  a man- 
ner, as  to  make  him  perfe61:ly  well  pieafed  with  his  ptu% 
chafe.

— refolves  fo  quit 
that  nimy  of 
life. 

TTER  Rory  was  here  interrupted  by  a rap  at  the  door, 
wi'iich  I no  fooner  opened,  than  three  or  four  ter- 
rible fellows  rufhed  in,  one  of  whom  accoRedmy  fellow 
lodger  thus  : — Madam,  your  fervant ; you  muft  do 
me  the  favour  to  come  along  with  me — I have’ got  a 
wnit  againRyou.’' — ^While  the  bailiff  (for  fo  he  was) 
fpoke  thus,  his  followers  fiirrounded  the  prifoner,  and 
began  to  handle  her  very  roughly.— This  treatment 
incenfed  me  fo  much,  that  I ihatched  up  the  poker,  and 
would  certainly  have  ufed  it  in  defence  of  the  lady,  ’with- 
out any  regard  to  the  ftrength  and  number  of  her  adver- 
faries,  had  ihe  not  begged  me  ’with  a cornpoRire  of 
countenance,  for  which  I could  not  account,  to  ufe  no 
violence  in  her  behalf,  which  could  be  of  no  fervice  to 
iier,  but  might  be  very  detrimental  to  myfelfi — Then

tAirning  to  tlie  leader  of  this  formidable  troop,  fhe  defired 
■ to  fee  the  writ,  and  having  pernfed  it,  faid  with  a faul- 
tering  voice,  I am  not  the  perfon  whofe  name  is  here 
mentioned  ; arreft  me  at  your  peril.” — ‘‘  Ay,  ay,  ma- 
dam, (replied  the  catchpole)  we  fhall  prove  your  iden- 
tity.— In  the  meantime,  whither  will  you  be  pieafed  to 
be  carried,  to  my  houfe,  or  to  jail  ?” — If  I muft  be 
confined,  (faid  fhe)  I would  rather  be  in  your  lioufe  than 
in  a common  jail.” — ‘‘  Well,  well,  (anfwered  he)  if  you 
have  money  enough  in  your  pocket,  you  fhall  be  enter- 
tained like  a princefs. — But,  when  fire  acquainted  him 
with  her  poverty,  he  fwore  he  never  "^ave  credit,  and 
ordered  one  of  his  myrmidons  to  call  a coach,  to  carry 
her  to  the  Marfhalfea  at  once. — While  they  waited  for 
the  convenience,  fhe  took  me  afide,  and  bade  me  be 
under  no  concern  on  her  account,  for  flie  knew  how  to 
extricate  herfelf  from  this  difficulty  very  foon,  and  per- 
haps gain  fomething  by  the  occafion. — Although  her 
diicourfe  was  a myfiery  to  m.e,  I was  very  well  pieafed 
with  her  afiurance ; and  when  the  coach  came  to  the 
door,  offered  to  accompany  her  to  prifon,  to  which  pro- 
pofal,  after  much  intreaty,  flie  confented.

he  fiarted  back,  faying,  Z — ds  ! who  liave  we  got 

here!” — The  bailiff,  alarmed  at  this  interrogation, 
cried  with  forae  emotion,  Who  the  devil  fhould  it  be 
but  tiie  prifoner,  Elizabeth  Cary?” — The  turnkey  re- 
plied, “ That  Elizabeth  Cary! — I’ll  be  damned  if 
that’s  Elizabeth  Cary,  more  than  my  grandmother. — . 
D — n my  blood,  I know  Bett  Cary  as  well  as  if  I had 
made  her.”  Here  the  lady  thought  fit  to  interpofe, 
and  tell  the  catchpole,  if  he  had  taken  her  word  for  it  at 
firff,  he  might  have  faved  himfelf  and  her  a great  deal  of 

trouble 
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troiiM?. — It  maybe  To  (anlwereci  he)  but  by  G — d, 
I’ll  have  fiiitlicr  evidence  that  you  are  not  the  perfon, 
bcibre  you  and  I part.'" — Yes,  yes,  (faid  flie)  you 
iliall  have  further  evidence  to  your  coft.” — Then  we 
adjourned  into  the  lodge,  and  called  for  a bottle  of  wine, 
where  my  companion  wrote  a dire6cion  to  two  of  her 
acquaintance,  and  begged  the  favour  of  me  to  go  to 
their  lodgings,  and  requeid  them  to  come  to  her  imme- 
diately: I found  them  together  at  a houfe  in  Bridges - 
ftreet,  Drury-iaiie  ; and  as  they  were  luckily  unengaged, 
they  fet  out  with  me  in  a hackney-coach,  without  hefi- 
tation,  after  I had  related  the  circumftances  of  the  af- 
tair,  which  flattered  them  with  hopes  of  feeing  a bailiff 
trounced  j for  there  is  an  antipathy  as  natural  between 
the  whores  and  bailiffs,  as  tliat  fubfifling  between  mice 
and  cats. — Accordingly,  when  they, entered  the  lodge, 
they  embraced  the  prifoner  very  afte6fi6nately  by  the 
name  of  Nancy  Williams,  and  afked  how  long  fhe  had 
been  nabbed,  and  for  wliat  ? — 0]i  hearing  the  particu- 
lars of  her  adventure  repeated,  they  offered  to  iwear,  be  . 
fore  a juffice  of  peace,  that  fhe  was  not  the  perfon  men- 
tioned in  the  writ,  whom,  it  feems,  they  all  knew ; but 
the  baililf,  who  was  by  this  time  convinced  of  his  mif- 
take,  told  them  he  would  not  put  them  to  that  trouble. 

Ladies  (faid  he)  there’s  no  harm  done^ — you  fnall 
give  me  leave  to  treat  you  with  another  bottle,  and  then 
we'il  part  friends.” — This  propofal  was  not  at  all  re- 
lifhed  by  tlie  fiiferhood ; and  Mifs  V/iliiams  told  him. 

Sure  he  did  not  imagine  her  fuch  a fool  as  to  be  fatis- 
fled  with  a paltiy  glafs  of  four  wine.” — Here  the  turn- 
key interrupted  her,  by  affirming,  with  an  oath,  that  the 
wine  was  as  good  as  ever  v/as  tipped  over  tongue. — — - 
Well,  (continued  ffie)  that  may  be — ^but  was  it  the  beff: 
of  champaigne,  it  isnorecomp.ence  for  the  damage  I have 
fuiTered,  both  in  characfer  and  health,  by  being  wrong- 
fully dragged  to  jail. — At  this  rate  no  innocent  perfon  is 
lait,  flncc  an  officer  orjuftice,  out  of  malice,  private  peak, 
cr  mil'take,  may  injure  and  opprefs  the  fubje6f  with  im- 
punity— but,  thank  heaven,  I live  under  the  protection 
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of  laws  that  will  not  fuffer  fuch  infults  to  pafs  unpii- 
nifhed,  and  I know  very  well  how  to  procure  redrels.” — 
Mr.  Vulture,  (for  that  was  the  bailiff’s  name)  finding 
he  had  to  deal  with  one  that  would  not  be  impoled  upon, 
began  to  look  very  fullen  and  perplexed,  arid  leaning  his 
forehead  on  his  hand,  entered  into  a deliberation  with 
himfelf,  which  lahed  a few  minutes,  and  then  broke  cut 
in  a volley  of  dreadful  curfes  againff  the  old  b — ch,  our 
landlady,  (as  he  called  her)  for  having  railinformed  him. 
— After  much  wrangling  and  fwearing,  the  matter  was 
referred  to  thedecifion  of  the  turnkey,  who  calling  for 
the  other  bottle,  mulcfed  the  bailiff  in  all  the  liquor  that 
had  been  drank,  coach-hire,  and  a couple  of  guineas  for 
the  ufe  of  the  plaintiff. — The  money  was  immediately 
depofited ; Mifs  Williams  gratified  the  two  evidences 
with  one  half,  and  putting  the  other  in  lier  pocket,  drove 
home  with  me,  leaving  the  catchpole  givimbling  over  his 
lofs,  yet  pleafed  in  the  main,  for  having  fo  cheaply  got 
clear  of  a bufinefs  that  might  have  coif  him  ten  times  the 
fum,  and  his  place  to  boot. — This  guinea  v/as  a very 
feafonable  relief  to  us,  who  were  reduced  to  great  ne- 
ceffity,  fix  of  my  fliirts,  and  almoft  all  my  clothes,  except 
thole  on  my  back,  having  been  either  pawned  or  fold  for 
our  maintenance  before  this  happened . — As  we  relented 
the  behaviour  of  our  landlady,  our  firlf  care  was  to 
provide  ourfelves  with  another  lodging,  whither  we  re- 
moved next  day,  with  an  intention  to  keep  oiufelves 
as  retired  as  poffible,  until  our  cure  fliould  be  completed. ' 
When  we  were  fixed  in  our  new  habitation,  I int rented 
her  to  finilh  the  Itoiy  of  her  life,  which  fhe  purfued  in 
this  manner: 

The  fuccefs  of  cur  experiment  on  the  j— ge  encou- 
raged us  to  praclife  the  fame  deceit  upon  others,  and  my 
virginity  was  five  times  fcld  to  good  purpcfe  : But  tliis 
harveft  lafted  not  long,  my  charter  taking  air,  and  my 
direcfrefs  deferting  me  for  fome  new  game.  Then  I 
took  lodgings  near  Charing- crofs,  at  two  guineas  per 
week,  and  began  to  entertain  company  in  a public 

manner 
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manner : — ^but  my  Income  being  too  fmall  to  defray  my 
expence,  I was  obliged  to  retrench,  and  enter  into  arti- 
cles with  the  porters  of  certain  taverns,  who  undertook 
to^'ind  employment’  enough  for  me,  provided  I would 
iliare  my  profits  with  them.— ^Accordingly,  I was,  al- 
inofi:  every  night,  engaged  with  company,  among  whom 
I was  expofed  to  every  mortification,  danger,  and  abufe, 
that  flow  from  drunkennefs,  btutality,  and  difeafe. — 
How  miferable  is  the  condition  of  a courtezan,  whofe 
' bulinefs  it  is  to  foothe,  fuffer,  and  obey  the  didlates  of  rage, 
infolencc,  and  lafl: ! — As  my  fpirit  was  not  fufficiently 
humbled  to  the  will,  nor  by  temper  calculated  for  tlie 
ccnveriation  of  mv  gallants,  it  was  impoflible  for  me  to 
overcome  an  averfion  I felt  for  my  profeflion,  .which 
manifefied  itfelf  in  a fettled  gloom  on  ray  countenance, 
and  difgufled  thole  fons  of  mirth  and  riot  fo  much,  that 
I w^s'frequently  ufed  in  a Ihocking  m.anner,  and  kicke 
down  flairs  with  difgl’ace.^ — The  meflengers  feeing  me 
difagreeable  to  their  benefadlors  and  employers,  feidom 
troubled  me  with  a call,  and  I began  to  find  myfeif  al- 
molt  totally  negledled.  To  contribute  towai'ds  my 
fupport,  I fain  to  fell  my  watch,  rings,  trinkets, 
with  the  befl:  part  of  my  clothes  5 and  I was  one  even- 
ing mufing  by  myfeif,  on  the  mifery  before  me,  when  I 
received  a mellage  from  a bagnio,  whither  I repaired  in 
a chair,  and  was  introduced  to  a gentleman  drefled  like 
an  officer,  with  whom  I flapped  in  a llimptuous  maimer, 
and  after  drinking  a hearty  gl^ls  of  champaign,  went  to 
bed. — In  the  morning,  when  I awoke,  I found  my  gal- 
lant had  got  up,  and  drawing  afide  the  curtain,  could  not 
perceive  him  in  the  room.  This  circumilance  gave  me 
fome  uneafinels,  but  as  he  might  have  retired  on  florae 
necefTaiy  occafion,  I waited  a full  hour  for  his  return  5 
and  then  in  the  greateft  perplexity  rofe  up,  and  rung  the 
bell.  "When  the  w^aiter  came  to  the  door,  he  found  it 
locked,  and  defired  admittance,  which  I granted,  after 
cbltiwing  with  great  furprize,  that  the  key  remained  on 
the  infide,  as  when  \ve  went  to  bed. — I no  fooner  in- 
quired for  the  car>tairi,  than  the  fellow  flaring  with  a 
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difli'acled  look,  cried,  How,  madam!  is  he  not  a- 
bed  ?”  And  when  he  was  fatisfied  as  to  that  particnhr, 
ran  into  a clufet  adjoining  to  the  chamber,  the  whido-^y 
ofwhich  he  found  open.— Through  this  the  adventurer 
had  got  upon  a wall,  from  vdience  he  dropped  down 
into  a court,  and  efcaped  j leaving  me  to  be  anfv/erahh  , 
not  only  for  the  reckoning,  but  alfo  for  a large  fiver 
tankard  and  pofet-  bowl,  which  he  had  carried  off  with 
him. — -It  is  irnpoffibie  to  defcribe  the  confternation I was 
under,  when  I faw  myielf  detained  as  a thief’s  accom- 
plice j for  I was  looked  upon  in  that  light,  and  carried 
before  ir  juffice,  who  miff aking  my  confufian  for  a figJi 
of  guilt,  committed  me,  after  a fliort  examination,  to 
Bridewell,  having  adviiedme,  as  the  only  means  to  five 
my  life,  to  turn  evidence,  and  impeach  my  confederate. 
—I  now  concluded  the  vengeance  of  heaven  had  over- 
taken me,  and  that  I muff  foon  finifh  my  career  by  an 
ignominious  death. — This  refle61:ion  funk  fo  deep  into 
my  foul,  that  I was  for  fome  days  deprived  of  my  rcafon, 
and  actually  believed  myfelf  in  hell  tormented  by  fiends  ; 
Indeed,  there  needs  not  a very  extravagant  imagination 
to  form  that  idea  ; for  of  all  the  feenes  on  earth,  that  of 
Bridewell  comes  neareff  the  notion  I had  always  enter- 
tained of  the  infernal  regions . — Here  I faw  nothing  but 
rage,  anguifh  and  impiety  j and  heard  nothing  but 
groans,  curies  and  blafphemy. — In  themidft  of  thishel- 
iiffi  crew,.  I was  fubjecled  to  the  tyranny  of  a barbarian, 
who  impofed  upon  me  talks  tliat  I could  not  poffibiy 
perform,  and  then  piiniffied  ray  incapacity  with  the  ut~ 
moff  rigour  and  inhumanity.  I was  often  whipt  into 
a fwoon,  and  lafhed  out  of  it,  during  which  miferable  in- 
tervals I v/as  robbed  by  my  fellow-prifoners  of  every 
thing  about  me,  even  to  my  cap,  ffioes,  and  ftockings  ; 
I was  not  only  deffitute  of  neceflaries,  but  even  of  food, 
fdthat  my  wretchednefs  was  extreme.  Not  one  of  ray 
acquaintance  to  whom  I imparted  my  fituation  would 
grant  me  the  leaff  luccour  or  regard,  on  pretence  of  my 
being  committed  for  theft  5 and  my  landlord  refufed  to 
part  with  lome  of  rny  own  clothes,  which  I fent  for, 

becaulc 
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tecaufe  I was  indebted  to  him  for  a week’s  lodging.-- 
Overwhelm’d  with  calamity,  I grew  defperate,  and  re- 
foived  to  put  an  end  to  my  grievances  and  life  together  ; 
for  this  purpole  I got  up  in  the  middle  of  the  night, 
when  I thought  every  body  round  me  afleep,  atid  fixing 
one  end  of  my  handkerchief  to  a large  hook  in  the  ciel- 
ing,  that  fnpported  the  Icales  on  which  the  hemp  is 
weighed,  I flood  upon  a chair,  and  making  a noofe  on 
the  other  end,  put  my  neck  into  it,  with  an  intention  to 
hang  myfelfj  but  before  I could  adjuft  the  knot,  I was 
furprifed  and  prevented  by  two  women  v/ho  had  been 
awake  all  the  while,  and  fiifpeiSled  my  defign.- — In  the 
morning  my  attempt  was  publiilied  amiOiigtlieprifoners, 
and  punifhed  with  thirty  fh'ipes,  the  pain  of  which,  co- 
operating with  my  difappointment  and  clifgrace,  bereft 
me  of  my  fenfes,  and  threw  me  into  an  ecflacy  of  mad- 
nels,  during  which,  I tore  the  flefli  from  my  bones  w/tli 
my  teeth,  and  dallied  my  head  againil  the  pavement.— 
So  that  they  were  obliged  to  fet  a watch  over  me,  to  re- 
drain  mic  from  doing  further  mifcliief  to  myfelf  and 
others. — ^This  nt  of  phrenzy  continued  three  days,  at 
the  end  of  which  I grew  calm  and  fulien  , but  as  the  de- 
fire  of  making  away  with  myfelf  dill  remained,  I came 
to  a deteimination  of  ftarving  myfelf  to  death,  and 'with 
that  view  refufed  all  fudenance.  Whether  it  was 
owing  to  the  want  of  oppodtion,  or  to  die  weaknefs  of 
iiature,  I know  not,  but  on  the  lecond  day  of  my  fad, 
I found  my  refoiution  conliderably  impaired,  and  the 
calls  of  hunger  almod  infupportable. — At  thi^  critical 
conjpncfure,  a lady  was  brought  into  prifon  with  whom 
I had  con{:ra6led  an  acquaintance  while  I lived  with 
Horatio  5 die  was  then  on  the  fame  footing  as  I was, 
but  afterwards  quarrelling  with  her  gallant,  and  not 
finding  another  to  her  mind,  altered  her  fcheme  of  life, 
and  d^t  up  a coffee -houfe  among  the  Hundreds  of  Drury, 
where  die  entertained  gentlemen  with  claret,  arrack, 
and  the  choice  of  half  a dozen  of  damfels,  who  lived  in 
her  houfe.  This  ferviceable  matron  having  neglecled 
to  gratify  a certain j — ce  fertile  cennivance die  enjoyed. 
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was  mdl£led  at  the  quarter  feffions,  in  confequence  of, 
which  her  bevy  was  difperled,  and  he^felf  committed  to 
Bridewell. — She  had  not  been  long  there,  before  /he 
learned  my  difafter,  and  coming  up  to  me,  after  a com- 
pliment of  condolence,  inquired  into  the  particulars  of 
my  fate  : While  we  were  engaged  in  difcourfe  together, 
the  mailer  came  and  told  me,  that  tlie  fellow  on  whole 
account  I had  fulFered  was  taken  5 that  he  had  confehed 
tl'ie  theft,  and  cleared  me  of  any  concern  in  the  affair  ; 
for  which  reafon,  he,  the  mailer,  had  orders  todifcharge 
me,  and  that  I was  from  t]\at  moment  free.  This 
piece  of  news  foon  bani/hed  all  thoughts  of  death,  and 
had  fuch  an  inllantaneous  effect  on  my  countenance,  that 
Mrs.  Coupler  (the  lady  then  prefent)  hoping  to  find  her 
account  in  me,  very  generouhy  offered  to  furniili  me  with 
what  ueceflaries  I wanted,  and  take  me  into  her  ov/n 
houfe,  as  foon  as  Ihe  lliouid  compromife  matters  vsn.th 
thej — es.  The  conditions  of  her  offer  were,  that  I 
Ihouid  pay  three  guineas  weekly  for  my  board,  a.nd  a 
reafonabie  confideration  befides,  for  the  ufe  of  luck 
clothes  and  ornaments  as  Ihe  Ihould  fupply  me  with,  to 
be  dedu6led  from  the  firll  profits  of  my  embraces.— 
Thefe  were  hard  terms,  but  not  to  be  reje6led  by  one 
who  was  turned  out  helplefs  and  naked  into  the  wide 
world,  without  a fi'iend  to  pity  or  alTifl  her. — I therefore 
embraced  her  propofal,  and  /he,  being  bailed  in  a few 
hours,  took  me  home  with  her  in  a coach.  As  I was  by . 
this  time  confeious  of  having  formerly  di/gufled  my 
admirers  by  my  referved  and  haughty  behaviour,  I now 
endeavoured  to  conquer  that  difpofition,  and  the  fudden 
change  of  my  fortune  giving  me  a flow  of  fpirits,  I ap-. 
peared  in  the  moil  winning  and  gay  manner  I could 
a/Iume.  Having  the  advant  age  of  a good  voice  and  edu- 
cation, I exerted  my  talents  to  the  uttermoft,  and  ibon 
became  the  favourite  with  all  company. — Tliis  fucceik 
alarmed  the  pride  and  jealoiiiy  of  Mrs.  Coupler,  who 
could  not  bear  die  thoughts  of  being  eclipied  : She, 
tlierefore,  made  a merit  of  lier  envy,  and  whilpered 
among  the  cuilomers,  that  I v/as  unlbund.— There 
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needed  no  more  to  ruin  my  reputation,  and  blaft  my 
profperity  5 every  body  ihunned  me  with  marks  of 
averlion  and  dildain,  and  in  a very  fhort  time  I was  as 
folitary  as  ever.  Want  of  gallants  was  attended  with 
want  of  money  to  fatisfy  my  malicious  landlady,  who 
having  purpofely  given  me  credit  to  the  amount  of  eleven 
pounds,  took  out  a writ  againft  me,  and  I was  arrefted 
in  her  ownhoui'e. — Though  the  room  was  crowded  with 
people,  when  the.  bailiff  entered,  not  one  of  them  had 
compaiilon  enough  to  irollify  my  profecutrix,  farlefs  to 
pay  the  debt : they  even  laughed  at  my  tears,  and  one 
of  them  bade  me  be  of  good  cheer,  for  I fliouid  not  v/ant 
admirers  in  Newgate.  At  that  inftant,  a fea-iieutenant 
came  in,  and  feeing  my  plight,  began  to  enquire  into  the 
circumilances  of  my  misfortune,  when  this  wit  adviled 
him  to  keep  clear  of  me,  for  I was  a fire-fliip.—- A hre- 
fliip  ! (replied  the  failor)  more  like  a poor  galley  in  dif- 
trefs,  that  hasbeen  boarded  by  fuclia  firefhip  as  you  5 if  fo 
be,  as  that  is  the  cafe,  file  hands  in  more  need  of  afhftance. 
— Harkee,  my  girl,  how  far  have  you  cver-rim  the  con- 
ftabie  — I told  him  that  the  debt  amounted  to  eleven 
pounds,  behdes  the  expence  of  the  writ- — An’  that 
be  all  (faidhe)  you  fhan’t  go  to  the  bilboes  this  bout.” 
— And  taking  out  his  purle,  paid  the  money,  difcharged 
the  bailiff,  and  telling  me  I had  got  into  the  vvTong  port, 
advifed  me  to  feek  out  a more  convenient  harbour, 
where  I could  be  fa fely  hove  down,  for  which  purpofe  he 
made  me  a prefent  of  five  guineas  more. — I was  fb 
touched  with  this  fmgular  piece  of  generofity,  that  for 
fome  time  I had  not  power  to  thank  him. — However,  as 
foon  as  I had  recollected  myfelf,  I begged  the  favour  of  liim 
to  go  with  me  to  the  next  tavern,  where  I explained  the 
nature  of  my  difafter,  and  convinced  him  of  the  falfe- 
hood  of  wliat  was  reported  to  my  prejudice  fo  effec- 
tually, that  he  from  that  moment  attached  himfelf  to 
me,  and  vve  lived  in  great  harmony  together,  until  he 
was  obliged  to  go  to  fea,  where  he  periftied  in  a fl^rm. 

Having  loft  ray  benefaclor,  and  almoft  confumed  tlie 
remains  of  his  bounty,  I faw  myfdf  in  danger  of  re-

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iapiing  into  my  former  neceffity,  and  began  to  be  ver/ 
uiieafy  at  the  profpeft  of  bailiffs  and  jails ; — ^\vhen  one 
of  the  fiilerhood,  a little  fcale,  advifed  me  to  take  lodg- 
ings in  a part  of  the  town  where  I was  nnkno^^vti,  and 
pais  for  an  heireis,  by  which  artifice  I rnight  entrap  fome- 
body  to  be  my  hufband,  w^ho  would  poffibly  be  able  to 
allow  me  an  handfome  maintenance,  or  at  word:  fcreen 
me  from  the  dread  and  danger  of  a prifon,  by  becoming 
liable  for  whatever  debts  I diould  contracf . — I approved 
of  this  fcheme,  tov/ards  tlie  execution  of  which  my  com- 
panion clubbed  her  wardrobe,  and  undertook  to  live 
v^ith  me  in  quality  of  my  maid ; with  the  provifo,  that 
file  fhould  be  reimburfed,  and  handfomely  confidered  out 
of  the  profits  of  my  fuccel’s. — She  was  immediately  de- 
tached to  look  cut  for  a convenient  place,  and  that  very 
day  hired  a genteel  apartment  in  Park-ffreet,  whither  I 
moved  in  a coach  loaded  with  her  baggage  and  my  own. — ■ 
I made  my  firft  appearance  in  a blue  riding  habit  trim- 
'med  with  fiver ; and  my  maid  a6fed  her  part  fo  artfully, 
that,  in  a day  or  two  my  fame  was  fpread  all  over  tlie 
neighbourhood,  and  I was  faid  to  be  a rich  heirefs  juft 
arrived  from  the  country. —This  report  brought  a fv/arm 
of  gay  young  fellov/s  about  me  5 hut  I foon  found  them 
out  to  be  all  indigent  adventurers  like  myfeif,  who 
crowded  to  me  like  crows  to  carrion,  with  a view  of 
preying  upon  my  fortune. — I maintained,  however,  the 
appearance  of  wealth,  as  long  as  poflible,  in  hopes  of 
gaining  fome  admirer  more  for  my  purpolej  and 
length  attrafted  the  regard  of  one  who  would  have  latis- 
fied  my  wifhes  5 and  managed  matters  fo  well,  that  a 
day  vms  acfiially  fixed  for  our  nuptials  : In  the  interim, 
he  begged  leave  to  introduce  an  intimate  friend  to  me, 
which  requeft,  as  I could  not  lefufe,  I had  the  extreme 
mortification  and  furprife,  to  fee  next  night,  in  that  friend, 
my  old  keeper,  Horatio,  who  no  fooner  beheld  me  than 
he  changed  colour ; but  had  prefence  of  mind  to  advance 
and  faliite  me,  bidding  me  (with  a low  voice)  be  under 

no  apprehenfion,  for  he  would  not  expofe  me. In 

fpils  of  this  ailurance;  I could  not  recover  myfeif  fb  far. 
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ns  to  entertain  them,  but  withdrew  to  my  chamber,  on 
pretence  of  a fevere  head-ach,  to  the  no  imail  concern 
of  niy  adorer,  who  toolc  his  leave  in  the  Leiidereit  man- 
ner, and  went  off  with  his  friend. 

Having  imparted  my  fituation  to  my  companion,  flie 
found  it  hi  oh  time  for  us  to  decarnp,  and  that  wnthout 
any  nolle,  becaufe  we  were  not  only  indebLcd  to  our 
landlady,  but  alfo  to  feveral  tradefmen  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood.  Our  retreat  (therefore)  was  concerted 

and  executed  in  tins  manner  : Having  packed  up  all  our 
clothes  and  moveables  in  fmall  parcels,  fhe  (on  pretence 
of  fetching  cordials  for  me)  earned  them  at  feveral  times 
to  the  houfe  of  an  acquaintance,  where  Ihe  likevnfe  pro- 
cured a lodging  •,  to  which  we  retired  in  the  middle  of  tne 
nio^ht,  when  eveiy  other  body  in  the  houfe  was  adeep. 

I was  now  obliged  to  aim  at  lower  game,  and  avccoid- 
ingly  fpread  my  nets  among  trades-people  5 but  found 
them  all  too  phlegmatic  or  cautious  for  my  art  and  at- 
traaions;  till  atlaft  Ibecame  acquainted  with  you,  on 
whom  I praaifed  all  my  dexterity ; not  that  I believed 
you  had  any  fortune,  or  expeaation  of  one,  but  tnat  I 
might  transfer  the  burthen  of  fuch  debts  as  I nad  incur- 
red or  fhould  contraa,  from  myfeif  to  another ; and  at 
the  fame  time  avenge  myfeif  of  your  fex,  by  rendering 
miferable  one,  v/ho  bore  fuch  refemblance  to  the  wretch 
who  ruined  mcj — — ^but  heaven  prefervedyou  from  my 
fnares,  by  the  difeovery  you  made,  which  was  owing 
to  the  negligence  of  my  maid  in  leaving  the  chambei- 
docr  unlocked,  when  flie  went  to  buy  fugar  for  bieak- 

faft. The  perfon  in  bed  with  me  was  a gentleman, 

whom  I had  allured  the  night  before,  as  he  walked  home- 
ward, pretty  much  elevated  with  liquor;  for  by  this 
time  my  condition  v/as  fo  low,  that  I was  forced  to  tuiri 
out,  in  the  twilighc,  to  the  ftreets,  in  hopes  of  prey.— - 
When  I found  myfeif  dete61:ed  and  forfaken  you,  I 
was  fain  to  move  my  lodgings,  and  dv/cll  two  pair  of 
ftairs  higher  than  before:  My  companion  being  oilap- 
pointed  in  her  expe6i;ations,  left  me,  to  trade  upon  her 
ov/ii  bottom,  and  I had  no  other  refource,  than  to  ven- 
P 3. 
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tiire  forth,  like  the  owls,  in  the  dark,  to  pick  up  a pre- 
carious and  uncomfortable  fubfiftence.  I have  often 
I’auntered  between  Ludgate-hill  and  Charmg-crofs  a 
whole  winter-night,  expofed  not  only  to  the  inclemency 
of  the  weather,  but  likewife  to  the  rage  of  liunger  and 
third-,  without  being  fo  happy  as  to  meet  with  one  cully  5 
then  creep  up  to  my  garret,  in  a deplorable,  draggled 
condition,  fneak  to  bed,  and  try  to  bury  my  appetite  and 

Ibrrows  in  deep. When  I lighted  on  fome  rake  or 

tradefman  reeling  home  drunk,  I frequently  fuffered  the 
mod  brutal  treatment,  in  fpite  of  v/hich  I was  obliged  to 
adecl  gaiety  and  good  humour,  though  my  foul  was 
dung  with  refentment  and  difdain,  and  my  heart  loaded 
with  grief  and  affliblion.*— In  the  courfe  of  thefe  noc- 
turnal adventures,  I was  infebled  with  the  difeafe,  that 
in  a fliort  time  rendered  me  the  objecl:  of  my  own  abhor- 
rence, and  drove  me  to  the  retreat,  where  your  benevo- 
lejice  refcued  me  from' the  jaws  of  death. 

So  much  candour  and  good  fenfe  appeared  in  this 
lady’s  narration,  that  I made  no  fcruple  of  believing 
every  fyllable  of  what  flie  faid ; and  exprelfed  my  afro- 
niflimcnt  at  the  variety  of  miferiee  fnc  had  ■’.mdergoiie,  in 
fo  little  time;  for  all  her  misfortunes  had  happened 
within  the  compafs  of  two  years. — I compared  her  htua- 
tion  with  my  own,  and  found  it  a thoufand  times  more 
wretched ; I had  endured  liarddiips,  ’its  true ; my  whole 
life  l\ad  been  a feries  of  fuch ; and  when  I looked  for- 
ward, Hhe  profpebl  was  not  much  bettered, — but  thm 
they  were  become  habitual  to  me,  and  confequentiy 
could  bear  them  with  lefs  dlfliculty. — If  one  fcheme  of 
life  fnould  notfucceed,  I could  have  recourfe  toanother^ 
and  fo  to,  a third,  veering  about  to  a thoufand  different 
/hifts,  according  to  the  emergencies  of  my  fate,  without 
forfeiting  the  dignity  of  my  characler,  beyond  a power 
of  relrieving  it,  or  ilibjebting  myfelf  wholly  to  the  ca- 
price and  barbarity  of  tlie  world.  On  the  other  hand, 
fire  had  known  and  relifhed  the  fweets  of  profperity,  fhe 
Imd  been  brought  up  under  the  wings  of  an  indulgent 

. parent^ 
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ctirent.  In  all  the  delicacies  to  which  her  fex  and  lank 
entitled  her ; and  without  any  extravagance  of  hope,  ei i-

bo3rd  a prcTing-tiuder  5 v/bere,  after  being  pinioned 
Lne  a maleractor,  I was  thniil  down  into  the  hold, 
among  a parcel  of  miferable  wretches,  the  fight  ofwdiGm 

well 
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well  nigh  dlftracled  nJc. — As  the  commanding  ofhcer  | 
had  not  humanity  enough  to  order  my  wounds  to  be 
drefTed,  and  I could  not  ufe  my  own  hands,  I delired  one  of 
my  fellow  captives  who  was  unfettered,  to  take  a hand- 
kerchief out  of  my  pocket,  and  tie  it  round  my  head  to  ftop 
the  bleeding.  He  pulled  out  my  handkerchief  (’tls 
true)  but  inffead  of  applying  it  to  the  ufe  for  v/hicli  I 
defigned  it,  went  to  the  grating  of  the  hatchway,  and 
with  aftonifhing  compofure,  fold  it  before  my  face  to  a 
bum-boat-woman  then  on  board,  for  a quart  of  gin, 
with  which  he  treated  my  companions,  i;egardlefs  of  my 
circumftances  and  entreaties. 

I complained  bitterly  of  this  robbery  to  the  mid- 
Ihipman  on  deck,  telling  him,  at  the  fame  time,  that 
imlefs  my  hurts  were  drelTed,  I fhould  bleed  to  deatJi. 
But  corapaffion  was  a weaknels  of  which  no  man  could 
juftly  accufe  this  perfon,  who  fquirted  a mouthful  of 
diffolved  tobacco  upon  me  through  the  gratings,  told  me 

I was  a mutinous  dog,  and  that  I might  die  and  be 
damned.’’— Finding  there  was  no  other  remedy,  I ap- 
pealed to  patience,  and  laid  up  this  ufage  in  my  me- 
mpry,  to  be  recalled  at  a litter  feafon. — In  the  mean 
time,  lofs  of  blood,  vexation,  and  want  of  food,  con- 
tributed, with  the  noifome  flench  of  the  place,  to  throw 
me  into  a fwoon  j out  of  which  I was  recovered  by  a 
tweak  of  the  nofe,  adminiflered  by  the  tar  who  flood  cen- 
tinel  over  us,  who  at  the  fame  time  ragaled  me  with  a 
drauglit  of  flip,  and  comforted  me  with  the  hopes  of 
being  put  on  board  the  Thunder  next  day,  where  I 
fhould  be  freed  of  my  handkuffs,  and  cured  of  my 
wounds  by  the  do6lor. — T no  fooner  heard  him  name  the 
Tnunder,  than  I aiked,  if  he  had  belonged  to  that  fhip 
long  ? and  he  giving  me  to  underfland  he  had  belonged 
to  her  five  years,  I enquired  if  he  knew  Lieutenant 
Eov/ling? — Know  Lieutenant  Bowling,  (laid  he)— - 

A bum-loat-v/oman  is  one  who  fei}sbre:^d,  cheefe,  greens, 
liquor,  and  frelh  provifions  to  the  lailors,  in  a fn;all  boat  that 
lies  alojig-fide  the  fliip. 
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odds  my  life  ! and  that  I do  ; and  a good  fearnan  he  is, 
as  ever  ftept  upon  forecaftie, — and  a brave  fellow  as 
ever  crackt  bilket  j — none  of  your  guinea  pigvS,— nor 
your  frefli- water,  wifliy  wafliy,  iajr-weather  fov/ls. 

Many  a tough  gale  of  wind  has  honed:  Tom  Bowling 
and  I weatliered  together. — Here’s  liis  health,  with  all 
my  heart,  wherever  he  is,  a-loft  or  a-low— in  heaven 
or  in  hell — all’s  one  for  that — he  needs  not  be  adiamed 
to  fliew  himfelf.” — I was  fo  much  affe6led  with  this 
eulogium,  that  I could  not  refrain  from  telling  him, 
that  I was  Lieutenant  Bowling’s  kinfman  ; in  con- 
fequence  of  which  connexion,  he  expreffed  an  incli- 
nation to  ferve  me  j and  when  he  was  relieved,  brought 
fome  cold  boiled  beef  in  a platter,  and  bifcuit,  on 
which  w’e  flipped  plentifully,  and  afterwards  drank 
another  can  of  hip  together.  While  we  were  thus 
engaged,  he  recounted  a great  many  exploits  of  my  un- 
cle, who,  (I  found)  was  very  much  beloved  by  thefhip’s 
company,  and  pitied  for  the  misfortune  that  had  hap- 
pened to  him  in  Hifpaniola,  which  I was  very  glad  to 
be  informed  was  not  fo  great  as  I imagined  5 for  Cap- 
tain Oakhum  had  recovered  of  his  wounds,  and  aftually 
at  that  time  commanded  the  fhip.  Having,  by  accident, 
in  my  pocket  my  uncle's  letter,  v/ritten  from  Port  Louis, 
I gave  it  rriy  benefactor,  (v;hofe  name  was  JackRattlin) 
for  his  perufal  j but  honed;  Jack  told  me  frankly  he 
could  not  read,  and  delired  to  knov/  the  contents  5 which 
I immediately  communicated  : When  he  heard  tha;tpart 
of  it,  in  which  he  fa3^s,  he  had  writ  to  his  landlord  in 
Deal,  lie  cried,  Body  o’  me  I that  was  old  Ben  Block 
— he  was  dead  before  the  letter  came  to  hand. — Ey,  ey, 
had  Ben  been  alive.  Lieutenant  Bowling  would  have  had 
no  occahon  to  fculk  fo  long. — Honeft  Ben  was  the  firft 
man  that  taught  him  to  hand,  reef,  and  fteer. — Well, 
^ well,  we  mud:  all  die,  that’s  certain,— we  mud:  all  come 
to  port  fooner  or  later, — at  fea,  or  on  diore  ; — ^v^^e  mud: 
be  fad:  moored  one  day  j — death’s  like  the  bed:  bower 
anchor,  as  the  faying  is,  it  will  bring  us  all  up.” — 
I could  not  but  fignify  my  appi’obation  of  the  Juilnefs 
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of  Jack’s  reflexions  j and  enquired  into  the  occafion  of 
the  quarrel  between  Captain  Oakhiim  and  my  uncle ; 
which  he  explained  in  this  manner — Captain  Oakhum 
is  to  be  fure  a good  man  enough, — ^befides,  he’s  my  com- 
mander*;— but  what’s  that  to  me  ? — I do  my  duty,  and 
value  no  man’s  anger  of  a rope’s  end. — Now  the  repoj 
goes,  as  liow  he’s  a lord’s,  or  baron  knight’s  brother, 
whereby  (d’ye  fee  me)  he  carries  a ftraight  arm,  and 
keeps  aloof  from  liis  officers,  thof,  mayhap,  they  may  be 
as  good  men  in  the  main  as  he.  Now  we  lying  at  an- 
chor in  Tuberoon  bay.  Lieutenant  Bowling  had  the 
middle  watch,  and  as  he  always  kept  a good  look-out, 
be  iTiade  (d’ye  fee)  tliree  lights  in  the  offing,  whereby 
he  ran  down  to  the  great  cabin  for  orders,  and  found  the 
Captain  afleep  whereupon  he  waked  liim,  which  put 
him  in  a main  high  paffion,  and  he  fwore  woundily  at  the 
Lieutenant,  and  called  him  loufy  Scotch  fon  of  a whore, 
(fori  being  then  centinel  in  the  fteerage,  heard  all)  and 
fwab  and  lubber,  whereby  the  Lieutenant  returned  the 
falute,  and  they  jawed  together  fore  and  aft  a good  fpell, 
till  at  lafl  the  Captain  turned  out,  and  laying  hold  of  a 
rattan,  came  athwart  Mr.  Bowling’s  quarter  5 wliereby 
he  told  the  Captain,  that  if  he  was  not  his  commander, 
he  would  heave  him  overboard,  and  demanded  fatisfac- 
tion  a-fliore  5 whereby  in  the  morning  watch,  the  Cap- 
tain went  a-fhore  in  the  pinnace,  and  afterwards  the 
Lieutenant  carried  the  cutter  a-ffiore  : and  fo  they,  leav- 
ing the  boat’s  crews  on  tlieir  oars,  went  away  together  ; 
and  fo  (d’ye  fee)  in  lefs  than  a quarter  of  an  hour  we 
heard  firing,  whereby  we  made  for  the  place,  and  found 
the  Captain  lying  wounded  on  the  beach,  and  fo  brought 
him  on  board  to  the  do6i:or,  who  cured  him  in  lefs  than 
fix  weeks.  But  the  Lieutenant  clapt  on  all  the  fail  he 
could  bear,  and  had  got  far  enough  a-head,  before  we 
knew  any  thing  of  the  matter  j fo  that  we  could  never 
after  get  fight  of  him,  for  which  we  were  not  forry,  be- 
caufe  the  Captain  was  mainly  wrath,  and  would  cer- 
tainly have  done  him  a mifchief  for  he  afterwards 
caufed  him  to  be  run  on  the  ffiip’s  books,  whereby  l>e 
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(oft  all  his  pay,  and  if  he  fliould  be  taken,  would  be 
tried  as  a delerter."’ 

This  account  of  the  captain’s  behaviour  gave  me  no 
advantageous  idea  of  his  chara6ler : and  I could  not 
help  lamenting  my  own  fate,  that  had  fubje61ed  me  to 
^uch  a commander.  However,  making  a virtue  of  ne- 
'ceftity,  I put  a good  face  on  the  matter,  and  next  day 
was,  with  the  other  prefled  men,  put  on  board  of  the 
Thunder  lying  at  the  Nore. — When  we  came  along 
fide,  tlie  mate  who  guarded  us  thither,  ordered  my  hand> 
cuffs  to  be  taken  off,  that  I might  get  on  board  the 
eafier ; this  circumftance  being  perceived  by  fome  of 
the  company  who  ftood  upon  the  gang-boards  to  fee  us 
enter,  one  of  them  called  to  Jack  Rattlin,  who  veas  bu- 
fied  in  doing  his  friendly  office  for  me  : ‘‘  Hey,  Jack, 
whal:  Newgate  galley  have  you  boarded  in  the  river  as 
you  cam.e  along  ? Have  we  not  thieves  enow  among  us 
already?”  Another  obferving  my  wounds,  which  re- 
mained  expofed  to  the  air,  told  me,  my  feams  v/ere  uii- 
caulked,  and  that  I muff  be  new  payed. — -A  third,  fee- 
ing my  liair  clotted  together  with  blood,  as  it  were  into 
d’fthiA  chords,  took  notice,  that  my  bows  were  manned 
with  the  red  ropes,  inftead'of  my  fide.— A fourth  alked 
me,  if  I could  not  keep  my  yards  fquare  without  iron 
braces  ? And  in  fliort,  a thoufand  witticifms  of  the 
fame  nature  were  pafled  upon  me,  before  I could  get  up 
the  fhip’s  fide.— After  we  had  been  all  entered  upon 
the  fhip’s  books,  I enquired  of  one  of  my  fhip-mates 
where  the  furgeon  was^  that  I might  have  my  wounds 
d refled,  and  had  acliially  got  as  far  as  the  middle  deck 
(for  our  fliip  carried  eighty  guns)  in  my  v/ay  to  the 
cock-pit,  when  I was  met  by  the  fame  midfh'pman,  who 
had  uied  me  fo  barbaroufly  in  the  tender  : He  feeing  me 
free  from  my  chains,  alked,  with  an  infolent  air,  who 
had  releafed  me?  To  this  queftiort  I foolilhly  anfwered 
with  a countenance  that  too  plainly  declared  the  ftate 
of  my  llioughts  j Whoever  did  it,  I am  perfuaded 
did  r.ol:  ccmultyoii  in  the  affair.” — I had  no  fooner  ut- 
tered thefe  words,  than  he  cried,  Damn  you,  yoq 
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fancy  Ton  of  a bitchy  I’il  teach  you  to  talk  fo  to  your 
officer.” — So  laying  he  bellowed  on  me  feveral  fevere 
ilripes,  v/ith  a lupple  jack  he  had  in  his  hand  j and  go- 
ing to  the  commanding  officer,  made  fuch  a report  of 
me,  that  I was  immediately  put  in  irons  by  the  mailer 
at  arms,  and  a centinel  placed  over  me. — Honell  Rat- 
tlin,  as  foon  as  he  heard  of  my  condition,  came  to  me, 
and  adminihereH  all  the  confolation  he  could,  and  then 
went  to  the  furgeon  in  my  behalf,  who  lent  one  of  his 
mates  to  drels  my  wounds.  This  mate  was  no  other 
tlian  my  old  friend  Thomfon,  with  whom  I became 
acquainted  at  the  Navy-Office,  as  before  mentioned. 
If  I knew  him  at  lirft  light,  it  was  not  eafy  for  him  to 
recognize  me,  disfigured  with  blood  and  dirt,  and  altered 
by  the  mifery  I had  undergone. — Unknown  as  I was 
to  him,  he  llirveyed  me  with  looks  of  compaffion,  and , 
handled  my  fores  with  great  tendernels.  When  he  liad 
applied  what  he  thought  proper,  and  was  about  to  leave 
me,  I affied  him  if  my  misfortunes  had  dilguifed  me  fo 
much,  that  he  could  not  recoiled  my  face  ? Upon  this 
addrefs  he  obferved  me  with  great  earneftnefs  lor  fome 
time,  and  at  length,  protefted  he  could  not  recolJe^l  one 
feature  of  my  countenance. — -To  keep  him  no  longer 
in  lufpence,  I told  him  my  nanie  : which  when  he  lieard, 
he  embraced  me  with  affe6lion,  and  profelfed  his  forrow 
in  feeing  me  in  fuch  a difagreeabie  fituation.  I made 
him  g^cquainted  with  my  llory,  and  when  he  heard  how 
inhumanly  I had  been  iifed  in  the  tender,  he  left  me 
abruptly,  afluriiig  me,  I Ihould  fee  him  again  foon.  I 
had  fcarce  time  to  wonder  at  his  fudden  departure, 
when  the  mailer  at  arms  came  to.  the  place  of  my 
confinement,  and  bade  me  follow  him  to  the  quarter 
deck,  where  I vras  examined  by  tlie  firll  lieutenant,  vrho 
commanded  the  Ihip  in  the  abfence  of  the  captain, 
touching  the  treatment  I had  received  in  the  tender, 
from  my  friend  the  midlliipman,  who  v/as  prefent  to  con- 
front me. — I recounted  the  p?.rticulars  of  his  behaviour 
to  me,  not  only  in  the  tender,  but  fince  my  being  on 
board  the  fhip,  part  of  which  being  pi'oved  by  the  evi- 
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dence  of  Jack  Rattlin  and  others,  who  had  no  great  de- 
votion for  my  opprelTor,  I was  difcharged  from  con- 
finement to  make  way  for  him,  vdio  was  delivered  to 
the  mafter  at  arms  to  take  his  turn  in  the  bilboes. 
And  this  was  not  the  only  fatisfa6l:ion  I enjoyed,  for 
I was,  at  the  requell  of  the  furgeon,  exempted  from  all 
other  duty,  than  that  of  aflifting  his  mates  in  making 
and  adminiftering  medicines  to  the  fick.  This  good 
office  I owed  to  the  friendfhip  of  Mr.  Thompfon,  who 
had  reprefented  me  in  fuch  a favourable  light  to  the  fur- 
geon,  that  he  demanded  me  of  the  lieutenant  to  fupply 
the  place  of  hi^  third  mate,  who  was  lately  dead. 
When  I had  obtained  this  favour,  my  friend  Thompfon 
carried  me  down  to  the  cock-pit,  which  is  the  place  al- 
lotted for  the  habitation  of  the  furgeon‘’s  mates : And 
when  lie  had  fliewn  me  their  birth,  (as  he  called  it)  I 
was  filled  with  aflonifliment  and  horror. — We  def- 
cended  by  divers  ladders  to  a fpace  as  dark  as  a dun- 
geon, which  I underftood  was  iramerfed  feveral  feet 
under  water,  being  immediately  above  the  hold : I had 
no  fooner  approached  this  difmal  gulph,  than  my  nofe 
was  fainted  with  an  intolerable  flench  of  putrified  cheefe 
and  rancid  butter,  that  iffiied  from  an  apartment  at  the 
foot  of  the  ladder,  refembling  a chandler’s  fhop,  where, 
by  the  faint  glimmering  of  a candle,  I could  perceive  a 
man  with  a pale  meagre  countenance,  fitting  behind  a 
kind  of  defk,  having  fpe£lacles  on  his  nofe,  and  a pen 
in  his  hand. — This  (I  learned  of  Mr.  Thompfon)  was 
tlie  fhip’s  Reward,  who  fat  there  to  diflribute  provifion 
to  the  feveral  meffes,  and  to  mark  what  each  received. 
He  therefore  prefented  my  name  to  him,  and  defired  I 
might  be  entered  in  his  m.efs ; then  taking  a light  in 
his  hand,  condu6led  me  to  the  place  of  his  refidence, 
which  was  a fquare  of  about  fix  feet,  furrounded  with 
the  medicine  chefl,  that  of  the  firfl  mate,  his  own,  and 
a boai'd  by  way  of  table  faflened  to  the  after-powder- 
i'oom  : It  was  alfo  inclofed  with  canvas  nailed  round  to 
the  beams  of  the  fhip,  to  fcreen  us  from  the  cold,  as 
well  as  from  the  view  of  the  midfhipmen  and  quarter- 
VoL.  L 17,  maflers;, 
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inaftej*s,  wlio  lodged  within  the  cable  tiers  on  each  fide 
of  us  : In  this  gloomy  manfion,  he  entertained  me  with 
fome  cold  falfpork,  v/hich  he  brought  from  a fort  of 
locker,  fixed  above  the  table ; and,  calling  for  the  boy 
of  the  mefs,  fent  for  a can  of  beer,  of  which  he  made 

excellent  flip  to  crown  the  banquet. By  this  time  I 

began  to  recover  my  fpirits,  which  had  been  exceedingly 
depreffed  with  the  appearance  of  eveiy  thing  about  me, 
and  could  no  longer  refrain  from  alking  the  particulars 
of  Mr.  Thompfon’s  fortune,  fince  I had  feen  him  in 
London. — He  told  me,  that  being  difappointed  in  his 
expedlations  of  borrowing  money  to  gratify  the  rapaci- 
ous f — tary  at  the  Navy-office,  he  found  hirnfelf  utterly 
unable  to  fubhft  any  longer  in  town,  and  had  adlualiy 
offered  his  fervice  in  quality  of  mate,  to  the  furgeo]i 
of  a merchant’s  fhip  bound  to  Guinea  on  the  Having 
trade  : when  one  morning,  a young  fellow,  of  whom  he 
bad  fome  acquaintance,  came  to  his  lodgings,  and  in- 
formed him,  that  he  had  feen  a warrant  made  out  in  his 
name  at  the  Navy  office,  for  furgeon’s  fecond  mate  of 
Si  third  rate : This  unexpe6l;ed  piece  of  good  news  he 
could  fcarcely  believe  to  be  true  ; more  efpecially,  as 
he  had  been  found  qualified  at  Surgeon’s  hall  for  third 
mate  only  j but  that  he  might  not  be  v/anting  to  him- 
felf,  he  went  thither  to  be  affured,  and  acfually  found 
it  fo;  Whereupon,  demanding  his  warrant,  it  was  deli- 
vered to  him,  and  the  oaths  adminiftered  immediately; 
That  very  afternoon,  he  went  to  Gravefend  in  the  tiit-^ 
boat,  from  whence  he  took  a place  in  the  tide-coach  for 
Rocheiler  5 next  morning  got  on  board  the  Thunder, 
for  which  he  was  appointed,  then  lying  in  the  harbour 
at  Chatham  5 and  the  fame  day  was  muftered  by  the 

clerk  of  the  checque. And  well  it  was  for  him,  that 

fuch  expedition  was  ufed  5 for  in  Itfs  than  twelve  hours 
after  his  arrival,  another  William  Thomfon  came  on 
board,  affirming  that  lie  was  the  perfon  for  whom  the 
v/arrant  was  expedited,  and  that  the  other  was  an  im- 
poftor.  My  friend  was  grievoiifly  alarmed  at  this  ac- 
cident, the  more  fo,  as  his  namefake  had  very  much 
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t’le  advantage  over  him,  both  in  aflurance  and  drefs#. 
However  to  acquit  himlelf  of  the  fiifpicionof  impofture, 
he  produced  leveral  letters  written  from  ^Scotland  to 
him  in  that  name,  and  recollecting  that  his  indentures 
were  in  a box  on  board,  he  brought  them  up,  and  con- 
vinced all  prefent,  that  he  had  not  affumed  a name  which 
did  not  belong  to  him. — His  competitor,  enraged  that 
they  Hiould  hehtate  in  doing  him  juftice,  (for  to  be  fure> 
the  warrant  had  been  deligned  for  him)  behaved  with 
fo  much  indecent  heat,  that  the  commanding  officer, 
(who  was  the  fame  Gentleman  I had  feen)  and  the  fur- 
geon,  who  were  offended  at  his  prefumption,  and  mak- 
ing a point  of  it  with  their  friends  in  town,  in  lefs  than 
a week  got  the  firfl  confirmed  in  his  ftation. — I have 
been  on  board  (faid  he)  ever  fince,  and  as  this  way  of 
life  is  become  familiar  to  me,  have  no  caufe  to  com-^ 
plain  of  my  fituation. — The  furgeon  is  a good-natured 
indolent  man ; the  firfl  mate  (who  is  now  on  fhore  on 
duty)  is  indeed  a little  proud  and  choleric,  as  all 
Welchmen  are,  but  in  the  main,  a friendly  honefl  feH 
low. — The  lieutenants  I have  no  concern  vv^ith  j and  as 
For  the  captain,  he  is  too  much  of  a gentleman  to  know 
1 furgeon’ s mate,  even  by  fight.” 

CHAP.  XXV. 

The  heha<viotir  of  Mr,  Morgan his  pride ^ difpleafure^ 

and generofity the  economy  of  our  mefs  de- 

fcribed Thomfon''  s further  friend-' 

Jhip the  nature  of  my  duty 

explained the  fitua- 

tion of  the  fick, 

he  was  thus  difeourfmg  to  me,  we  heard  a 
voice  on  the  cockpit  ladder,  pronounce  with  great 
vehemence,  in  a ftrange  dialeCl,  The  devil  and  his  dam 
blow  me  from  the  top  of  Mounchdenny,  if  I go  to  him 
before  there  is  foniething  in  my  peily  j — ^let  his  nofe  be 
as  yellow  as  faffron,  or  as  plue  as  a pell  (look  you)  or 
green  as  a leek,  ’tis  all  one.”— ^To  this  declaration 
fomebody  anfwercd,  So  it  feems  my  poor  mefs-mate 
muftpai't  his  cable  for  want  of  a little  afliflance. — His 
Qj&  for® 
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fore  top-fall  is  loofe  already  j and  befides  the  doclor 
ordered  you  to  over-haul  him ; — but  I fee  you  don’t 
mind  what  your  mafter  fays.” — -Here  he  was  interrupted 
with,  fplunter  and  oons  ! you  loufy  tog,  who  do  you 
call  my  mafl-er  ? get  you  gone  to  the  doclor,  and  tell 
him  my  birth,  and  education,  and  my  abilities;  and 
moreover  my  behaviour  is  as  good  as  his,  or  any  flien- 
tleman’s  (no  difparagement  to  him)  in  the  whole  world. 
Got  plefs  my  foul ! does  he  think,  or  conceive,  or  ima- 
gine, that  I am  a horfe,  or  an  afs,  or  a goat  to  trudge 
backwards  and  forwards,  and  upwards  and  downwards, 
and  by  fea  and  by  land,  at  his  will  and  pleafure  ? — Go 
your  ways  you  rapfcailion,  and  tell  dodlor  Atkins,  that 
I defire  and  requefi:,  that  he  will  give  a look  upon  the 
tying  man,  and  order  Ibmething  for  him  if  he  be  dead 
or  alive,  and  I will  fee  him  take  it  by  and  by,  when  my 
craving  ftomach  is  fatisfied,  look  you.” — At  this  the 
other  went  away,  faying,  that  if  they  would  ferve  him 
fo  when  he  was  dying,  by  God,  he  would  be  foul  of 
them  in  the  other  world. — Here  Mr.  Thomfon  let  me 
know  that  the  perfon  we  heard  was  Mr.  Morgan  the 
hrfi:  mate,  who  was  juft  come  on  board  from  the  hof- 
pital,  whither  he  had  attended  fome  of  the  fick  in  the 
morning. — At  the  fame  time  I faw  him  come  into  the 
birth. — He  was  afiiort  thick  man  with  a face  garnifned 
with  pimples,  a fnub  nofe  turned  up  at  the  end,  an  ex- 
ceftive  wide  mouth,  and  little  fiery  eyes,  furrounded 
with  ficin  puckered  up  in  innumerable  wrinkles. — My 
friend  immediately  made  him  acquainted  with  my  cale  j 
when  he  regarded  me  with  a very  lofty  look,  but  with- 
out fpeaking,  fet  down  a bundle  he  had  in  his  hand,  and 
approached  the  cupboard,  which  wheahe  had  opened, 
he  exclaimed  in  a great  paftion,  Cot  is  my  life!  ail 
the  pork  is  gone,  as  I am  a Chriftian!”  Thomfon  then 
ga\:e  him  to"  underftand,  that  as  I had  been  brought  on 
board  half  famifned,  he  could  do  no  lefs  than  entertain 
me  with  what  was  in  the  locker  ; and  the  rather  as  he 
had  bid  the  fteward  enter  me  in  the  mefs. — Whether 
this  difappointinent  made  Mr.  Morgan  more  peevifn 

than 
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tlian  ufiial,  or  he  really  thouglithimfelf  too  little  regard- 
ed by  Ids  fellow  mate,  I know  not,  but  after  fome  paufcj 
he  went  on  in  this  manner. — Mr.  Thornfon,  perhaps 
vou  do  not  ufe  me  with  all  the  good  manners,  and  com- 
plaifance,  and  reljpe£l,  (look  you)  that  becomes  you, 
becaufe  you  have  not  vouchfafed  to  advife  with  me  in 
this  affair. — I have,  in  my  time,  (look  you)  been  a man 
of  fome  weight  and  fubllance,  and  confiaeration,  and 
have  kept  houfe  and  home,  and  paid  fcot  and  lot  and 
the  king’s  taxes  5 ay,  and  maintained  a family  to  boot. 
And  moreover,  allb,  I am  your  fenior,  and  your  eider, 
and  your  petter,  Mr.  Thornfon. ■” — My  elder,  I’ll  al- 
low you  to  be,  but  not  my  better,”  (cried  Thornfon 
v/itli  fome  heat.)  Cot  is  my  Saviour,  and  wltnefs  too 
(laid  Morgan,  with  great  vehemence)  that  I am  more 
elder,  and  therefore  more  petter  by  many  years  than 
you.” — Fearing  this  difpute  might  be  attended  with 
fome  bad  confequence,  I interpofed,  and  told  Mr.  Mor- 
gan, I was  very  forry  for  having  been  the  occalion  of 
any  difference  between  him  and  the  fecond  mate ; and 
that  rather  than  caufe  the  leaft  breach  in  their  good  un- 
derftanding,  I would  eat  my  allowance  by  myfelf,  or 
feek  admiflion  into  fome  other  company. — But  Thom- 
fon,  with  more  fpint  than  difcretion  (as  I thought)  in- 
filled upon  my  remaining  where  he  had  appointed  me  5 
and  cbferving  that  no  man  pofTefTei  of  generofity  and 
compafTion,  would  have  any  objeblion  to  it,  confidering 
my  birth  and  talents,  and  the  misfortunes  I had  of  late 

lb  unjuftty  undergone. This  was  touching  Mr, 

IVforgan  on  the  right  key,  who  protefted  with  great  car- 
neftnefs,  that  he  had  no  objecfion  to  my  being  received 
in  tlie  rrrefs  ; but  only  complained,  that  the  ceremony  of 
aiking  his  confcnt  was  not  oblerved.  ‘‘As  for  a flien- 
tleman  in  diftreis,  (faid  he,  fhaking  me  by  the  liand,)  I 
lofb  him  as  I lofe  my  ov/n  powels : For  cot  help  me ! 
I have  had  vexations  enough  upon  my  own  pack,” 
And  as  I afterwards  learned,  in  ib  faying,  he  fpoke  no 
more  than  what  was  tiaie  5 for  he  had  been  once  fettled 
in  a veiy  good  fituation  in  Glamorganfhire,  and  was 
0^3  ruined 
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ruined  by  being  fecurity  for  an  acquaintance.— All 
differences  being  compofed,  he  untied  his  bundle,  wjiich 
confifted  of  three  bunches  of  onions,  and  a great  lump 
of  Cheiliire-cheefe  wrapt  up  in  a handkerchief  5 and  tak- 
ing fome  bifcuit  from  the  cupboard,  fell  to  with  a ke^n 
appetite,  inviting  us  to  a (hare  of  the  repall. — When 
he  had  fed  heartily  on  his  homely  fare,  he  filled  a large 
cup  made  of  a cocoa-nut  fliell,  with  brandy,  and  drinking 
it  off,  told  us,  ‘‘  Prandy  was  the  menftruum  for  onion 
and  flieefe.’’— His  hunger  being  appeafed,  he  began  to 
be  in  better  humeur ; and  being  inquifitive  about  my 
birth,  no  fooner  underflood  that  I was  defcended  of  a 
good  family,  than  he  difcovered  a particular  good  will 
to  me  on  that  account,  deducing  his  ov/11  pedigree  in  a 
dire61  line  from  the  famous  Caraclacus,  king  of  the  Bi'i- 
tons,  who  was  firft  the  prifoner,  and  afterwards  the 
friend  of  Claudius  Caefar. — Perceiving  hov^^  much  I 
was  reduced  in  point  of  linen,  he  made  me  a prefent  of 
tv/o  good  ruffled  fliirts,  which,  with  two  more  of  check 
which  I received  from  Mr.  Thorafon,  enabled  me  to 
appear  with  defcency.-^Mean  while  the  failor,  whom 
Mr.  Morgan  had  fent  to  the  do61:or,  brought  a pre- 
fcription  for  his  miefs-mate,  which  when  the  Welchman 
had  read,  he  got  up  to  prepare  it,  and  afked  if  the  man 
was  tead  or  alive.”  Dead  1 (replied  Jack)  if  he  was 
dead,  he  would  have  no  occafipn  for  docior’s  fluff. — No, 
thank  God,  death  han’t  as  yet  boarded  him,  but  they 
have  been  yard  arm  and  yard  arm  thefe  three  glaffes.” 

Are  his  eyes  open  ?”  (continued  the  mate.) — His  flar- 
board  eye  (faid  the  failor)  is  open,  but  fafl  jamm’d  in 
his  head  5 and  the  haulyards  of  his  under  jaw  have 

given  way” ‘^pafiion  of  my  heart ! (cried  Morgan) 

the  man  is  as  pad  as  one  would  defire  to  be  I — Did  you 
feel  his  pulfe  ?”  To  this  the  other  replied  with 

Allan?” — Upon  which  this  Cambro  Briton,  with 
great  earneflnefs  and  humanity,  ordered  the  tar  to  rnii 
to  his  mefs-mate,  and  keep  him  alive  till  he  fhould 
come  with  the  medicine,  and  then  (faid  he)  you 
ih'dli  paradventure  pehold  what  you  fliall  fee. ’’—The 
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poor  fallow  with  great  limplicity  ran  to  the  place  where 
the  lick  man  lay,  but  in  lefs  than  a minute  returned 
with  a woeful  countenance,  and  told  us  his  comrade  had 
ftruck.  Morgan  hearing  this,  exclaimed.  ‘‘  Mercy 
upon  my  falvatlonl  why  did  you  not  flop  him  till  I 
came  ?” — ‘‘  Stop  him  (faid  the  other)  I hailed  him  fe- 
veral  times,  but  he  was  too  far  on  his  way,  and  the  ene- 
my had  got  poirefhon  of  his  clofe  quarters  ; fo  that  he 
did  not  mind  me.’’ — Weil,  well,  (faid  he)  we  all 
owe  heaven  a teath. — Go  your  ways,  you  ragamuffin, 
and  take  an  example  and  a warning,  look  you,  and  re- 
pent of  your  mifteets.” — So  faying,  he  pullied  the  lea^ 
man  out  of  the  birth. 

While  he  entertained  us  with  refieclions  fiiitable  to 
this  event,  we  lieard  the  boatfwain  pipe  to  dinner  j and 
immediately  the  boy  belonging  to  our  mefs,  ran  to  the 
locker,  fi*om  whence  he  carried  off  a large  wooden  plat- 
ter, and  in  a few  minutes  returned  with  it  full  of  boded 
peale,  crying,  fcaldings,”  all  the  way  as  he  came. — > 
The  cloth,  conlifting  of  a piece  of  an  old  fail,  w’as  in- 
ftantly  laid,  cohered  vdth  three  plates,  which  by  the  co- 
lour I could  with  difficulty  dilcern  to  be  metal,  and  as 
many  fpoons  of  the  fame  compofition,  two  of  which 
were  curtailed  in  the  handles,  and  the  other  abridged  in 
the  lip.  Mr.  Morgan  himfelf  enriched  this  m.efs  witli  a 
lump  of  fait  butter,  fcooped  from  an  old  gallipot,  and  a 
handful  of  onions  ffiom,  with  fome  pounded  pepper. 
I was  not  very  much  tempted  with  the  appearance  of  this 
difli,  of  which,  neverthelefs,  my  mefs-mates  eat  hearti- 
ly, and  advifing  me  to  follow  their  example,  as  it  was 
banyan-day,  and  we  coTild  ha\^e  no  meat  tdi  next  noon. 
But  I had  already  laid  in  fufficient  for  theoccafion  p and 
therefore  defired  to  be  excufed  ; expreffing  a curiofity 
to  know  the  meaning  of  banyan-day. — They  told  me, 
that  on  Mondays,  ’Wedriefdays  and  Fridays  the  fhip’s 
company  had  no  allowance  of  meat,  and  that  thefe  mea- 
gre days  were  called  banyan-days,  the  reafon  of  wdiich 
they  did  not  knov/  ; but  I have  fince  learned  they  take 
their  denomination  from  a fecf  of  devotees  in  forae  parts 
of  the  Eaft-IndieS;  who  never  tafte  defh,  Aftex- 
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After  dinner,  Thomfon  led  me  round  the  fhip,  fhewed 
me  the  diffei^ent  parts,  deferibed  their  nfes,  and  as  far 
as  he  could,  made  me  acquainted  with  the  particulars 
of  the  difeipline  and  economy  praclifed  on  board — He 
then  demanded  of  the  boatfwain,  an  hammock  for  me, 
which  was  flung  in  a very  neat  manner  by  my  friend 
Jack  Rattlin ; and  as  I had  no  bed-clothes,  procured 
credit  for  me  witli  the  purfer,  for  a mattrafs  and  two 
blankets. — At  feven  o’clock  in  the  evening  Morgan  vi- 
fited  the  fick,  and,  having  ordered  what  was  proper 
for  each,  I affifted  Thomfon  in  making  up  his  pre- 
fcriptions  ; but  when  I followed  him  with  the  mediemes 
into  the  fick  birth  or  hofpital,  and  obferved  the  fituati- 
ons  of  the  patients,  I was  much  lefs  furprifed  that  peo- 
ple fhould  die  on  board,  than  that  any  lick  perfon  Ihculd 
recover. — Here  I faw  about  fifty  miferable  dittempered 
v/retches,  fufpended  in  rows,  fo  huddled  one  upon  ano- 
ther, that  not  more  than  fourteen  inches  fpace  was  al- 
lotted for  each  with  his  bed  and  bedding  j and  deprived 
of  the  light  of  day,  as  well  as  of  frefh  air  j breathing 
nothing  but  a noifome  atmofphere  of  the  morbid  fteams 
exhaling  from  their  own  excrements  and  difeafed  bodies, 
devoured  with  .vermin  hatched  in  the  filth  that  far-' 
rounded  them,  and  deftitute  of  every  convenience  necef- 
faiy  for  people  in  that  helplefs  condition. 

CHAP.  XXVI. 

A difagreeahle  accident  happens  to  me  in  the  dlfcharge  of 
rny  office — ■Morga7i' s nofe  is  offended — a dialogue  he-' 
t^een  him  and  the  Jiffs  Jie^ard — v.pon  exami- 
nation^ I find  more  caufes  of  complaint  than 
one — my  hair  is  cut  off — Morgan  s 
cookery — the  manner  of  file  eping  on 
board — 1 am  njjaked  in  the 
night  by  a dreadf?d  noife, 

T COULD  not  comprehend  how  it  was  poflible  for  the 
attendants  to  come  near  thole  who  hung  on  the  infide 
towards  the  fides  of  the  fliip,  in  order  to  affift  them,  as 
they  feemed  barricadoed  by  thofe  who  lay  on  the  out- 
fide,  and  entirely  out  of  the  reach  of  all  vifitation.— 
3 Much 
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Much  lefs  could  I couceive  how  my  friend  Thomfon' 
would  be  able  to  adminifter^clyders,  that  were  ordered 
for  fome  in  that  fituation  j when  I faw  him  thruft  his 
wig  in  his  pocket,  and  drip  himfelf  to  his  waihcoat  in  a 
moment,  then  creep  on  all  four,  under  tlie  hammocks  of 
the  hck,  and  forcing  up  his  bare  pate  between  two,  kept 
them  afunder  v/ith  one  fhoulder,  until  he  had  done  his 
duty. — Eager  to  learn  the  fervice,  I delired  he  would 
give  me  leave  to  perform  the  next  operation  of  that  kind  ; 
and  he  confenting,  I undrefled  myfelf  after  his  example, 
and  crawding  along,  the  fliip  happened  to  roll  5 this 
motion  alarming  me,  I laid  hold  of  the  lirft  thing  that 
came  within  my  grafp,  with  fuch  violence,  that  I over- 
turned it,  and  loon  found  by  the  fmell  that  ilTued  upon 
me,  I had  not  unlocked  a box  of  the  moft  delicious  per- 
fume ; it  was  well  for  me  that  my  nofe  was  none  of  the 
moft  delicate,  elfe  I know  not  how  I might  have  been 
affedled  by  this  vapour,  wiiich  diffiifed  itielf  all  over  the 
fliip,  to  the  utter  difcompofure  of  every  body  who  tar- 
ried on  the  fame  deck  j — neither  was  the  confequence  of 
this  difgrace  confined  to  my  lenfe  of  fmelling  only  j for 
I felt  my  misfortune  more  ways  than  one.  That  I 
might  not,  however,  appear  altogether  difconcerted  in 
this  my  firft  eftay,  I got  up,  and  puftiing  my  head'with 
great  force  between  two  hammocks,  towards  the  mid- 
dle, where  the  greateft  refiftance  was,  I mad,e  an  open- 
ing, indeed,  but  not  underftanding  the  knack  of  dexte- 
roufly  turning  my  fhoulder  to  maintain  my  advantage, 
had  the  mortification  to  find  myielf  ftuck  up,  as  it  were, 
in  a pillory,  and  the  weight  of  three  or  four  people  bear- 
ing on  each  fide  of  my  neck  5 fo  that  1 was  in  danger  of 
ftrangulation. — While  I remained  in  this  defencelefs 
pofture,  one  of  the  fick  men,  rendered  peevifli  by  his 
diftemper,  was  fo  enraged  at  tlie  fmell  I had  occafioned, 
and  the  rude  fhock  he  had  received  from  me  in  my  ele- 
vation, that  with  many  bitter  reproaches,  he  feized  mie 
by  the  nofe,  which  he  tweaked  fo  unmercifully,  that  I 
roared  with  anguifh.  Thomfon  perceiving  my  condi- 
tion, ordered  one  of  the  waiters  to  my  affiftance,  who 
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with  much  difHculty  difengaged  me  from  this  {itiiatlon, 
and  hindered  me  from  taking  vengeance  on  the  fick  mail 
whofe  indifpofition  would  not  have  fcreened  him  from 
the  effe6ls  of  my  indignation. 

After  having  made  an  end  of  our  miniftry  for  tlrat 
time,  we  defcended  to  the  cock-pit,  my  friend  comfort- 
ing me  for  v/hat  had  happened,  with  a homely  proverb, 
which  I do  not  chufe  to  repeat.  When  we  had  de- 
fcended half  way  down  the  ladder,  Mr.  Morgan,  before 
he  fawus,  having  intelligence  by  his  nofe,  of  the  approach 
of  fomething  extraordinary,  cried,  “ Cot  have  mercy 
upon  my  fenfes  ! 1 believe  the  enemy  has  poarded  us  in  a 
ftink-pot  V'  Then  dir edling  his  difcourfe  to,  the  fteward, 
from  whom  he  imagined  the  odour  proceeded,  he  re- 
primanded him  fevereiy  for  the  freedoms  he  took  among 
gentlemen  of  birth,  and  threatened  to  fmoak  him  like  a 
padger  with  fulphur,  if  he  ever  fhould  prefume  to  of- 
fend his  neighbours  with  fuch  fmells  for  the  future ; 
The  ffeward,  confcious  of  his  own  innocence,  replied 
withfome  warmth,  I know  of  no  fmells  but  thofe  of 
your  own  making.” — This  repartee  introduced  a fmart

I gathered  from  this  converfation,  that  if  I 
entered  in  my  prefent  pickle,  I fliould  be  no  welcome 
gueft,  and  tiierefore  defired  Mr.  Thomibn  to  go  before, 
and  reprefent  my  calamity  ; at  which  the  firft  mate  ex- 
prefling fome  concern,  went  upon  deck  immediately 
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taking  his  way  through  the  cable  tire,  and  by  the  main 
hatchway,  to  avoid  encountering  me ; defiring  me  to 
clean  myfelf  as  foon  as  pohible,  for  he  intended  to  regale 
himfelf  with  a di/li  of  falmagundy  and  a pipe. — Ac- 
cordingly I fet  about  tins  difagrecable  buhnefs,  and 
foon  found  I had  more  caufes  of  complaint  tiian  I at  firflr 
imagined  j for  I perceived  fome  gaieffs  had  honoured  me 
with  their  company,  whofe  vifit  I did  not  at  ail  think 
feafonable  j neither  did  they  ieem  inclined  to  leave  me 
in  a hurry,  for  tliey  were  in  pofleflion  of  ray  chief  quar- 
ters, where  they  fed  without  referve  at  the  expence  of 
my  blood. — But  confidering  it  would  be  much  eafier  to 
extirpate  this  ferocious  colony  in  the  infancy  of  their  fet- 
tlement,  than  after  they  fliould  be  multiplied  and  natu-

This  affair  being  ended,  and 
every  thing  adjufted  in  the  beft  manner  my  circumftances 
would  pennit,  the  defcendant  of  Caraftaciis  returned, 
and  ordering  the  boy  to  bring  a piece  of  fait  beef  from 
the  brine,  cut  off  a flice  and  mixed  it  with  an  eqiml  quan- 
tity of  onions,  which  feafoning  with  a moderate  propor- 
tion of  pepper  and  fait,  he  brought  it  into  a confidence 
with  oil  and  vinegar.

preceding  night  3 which  being  perceived  by  my  compa- 
nions.

nions,  v/liofe  time  of  repoi'e  was  now  arrived,  they  pro-  ? 
poled  we  fliould  turn  in,  or  in  other  words,  go  to  bed.  ' 
Our  hammocks,  which  hung  parallel  to  one  another,  on 
the  outfide  of  the  birth,  were  immediately  unlaflied,  and 
I beheld  my  meffmates  fpring  v/ith  great  agility  into  j 
their  refpe6rive  nefts,  where  they  feemed  to  lie  conceal-  | 
ed,  very  much  at  their  eafe.  But  it  was  fonie  time  be- 
fore I could  prevail  upon  myfelf  to  truft  my  carcafe  at 
fuch  a diftance  from  the  ground,  in  a narrow  bag,  out 
of  which,  I imagined,  I lliouldbe  apt,  on  the  leaft  motion 
in  my  deep,  to  tumble  down  at  the  hazard  of  breaking 
my  bones.  I fulfered  myfelf,  however,  to  be  perfuaded, 
and  taking  a leap  to  get  in,  threw  myfelf  quite  over, 
with  fuch  violence,  that,  had  I not  luckily  got  hold  of 
Thomfon’s  hammock,  I fliould  have  pitched  upon  my

that  order — a znadman  accufes  Mor^ 
gan,  and  is  fet  at  liberty  by  com- 
mand of  the  captain,  njohom 
he  inflantly  attacks  and 
pimmels  ^jjiihout, 

77iercy. 

^-HILE  I wasbufied  with  my  friend  in  this  praclice, 
the  doclor  chanced  to  pafs  by  the  place  where  we 
were,  and  flopping  to  obferve  me,  appeared  very  well 
fatisfied  with  my  method  of  application  : and  afterwards 
fent  for  me  to  his  cabin,  where  having  examined  me 
touching  my  fkill  in  furgery,  and  the  particulars  of  my 
fortune,  lie  interefled  himfelf  fo  far  in  my  behalf,  as  to 
promife  his  afiiflance  in  procuring  a warrant  for  me, 
feeing  I had  been  already  found  qualified  at  Surgeon’s- 
liall  for  the  flation  I filled  on  board  and  In  this  good 
office  he  the  miore  cordially  engaged,  when  he  underllood 
I was  nephew  to  Lieutenant  Bowling,  for  whom  he  ex- 
preffed  a particular  regard. — In  the  mean  time,  I could 
learn  from  his  difeourfe,  that  he  did  not  intend  to 
go  to  fea  again  with  Captain  Oakhum,  liaving,  as  he 
thought,  been  indifferently  ufed  by  him  during  the  laft 
voyage. 

While  I lived  tolerably  eafy,  in  expe6latIon  of  prefer- 
ment, I was  not  altogether  without  mortifications,  which 
VoL.  I.  17,  R I not 
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I not  only  fufFered  from  the  rude  infults  of  the  fallors 
and  petty  odicers,  among  whom  I was  known  by  the 
name  of  Loblolly  Boy ; but  alfo  from  the  difpofition  of 
Moi'gan,  who,  though  friendly  in  the  main,  was  often 
very  troublefome  with  his  pride,  which  expefled  a 
good  deal  of  fubrailliou  from  me,  and  delighted  in 
recapitulating  the  favours  Iliad  received  at  his  hands. 
About  fix  weeks  after  my  arrival  on  board,  the  fur- 
gecn  bidding  me  follow  him  into  his  cabin,  preleiited'  a 
warrant  to  me,  by  which  I was  appointed  furgton's 
third  mate  on  board  the  Thunder-— This  he  had  pro- 
cured by  hisinterell  at  the  Navy-Office  j as  alfo  another 
for  himfelf,  by  virtue  of  which  he  was  removed  into  a 
fecond  rate.  I acknowledged  his  klndnefs  in  the  firong- 
efi  terms  my  gratitude  could  fuggefl,  and  proreffed  my 
forrow  at  the  profpe61:  of  lofmg  lb  valuable  a friend,  to 
whom  I hoped  to  have  recommended  rayfelf  fiill  further, 
by  niy  refpeflful  and  diligent  behaviour.— But  his  ge- 
nerofity  refied  not  here  5 — for,  before  he  left  the  fhip,  he 
made  me  a prefent  of  acheft  and  fome  clothes,  that  en- 
abled me  to  lupport  the  i-ank  to  vvliich  he  had  raifM 
me.— I found  my  fpii  its  revive  with  my  good  fortune ; 
and  now  I was  an  officer,  refolved  to  maintain  the  dig- 
nity of  my  fiation,  againft  all  oppofition  or  affronts  ; 
nor  was  it  long  before  I had  occafion  to  exert  my  refo- 
lution  ; my  old  enemy,  the  inidfliipman  (whofe  name 
was  Crampiey)  entertaining  an  implacable  animofity 
againfi  me,  for  the  difgrace  he  had  iuffered  on  my  ac- 
count, had  fince  tliat  time  taken  all  opportunities  of 
reviling  and  ridiculing  me,  when  I was  not  entitled  to 
retort  this  badiifage.  And  even  after  I ha.d  been  rated 
on  the  books,  and  muftered  as  furgeon’s  mate,  did  not 
think  fit  to  reflrain  his  infolence.— In  partievdar,  being 
one  day  prefent  while  I drefied  a wound  in  a failor's  leg,  he 
began  to  fmg  a fong,which  I thought  highly  injurious  to  the 
honour  of  my  country,  and  therefore  fignified  my  reient- 
nient,  by  obferving,  tliat  the  Scots  always  laid  their  ac- 
count with  finding  enemies  among  the  ignorant,  infignifi- 
«ant  and  malicious. —This  unexpected  piece  ofafTurance 

enraged 
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cnrac^eJ  him  to  Inch  a degree,  that  he  lent  me  a blow  oH' 
the  face,  whlcii  I verily  thought  had  demolifhed  my' 
cheek  bone  ; I was  not  (low  in  returning  the  obligation, 
and  the  afi'a’r  began  to  be  very  ferious,  when  by  acci~ 
dent  Mr.  Morg;an,  and  one  of  the  mailer’s  mates,  com- 
ing that  way,  interpofed,  and  enquiring  into  the  caufe, 
endeavoured  to  promote  a reconciliation';  but  finding  us 
both  rxalperatcd  to  the  uttermoft,  and  bent  againfi:  ac- 
commodation; they  advifed  us,  either  to  leave  our  dif- 
ference undecided  till  we  (liculd  have  an  opportunity  of 
terminating  it  on  fliore  like  gentlemen,  or  elie  choofe  a 
proper  place  on  board,  and  bring  it  to  an  ifiue  by  box- 
ing. This  laft  expedient  Vv^as  greedily  embraced  by  us 
both;  and  being  forthwith  conduced  to  the  ground 
prepofeJ,  we  ftript  in  a moment,  and  began  a very  fu- 
rious contefi,  in  which  I foon  found  myfelf  inferior  to 
my  antagonifl,  not  fo  much  in  firength  and  agility,  as 
tn  ikill,  which  he  had  acquired  in  the  fchool  of  Hockle]r 
in  L lie  Hole,  and  Tottenham- Court.- — -Many  crofs  but- 
tocks did  I fufiain,  and  pegs  on  the  ftoraach  without 
number,  till  at  lafi:  m.y  breath  being  quite  gone,  as  well  as 
my  vigour  quite  wafted,  I grew  deiperate,  and  colledling 
all  my  ftrength  in  one  effort,  threw  in  at  once,  head, 
haAds,  and  feet,  with  fuch  violence,  that  I drove  my  an- 
tagonift  three  pacts  backwards  into  the  main  hatchway, 
down  whicli  he  f ell,  and  pitching  upon  his  head  and  right 
fiioulder,  remained  wdthou t fenfe  and  motion. —Morgan 
looking  down,  and  feeing  him  lie  in  that  condition, 
cried,  Upon  my  confcieiice,  as  I am  a Chriftian  Tin- 
ner, (look  veil)  I believe  his  patties  are  all  ofer;  but  I 
take  you  all  to  witnefs,  there  v/as  no  treachery  in  tlie 
caie,  and  that  he  has  fiifFtredby  the  chance  of  war.”-— 
So  faying,  he  defeended  to  the  deck  belo\v,  to  examine 
into  the  fituation  of  my  adverfary  ; and  left  me  very  lit- 
tle pleafed  with  my  viefoiy,  as  I found  m.yfeif  not  only 
terribly  bridled,  but  iikewife  in  danger  of  being  called 
to  an  account  for  the  death  of  C'rampley : But  this  fear 
vanif/ied  when  my  fellow-rnate,  having,  by  bleeding  him 
in  the  jugular,  brought  him  to  himi'elf,  and  inquired 
K z into 
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into  the  ftate  of  his  body,  callingvip  to  me  to  be  under 
concern,  for  the  middiipman  had  received  no  other  da- 
mage than  as  pretty  a luxation  of  the  os  humeri^  as  one 
would  defire  to  fee  on  a fummer’s  day. — Upon  this  in- 
formation, I crawled  down  to  the  cockpit,  and  acquainted 
Thomfon  with  the  affair,  who,  providing  himillf  with 
bandages,  &c.  neceflary  for  the  occafion,  went  up  to  af- 
iilf  Mr.  Morgan  in  the  redu61:ion  of  the  diflocation. — • 
When  this  was  fuccelsfully  performed,  they  wilhed  me 
joy  of  the  event  of  the  combat  5 and  the  Welchman,  after 
obferving,  that  in  all  likelihood,  the  ancient  Scots  and 
Britons  were  the  fame  people,  bade  me,  praife  Got 
for  putting  mettle  in  my  pelly,  and  ftrength  in  my  limbs 
to  fupportit.” — I accpiired  fuch  reputation  by  this  ren- 
counter (which  lafted  twenty  minutes)  that  every  body 
became  more  cautious  in  behaviour  tov/a’  ds  me  5 though 
Crampley,  with  his  arm  in  a fling,  talked  very  high, 
and  threatened  to  feize  the  hrlf  opportunity  of  retrieving 
on  fhore,  the  honour  he  had  loft  by  an  accident,  from 
which  I could  juftly  claim  no  mierit. 

About  this  time,  captain  Oaklium,  having  received 
failing  orders,  came  on  board,  and  brought  along  with 
him  a furgeon  of  his  own  country,  who  foon  made  us 
fenfible  of  the  lofs  we  fuffered  in  the  departure  of  doctor 
Atkins  ; for,  he  was  groftly  ignorant,  and  intolerably  al- 
fliming,  falfe,  vindi6live,  and  unforgiven;  a mercilefs 
tyrant  to  his  inferiors,  an  abje6l  fycophant  to  thofe  above 
him.  In  the  morning  after  the  captain  came  on  board, 
our  ftrft  mate,  according  to  cuftoni,  went  to  v/alt  on  him 
with  a lick  lift,  w^hich  when  this  grim  commander  had 
perufed,  he  cried  with  a ftern  countenance,  Blood  and 
oons  ! fixty-one  fick  people  on  board  of  my  fhip !— - 
Harkee,  you  fir.  I’ll  have  no  fick  in  my  ftiip,  by 
G — d.”  The  Welchman  replied,  he  ftiould  be  very 
glad  to  find  no  fick  people  on  board ; but  while  it  was 
otherwife,  he  did  no  more  than  his  duty  in  perfenting 
him  with  a lift. — You  and  your  lift  may  be  d — n’d, 
faid  the  captain,  throwing  it  at  him)  I lay,  there  lhallbe 
jr»o  fick  in  the  Ihip  while  I have  the  command  of  her.’’— 

Mr. 
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Mr.  Af organ  being  nettled  at  this  treatment,  told  him, 
his  indignation  ought  to  be  dire6ted  to  Got  Almighty, 
who  vifited  his  people  with  diftempers,  and  not  to  him, 
wlio  contributed  all  in  his  power  towards  their  cure. 
The  badiaw  not  being  ufed  to  Inch  behaviour  in  any  of 
his  officers,  was  enraged  to  fury  at  this  fatirical  mfmiia- 
tion,  and  ftamping  with  his  foot,  called  him  infolent 
fcoundrel,  tlireatening  to  have  him  pinioned  to  the  deck, 
if  he  fnould  prefume  to  utter  another  fyllable.  But  the 
blood  of  Caraflacus  being  thoroughly  heated,  difdained 
to  be  red;ri61:ed  by  fuch  a command,  and  began  to  maiii- 
feft  itfelf  in,  Captain  Oagum,  I am  a fhentleman  of 
birth  and  parentage  (look  you)  and  paradventure  I am 

moreover Here  his  harangue  was  broke  off  by  the 

captain’s  fteward,  who,  being  Morgan’s  countryman, 
hurried  him  out  of  the  cabin  before  he  had  time  to  exaf- 
perate  his  maftertoa  great  degree:  and  this  would  cer- 
tainly have  been  the  cafe;  for  the  indignant  Welchr^an 
could  hardly  be  hindered,  by  his  friend’s  arguments 
and  entreaties,  from  re-entering  the  prefence  chamber, 
and  defying  captain  Oakhum  to  his  teeth. -—He  was, 
however,  appeafed  at  length,  and  came  down  to  the 
birth,  where  hnding  Thomfon  and  me  at  work,  prepar- 
ing medicines,  he  bade  us  leave  off  our  labour  and  go  to 
play,  for  the  captain  by  his  foie  word  and  power  and 
comm.and.  had  driven  ficknefs  a pegging  to  the  tevil, 
and  there  was  no  more  malady  on  board.  So  faying, 
he  drank  off  a gill  of  brandy,  fighed  grievoufly  three 
times,  poured  forth  an  ejaculation  of  ‘‘  Got  plefs  m^ 
heart,  liver,  and  lungs !”  and  then  began  to  ling  a 
Welch  fong  with  great  earnelinefs  of  vifage,  voice,  and 
geliure. — I could  not  conceive  the  meaning  of  this  fin- 
gula^*  phsenom*enon,  and  faw  by  the  looks  of  Thomfon, 
who  at  the  fame  tim.e  fliook  his  head,  that  he  fufpecled 
poor  Cadwallar’s  brains  were un fettled.  He  perceiving 
cur  amiazement,  told  us  he  would  explain  the  myftery  5 
but  at  the  fame  time  bade  us  take  notice,  that  he  had 
lived  pey,  patchelor,  married  man,  and  widower,  alrnod 
forty  years,  and  in  all  that  time,  there  was  no  man  nor 
R 3 mother’s 
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mother’s  fon  in  the  v/hole  world,  who  diirH  ufe  him  fo 
ill  as  captain  Oakhiim,  had  done.  Then  he  acquainted  us 
with  the  dialogue  that  palTed  between  them,  as  I have 
already  related  it ; and  had  no  fooner  finiflied  this  nar> 
ration,  than  he  received  a meffage  from  the  furgeon,  to 
bring  the  Tick  liil  to  the  quarter-deck,  for  the  captain 
had  ordered  all  the  patients  thither  to  be  reviewed. — 
This  inhuman  order  fhocked  us  extremely,  as  we  knew 
it  would  be  impoffible  to  carry  fome  of  them  on  the  deck, 
without  imminent  danger  of  their  lives  *,  but  as  we  like- 
wife  knew  it  would  be  to  no  purpofe  for  us  to  remon- 
drate  agalnd  it,  we  repaired  to  the  quarter-deck  in  a 
body,  to  fee  this  extraordinary  muderj  Morgan  obferv- 
ing  by  the  way  that  the  captain  was  going  to  lend  to  the 
other  world,  a great  many  evidences  to  teftify  againll 
himfelf.— When  we  appeared  upon  deck,  the  captain 
batle  the  doclor,  who  Hood  bowing  at  his  right  hand, 
look  at  thefe  lazy  lubberly  Tons  of  bitches,  who  were 
good  for  nothing  on  board  but  to  eat  the  king’s  provi- 
jion,  and  encourage  idlenefs  in  the  fkulkers. — The  fur- 
geon  grinned  approbation,  and  taking  the  lid,  began  to 
examine  the  complaints  of  each  as  they  could  crawl  to 
the  place  appointed. — The  fir  It  who  came  under  his  cog- 
nizance was  a poor  fellow  juft  freed  of  a fever,  which 
had  weakened  him  fo  much,  that  he  could  hardly  ft  and.-— 
Mr.  Mackftiane  (for  that  was  the  doctor’s  name)  having 
felt  his  pulfe,  protefted  he  was  as  well  as  any  m.an  in 
the  world,  and  the  captain  delivered  him  over  to  the 
boatfwain’s  mate,  witli  orders  that  he  ftiould  receive  a 
round  dozen  at  the  gang-way  immediately,  for  counter- 
feiting himfelf  fick:— but  before  the  difeipline  could  be 
executed,  the  man  dropt  down  on  the  deck,  and  had 
w^ell  nigh  periftied  under  the  hands  of  the  executioner. — 
The  next  patient  to  be  confidered,  laboured  under  a 
quartan  ague,  and  being  then  in  his  interval  of  health, 
difeovered  no  other  fymptpms  of  diftemper,  than  a pale 
meagre  countenance,  and  emaciated  body  5 upon  which, 
he  v/as  declared  fit  for  duty,  and  turned  over  to  theboat- 
fwain  j— but  being  refolved  to  difgrace  the  do6ler,  died 

upon 
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upon  the  forcnitle  next  day,  diiringhis  cold  ht.-— The 
third  complained  of  a pleuritic  ftitch,  and  fpitting  of 
blood,  for  vvliich  do^lor  Mackfhane  prefcribed  exercife 
at  the  pump,  to  promote  expe6loration  5 but  whether 
tills  was  improper  for  one  in  his  fituation,  or  that  it  was 
lifecl  to  excefs,  I know  not,  but  in  lefs  than  half  an 
hour,  he  was  fuifocated  with  a deluge  of  blood  that  if- 
fued  from  his  lungs. — A fourtli,  with  much  difficulty, 
climbed  to  the  quarter-deck,  being  loaded  with  a mon- 
drous  afcites  or  dropfy,  that  invaded  his  cheft  fo  much, 
he  could  Icarce  fetch  his  breath  5 but  his  difeafe  being 
interpreted  into  fat,  occafioned  by  idienefs  and  excefs  of 
eating,  he  was  ordered,  with  a view  to  promote  perfpi- 
ration  and  enlarge  his  ched,  to  go  aloft  immediately.  It 
was  ill  vain  for  this  unwieldy  wTetch  to  allege  his  utter 
incapacity,  the  boatiwaiiVs  driver  was  commanded  to 
whip  him  up  with  the  cat  and  nine  tails.  The  fmart  of 
this  application  ma.de  him  exert  himfelf  fo  much,  that  he 
adtually  arrived  at  the  puttoc  fliroudsj  but  when  the 
enormous  weight  of  his  body  had  nothing  elfe  to  ffip- 
port  it  than  his  weakened  arms,  either  out  of  fpite  or 
neceffity  he  quitted  his  hold,  and  plunged  into  the  lea, 
where  he  mull  liave  been  drowned,  had  not  a failor,  who 
was  in  a boat  along-fldt^,  faved  his  life  by  keeping  him 
afloat  till  he  was  hoilfed  onboard  by  a tackle. — It  would 
be  tedious  and  difagreeable  to  defcribe  the  fate  of  every 
miferable  objecf  that  fuftered  by  the  inhumanity  and  ig- 
norance of  the  captain  and  liirgeon,  who  fo  wantonly  fa- 
crificed  the  lives  of  their  fellow-creatures.  Many  were 
brought  up  in  the  height  of  fevers,  and  rendered  deliri- 
ous by  the  injuries  they  received  in  the  way — Some  gave 
up  the  ghoft  in  the  prefence  of  their  infpe6fors  5 and 
others,  wlio  were  ordered  to  their  duty,  languiffied  a 
few  days  at  work  among  their  fellows,  and  then  de- 
parted without  any  ceremony.  On  the  whole,  the  num- 
ber of  fick  was  reduced  to  lefs  than  a dozen  ; and  the  an- 
thers of  this  reduefion  were  applauding  themfelves  for 
the  fervices  they  h.ad  done  to  their  king  and  country, 
when  the  boatfwain’s  mate  informed  his  honour,  that 

there 
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there  was  a man  below  lafhed  to  his  hammock  by  the  di- 
re6t:ion  of  the  cloclor’s  mate,  and  that  he  begged  hard 
to  be  releafed : affirming,  he  had  been  fo  maltreated  only 
for  a gimdge  Mr,  Morgan  bore  him,  and  that  he  was  as 
much  m his  fenfes  as  any  man  a board. — The  captain 
hearing  this,  darted  a fevere  look  at  tlie  WHchman,  and 
ordered  the  man  to  be  brought  up  immediately.  Upon 
which,  Morgan  proteded  with  great  fervency,  that  the 
perfon  in  quedion  was  as  mad  as  a March-hare ; and 
begged  for  the  love  of  Got,  they  would  at  lead  keep  his 
arms  pinioned  during  his  examination,  to  prevent  him 
from  doing  mifchief.  This  requed  the  commander 
granted  for  his  own  fake,  and  the  patient  v*^as  produced, 
who  infided  upon  his  being  in  his  right  wits  with  fuch 
calmnefs  and  ftrengtli  of  argument,  that  every  body  pre- 
fent  was  inclined  to  believe  him,  except  Morgan,  who 
affirmed  there  was  no  trading  to  appearances ; for  he 
liimfelf  had  been  lb  much  impofed  upon  by  his  behavi- 
our two  days  before,  that  he  had  aftually  unbound  him 
with  his  own  hands,  and  had  well  nigh  been  murdered  for 
his  pains ; this  was  confirmed  by  the  evidence  of  one  of 
the  waiters,  who  declared,  he  had  pulled  this  patient 
from  the  do6i:or’s  male,  whom  he  had  gotten  down  and 
tilmoft  ftrangled. — To  this  the  man  anlwered,  that  the 
witnefs  was  a creature  of  Morgan’s,  and  w?s  fuborned 
to  give  his  tedimony  againd  him  by  the  malice  of  the' 
mate,  whom  the  defendant  had  affronted,  by  difeover- 
ing  to  the  people  on  board  that  Mr.  Morgan’s  wife  kept 
a gin-lhop  in  Rag-Fair. — This  anecdote  produced  a 
laugh  at  the  expence  of  the  Welchman,  who  fliaklng  his 
head  with  fome  emotion,  faid,  Ay,  ay,  ’tis  no  mat- 
ter. — Got  knows,  it  is  aii  arrant  falfehood.” — Captain 
Oakhum,  without  any  farther  hefitation,  ordered  the 
fellow  to  be  unfettered  5 at  the  fame  time,  tlu'eatening 
to  make  Morgan  exchange  fituations  with  him  for  his 
fpite.  But  the  Briton  no  fooner  heard  the  decifion  in  fa- 
vour of  the  madman,  than  he  got  up  to  the  mizen 
fiiroiids,  crying  to  Thomfon  and  me  to  get  out  of  his 
reach,  for  we  fhouldfee  him  play  the  devil  with  a venge- 
ance.'— 
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ance. — We  did  not  think  fit  to  difregard  his  caution, 
and  accordingly  got  up  on  the  poop,  whence  we  beheld 
the  maniac  (as  foon  as  he  was  releafed)  fly  at  the  cap- 
tain like  a fury,  crying,  ‘‘  I’ll  let  you  know,  you 
fcoundrel,  that  I am  commander  of  this  veflel,"’ — and 
pummel  him  witliout  mercy.  The  furgeon,  who  went 
to  the  ailiftance  of  his  patron,  fhared  the  fame  fate  ; and 
it  was  with  the  uLmoft  difliculty  that  he  was  maftered 
at  lalt,  after  having  done  great  execution  among  thofe 
who  oppofed  him.

'JpHE  captain  was  carried  into  his  cabbln,  fo  enraged 
with  the  treatment  he  had  received,  that  lie  ordered 
the  fellow  to  be  brought  before  him,  that  he  might 
have  the  pleafiire  of  pifioling  him  with  his  own  hand  ; 
and  would  certainly  have  fatisfied  his  revenge  in  this 
manner,  had  not  the  firft  lieutenant  remonftrated  againll 
it,  by  obferving,  that  in  all  appearance  the  fellow  was 
rot  mad,  but  defperate  \ that  he  had  been  hired  by 
fome  enemy  of  the  captain  to  aftaflinate  him,  and  there- 
fore ought  to  be  kept  in  irons  till  he  could  be  brought 
to  a court-marfhal,  which,  no  doubt,  would  fift  the

on  board  ? But  he  would  have  been  wiler  in  contain- 
ing this  fally,  which  his  patient  carefully  laid  up  in 
his  memory,  to  be  taken  notice  of  at  a more  fit  feaibm 
Mean  vdiile  we  weighed  anchor,  and  on  our  way  to  the 
Downs,  the  madman,  who  was  treated  as  prifoner,  took 
an  opportunity  while  the  centinel  attended  him  at  the 
head,  to  leap  over-board,  and  fruftrate  the  revenge  of 
the  captain.  We  ftaid  not  long  at  the  Downs,  but 
tcok  the  benefit  of  the  firlf  eafterly  wind  to  go  round  to 
JSpithead  ; v/here  having  received  on  board  proviiions 
for  fix  rhontbs,  we  failed  from  St.  Helen’s  in  the  grand 
fleet  bound  for  the  Weft  Indies,  on  the  ever-memora- 
ble  expedition  of  Carthagena. 

It  was  not  without  great  mortification  I faw 
on  the  point  of  being  tranfported  to  flich  a diftant  and 
unhealihy  climate,  deftitute  of  every  convenience  that 
could  render  fuch  a voyage  fupportable  ; and  under  the 
dominion  of  an  arbitrary  tyrant,  whofe  comm.and  was 
almoft  intolerable : However,  as  thefe  complaints  were 
common  to  a great  many  on  board,  I refolved  to  flibmit 
patiently  to  my  fate,  and  contrive  to  make  myfelf  as 

eafy  as  the  natui’e  of  the  cafe  would  allow.- We 

got  out  of  the  channel  with  a profperous  breeze,  whicli 
died  av/ay,  leaving  us  becalmed  about  fifty  leagues  to 
the  weftward  of  the  Lizard : but  this  ftate  of  ina6f  icm 
did  not  laft  long 5 for  next  night  our  main- top  fail  was 
fplit  by  the  wind,  which  in  the  morning  increafed  to  a 
jjiuiricane,— I was  wakened  by  a moft  horrible  din 
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occaflctled  by  the  play  of  the  gun  carriages  upon  the 
deck  above,  the  cracking  of  the  cabbins,  the  howling 
of  the  wand  through  the  ihrouds,  the  confufed  noife  of 
tile  fiiip‘’s  crew,  the  pipes  of  the  boatfwain  and  his 
mates,  the  trumpets  of  the  lieutenants,  and  the  clanking 

of  the  chain  pumps. —Morgan,  who  had  never  been 

at  fea  before,  turned  out  in  a great  hurry,  crying,  Got 
have  mercy  and  compafhoii  upon  us  ! I believe  we  have 
got  upon  the  confines  of  Lucifer  and  tlie  D— mnedh’ 
while  poor  Thomibn  Idij  quaking  in  his  liammock,  put- 
ting up  petitions  to  heaven  for  our  fafety. — ■ — I rofe 
and  joined  the  Welchman,  with  whom  (after  having 
fortified  ourfelves  with  brandy)  I went  above:  but  if 
my  ^enfe  of  hearing  was  ftartled  before,  how  mufi  my 
fight  have  been  appalled  in  beholding  the  effebts  of  the 
ftorm  I The  fea  was  iwelled  into  billows  mountain  high, 
on  the  top  of  which  our  fiiip  fometimes  hung  as  if  it 
was  about  to  be  precipitated  to  the  abyfs  below  1 Some- 
times we  funk  bet'-weeii  two  waves  that  rofe  on  each 
fide  higher  than  our  topmaff-head,  and  threatened,  by 
dafliing  together,  to  cverv/helm  us  in  a moment ! Of 
all  cur  fleet,  coiififting  of  a hundred  and  fifty  fail,  fcarce 
twelve  appeared,  and  thefe  driving  under  their  bare 
poles,  at  the  mercy  of  the  tempeft.  At  length  the'mafl: 
of  one  of  them  gave  w^ay,  and  tumbled  over  board  with 
a liiJeous  crafli ! Nor  was  the  profpebf  in  our  ovv^n  fhip 
much  more  agreeable  5 a number  of  officers  and  Tailors 
ran  backward  and  forward  with  difcraftion  in  their 
Icoks,  hollowing  to  on^  another,  and  undetermined  what 
they  fliculd  attend  to  firft.  Some  clung  to  the  yards, 
endeavouring  to  unbend  the  fails  that  were  fplit  into  a 
tliciifand  piec^es,  flapping  in  the  wind  ; others  tried  to 
furl  thofe  which  were  yet  whole,  while  the  mafls,  at 
tveiy'  pitch  bent  ^nd  quivered  like  twigs,  as  if  they 
would  have  fliivered  into  innumerable  fphnters  ! VvTile 
I confidered  this  ficene  with  eq'ual  terror  and  aftonhh- 
ment,  one  efi"  the  miain  braces  broke,  by  the  flicck 
whereof  two  failors  were  flung  from  the  yard’s  arm  into 
the  lea,  where  they  periihed,  and  poor  Jack  Rattliu 

tlirown 
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thi^owndown  upon  the  deck,  at  the  expence  of  a broken 
leg.  Morgan  and  I ran  immediately  to  Ills  alTiftance, 
and  found  a fplinter  of  the  fliin  bone  thruft  by  the  vio- 
lence of  the  fall  through  the  fKin : As  this  was  a cafe 
of  too  great  confequence  to  be  treated  without  the  au- 
thority of  the  doclor,  I went  down  to  his  cabin  to  inform 
him  of  the  accident,  as  well  as  to  bring  up  drefiings, 
which  we  always  kept  ready  prepared. — I entered  his 
apartment  without  any  ceremony,  and  by  the  glimmer- 
ing of  a lamp,  perceived  him  on  his  knees,  before 
fomething  that  very  much  refembled  a crucifix  j but  this 
I will  not  infill  upon,  that  I may  not  feem  too  much  a 
Have  to  common  report,  which  indeed  adifted  my  con- 
je^lure  on  this  occafion,  by  reprefenting  Dr.  Mackfliane 
as  a member  of  the  church  of  Rome. — Be  this  as  it  will, 
he  got  up  in  a fort  of  confufion,  occafioned  (I  fuppofe) 
by  his  being  didurbed  in  his  devotion,  and  in  a trice, 
fnatched  the  fubjedl  of  my  lufpicion  from  my  light. — - 
After  making  an  apology  for  my  intrufion,  I acquainted 
him  with  the  fituation  of  Rattlin,  but  could  by  no 
means  prevail  upon  him  to  vilit  him  on  deck  where  he 
lay  ; he  bade  me  defire  the  boatbvain  to  order  fome  of 
the  men  to  carry  him  down  to  the  cockpit,  and  in  the 
mean  time  (faid  he)  I will  dire61  Thomibn  to  get  ready 
the  drelTmgs.  When  I fignified  to  the  boatfwain  the 
doblor’s  defire,  he  fwore  a terrible  oath,  that  he  could 
not  fpare  one  man  from  the  deck,  becaule  he  expelled 
the  mall  would  go  by  the  board  every  minute. — This 
piece  of  information  did  not  at  all  contribute  to  my 
peace  of  mind  5 however,  as  my  friend  Rattlin  com- 
plained very  much,  with  the  alliilance  or  Morgan,  I 
fupported  him  to  the  lower  deck,  whither  Mr.  Mack- 
Ihane,  after  much  intreaty,  ventured  to  come,  attended 
by  Thomfon  with  a box  full  of  drelfmgs,  and  his  own 
fervant,  who  carried  a whole  fet  of  capital  inllruments. 
He  examined  the  frablure  and  the  wound,  and  conclud- 
ing from  a livid  colour  extending  itfelf  upon  the  limb, 
that  a mortiheation  would  enfue,  refolved  to  amputate 
the  leg  immediately.  This  was  a dreadful  fentence  to 
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the  patient,  who  recruiting  himfelf  with  a quid  of  to- 
bacco, pronounced  with  a woful  countenance,  What ! 
is  there  no  remedy,  do6i:or  ? — muft  I be  dock’d  ! can’t 
you  fplice  it?” — ^^AfTuredly,  do6lor  Mackfliane  (faid 
the  firil  mate)  with  fubmilhon  and  deference,  and  vene- 
ration to  your  luperior  abilities,  and  opportunities,  and 
Ifations  (look  you)  1 do  apprehend,  and  conje&ire,  and 
aver,  that  there  is  no  occafion  nor  necelhty  to  finite  off* 
this  poor  man’s  leg.”  God  Almighty  blefs  you, 
dear  Welchman  I (cried  Rattlln)  may  you  have  fair 
wind  and  weather  wherefoever  you’re  bound,  and  come 
to  an  anchor  in  the  road  of  heaven  at  lad.”- — Mack- 
diane,  very  much  incenfed  at  his  mate’s  differing  in 
opinion  fi‘om  him  fo  openly,  anlwered,  that  he  was  not 
bound  to  give  an  account  of  his  pra6lice  to  him  , and  in 
a peremptory  tone,  ordered  him  to  apply  the  tourni- 
quet.— At  the  light  of  which.  Jack  darting  up,  cried, 
Avad,  avad ! d — ^n  my  heart,  if  you  clap  your  nip- 
pers on  me,  till  I know  wherefore ! — Mr,  Random, 
won’t  you  lend  a hand  towards  faving  my  precious  limb? 
Odd’s  heart,  if  lieutenant  Bowling  was  here,  he  would 
not  fuffer  Jack  Rattlin’s  leg  to  be  chopped  off  like  a 

piece  of  old  junk.” This  pathetic  addrefs  to  me, 

joined  to  my  iiiclination  to  d;rve  my  honed  friend,  and 
the  reafons  I had  to  believe  there  was  no  danger  in  de- 
laying the  amputation,  induced  me  to  declare  myfelf  of 
the  fil'd  mate’s  opinion,  and  affirm  that  the  preternatu- 
ral colour  of  the  fkin  was  owing  to  an  infiammation  oc- 
cafioned  by  a contufion^  and  common  in  all  flich  cafes, 
without  any  indication  of  an  approaching  gangrene. 
^Morgan,  who  had  a great  opinion  of  my  fkill,  maniftdly 
exulted  in  my  fellowdiip,  and  afked  Thomfon’s  fenti- 
ments  of  the  matter,  in  hopes  of  drengthening  our  af- 
fociation  with  hipn  too  : but  he,  being  of  a meek  difpo- 
lition,  and  either  di*eading  the  enmity  of  the  furgeon,  or 
fpeaking  the  di61:ates  of  his  own  judgment,  in  a moded 
manner,  cfpoufed  the  opinion  of  Mackfhane,  who  by 
this  time,  having  confulted  with  himfelf,  determined  to 
acl  in  fuch  a manner,  as  to  fcreen  himfelf  from  cenfure  ^ 
VoL.  I.  37.  S and 
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and  at  the  fame  time  revenge  himfelf  on  us,  for  our  ar-* 
rogance  in  contradi6ling  him — With  this  view,  he  alked, 
if  we  would  undertake  to  cure  the  leg  at  our  peril ; that 
is,  be  anfwerable  for  the  confequence.— To  this  queftion 
Morgan  replied,  that  the  lives  of  his  creatures  are  in  the 
hands  of  Got  alone  j and  it  would  be  great  prefumption 
in  him  to  undertake  for  an  event  that  was  in  the  power 
of  his  Maker,  no  more  than  the  do6lcr  could  promiie 
to  cure  all  the  fick  to  whom  he  adminiftered  his  aiTill- 
ance  ; but  if  tiie  patient  would  put  himfelf  under  our 
dire<Slian,  we  would  do  our  endeavour  to  bring  his 
diHemper  to  a favourable  ifilie,  to  which,  at  prefent,  we 

faw  no  obftru^lion. 1 fignified  my  concurrence; 

and  Rattlin  was  fo  overjoyed,  that  lhaking  us  both  by 
the  hands,  he  fwore  no  body  elfe  fnould  touch  him,  and 
if  he  died,  his  blood  Ihouldbeupou  his  own  head. — Mr. 
Mackihane,  flattering  himlelf  with  the  profpe6l  of  our 
mifcarriage,  v/ent  away,  and  left  us  to  manage  it  as  we 
fhould  think  proper  5 accordingly,  having  fawed  off  part 
of  the  fplinter  that  lluck  through  the  flcin,  we  reduced 
' the  frafture,  drefled  the  wound,  apply ed  the  eighteen- 
tailed bandage,  and  put  the  leg  in  a ho's.yfecundiim  artem. 
Every  thing  fucceeded  according  to  our  Wifli,  and  we 
had  the  fatisfa6lion  of  not  only  preferving  the  poor  fel- 
low’s leg,  but  likewife  of  rendering  tiie  doAor  con- 
temptible among  the  Ihip’s  company,  who  had  ail  their 
eyes  oil  us  during  the  courfe  of  this  cure,  which  wa.s 
compleated  in  fix  weeks. 


CHAP, 
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CHAP.  XXIX. 

Mackjhmie's  malice — I am  taken  up  and  irnprifonedfor  a 
Jpj — Morgan  meets  ajjith  the  fame  fate — ^Jmnfofi  is  tarn-- 
pered  njjith  to  turn  eajidence  againji  us — difdains  the 
propofal^and  is  maltreated  for  hismtcgrity — Morgan 
is  releafed  to  afjifl  the  furgeon  during  a7i  engagement 
mcithfome  French  Jhips  of -war — I remain  fettered 
cn  the  poop,  expojed  to  the  enemfs  jhoty  ajid 
gro'ZV  delirious  avith  fear — aM  comforted 
after  the  battle  by  Morgan^  ^ho  /peaks 
freely  of  the  Captain ; is  o^er- heard  hy 
the  centinel,  nvho  informs  agamfl 
hm,  and  again  imprifoned — - 
F’homfon  gro^ivs  defperate,  and 
not^j-Athftanding  the  remo7i- 
Jlra7ices  of  Morgan  and 
me,  goes  overboard 
in  the  night. 

TN  the  mean  time,  the  ftorm  fiiblided  into  a brifk  gale, 
that  caiTied  us  into  the  warm  latitudes,  where  the 
vveatlier  became  intolerable,  and  the  crew  very  fickly. 
The  do61:or  left  nothing  unattempted  towards  the  com- 
pletion of  his  vengeance  againft  the  Welchman  and  me. 
He  went  among  the  fick,  under  pretence  of  enquiring 
into  their  grievances,  with  a view  of  picking  up  com- 
plaints to  our  prejudice  5 but  finding  himfelf  frufirated 
in  that  expeftation  by  the  good  will  we  had  procured 
from  the  patients  by  our  diligence  and  hum.anity,  he 
took  the  refolution  of  liftening  to  our  converiation,  by 
hiding  himfelf  behind  the  canvas  that  furrounded  our 
birtli  j here  too  he  was  detected  by  the  boy  of  our 
inefs,  who  acquainted  us  with  this  piece  of  behaviour; 
and  one  night,  while  we  were  picking  a large  bone  of 
la  It  beef,  Morgan  difeerned  fomething  ftir  on  the  out- 
fide  of  our  hangings,  which  immediately  interpreting  to 
be  the  do£l:or,  he  tipt  me  the  wink,  and  pointed  to  the 
place,  where  I could  perceive  Ibmebody  handing ; upon 
which,  I fnatched  up  the  bone,  and  levelled  it  with  all 
yny  force  at  him,  faying,  Whoever  you  are,  take  that 
S z fop 
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for  your  cuiiofity.” — It  had  the  defired  effeci,  for  we 
heard  the  ilftener  tumble  down,  and  afterwards  crawl 
to  his  ov/n  cabin, — I applauded  myfelf  much  for  this 
feat,  v/hich  turned  out  one  of  the  moft  unlucky  exploits 
of  m)^  life,  Mackfliane  from  that  time  marking  me  out 
for  deitru6lion. — About  a week  after  this  exploit,  as  I 
was  going  my  rounds  among  the  fick,  I was  taken  pri- 
foner,  and  carried  to  the  poop  by  the  mailer  at  arms, 
VN/here  I v/as  loaded  with  irons,  and  ilapled  to  the  deck, 
on  pretence  that  I v/as  a fpy  on  board,  and  had  con- 
fpired  againft  the  captain’s  life. — How  ridiculous  fo- 
ever  this  imputation  was,  I did  not  fail  to  fuffer  by  it 
ail  tlie  rigour  that  could  be  ihewn  to  the  worft  of  crimi- 
nals, being  expofed  in  this  miferable  condition  to  the 
fcorching  heat  of  the  fun  by  day,  and  the  unwholefome 
clamps  by  night,  during  the  fpace  of  twelve  days,  in 
which  I was  neither  brought  to  trial,  nor  examined 
touching  the  probability  of  my  charge. — I had  no  fooner 
j*ecovered  the  ufe  of  my  reflexion,  which  had  been  quite 
overthrown  by  this  accident,  than  I fent  for  Thomfon, 
v/ho,  after  condoling  me  on  the  occafion,  hinted,  that  I 
owed  this  misfortune  to  the  hatred  of  the  doclor,  who 
had  given  an  information  againft  me  to  the  captain,  in 
oonfequence  of  which  I was  arrefted,  and  all  my  papers 
feized. — While  I was  curfing  my  capricious  fate,  I faw 
Morgan  afcend  the  poop,  guarded  by  two  corporals, 
who  made  him  fit  down  by  me,  that  he  might  be  pinion- 
ed' in  the  fame  machine. — Notwithftanding  my  fituation, 
I could  fcarce  refrain  from  laughing  at  the  countenance 
of  my  fellow  prifoner,  who,  without  fpeaking  one  word, 
allowed  his  feet  to  be  incloied  in  the  rings  provided  for 
that  purpofe  ; but  when  they  pretended  to  faften  him  on 
his  back,  he  grew  outrageous,  and  drawing  a large  cout 
teau  from  his  fide  pocket,  threated  to  rip  up  the  belly  of 
the  fti’ft  man  that  fhould  approach  him,  in  order  to  treat 
him  in  fuch  an  unworthy  manner. — They  were  prepar- 
ing to  ufe  him  very  roughly,  wlien  the  lieutenant  on  the 
quarter-deck,  called  up  to  them  to  let  him  remain  as  he 
was. — He  then  crept  towards  me,  and  taking  me  by  the 
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hand,  bade  me  put  my  trud:  in  Got.”— And  looking 
at  Thomfon,  who  fat  by  us  trembling,  with  a pale  vifage, 
told  him  there  were  two  more  rings  for  his  feet,  and  he 
fhould  be  glad  to  find  him  in  fi^ch  good  company.-^ 
But  it  was  not  the  intention  of  our  adverfary  to  include 
thefecond  mate  in  our  fate:  Him  he  excepted  to  be  his 
drudge  in  attending  the  fick,  and,  if  pofiible,  his  evi- 
dence againft  us  : With  this  view  he  founded  him  afar 
off",  but  finding  his  integrity  incorruptible,  harrafied  him 
fo  much  out  of  fpite,  that  in  a fiiort  time  this  mild  crea- 
ture grew  weary  of  his  life. 

While  I and  my  fellow  prifoner  comforted  each  other 
In  our  tribulation,  the  Admiral  difcovered  four  fail  to 
leeward,  and  made  fignal  for  our  fhip  and  four  more  to 
chace  : Hereupon  every  .thing  was  cleared  for  an  en- 
gagement, and  Macfhane  forefeeing  he  fhould  have  oc- 
caiion  for  more  affiftants  than  one,  obtained  Morgan’s 
liberty  ; while  I was  left  in  this  deplorable  pofiiure  to 
the  chance  of  battle. — It  was  almoftdark  when  we  tame 
up  with  the  fternmofi:  chace,  which  we  hailed,  and  in- 
quired who  they  were  5 they  gave  us  to  underfland  they 
were  French  men  of  war  upon  wliich  Captain  Oakhum 
defired  them  to  fend  their  boat  on  board  of  him  j but 
they  refufed,  telling  him  if  he  had  any  bufinefs  with  them, 
to  come  on  board  of  their  fhip : He  then  threatened  to 
pour  in  a broadfide  upon  them,  which  they  promifed  to 
return. — Bothfides  were  as  good  as  their  word,  and  the 
engagement  began  with  great  fury. — The  reader  may 
guefs  how  I pafied  my  time,  lying  in  this  helpiefs  fitua- 
tion,  amidft  the  terrors  of  a fea- fight  5 expe6ling  every 
moment  to  be  cut  afunder  or  dafhed  in  pieces  by  the 
enemy’s  fliot  ! I endeavoured  to  compoie  myfelf  as . 
much  as  pofiible,  by  refiecVing  that  I was  not  a whit 
more  expofed  than  thole  who  were  fcationed  about  me  ; 
but  when  I beheld  them  employed  without  intermifiion 
in  annoying  the  foe,  and  encouraged  by  the  fociety  and 
behaviour  of  one  another,  I could  eafily  perceive  a wide 
difference  between  their  condition  and  mine  : However, 
I concealed  my  agitation  as  well  as  I could,  till  the  head 
S 3 ©f 
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of  tlie  officer  of  marines  who  flood  near  me,  being  {hot 
off,  bounced  from  the  deck  athwart  my  face  leaving  nie 
well  nigh  blinded  with  brains. — -I  could  contain  myfelf 
310  longer,  but  began  to  bellow  with  all  the  flrength  of 
iny  lungs  : when  a drummer  coming  towards  me,  afked 
if  I was  wounded,  and  before  I could  anfwer,  received  a 
great  fhot  inhis  belly,  which  tore  out  his  entrails,  and  he 
fell  fiat  oiimy  breaft. — -This  accident  entirely  bereft  me 
of  all  difcretion  : I redoubled  my  cries  which  were 
drovrned  in  the  noife  of  the  battle  5 and  finding  myfelf 
difregarded,  loft  all  patience  and  became  frantic  : I 
vented  my  rage  in  oaths  and  execrations,  till  my  fpirits 
being  quite  exhaufted,  I remained  quiet,  and  infenfible 
of  the  load  which  oppreffed  me. — The  engagement  lafted 
till  broad  day,  when  Captain  Oakhum,  finding  he  was 
like  to  gain  neither  honour  nor  advantage,  by  the  af- 
fair, pretended  to  be  undeceived  by  feeing  their  colours  ; 
and  hailing  the  fhip  with  whom  he  had  fought  all  night, 
protefted  he  believed  them  Spaniards,  and  the  guns 
being  iilenced  on  each  fide,  ordered  the  barge  to  be 
hoifted  out,  and  went  on  board  of  the  French  commodore. 

- — Our  lofs  amounted  to  ten  killed,  and  eighteen  wounded, 
moil  part  of  whom  afterwards  died. — My  fellow-mates 
had  no  fooner  difpatched  their  bufinefs  in  the  cock-pit, 
than,  full  of  friendly  concern,  they  came  to  vifit  mie. — 
Morgan  afcending  firft,  and  feeing  my  face  almoft  cor 
vereci  with  brains  and  blood,  concluded  I was  no  longer 
a man  for  this  world  ; and  calling  to  Thomfon  with 
great  emotion,  bade  him  come  up,  and  take  his  laft  fare- 
well of  liis  comrade  and  countryman,  who  was  polling 
to  a petter  place,  where  there  were  no  Macklhanes  nor 
Oakhums  to  afperfe  and  torment  him.— No,  (laid 
he,  taking  me  by  the  hand)  you  are  going  to  a country 
where  there  is  more  refpe6f  lliewn  to  unfortunate  ftien- 
tleinen,  and  where  you  will  have  the  fatisfaftion  of  pe- 
holding  your  adveriaries  toifing  upon  pillows  of  purn- 
iiig  pnmftone.” — Thomfon,  alarmed  at  this  apoftrophe, 
made  haft'e  to  the  place  where  I lay,  and  fitting  dov/n 
by  me,  with  tears  in  his  eyes,  inquired  into  the  nature 
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of  my  calamity, — By  this  time  I had  recolle^led  myfelf 
lb  far  as  to  be  able  to  converfe  rationally  witli  my 
friends,  whom,  to  their  great  fatisfa^5lion,  I immediate- 
ly undeceived  with  regard  to  their  apprehenfion  of  my 
being  mortally  wounded. — After  I had  got  myfelf  dif- 
engaged  from  the  carnage  in  which  I wallowed,  and 
partaken  of  a refrelliment  which  , my  friends  brought 
along  with  them,  we  entered  into  difcourfe  upon  the 
hardfliips  we  fuftained,  and  fpoke  very  freely  of  the  au 
thors  of  our  mifery  : but  our  difcourfe  being  overheard 
by  the  centinel  who  guarded  me,  he  was  no  fooner  re- 
lieved, than  he  reported  to  the  captain  every  fyllable  of 
our  converfation,  according  to  the  orders  he  had  receiv- 
ed : The  efFe61:  of  this  information  foon  appeared  in 
the  arrival  of  the  mafter  at  arms,  who  replaced  Morgan 
in  his  formef  llation  ; and  gave  the  fecond  mate  a caution 
to  keepaftricl  guard  over  his  tongue,  if  he  didnotchoofe 
to  accompany  us  in  our  conhnement.  Thomfon  forefeeiiig 
that  the  whole  davery  of  attending  the  fick  and  wounded 
as  well  as  the  cruelty  of  Mackfiiane,  muft  now  fall  upon 
his  dioulders,  grew  defperate  at  the  profpe6l,  and  though 
I never  heard  him  fwear  before,  imprecated  dreadful 
curfes  OR  the  heads  of  his  oppreffors,  declaring  that  he 
would  rather  quit  life  altogether,  than  be  much  longer 
under  the  power  of  fuch  barbarians. — I was  not  a little 
ftartled  at  his  vivacity,  and  endeavoured  to  alleviate  his 
■complaints,  by  reprefenting  thefubje6l  of  my  own,  with 
as  much  aggravation  as  it  would  bear,  by  which  com- 
parifon  he  might  fee'  the  balance  of  misfortune  lay  on 
my  fide,  and  take  an  example  from  me  of  fortitude  and 
fubmhlion,  till  fuch  time  as  we  could  procure  redrefs, 
which  I hoped  was  not  far  off,  confidering,  that  we  fhoulcl 
probably.be  in  a harbour  in  lefs  than  three  days,  where 
we  fliould  have  an  opportunity  of  preferring  our  com- 
plaints to  the  Admiral. — Tlie  Welchman  joined  in  my 
remcnftrances,  and  was  at  great  pains  to  demonflrate, 
that  it  was  every  man’s  duty,  as  vv^ell  as  inter.eft  to  re- 
iignhimfclf  to  the  divine  will,  and  look  uponhimfelf  as 
u centinel, upon  duty,  who  is  by  no  means  at  liberty  to 

leave 
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leave  his  poft  before  he  is  relieved. — Tliomlbn  llllened  4 
attentively  to  what  we  faid,  and  at  laft,  fhedding  a flood  f: 
of  tears,  ftiook  his  head,  and  left  ns  without  making 
any  reply. — About  eleven  at  night  he  came  to  fee  us  « 
again,  with  a fettled  gloom  on  his  countenance,  and 
gave  us  to  underhand,  that  he  had  undergone  exceflive 
toil  flnce  he  faw  us,  and  in  recompence,  had  been  grofsiy 
abufed  by  the  do6lor,  who  taxed  him  with  being  confe- 
derate with  us,  in  a deflgn  of  taking  away  his  life  and 
that  of  the  captain.  After  fome  time  fpent  in  mutual 
exhortation,  he  got  up,  and  fqueezing  me  by  the  hand 
with  an  uncommon  fervour,  cried,  “ God  blefs  you 
both  5”  and  left  us  to  wonder  at  his  Angular  manner  of 
parting  with  us,  which  did  not  fail  to  make  an  impref- 
Aon  on  us  both. 

Next  morning,  when  the  hour  of  viAtation  came 
round,  this  unhappy  young  man  was  mifllng,  and  after 
fl:ri61:  fearch,  fuppofed  to  have  gone  over-board  in  the 
night ; and  this  was  certainly  the  cafe. 

CHAP.  XXX. 

We  lament  the  fate  of  our  companion-^— the  captain 
offers  Morgan  his  liberty^  ^hich  he  refufes  to  ac^ 
cept We  are  brought  before  him  and  exa- 

mined—^Morgan  is  fent  hack  into  cuff 
tody,  wohither  alfo  1 am  remanded, 
after  a curious  trial, 

'T'HE  nev/s  of  this  event  alFefted  my  fellow  prifoner 
and  me  extremely,  as  our  unfortunate  companion 
had  jufliy  acquired,  by  his  amiable  difpoAtion,  the  love 
and  efleem  of  us  both;  and  the  more  we  regretted  his 
untimely  fate,  the  greater  horror  we  conceived  for  tlie 
villain,  who  was  undoubtedly  the  occaAon  of  it. — This 
abandoned  mifcreant  did  not  difcover  the  leaft  fymptom 
of  concern  forThomfon’s  death,  although  he  muft  have 
been  confcious  to  himfelf  of  having  driven  him  by  ill 
afage  to  that  fatal  refolution ; but  defired  the  captain 
to  fet  Morgan  at  liberty  again  to  look  after  the  patients. 
Accordingly,  one  of  the  corporals  was  fent  up  to  unfet- 
ter him  \ arid  he  proteited  he  would  not  be  relealed  until 

lie 
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he  flioulcl  know  for  wliat  he  was  confined ; nor  would 
lie  be  a tennis  ball,  nor  a fliuttle-cock,  nor  a trudge,  nor 
a fcullion  to  any  captain  under  the  liin.  Oakhum  find- 
ing him  obuinate,  and  fearing  it  woidd  not  be  in  his 
power  to  exercife  his  tyranny  much  longer  with  impu- 
nity, was  willing  to  fiiew  ferae  appearance  of  jullice,  and 
therefore  ordered  us  both  to  be  brought  before  him  on 
the  quarter-deck,  where  he  fat  in  ftate,  with  his  clerk 
on  one  fide,  and  his  counfellor  Mackfhane  on  the  other- 
- — When  we  approaclied,  he  honoured  us  with  this  fa^ 
lutation : So,  gentlemen,  damn  my  blood!  many  a 

captain  in  the  navy  would  have  ordered  you  both  to  be 
tuck’d  up  to  the  yard’s-arm,  without  either  judge  or 
jury,  for  the  crimes  you  have  been  guilty  of  j but  damn 
my  blood,  I have  too  much  good-nature,  in  allowing 
liich  dogs  as  you  to  make  your  defence.” — Captain 
Oakhum  (fald  my  fellow  fufferer)  certainly  it  is  in  your 
power  (Got  help  the  while)  to  tuck  us  all  up  at  your  will, 
-and  delire,  and  pleafare.— — And  perhaps  it  would  be 
petter  for  fome  of  us  to  be  tucked  up,  than  undergo  the 
miferies  to  which  we  have  been  expofed.  So  may  the 
farmer  hang  his  kids  for  his  diverfion,  and  amufement, 
and  mirth  j but  there  is  inch  a thing  as  juftice,  if  not  upon 
earth,  furely  in  heaven,  that  will  punifh  with  fire  and  prim- 
ifone  all  thofe  who  take  away  the  lives  of  innocent  people 
out  of  wantonnefs  and  parparity  (look  you) — In  the  mean 
tune,  I fliall  be  glad  to  know  the  crimes  laicb-to  my 
charge,  and  fee  theperlbnwhoaccufes  me.” — That  you 
lhall,  (laid  the  captain  5)  here,  do61or,  what  have  you 
to  fay?” — McklhaneHepping  forward,  hemmed  a good 
while,  in  order  to  clear  his  throat ; and  before  he  began, 
]Morgan  accofted  him  thus  ; Do61:or  Macklhane,  look 
in  my  face — look  in  the  face  of  an  honed  man,  wlio 
abhors  a falfe  witnefs  as  he  abhors  the  tevil,  and  Got 
be  judge  between  you  and  me.” — Tlie  do61;or  not  mind- 
ing this  conjuration,  made  tlie  following  fpeech,  as  near 
as  I can  remember: — I’ll  tell  you  what,  Mr.  Mor- 
gan, to  be  fure  what  you  fay  is  juft,  in  regard  to  an  ho- 
neft  man,  and  if  fo  be  it  appears  as  how  you  are  an  ho- 
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neil  man,  then  it  is  my  opinion,  that  you  deferVe  to  be 
acquitted,  in  relation  to  that  there  affair  : for  I tell  you 
what,  captain  Oakhum  is  refolved  for  to  do  every  body 
juftice. — As  for  my  own  part,  all  that  I have  to  alledge, 
is,  that  I have  been  informed  you  have  fpoken  difre- 
fpe61:ful  vv^ords  againft  your  captain,  who,  to  be  fure, 
is  the  moft  honourable  and  generous  commander  in 
the  king’s  fervice,  without  afparagement  or  acceptation 
of  man 5 woman,  or  child.” 

Having  uttered  this  elegant  harangue,  on  which  he 
feerned  to  plume  himielf,  Morgan  replied,  I do  partly 
guefs,  and  conceive,  and  underftand  your  meaning, 
which  I wifh  couid  be  more  explicit  : But,  however, 
I do  iuppofe,  I am  not  to  be  condemned  upon  bare  here- 
fay  i or  if  I am  convicted  of  fpeaking  difrefpe6lfully  of 
captain  Oakhum,  I hope  there  is  no  treafon  in  my 
words.” — But  there’s  mutiny,  by  God,  and  that’s 
deatli  by  the  articles  of  war,  (cried  Oakhum) — In  the 
mean  time,  let  the  v/itneffes  be  called.” — Hereupon 
Mackfhane’s  fervant  appeared,  and  the  boy  of  our  mefs, 
whom  they  had  feduced  and  tutored  for  the  purpofe— 
The  firft  declared,  that  Morgan,  as  he  defcended  the 
cock-pit  ladder,  one  day,  curfed  the  captain,  and  called 
him  a lavage  beaft,  faying,  he  ought  to  be  hunted 
down  as  an  enemy  to  mankind. — This  (faid  the 
clerk)  is  a ftrong  prefumptionof  a delign  formed  againft 
the  captain’s  life. — -For  why?  It  pre-fuppofes  malice 
afore-thought,  and  a criminal  intention  a priori — — 
Right  (laid  the  captain  to  this  miferable  gnib  who  had 
been  an  attorney’s  boy)  you  fnall  have  law  enough, 
here’s  Cook  and  Littlejohn  for  it.” — This  evidence  was. 
confirmed  b^^  the  boy,  who  affirmed,  he  heard  the  firlt 
mate  fay,  that  the  captain  had  no  more  bowels  than  a 
bear,  and  the'  furgeon  had  no  more  brains  than  an  afs. 
^Then  the  centinel  who  heard  our  difcourfe  on  the 
poop  was  examined,  and  informed  the  court  that  the 
Welchman  affiired  me,  Captain  Oakhum,  and  Doclor 
Mackfhane  would  tofs  upon  billows  of  burning  brim- 
ftone  in  hell  for  their  barbarity.— -The  clerk  obferved, 

that 
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tliat  there  was  an  evident  prejudication,  which  con- 
firmed the  fonner  fufpicion  of  a confpiracy  againft  the 
life  of  Captain  Oakhum  5 for,  becaiife,  how  could  Mor- 
gan fo  pofitively  pronounce  that  the  captain  and  fur- 
geon  would  be  damned,  unlefs  he  had  an  intention  to 
make  away  with  them  before  they  could  have  time  to 
repent  ? — This  fage  explanation  had  great  weight  v/itli 
our  noble  commander  who  exclaimed,  What  have  you 
to  fay  to  this,  Taffy  ? you  feem  to  be  taken  all  a-back, 
brother,  ha  1” — Morgan  was  too  much  of  a gentleman  to 
difown  the  text,  although  he  abfblutely  denied  the  truth 
of  the  comment  : Upon  which  the  captain,  ftruttingup 
to  him,  with  a ferocious  countenance,  faid,  ‘‘  So,  Mr. 
Son  of  a Bitch,  you  confefs  you  honoured  me  with  the 
names  of  bear  and  beaft,  and  pronounced  my  damna- 
tion!— Damn  my  heart!  I have  a good  mind  to  have 
you  brought  to  a court-martial  and  hanged,  you  dog.” 
— Here  Mackfhane,  having  occafion  for  an  afiifiant,  in- 
terpofed,  and  begged  the  captain  to  pardon  Mr.  Mor- 
gan, with  his  wonted  goodnefs,  upon  condition  that  he, 
the  delinquent,  fhould  make  fuch  fubmifiion  as  the  na- 
ture of  his  miidemeanour  demanded.— Upon  which  the 
Cambro-Briton,  who  on  this  occafion  would  have  made 
no  fubmifiion  to  the  Great  Mogul,  furrounded  by  his 
guards,  thanked  the  doctor  for  his  mediation,  and  ac- 
knowledged himfelf  in  the  wrong  for  calling  the  images 
of  God  a peaft,  but  (faid  he)  I fpoke  by  metaphor 
and  parable,  and  comparifon,  and  types  ; as  we  fignify 
meeknefs  by  a lamb,  letchery  by  a goat,  and  craftinefs 
by  a fox  5 fo  we  liken  ignorance  to  *an  afs,  and  brutality 
to  a bear,  and  fury  to  a tyger  ; therefore  I made  ufe  of 
thefe  fimilies  to  exprefs  my  fentiraents  (look  you)  and 
what  I faid,  before  Got,  I will  not  unfay  before  man  or 
pealt  neither.” — Oakhum  was  fo  provoked  at  this  info- 
lence  (as  he  termed  it)  that  he  ordered  him  forthwith 
to  be  carried  to  the  place  of  his  confinement,  and  his 
clerk  to  proceed  on  the  examination  of  me — The  firft 
queftion  put  to  me,  was  touching  the  place  of  my  nati- 
vity, which  I declared  to  be  the  north  of  Scotland.-— 

“ The 
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The  north  of  Ireland  more  like,  (cried  the  captain) 
but  we  fliall  bring  you  up  prefently.” — He  then  afkect 
what  religion  I profeffed  ; and  when  I anlwered,  “ The 
proteftant,”  fwcre  I was  as  arrant  a Roman  as  ever 
went  to  mafs. — ComiC,  come,  clerk,  (continued  he) 
catechife  him  a little  on  this  fubjeft. — But  before  I re- 
late the  particulars  of  the  clerk’s  enquiries,  it  will  not  be 
amiifs  to  inform  the  reader  that  our  commander  himfelf 
was  an  Hibernian,  and,  if  not  direwdly  belied,  a Roman 

Catholic  to  boot. You  fay  you  are  a proteflant, 

(fald  the  clerk)  make  the  fign  of  the  crofs  v%^ith  your 

fingers,  fo,  and  fwear  upon  it  to  that  affirmation.” 

When  I was  about  to  perform  this  ceremony,  the  cap- 
tain cried  with  Ibme  emotion,.  No,  no,  damme ! I’ll 
have  no  profanation,  neither. — But  go  on  with  your  in- 
terrogations.”— V Well  then,  (proceeded  my  examiner) 
how  many  facraments  are  there?” — To  which  I replied. 
Two.” — What  are  they  ?”  (laid  he)  I anfwered, 
Baptifrn  and  the  Lord’s  Supper.” — And  fo  you 
would  explode  confirmation  and  marriage  altogether  I 
(faid  Oaklium)  I thought  this  fellow  was  a rank  Ro- 
man.” The  clerk,  though  lie  was  bred  under  an  at- 
torney, could  not  refrain  from  blufhing  at  this  blunder, 
which  he  endeavoured  to  conceal,  by  obferving  that  thefe 
decoys  would  not  do  with  me  v/ho  feemed  to  be  an  old 
offender. — ^He  went  on  with  afking,  if  I believed  in 
tranmbilantiationpbut  I treated  the  notion  of  a real 
prelence  with  fuch  difiylpeft,  that  his  patron  was  fcan- 
dalized  at  my  impiety,  and  commanded  him  to  proceed 
to  the  plot. — Whereupon  this  miferable.  pettifogger 
told  me,  there  \\"as  great  reafon  to  liifpeel  me  of  being  a 
fpy  on  board  j and  that  I had  entered  into  a confpiraey 
with  Thomfon  and  others  not  yet  detecled,  againft  the 
life  of  Captain  Oakhum. — Which  accufation  they  pre- 
tended to  fupport  by  the  evidence  of  our  boy,  who  de- 
clared he  had  often  heard  the  deceafed  Thomfon  and  me 
whifpering  together,  and  could  diftinguifn  the  words, 
Oakhum,  raical,  poifon,  pifiol.”  By  which  expref- 
fions  it  appeared,  we  did  intend  to  life  fmifter  meajis  to 

accomplifh 
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5LcroiTip]'.(Ii  his  deftruclion.  That  the  death  of  Thomp- 
Ion  I'eemed  to  confirm  thts  conje61ure,  who  either  feeling 
the  [tings  of  remorfe,  for  being  engaged  in  fuch  a horrid 
confederacy,  or  fearing  a difcovery,  by  which  he  mud 
have  infallibly  fuffered  an  ignominious  death,  had  put  a 
fatal  period  to  his  own  exiftence, — But  what  eflublifiied 
the  truth  of  the  whole,  was  a book  in  cyphers  found 
among  my  papers,  v^rhich  exa61:ly  tallied  with  one  found 
in  his  cheft,  after  his  difappearance.  This,  he  obferved 
was  a prefumption  very  near  proof  pofitive,  and  would 
determine  any  jury  in  Chridendom  to  find  me  guilty. — 
In  my  own  defence,  I alledged,  that  I had  been  dragged 
on  board  at  firlt  very  much  againft  my  inclination,  as  I 
could  prove  by  the  evidence  of  fome  people  now  in  the 
fhip,  confequently  could  have  no  defign  of  becoming  a 
fpy  at  that  time  ; and  ever  fince  had  been  entirely  out  of 
the  reach  of  any  correfpondence  that  could  jufily  entail 
that  fufpiclon  upon  me. — As  for  confpiring  again!!'  my 
captain’s  life,  it  could  not  be  fuppofed  that  any  man  in 
his  right  wits  would  harbour  the  lead  thought  of  fuch 
an  undertaking,  which  he  could  not  pofiibly  perform 
without  certain  infamy  and  ruin  to  himfelf,  even  if  he 
had  all  the  inclination  in  the  v/orld. — That  allowing 
the  boy’s  evidence  to  be  true  (which  I affirmed  was 
falfe  and  malicious)  nothing  conclufive  could  be  gathered 
from  a few  incoherent  words.  Neither  was  the  fate  of 
Mr.  Thompfon  a circumfcance  more  favourable  for  the 
charge ; for  I had  in  my  pocket  a letter  which  too  well 
explained  that  myftery,  in  a very  different  manner  from 
that  which  was  fuppofed.  With  thefe  words  I produced 
the  following  letter  , which  Jack  Rattlin  brought  to  me 
the  very  day  after  Thompfon  difappeared  ; and  told  me 
it  was  committed  to  his  care  by  thedeceafed,  who  made 
him  promife  not  to  deliver  it  fooner.  The  clerk  taking 
it  out  of  my  hand,  read  aloud  the  contents,  which  were 
thefe  : 

Dear  Friend, 

T AM  fo  much  opprelTed  with  the  fatigue  I dally  and 

nightly  undergo,  and  the  barbarous  ufage  of  Dr. 
Mackfhane,  vvho  is  beat  on  your  deftru^lioil  as  well  as 

VoL.I.  T mine, 
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mine,  that  I am  reiblved  to  i'ree  myfelf  fi^om  this  mi- 
ferable  life,  and  before  you  receive^  this  fhall  be  no 
more.  I could  have  wifhed  to  die  in  your  good  opinion, 
which  I am  afraid  I (hall  forfeit  by  the  laft  aft  of  my 
life  5 but  if  you  .cannot  acquit  me,  I know  you  will 
at  leafl  preferve  fome  regard  for  the  memory  of  an  un* 
fortunate  young  m'an-who  loved  your»?^I  recommend  it 
to  you,  to  beware, of  Mackfhane,  whofe  revenge  is  im- 
placable.— 1 with  all  profperity  to  you  and  Mr.  Morgan, 
to  whom  pray  offer  my  lad  refpefts,  and  beg  to  be  re- 
membered as  your  unhappy  friend  and  countryman, 

IVilltam  Thompfon.^'’ 

This  .letter  fooper'read,  than  hlackfhaUeyin  a 

trapfport  of  cage^,fnatchec|»it  out  of  t-hd  clerk’s  liands, 
and  tore  it  into  a'^houfand^pieces,  faying,  it  was  a vil- 
lainous forgery,  contrived  and  executed  by  myfeif. — 
The  captain  and  clerk  declared  themfelves  of  the  fame 
opinion,  although  I infiffed  on  having  the  remains  of  it 
compared  with  other  writings  of  Thompfon,  which  they 
had  in  their  pofTefTion.  I was  ordered  to  anfwer  the 
hit  article  of  my  accufation,  namely,  the  book  of 
cyphers  found  among  my  papers.- — That  is  eafily 
done,  (laid  I.)  What  yon  are  pleafed  tb  call  .cyphers 
are  no  other  than  the  Greek  charatfters,  in  which,  for 
my  amufement,  I kept  a diary  of  every  tiling  I’emarka- 
ble  that  has  occurred  tO’  my  obfervation  fince  the  beg  mi- 
ning of  the  voyage,  till  the  day  on'wbich  I was  put -in 
ironsj  and  the  fame  method  was  praftiifed  by.Mr.  Thomp- 
fon, who  copied  mine.” — A very  likely  ftoiy  1 (cried 
Mackfliane.)  What  occafion  was  there  for  ufing  Grei^k 
characlers,  if  you  were  not  afraid  of  difcovering  what 

you  had  wrote  ?- Bui;  what  d’ye  talk  of  Greek  cha- 

rafters  ? — D’ye  think  I am  fo  ignorant  of  the  Greek 
language,  as  not  to  diftinguifh  its  letters  from  thefe, 
which  are  no  more  Greek  than  Cblnef^  ? No,  no  ; I will 
not  give  up  my  knowledge  of  the  Greek  for  you,  nor 
none  that  ever  came  from  your  country. So  faying, 
with  an  unparalled  effrontery,  he  repeated,  fome  gib- 
berifli,  which  by  the  found  feemed  to  be  Irifli,  and  made 
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it  pafs  for  Greek  with  the  captain,  who  looking  at  me 
with  a contemptuous  fneer,  exclaimed,  ‘‘  Ah,  ah, ! have 
5'ou  caught  a Tartar  ?”  I could  not  help  fmiling  at  the 
confuramate  aflurance  of  this  Hibernian,  and  offered  to 
refer  the  difpute  to  any  body  on  board  who  underftood 
the  Greek  alphabet : Up.cn  which  Morgan  was  brought 
back,  and  being  made  acquainted  with  the  affair,  took 
the  book,  and  read  a^whole  page  in  Englifli,  without  hefi- 

tation,  deciding  the  controverfy  in  my  favour. The 

dodor  was  fo  far  from  being  out  of  countenance  at  this 
detection,. that  he  affirmed,  Morgan  was  in  the  fecret,  and 
repeated  from  his  own  invention.  Oakum  raid,‘‘ Aye,  aye, 
I fee  they  are  both  in  a ffory And  difmiired  my  fel- 
low mate  to  his  cock-loft,  although  I propofed  that  he 
and  I fliould  read  and  tranflate  feparately,  any  chapter 
or  verfe  in  the  Greek  teflament  in  his  poffeffion,  by 
which  it  would  appear  whether  we  or  the  furgeon  fpoke 

truth. Not  being  endued  with  eloquence  enough  to 

convince  the  captain  that  there  could  be  no  juggle  nor 
confederacy  in  this  expedient,  I begged  to  be  examined 
by  fome  unconcerned  perfon  onboard,  who  underflood 
Greek.  Accordingly  the  whole  fliip’s  company,  officers 
and  all,  were  called  upon  deck,  among  whom  it  v/as 
proclaimed,  that  if  any  of  them  could  fpeak  Greek,  he 
or  they  fo  qualified  fhould  afcend  the  quarter-deck  im- 
mediately.  After  fomc  paufe,  two  fore -mail  me^n 

came  up,  and  profeffed  their  Ikill  in  that  language,  which 
.{they  faid)  they  acquired  during  ieyeral  voyages  to  the 
Levant,  among  the  Greeks  of  the  Morea.  The  cap- 
tain exulted  much  in  this  declaration,  and  put  rny  jour- 
nal-book into  the  hands  of  one  of  them,  who  candidly 
owned  he  could  neither  read  nor  write : the  other  ac- 
knowledged the  lame  degree  of  ignorance,  but  pretend- 
ed to  fpeak  the  Greek  lingo  with  any  man  on  board  ; 
and  addreffing  himfeif  to  me,  pronounced  fome  fenten.- 
ces  of  a barbarous  corrupted  language,  which  I did  not 
underfland. — I afferted,  that  the  modern  Greek  v/as  as 
different  from  that  fpoke  and  written  by  the  ancients, 
as  the  Englifh  ufed  now  from  the  old  Saxon  fpoke  in  the 
time  of  Hcngiit  j and  as  I had  only  learned  the  true 
T a original 
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original  tongue,  in  which  Homer,  Pindar,  the  Evangc- 
lids,  and  other  great  men  of  antiquity  wrote,  it  could 
not  be  fuppofed  that  I ihould  know  any  thing  of  an  im- 
perfect Gothic  dialeCt,  that  rofe  on  the  ruins  of  the  for- 
mer, and  fcarce  retained  any  traces  of  the  old  expreflion. 

But  if  doCfor  Mackfhane,  who  pretended  to  be 

mafter  of  the  Greek  language,  could  maintain  a con- 
verfation  with  thefe  feamen,  I would  retract  what  I had 
faid,  and  be  content  to  fuffer  any  punilhment  he  fhould 
think  proper  to  infliCf. — I had  no  fooner  uttered  thefe 
words,  than  the  furgeon,  knowing  one  of  thefe  fellows 
to  be  his  countryman,  accofted  him  in  Irlfh,  and  was 
anfwered  in  the  fame  brogue  j when  a dialogue  enfued 
between  them,  which  they  affirmed  to  be  in  Greek, 
after  having  fecured  fecrecy  of  the  other  tar,  who  had 
his  cue  in  the  language  of  the  Morea  from  his  com- 
panion, before  they  would  venture  to  aflert  fuch  an  intre- 
pid falfehood. — “ I thought  (faid  Oakum)  we  ffiould 
difcbver  the  impofture  at  laft. — Let  the  rafcal  be  carried 

back  to  his  confinement. — I find  he  mufi:  dangle.” 

Having  nothing  further  to  urge  in  my  own  behalf,  be- 
fore a court  fo  prejudiced  with  fpite,  and  fortified  with 
ignorance  againft  truth,  I fuffered  myfelf  to  be  re-con- 
du«Sl:ed  peaceably  to  my  fellow  prifoner,  who,  hearing 
the  particulars  of  my  trial,  lifted  up  his  hands  and  eyes 
to  Heaven,  and  uttered  a dreadful  groan  ; and  not  daring 
to  dilburdenhis  thoughts  to  me  by  fpeech,  left  he  might 
be  overheard  by  the  centinel,  biirft  forth  into  a Welch 
fong,  which  he  accompanied  with  a thoufand  contor- 
tions of  face,  and  violent  geftures  of  body. 
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IdifcO'Ver  a Stihor nation  againjl  me,  by  means  of  a 
parrel  het'iveen  I'njuo  of  the  Euidentes  \ in  confequence  of 
^vhich,  1 am  fet  at  Liberty,  and pre^' ail  upon  Morgan  to 
accept  of  his  Freedom  on  the  fame  Eerms — Mackjhane''  s 
Malice — We  arri^ue  at  'Jamaica,  from  ^^vhence  in  a Jhort 
Time  ^aoe  beat  up  to  Htfpaniola,  in  conjunBion  ^ith  the 
Wejl  India  Squadron — We  take  in  Water,  Sail  again,  and 
arrive  at  Carthagena — RefleBions  on  our  ConduB  there ^ 

^JEAN  while,  a quarrel  happening  between  the  two 
modern  Greeks,  the  one,  to  be  revenged  of  the 
other,  came  and  diicovered  to  us  the  myfteiy  of  Mack- 
Ihane’s  dialogue,  as  I have  explained  it  above.  This 
detection  coming  to  the  ears  of  the  doctor,  who  was 
fenfible,  that  (now  we  were  in  fight  of  Jamaica^)  we 
fhould  have  an  opportunity  of  clearing  ourfelves  before 
a court-martial,  and,  at  the  fame  time,  of  making  his 
malice  and  ignorance  conTpicuous,  he  interceded  for  us 
with  the  captain  fo  effectually,  that  in  a few  hours  wje 
were  fet  at  liberty,  and  ordered  to  return  to  our  duty, 
—This  was  a happy  event  for  me,  my  whole  body  being 
bliftered  by  the  fun,  and  my  limbs  benumbed  by  want 
of  motion  ; But  I could  fcarce  perfuade  the  Welchmaa 
to  accept  of  this  indulgence,  he  perfifting  in  his  obflinacy 
to  remain  in  irons  until  he  fliould  be  difcharged  by  a 
court-martial,  which  he  believed  would  alfo  do  him  juf- 
tice  on  his  enemies.  At  length  I reprefented  to  him  the 
precarious  iffue  of  a trial,  the  power  and  intereft  of  his 
adverfaries,  and  flattered  his  revenge  with  the  hope  of 
wreaking  his  refentment  with  his  own  hands  upon  Mack- 
iliane  after  our  return  to  England.  This  laft  argument 
had  more  weight  with  him  than  all  the  reft,  and  prevailed 
upon  him  to  repair  with  me  to  the  cockpit,  which  I no 
fooner  entered,  than  the  idea  of  my  departed  friend  pre- 
fented  itfelf  to  my  remembrance,  and  filled  rnyeyes  with 
tears. — We  difcharged  from  our  mefs  the  boy  who  had 
ilcied  fo  perfidioufly,  notwithftanding  his  tears,  entrea- 
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ties,  and  profeliions  of  penitence  for  what  he  had  done  5 
but  not  before  he  hadconfefled  that  the  furgeon  had  bribed 
him  to  give  evidence  againft  us,  with  a pair  of  (lockings, 
and  a couple  of  old  check  (hirts,  of  which  his  fervant 
had  fmce  plundered  him. 

The  keys  of  our  chefts  and  lockers  being  fent  to  ys 
by  the  do6lor,  we  detained  the  meffenger  until  we  had 
examined  the  contents  ; and  my  fellow  mate,  finding  all 
his  Chefii  re  cheefe  confumed  to  a cruft,  his  brandy  ex- 
haufted,  and  his  onions  gone,  was  feized  with  a fit  of 
choler,  which  he  difcharged  on  Macklhane’s  man  in 
oaths  and  execrations,  threatening  to  profecute  him  as 
a thief. The  fellow  fwore  in  his  turn,  that  he  ne- 

ver had  the  keys  in  his  polTeftion  till  that  time,  when  he 
received  them  from  his  mafter,  with  orders  to  deliver 
them  to  ns.~“  As  Got  is  my  judge,  (cried  Morgan,) 
and  nay  lalfation,  and  my  witnefs,  whofoever  has  pil- 
fered my  provifions,  is  a loufy,  peggarly,  rafcally 
Icnave  I and  by  the  foul  of  my  grandfire  ! I will  im- 
peach, and  accufe,  and  indi6l  him  of  a roppery,  if  I 

did  but  know  who  he  is.” Had  this  misfortune 

happened  at  fea,  where  we  could  not  repair  thelofs,  in 
all  probability  this  defeendant  of  Chara6lacus  would  have 
loft  his  wits  entirely  ; but  when  I obferved,  how  eafy  if 
would  be  to  remedy  this  paltry  mifchance,  he  became 

more  calm,  and  reconciled  himfelf  to  the  occafion A 

little  while  after  this  tranfport^  the  furgeon  came  info 
the  birth,  under  pretence  of  taking  fomething  out  of 
the  medicine  cheft,  and,  with  a fmiling  afpe6l,  wiftied 
ns  joy  of  our  deliverence,  which  (he  faid,  he  had  been 
at  great  pains  to  obtain  of  the  captain,  who  was  very 
juftly  incenfed  at  our  behaviour ; but  he  (the  do£lpr) 
had  paffed  his  word  for  our  future  condu6l,  and  he  hoped 
we  (hould  give  him  no  caufe  to  repent  of  his  kindnefs. 
— He  expecled  (no  doubt)  an  acknowledgment  from  us 
for  this  pretended  piece  of  fervice,  as  well  as  a general 
amnefty  of  what  was  pad  5 but  he  had  to  do  with  people 
who  were  not  quite  fo  apt  to  forgive  injuries  as  he  ima- 
gined or  to  forget  that,  if  our  deliverance  was  owing  to 
his  mediation,  our  calamity  was  occafioned  by  his  malice. 

I ther^- 
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I therefore  fat  filent,  while  my  companion  anfwered. 

Aye,  Aye,  'tis  no  matter — Got  knows  the  heart — • 
There  is  a time  for  all  things,  as  the  wife  man  faith  ; 
there  is  a time  for  throwing  away  ftones,  and  a time  to 
gather  them  up  again.” — He  feemed  to  be  difconcerted 
at  this  reply,  and  went  away  in  a pet,  muttering  feme- 
thing  about  “ Ingratitude”  and  “ Fellows,”  of  which 
we  did  not  think  fit  to  take  any  notice. 

Our  fleet  having  joined  another  that  waited  for  us, 
lay  at  anchor  about  a month  in  the  harbour  at  Fort- 
Royal,  in  Jamaica,  during  which  timefomething  ofeon- 
fequence  was  certainly  tranfaefed  5 notwithftanding  the 
infinuations  of  fome,  who  affirmed  we  had  no  bufinefs  at 
all  in  that  place — that  in  order  to  take  the  advantage 
of  the  feafon  proper  for  our  enterprife,  the  Wefl  India 
fquadron,  which  had  previous  notice  of  our  coming, 
ought  to  have  joined  us  at  the  weft  end  of  Hifpaniola,  with 
ncceflfary  ftores  and  refrefliments,  from  whence  we  could 
have  failed  dire6fly  for  Carthagena,  before  the  enemy 
could  put  themfdves  in  a good  pofture  of  defence,  or, 
indeed,  have  an  inkling  of  our  defgn.  Be  this  as  it 
will,  we  failed  from  Jamaica,  and  in  ten  days  or  a 
fortnight,  beat  up  againft  the  wind  as  far  as  the  ifle  of 
Vache,  with  an  intention,  as  was  faid,  to  attack  the 
French  fleet,  then  fuppofed  to  be  lying  near  that  place  ; 
but  before  we  arrived,  they  had  failed  for  Europe,  hav- 
ing firft  difpatched  an  advice-boat  to  Carthagena,  with 
an  account  of  our  being  in  thofe  feas,  as  alfo  of  our 
ftrength  and  deftinatlon.-— We  loitered  here  fome  days 
longer,  taking  in  wood  and  brackifh-water,  in  the  ufe 
whereof,  however,  our  admiral  feemed  to  confult  the 
health  of  the  men,  by  reftri6fing  each  to  a quart  a day. — • 
At  length  we  fet  fail,  and  arrived  in  a bay  to  the 
windward  of  Carthagena,  where  we  came  to  an  anchor, 

and  lay  at  our  eafe  ten  days  longer.- Here  again, 

certain  malicious  people  takeoccafion  to  blame  the  con- 
duft  of  their  fuperiors,  by  fayipg,  thaf  in  fo  doing, 
they  not  only  unprofitably  wafted  time,  which  was  very 
precious,  confidering  the  approach  of  the  rainy  feafon, 
but  alfg  allowed  the  Spaniards  to  recolkfl  themfelve? 
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from  tlie  terror  occafioned  by  the  approach  of  an  Englifh 
iieet,  at  leaft  three  times  as  numerous  as  ever  appeared 
in  that  part  of  the  world  before.  But,  if  I might  be 
allowed  to  give  ray  opinion  of  the  matter,  I would 
alcribe  this  delay  to  the  generofity  of  our  chiefs,  who 
fcorned  to  take  any -advantage  that  fortune  might  give 
them,  even  over  an  enemy.  At  laff,  however,  we  weigh- 
ed, and  anchored  again  fomewhat  nearer  the  harbour’s 
mouth,  where  w'e  made  ihift  to  land  our  marines,^  who 
encamped  on  the  beach,  in  defpite  of  the  enemy’s  Ihot, 

which  knocked  a good  many  of  them  on  the  head, 

This  piece  of  condudf,  inchoofing  acainp  under  the  walls 
of  an  enemy’s  fortification,  which  I believe  never  hap- 
pened before,  was  pradfifed,  I prefume,  with  a view  of 
accuftoming  the  foldiers  to  ftand  fire,  who  were  not  as 
yet  much  ufed  to  difeipline,  rneft  of  them  having  been 

taken  from  the  plough-tail  a few  months  before. 

This  expedient  again  has  furniflied  matters  for  cenfure 
againft  the  minlflry,  for  fending  a few  raw  recruits  on 
fuch  an  important  enterprife,  while  fo  many  veteran  re- 
giments lay  inadlive  at  home  : but  finely  our  go- 
vernors had  their  reafons  for  fo  doing,  which  poflibly  may 
be  difclofed  with  other  fecrets  of  the  deep.  Perhaps  they 
were  loth  to  rifk  their  belt  troops  on  fuch  defperate  fer* 
vice  5 or,  the  colonels  and  field  officers  of  the  old  corps, 
who,  generally  fpeaking,  enjoyed  their  commiffions  as 
fine-cures  or  penfions,  for  fome  doraeftic  fervice  ren- 
dered to  the  court,  refufed  to  embark  in  fuch  a danger- 
.ous  and  precarious  undertaking  j for  which  refufal,  ng 
doubt,  they  are  to  be  much  commended. 


CHAI!. 
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CHAP,  xxxir. 

Our  Land  Forces  being  difembarhed,  ereSi  a Fafdne 
Battery — Our  Ship  is  ordered^  ^itb  Four  more^  to  baiter 
the  Fort  of  Boca  Chica—Mackflane's  Convardice — ‘The 
Chaplain  s phrenzy — Flonef;  liatilin  lofes  one  Hand — His 
Fleroifm,  and  RefleBions  on  the  Battle — Crampleyd  Beha~ 
wiour  to  me  during  the  Heat  of  the  Fight* 

forces  being  landed  and  Rationed  as  I have  al- 
ready  mentioned,  let  about  eredling  a fafcine  battery 
to  cannonade  the  principal  fort  of  the  enemy,  and  in 
fomething  more  than  three  weeks  it  was  ready  to  open. 
That  we  might  do  the  Spaniards  as  much  honour  as 
poflible,  it  was  determined,  in  a council  of  war,  that 
five  of  our  largeft  fliips  fliould  attack  the  fort  on  one 
lide,  while  the  battery,  ftrengthened  by  two  mortars 
and  twenty-four  cohorns,  flioiild  ply  it  on  the  other. 

Accordingly,  the  fignal  for  our  fliip  to  engage, 
among  others,  was  hoifted,  we  being  advertifed  the 
night  before,  to  make  every  thing  clear  for  that  purpofe  5 
and  in  fo  doing,  a difference  happened  between  Captain 
Oakum  and  his  well -beloved  coufin  and  couniellor 
Mackfliane,  which  had  well  nigh  terminated  in  an  open 
rupture.-^ — The  do61:or,  who  had  imagined  there  was 
no  more  danger  of  being  hurt  by  the  enemy’s  fhot  in  the 
cockpit,  than  in  the  centre  of  the  earth,  was  lately  in- 
formed that  a furgeon’s  mate  had  been  killed  in  tliat 
part  of  a fliip,  by  a cannon-ball  from  two  fmali  redoubts 
that  weredeftroyed  before  thedifembarkation  of  our  fol- 
diers  } and  therefore  infifted  upon  having  a platform 
raifed,  for  the  convenience  of  the  fick  and  wounded,  in 
the  after- hold,  where  he  deemed  himfelf  more  fecure 
than  on  the  deck  above.  The  captain,  offended  at  this 
extraordinary  propofal,  accufed  him  of  puflllanimity, 
and  told  him,  there  was  no  room  in  the  hold  for  fuch 
an  occafion  ; or,  if  there  was,  he  could  not  expecf  to 
be  indulged  more  than  the  reft  of  the  furgeons  of  the 
navy,  who  ufed  the  cockpit  for  that  purpofe.  Fear  ren^ 

dering 
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dering  Mackfhane  obftinate,  he  perfifted  In  his  demand, 
andlhewed  his  inftru6lions,  by  which  it  was  authorized. 
The  captain  fwore  thofe  inftruflions  were  diflated  by  a 
parcel  of  lazy  poltroons,  who  were  never  at  lea  i never- 
theiefs,  he  was  obliged  to  comply,  and  lent  for  the  car^ 
penter  to  give  him  orders  about  it ; But  before  any  fuch 
meafure  could  be  taken,  our  fignal  was  thrown  out,  the 
do<5lorwas  compelled  to  trult  his  carcafe  in  the  cockpit, 
where  Morgan  and  I were  bufy  in  putting  our  inftru- 
ments  and  drelTings  in  order. 

Oiirfnip,  with  others  deftined  for  this  fervlce,  imme- 
diately weighed,  and  in  lefs  than  half  an  hour  came  to 
an  anchor  before  the  caftle  of  Boca  Chica,  with  a fpring 
upon  our  cable — and  the  cannonading  (which  indeed  was 
terrible,)  began.  The  fiirgeon,  after  having  crofled 
himlelf,  fell  flat  on  the  deck  ; and  the  chaplain  and  pur- 
fcn,  who  were  ftationed  with  us,  in  quality  of  afliftants, 
followed  his  example  5 while  the  Welclmian  and  I fat 
upon  a chefl  looking  at  one  anothei*  with  great  difcom- 
pofure,  fcarce  able  to  refrain  from  the  like  proftration. 
— And  that  the  reader  may  know  it  was  not  a common 
oecalion  that  alarmed  us  thus,  I mufl  inform  him  of  the 
particulars  of  this  dreadful  din  that  aftoniflied  ns.  The 
lire  of  the  Spaniards  proceeded  from  eighty-four  great 
guns,  befide  a mortar  and  fmall  arms,  in  Boca  Chica, 
thirty-flx  in  Fort  St.  Jofepli,  twenty  in  two  fafcine  bat- 
teries, and  four  men  of  war,  mounting  lixty-four  guns 
each. — This  was  anfwered  by  our  land  battery,  mounted 
-with  twenty-one  cannon,  two  mortars,  and  twenty 'four 
eohorns,  and  five  great  fliips  of  eighty  or  feventy  guns, 
that  fired  without  intermiflion.* — We  had  not  been  many 
minutes  engaged,  when  one  of  the  failors  brought  ano- 
ther on  his  back  to  the  cockpit,  where  he  tofied  liim  down 
like  a bag  of  oats,  and  pulling  out  his  pouch,  put  a 
large  chew  of  tobacco  in  his  mouth,  without  fpeaking 
a word.  Morgan  immediately  examined  the  condition, 
of  the  v/ounded  man,  and  cried  out,  “ As  I (hall  an- 
fwer  now,  the  man  is  tead  as  my  great  grandfather.’^ 

• Dead  ! ^fiild  his  comrade  :)  he  may  be  dead 

jiovv,  for  aught  I know  j but  I’ll  be  damn’d  if  he  was 
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"tot  alive  when  I took  him  up/' — So  faying,  he  was  about 
:o  retiun  to  his  quarters,  when  I bade  him  carry  the 

:)ody  along  with  him,  and  throw  it  over-board.-— 

* D — n the  body  ! (faid  he)  I think  ’tis  fair  enough  if 
[ take  care  of  my  own/' — My  fellow-mate,  fnatching 
jp  the  amputation  knife,  purfued  him  half  way  up  the 
:ockpit  ladder,  crying,  You  loufy  rafcal,  is  this  the 
:hurch-yard,  or  the  charnel- houfe,  or  the  fepulchre,  or 
ihe  golgotha  of  the  fliip  P’’ — but  was  ftopt  in  his  career 
by  one  calling,  Yo,  ho,  avad  there— Scaldings/’ — - 
Scaidings,”  (anfwercd  Morgan,)  Got  knows  ’tis,  hot 
enough  indeed  : — Who  are  you  ?” — '’‘Here’s  one,”  (re- 
plied the  voice.)  And  1 immediately  knew  it  to  be  that 
of  my  honelf  friend,  Jack  Rattlin,  who,  coming  to- 
vv’ards  me,  told  me,  with  great  deliberation,  he  was 
come  to  be  docked  at  laft,  and  difcovered  the  remains  of 
one  hand,  which  had  been  Ihattered  to  pieces  with  a grape 
(hot. — I lamented  with  unfeigned  ibrrow  his  misfortune, 
which  he  bore  with  heroic  courage,  obferving,  that  every 
fhot  had  its  commifBon  : It  was  v/ell  it  did  not  take  him 
in  the  head  ; for,  if  it  had,  what  then  ? he  fhould  have 
died  bravely,  fighting  for  his  king  and  country.  Death, 
was  a debt  which  every  man  owed,  animufi  pay  : and 
that  now  was  as  well  as  another  time. — - — I was  much 
pleafed  and  edified  v*rith  the  maxims  of  this  fea-philo- 
Ibpher,  who  endured  the  amputation  of  his  left  hand 
Without  Ihrinking ; the  operation  being  performed  (at 
his  requeft)  by  me,  after  Mackfiiane,  who  wa^  with 
difficulty  prevailed  to  lift  his  head  from  the  deck,  had 
declared  there  was  a neceffity  for  his  lofing  the  limb. — • 
While  I was  employed  in  drefiing  the  flump,  I afked 
Jack’s  opinion  of  the  battle,  who,  (baking  his  head, 
frankly  told  me,  he  believed  we  fhould  do  no  good  j 
For  why,  becaufe,  inflead  of  dropping  anchor  clofe 
under  fliore,  where  we  fhould  have  had  to  deal  with  one 
corner  of  Boca  Chica  only,  we  had  opened  the  harbour, 
and  expefed  ourfelves  to  the  whole  fire  of  the  enemy  from 
their  fhipping  and  Fort  St.  Jofeph,  as  well  as  from  the 
caftle  we  intended  to  cannor>ade  ; that  befides,  we  lay  at 
too  great  a diftance  to  damage  the  walls,  and  three  parts 
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in  four  of  our  (hot  did  not  take  place  ; for  there  was 
fcarce  any  body  on  board  who  underftood  the  pointing 
of  a gun. — Ah  ! God  help  us  I (continued  he)  if  your 
kinfman  Lieutenant  Bowling  had  been  there,  we  fhould 
have  had  other  guefs  work.” — By  this  time  our  pati- 
ents had  increafed  to  fuch  a number,  that  we  did  not 
know  which  to  begin  with  ; and  the  firft  mate  plainly 
told  the  furgeon,  that  if  he  did  not  get  up  immediately, 
and  perform  his  duty,  he  would  complain  of  his  beha 
viour  to  the  admiral,  and  make  application  for  his  war 
rant.  This  remonftrance  efFe61:ually  roufed  Mackfhane, 
who  was  never  deaf  to  an  argument  in  wliich  he  thought 
his  intereft  was  concerned  : he  therefore  rofe  up,  and,  in 
order  to  ftrengthen  his  refolution,  had  recourfe  more 
than  once  to  a cafe- bottle  of  rum,  which  he  freely  com- 
municated to  the  chaplain  and  purfer,  who  had  as  much 
need  of  fuch  extraordinary  infpiration  as  himfelf ; being 
thus  fupported,  he  went  to  work,  and  arms  and  legs 
were  hewed  down  without  mercy.— — The  fumes  of  the 
liquor  mounting  into  the  parfon’s  brain,  confpired  with 
his  former  agitation  of  fpirits  to  make  him  quite  deli- 
rious ; he  ftript  himfelf  to  the  fkin,  and,  befmearing 
liis  body  with  blood,  could  fcarce  be  with -held  from 
running  upon  deck  in  that  condition.  Jack  Rattlin, 
fcandalized  at  this  deportment,  endeavoured  to  allay  his 
tranfports  with  reafon  : but  finding  all  he  fa  id  inefFe6fual 
and  great  confufion  occafioned  by  his  frolics,  he  knocked 
him  down  with  his  right  hand,  and  by  threats  kept  him 
quiet  in  that  ftate  of  humiliation.— But  it  was  not  in 
the  power  of  rum  to  elevate  the  purfer,  who  fat  on  the 
floor  wringing  his  hands,  and  curfing  the  hour  in  which 
he  left  his  peaceable  profeflion  of  a brewer  in  Rochelfer, 

to  engage  in  fuch  a life  of  terror  and  difquiet. 

While  we  diverted  ourfelves  at  the  expence  of  this  poor 
devil,  a fhot  happened  to  take  us  between  wind  and 
water,  and  (its  courfe  being  through  the  purfer’s  (lore- 
room)  made  a terrible  havock  and  noife  among  the  jars 
and  bottles  in  its  way,  and  difconccrted  Mackfhane  fo 
much,  that  he  dropt  his  fcalpel,  and  falling  down  on  his 
knees,  pronounced  his  pater-^nojier  aloud  j the  purfer 
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fell  backward,  and  lay  without  fenle  or  motion  ; and  the 
chaplain  grew  lb  outrageous,  that  Rattlin  with  one  hand 
could  not  keep  him  under  ; lb  that  we  were  obliged  to 
confine  him  in  the  furgeon's  cabin,  where  he  was  no 
doubt  guilty  of  a thouland  extravagance^. — -Much  about 
tin's  time  my  old  antagonift  Crampley  came  down,  with 
exprefs  orders  (as  he  laid)  to  bring  me  up  to  the  quar- 
ter deck,  to  drefs  a flight  wound  the  captain  had  re- 
ceived by  a fplinter  ; his  realbn  for  honouring  me  in 
particular  with  this  piece  of  fervice  being,  that,  in  cafe 
I fliould  be  killed  or  difabled  by  the  way,  my  death  or 
mutilation  would  be  of  lefs  confequence  to  the  fliip’s 
company,  than  that  of  the  do6lor  or  his  firfl:  mate. — At 
another  time,  perhaps,  I might  havedifputcd  this  order, 
to  which  I was  not  bound  to  pay  the  leaft  regard  5 but 
as  I thought  my  reputation  depended  upon  my  com- 
pliance, I was  refolved  to  convince  my  rival,  that  I was 
no  more  afraid  than  he  of  expofing  myfelf  to  danger.-— 
With  this  view  I provided  myfelf  with  dreflings,  and 
followed  him  immediately  to  the  quarter-deck,  through 
a moft  infernal  feene  of  daughter,  Are,  fmoke,  and  up- 
roar ! Captain  Oakum,  who  leaned  againfl  the  mizen- 
mafl-,  no  focner  law  me  approach  in  ray  Ihirt,  with  the 
fieeves  tucked  up  to  my  arm- pits,  and  my  hands  dyed 
with  blood,  than  he  fignified  his  difpleafure  by  a frown, 
and  alked  why  the  doclor  himfelf  did  not  come  ? I told 
him  Crampley  had  Angled  me  out,  as  if  by  exprefs  com- 
mand ; at  which  reply  he  leemed  furpiifed,  and  threatened 
to  punifli  the  midlhipraan  for  his  prefumption  after  the 
engagement.  In  the  mean  time  I was  fent  back  to  my 
ftarion,  and  ordered  to  tell  Macklhane,  that  the  captain 
expe6fed  him  immediately. — I got  fafe  back,  and  deli- 
vered mycommiflion  to  thedo6for,  who  flatly  refufedto 
quit  the  poft  afligned  to  him  by  his  inftruftions  ; where- 
upon Morgan,  who  (I  believe)  was  jealous  of  my  repu- 
tation for  courage,  undertook  the  alfair,  and  afeended 
with  great  intrepidity. — The  captain,  Anding  the  fur- 
geon  obflinate,  fuflered  himfelf  to  be  drefled,  and  fwore 
he  would  confine  Mackfliane  as  foon  as  the  fervice  Ihould 
be  over.

Admiral  to  take  the  Town The  Economy  of  our  Expedd- 

tion  deferibed. 

J^AVING  cannonaded  the  fort  during  the  fpace  of 
four  hours,  we  were  all  ordered  to  flip  ourcableSy 
and  fheer  oif;  But  next  day  the  engagement  was  renew- 
ed, and  continued  from  the  morning  till  the  afternoon, 
when  the  enemy’s  fire  from  Boca  Chica  flackened,  and 
towards  evening  was  quite  filenced. — A breach  being 
made  on  the  other  fide,  by  our  land  battery,  large  enougb 
to  admit  a middle- fized  baboon,  provided  he  could  find 
means  to  climb  up  to  it,  our  General  propofed  to  give 
the  afiault  that  very  night,  and  aftually  ordered  a de- 
tachment on  that  duty.  Providence  ftood  our  friend 
upon  this  occafion,  and  put  it  into  the  hearts  of  the  Spa- 
niards to  abandon  the  fort,  which  might  have  been  main- 
tained by  refblute  men  to  the  day  of  judgment  againfi  all 
the  force  we  could  exert  in  the  attack. — —And  while 
our  foldiers  took  pofieffion  of  the  enemy’s  ramparts, 
without  refiftance,  the  fame  good  luck  attended  a body 
of  failors,  who  made  themfelves  mafters  of  Fort  St.  Jo- 
feph,  the  fafeine  batteries,  and  one  Spanilh  man  of  war  5 
the  other  three  being  burnt  or.  funk  by  the  foe,  that  they 
might  not  fall  into  our  hands. — —The  taking  of  thefe 
forts,  in  the  firength  of  which  the  Spaniards  chiefly  con- 
fided, made  us  mafters  of  the  outward  harbour,  and  oc- 
cafioned  great  joy  among  us  ; as  we  laid  our  accounts 
with  finding  little  or  no  oppofition  from  the  town  : and, 
indeed,  if  a few  great  fliips  had  failed  up  immediately, 

before 
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before  they  had  recovered  from  the  confufion  and  defpair 
that  our  unexpe6fed  fuccefs  had  produced  among  them, 
it  is  not  impoffible  that  we  might  have  finifhed  the  affair 
to  our  fatisfa6iion,  without  any  more  bloodflied  5 but 
this  ftep  our  heroes  difdained,  as  a barbarous  infult  over 
the  enemy’s  diftrel’s  ; and  gave,  them  ail  the  refpite  they 

could  defire,  in  order  to  recolle61:  themfelves. In  the 

mean  time,  Mackfhane,  taking  the  advantage  of  this  ge- 
neral exultation,  waited  on  our  captain,  and  pleaded  his 
own  caulefo  effedlually,  that  he  was  re-eilablifhed  in  his 
good  graces  5 and  as  for  Crampley,  there  was  no  more 
notice  taken  of  his  behaviour  towards  me  during  the 

aftion. But  of  all  the  confequences  of  the  vi6Ioiy, 

none  was  more  grateful  than  plenty  of  frefli  v/ater,  after 
we  had  langui/lied  five  weeks  on  the  allowance  of  a pur- 
fer’s  per  diem  for  each  man,  in  the  Torrid  Zone, 
where  tlie  lun  was  vertical,  and  the  expenee  of  bodily 
fluid  fo  great,  that  a gallon  of  liquor  could  fcarcefupply 
the  wafte  (/  twenty- four  hours  ; efpecially  as  our  pro^ 
vifion  confifled  of  putrid  falt-beef,  to  vdiich  the  failors 
gave  the  name  of  Irifh  horfe  ; fait- pork  of  New-England, 
which,  though  neither  fifli  nor  flefh,  favoured  of  both  5 
bread  from  the  fame  country,  every  bifcuit  whereof, 
like  a piece  of  clock-work,  moved  by  its  own  internal 
impulfe,  occafioned  by  the  myriads  of  infects  that  dwelt 
within  it  ; and  butter  ferved  out  by  the  gill,  that  tailed 
like  train  oil  thickened  with  fait,  Inilead  of  fmail  beer, 
each  man  was  allowed  three  half  quarterns  of  brandy  or 
rum,  which  were  diilributed  every  morning,  diluted 
with  a certain  quantity  of  his  water,  without  either  fugar 
or  fruit  to  render  it  palatable,  for  which  reafon,  this 
compofition  was  by  the  failors  not  unaptly  Ailed  necejjtty* 
Nor  was  this  limitation  of  Ample  element  owing  to  a 
icarcity  of  it  on  board,  for  there  was  at  this  time  water 
enough  in  the  fliip  for  a voyage  of  fix-months,  at  the 
rate  of  half  a gallon  per  day  to  each  man : But  this 
faft  mull  (I  fuppofc)  have  been  enjoined  by  way  of  pen- 
ance on  the  fliip’s  company  for  their  fins  j or  rather  witha 
view  to  mortify  them  into  a contempt  of  life,  that  they 
might  thereby  become  more  relblute  and  regardlefs  of 
U z dangero 
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danger.  How  fimpie  then  do  thole  people  argne,  wh# 
afcribe  the  great  mortality  among  us  to  our  bad  provi- 
fion  and  want  of  water  ; and  allirm,  that  a great  many 
valuable  lives  might  have  been  faved,  if  the  ufelefs 
tranfports  had  been  employed  in  fetching  frefli  ftock, 
turtle,  fruit,  and  other  refrelhments  from  Jamaica,  and 
other  adjacent  illands,  for  the  ufe  of  the  arm.y  and  fleet! 
feeing  it  is  to  be  hoped,  that  thofe  who  died  went  to  a 
better  place,  and  thofe  who  furvived  were  the  more  eafily 
maintained.  After  all,  a fufiicient  number  remained 
to  fall  before  the  wails  of  St.  Lazar,  where  they  behaved 
like  their  own  country  maftiffs,  which  fliut  their  eyes, 
run  into  the  jaws  of  a bear,  and  have  their  heads  cruflied 
for  their  valour. 

But  to  return  to  my  narration : After  having  put 
garrifons  into  the  forts  we  had  taken,  and  re-embarked 
our  foldiers  and  artillery,  a piece  of  fervice  that  detained 
us  more  than  a week,  we  ventured  up  to  the  mouth  of 
the  inner  harbouj-,  guarded  by  a large  fortiiication 
on  one  fide,  and  a fmall  redoubt  on  the  other,  both  of 
which  were  defer  ted  before  our  approach,  and  the  en- 
trance of  the  harbour  blocked  up  by  feveral  old  galleons, 
and  two  men  of  war  that  the  enemy  had  funk  in  the 
channel. — We  made  fliift,  however,  to  open  a pafTage 
for  fome  fhips,  that  favoured  a I’econd  landing  of  our 
troops  at  a place  called  La  Qiiinta,  not  far  from  the 
town,  where,  after  a faint  reliftance  from  a body  of 
^Spaniards,  who  oppofed  their  difembarkation,  they  en- 
camped, with  a defign  of  befieging  the  caftie  of  St,  La- 
^ zar,  which  overlooked  and  commanded  the  city.  Whe- 
ther our  renowned  general  had  nobody  in  his  army  who 
knew  how  to  approach  it  in  form,  or  that  he  trufled  en- 
tirely to  the  fame  of  his  arms,  I fliall  not  determine  ; 
but,  certain  it  is,  a refolution  was  taken  in  a council  of 
war,  to  attack  the  place  with  mufquetry  only.  This 
was  put  in  execution,  and  fucceeded  accordingly  ; the 
enemy  giving  them  fuch  a hearty  reception,  that  the 
greateft  part  of  the  detachment  took  up  their  everlafling 
refidence  on  the  fpot. — -Our  chief  not  relilbing  this  kind 
of  compiaifance  in  the  Spaniards,  was  wife  enough  to 

retreat 
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retreat  on  board,  with  the  remains  of  his  army,  which, 
from  eight  thoiifand  able  men,  landed  on  the  beach  near 
Boca  Chica,  was  now  reduced  to^,fifteen  hundred  fit  for 

lervice. The  Tick  and  wounded  were  fqueezed  into 

certain  veflels,  which  thence  obtained  the  name  ofhof- 
pital  fliips,  though  methinks  they  fcarce  deferved  fiich 
a creditable  title,  feeing  few  of  them  could  boaft  of 
their  furgeon,  nurle,  or  cook  ; and  the  fpace  betw^een 
decks  was  fo  confined,  that  the  miferable  patients  had 
not  room  to  fit  upright  iu  their  beds.  Their  wounds 
and  (lumps  being  negledled,  con  trailed  filth  and  putre- 
faclion,  and  millions  of  maggots  were  hatched  amidft 
the  corruption  of  their  fores.  This  inhuman  difregard 
was  imputed  to  the  fcarcity  of  furgeons,  though  it  is 
well  known  that  every  great  (hip  in  the  fieet  could  have 
fpared  one  at  lead  for  this  duty  ; an  expedient  which 
would  have  been  more  than  fufficlent  to  remove  this 
Rocking  inconvenience  : But  perhaps  the  general  was 
too  much  of  a gentleman  to  a(k  a favour  of  this  kind 
from  ins  fellow  chief,  who,  on  the  other  hand,  would 
not  derogate  fo  much  from  his  own  dignity,  as  to  offer 
fuch  alTiftance  unalked  5 for  I may  venture  to  affirm, 
that  by  this  time  the  Demon  of  Difeord,  with  hei-lboty 
wings,  had  breathed  her  influence  upon  our  counfels  5 
and  it  might  be  faid  of  thefe  great  men  (I  hope  they 
w’ill  pardon  the  comparifon)  as  of  Caefar  and  Ponipey, 
the  one  could  not  brook  a (liperior,  and  the  other  was 
impatient  of  an  ecjual  ; fo  that,  between  the  pride  of 
one,  and  the  infclence  of  another,  the  enterpril'e  mifear- 
ried,  according  to  the  proverb,  “ Between  two  dools 
“ the  backfide  falls  to  the  ground.” — Not  that  I would 
be  thought  to  liken  any  public  concern  to  that  oppro- 
brious part  of  the  human  body,  though  I might  with 
truth  aflert,  if  I durft  u(e  fuch  a vulgar  idiom,  that  the 
nation  did  hang  an  a — fe  at  its  difappointment  on  this 
occafion  : neither  would  I pre('ume  to  compare  the  capa- 
city of  cur  heroic  leaders  to  any  fucli  wooden  conveni- 
ence as  a joint  ffool,  or  as  a clofe-ftool  ; but  only  to 
fignify  by  this  fiinilc,  the  miffake  the  people  committed 
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in  trufting  to  the  union  of  two  inftruments  that  were 
never  joined. 

A day  or  two  after  the  attempt  on  St.  Lazar,  the  ad- 
miral ordered  one  of  the  Spanifli  men  of  war  we  had 
taken  to  be  mounted  with  fixteen  guns,  and  manned 
with  detachments  from  our  great  diips,  in  order  to  bat- 
ter the  town  : accordingly  (he  was  towed  into  the  inner 
harbour  in  the  night,  and  moored  within  half  a mile 
of  the  walls,  againft  which  (lie  began  to  fire  at  day- 
break 5 and  continued  about  fix  hours  expofed  to  the  op- 
pofition  of  at  lead:  thirty  pieces  of  cannon,  which  at 
length  obliged  our  men  to  fet  her  on  fire,  and  get  off  as 

well  as  they  could  in  their  boats. This  piece  of 

condu6f  afforded  matter  of  fp,eculation  to  all  the  wits 
either  in  the  army  or  navy,  who  were  at  laft  fain  to  ac- 
knowledge it  a ftroke  of  policy  above  their  cornprehen- 
fion. — Some  entertained  fuch  an  irreverent  opinion  of 
the  admiral’s  underflanding,  as  to  think:  Oe  exoecled  the 
tov»7n  would  furrender  to  his  floating  battery  of  fixteen 
guns:  others  imagined  his  foie  intention  was  vo  try  the 
enemy’s  ftrength,  by  which  he  (hculd  be  able  to  com- 
pute the  number  of  great  fhips  that  would  be  neceffary 
to  force  the  town  to  a capitulation  : But  this  laif  con- 
je61;ure  foon  appeared  groundlefs,  in  as  much  as  no 
fhips  of  any  kind  whatever  were  afterwards  employed  on 
that  fervice. — A third  fort  fwore,  that  no  other  caufe 
could  be  afligned  for  this  undertaking,  than  that  which 
induced  Don  Q^ixotte  to  attack  the  windmill.  A fourth 
clafs  (and  that  the  moft  numerous,  though,  without 
doubt,  compofed  of  the  moft  fanguine  and  malicious) 
plainly  taxed  this  commander  with  want  of  honefty  as 
well  as  fenfe  ; and  alledged  ^that  he  ought  to  have  facri- 
ficed  private  pique  to  the  intereft  of  his  country  ! that 
where  the  lives  of  fo  many  brave  fellow-citizens  were  con- 
cerned, he  ought  to  have  concurred  with  the  general, 
without  being  folicited,  or  even  defired,  towards  their  pre- 
fervation  and  advantage  ; that  if  his  arguments  could  not 
djffuade  him  from  a defpeiate  enterprife,  it  was  his 
duty  to  have  rendered  it  as  pra61:icable  as  pofhble,  with- 
put  running  extreme  hazard  j that  this  could  have  been 

done. 
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lone,  with  a good  proipeft  of  fuccefs,  by  ordering  five 
51*  fix  large  (hips  to  batter  the  town,  while  the  land  forces 
formed  the  caftle  : by  thefe  means  a confiderable  diver- 
tion  would  have  been  made  in  favour  of  thofe  troops, 
who,  in  their  march  to  the  aflault,  and  in  their  retreat^ 
fulfered  much  more  from  the  town  than  from  the  caftie  ; 
that  the  inhabitants,  feeing  themfelves  vigorouily  at- 
tacked on  all  hands,  would  have  been  divided,  diftra61'ed, 
and  ccnfufed,  and,  in  all  probability,  unable  to  refill 
the  allailants — But  all  thefe  fuggeftions  furely  proceeded 
from  ignorance  and  malevolence,  or  elfe  the  admiral 
would  net  have  found  it  fuch  an  eafy  matter,  at  his  re- 
tui'n  to  England,  to  jufi;ify  his  conducl  to  a miniftry  at 
once  fo  upright  and  dii'ccrning. — True  it  is,  that  thofe 
who  undertook  to  vindicate  him  on  the  fpot,  afierted, 
there  was  not  water  enough  for  our  great  ftiips  near  the 
town  ; tho’  thiswa^s  a little  unfortunately  urged,  becaufe 
there  happened  to  be  pilots  in  the  fleet  perfe<51;ly  well  ac- 
quainted with  the  foundings  of  the  harbour^  who  affirm- 
ed there  v^as  water  enough  for  five  eighty  gun  ffiips  to 
lie  abreaft,  almoft  up  at  the  very  walls.— The  difappoint- 
ments  we  fuffered  occaiioned  an  univerfal  deje6lionJ 
which  was  not  at  all  alleviated  by  the  obje6ls  that  daily 
and  houiiy  entertained  our  eyes,  nor  by  the  profpe6l  of 
what  mull  have  inevitably  happened,  had  we  remained 
much  longer  in  this  place.  Such  was  the  economy  in 
feme  fliips,  that  rather  than  be  at  the  trouble  of  inter- 
ring the  dead,  their  commanders  ordered  their  men  to 
throw  their  bodies  overboard,  many  without  either  bal- 
lafl  or  winding-lheet  ; fo  thatmumbers  of  human  car- 
cafi'es  floated  in  the  harbour,  until  they  were  devoured 
by  fliarks  and  carrion  crows  j which  afforded  no  agree- 
able fpe£lacle  to  thofe  who  furvived. — At  the  fame  time 
the  wet  feafon  began,  during  which  a deluge  of  rain 
falls  from  the  rifing  to  the  letting  of  the  fun,  without 
intermiflion  ; and  that  no  foorjer  ceafes,  than  it  begins  to 
thunder  and  lighten  with  fuch  continual  flalhing,  that 
one  can  Ite  to  read  a very  fmali  print  by  the  illumination,

■ Our  nevj  Captain  defcribed An  Adventure  of 

Morgan, 

^HE  change  of  the  atniofphere,  occahoned  by  this 
phenomenon,  confpired  with  the  ftench  that  fur- 
I'onnded  us,  the  heat  of  the  climate,  our  own  conftitu- 
tions,  impoveriihed  by  bad  provifions,  and  our  del'pair, 
introduced  the  bilious  fever  among  us,  which  raged 
with  fuch  violence,  that  three  fourths  of  thofe  whom  it 
Jnvaded  died  in  a deplorable  manner  ; the  colour  of 
their  Ikin  being,  by  the  extreme  putrefadiion  of  the 
juices,  changed  into  that  of  ioot 

Our  condu61:ors  finding  things  in  this  fituation,  per- 
ceived it  was  high  time  to  relinqu’fn  our  conquefts  ; and 
this  we  did,  after  having  rendered  their  artillery  ufelefs, 
a)id  blown  up  their  walls  with  gunpowder. — >Juft  as  we 
failed  from  Boca  Chica  on  our  return  to  Jamaica,  I 
found  myfelf  threatened  with  thefymptoms  of  this  terri- 
ble diftemper  j and  knowing  very  well  that  I fiood  no 
chance  for  my  life,  if  I Oiould  be  obliged  to  lie  in  th^ 
cockpit,  which,  by  this  time,  was  grown  intolerable  even 
to  people  in  health,  by  reafon  of  the  heat  and  unwhole- 
fome  fmell  of  decayed  provifion,  I wrote  a petition  to 
the  captain,  reprefentingrny  cafe,  and  humbly  imploring 
his  permifiionto  lie  among  the  foldiersin  the  middle-deck, 
for  the  benefit  of  the  air:  But  I rrnghthave  fpared  myfelf 
the  trouble  ; for  this  luimane  commander  refufed  my  re- 
queft;  and  ordered  me  to  continue  in  the  place  allotted 
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for  the  fiirgeon’s  mates,  orelfe  be  contented  to  lie  in  the 
hofpital,  which,  by  the  bye,  was  three  degrees  more  of- 
fenfive,  and  more  fnfFocating  than  our  own  birth  below. 

' — Another  in  my  condition,  perhaps,  would  have  fub- 
mitccd  to  his  late,  and  died  in  a pet ; but  I could  not 
brook  the  thought  of  perilhing  fo  pitifully,  after  I had 
weathered  fo  many  gales  of  hard  fortune  ; I therefore, 
without  minding  Oakum’s  injun6lion,  prevailed  upon 
the  foldieis  (whole  good  will  I had  acquired)  to  admit 
my  hammock  among  them  ; and  a6fually  congratulated 
myfelf  upon  iny  comtortable  fituation  ; which  Crampiey 
no  fooner  underftood,  than  he  fignified  to  the  captain, 
my  contempt  of  his  orders  ; and  was  invelled  with  power 
to  turn  me  down  again  into  my  proper  habitation. — 
This  barbarous  piece  of  revenge  incenfed  me  lb  much 
againd  the  author,  that  I vowed,  with  bitter  impreca- 
tions, to  call  him  to  a fevere  account,  if  ever  it  fliould  be 
in  my  power  j and  the  agitation  of  my  fpirits  increafed 
my  fever  to  a violent  degree.— While  I lay  g^ifping  for 
breath  in  this  infernal  abode,  I was  vihted  by  a feiqeant, 
the  bones  of  whofe  nofe  I had  reduced  and  fet  to  rights, 
after  they  had  been  demoliflied  by  a fpiinter  during  our 
laft  engagement  ; He  being  informed  of  my  condition, 
offered  me  theufe  of  his  birth  in  the  middle-deck,  which 
was  inclofed  with  canvafs,  and  well  aired  by  a port  hole 
that  remained  open  withinit. — I embraced  this  propofal 
w'lth  joy,  and  was  immediately  conduCled  to  the  place, 
w'here  I was  treated,  while  my  illnefs  lafted,  with  the 
utmoft  tendernefs  and  care  by  this  grateful  halberdier, 
who  had  no  other  bed  for  himfelf  than  a hencoop  during 
the  whole  paffage. — Here  I lay  and  enjoyed  the  breeze  ; 
notvvithftanding  which,  my  malady  gained  ground,  and 
at  length  my  life  was  defpaired  of;  though  I never  loft 
hopes  of  recovery,  even  when  I had  the  mortification  to 
lee,  from  my  cabin  window,  fix  or  feven  throv/n  over- 
board every  day,  who  died  of  the  fame  diftemper.  This 
confidence,  I am  peiTuaded,  conduced  a great  deal  to  the 
prefervation  of  my  life,  efpeciall^,  when  joined  to  another 
refblution  I took  at  the  beginning,  namely,  to  refufe  all 
medicine,  which  I could  not  help  thinking  co-operated 

with 
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with  the  direafe,  and,  in  (lead  of  refifting  putrefa6lIon> 
promoted  a total  degeneracy  of  the  vital  fluid. — When 
my  friend  Morgan,  therefore,  brought  his  diaphoretic 
bolufes,  I put  them  in  my  mouth,  'tis  true,  but  without 
any  intention  of  fwallowing  them  ; and  when  he  went 
away,  I fpit  them  out,  and  waflied  my  mouth  with  water- 
gruel.  I feemingly  complied  in  this  manner,  that  I 
might  not  affront  the  blood  of  Cara^lacus,  by  a refulal 
which  might  have  intimated  a diffidence  of  his  phyfical 
capacity  ; for  he  a6led  as  my  phyiician  ; do£lor  Mack- 
fhane  never  once  enquiring  about  me,  or  even  knowing 
where  I was. — -When  my  diflemper  was  at  the  height, 
Morgan  thought  my  cafe  defperate  5 and  after  having  ap- 
plied a blifler  to  the  nape  of  my  neck,  fqueezedmy  hand, 
bidding  me,  with  a woeful  countenaace,  recommend  my- 
felf  to  Got  and  my  Reteeraer  5 then  takiiig  his  leave,  de- 
fired  the  chaplain  to  come  and  adminifter  fome  fpiritual 
confbiation  to  me  5 but  before  he  arrived,  I made  fhift 
to  rid  myfelf  of  the  troublefome  application  the  Welch- 
man had  bellowed  on  my  back.— The  parfon  having  felt 
my  pulfe,  enquired  into  the  nature  of  my  complaints, 
hemmed  a little,  and  began' thus  : Mr.  Random,  God 
out  of  his  infinite  mercy  hath  been  plealed  to  vifit  you 
with  a dreadful  dfllemper,  the  iflue  of  which  no  man 
knows. — You  may  be  permitted  to  recover,  and  live 
many  days  on  the  face  of  the  earth  5 and,  which  is  more- 
probable,  you  may  be  taken  away,  and  cut  off  in  the 
flower  of  your  youth  : It  is  incumbenton  you,  therefore, 
to  prepare  for  the  great  change,  by  repenting  fmcerely  of 
your  fins  ; of  this  there  cannot  be  a greater  fign,  than  an 
ingenuous  confeffion,  which  I conjure  you  to  make, 
•without  hefitation,  or  mental  refervation  5 and  when  I 
am  convinced  of  yoiir  fincerity,  I will  then  give  you  fuch 
comfort  as  the  fituation  of  your  foul  will  admit  of.  With- 
out doubt,  you  have  been  guilty  ofnumberlefs  tranfgref- 
flons  to  which  youth  is  fubjebl,  as  fwearing,  driinkefinefs, 
whoredom,  and  adultery  : tell  me  therefore,  without  re- 
ferve,  the  particulars  of  each,  specially  of  the  lad,  that  I 
may  be  acquainted  with  the  true  ftateofyour  confcience  ! 
for  no  phyfician  will  prefcribe  for  his  patient  until  he 

knows 
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knows  the  circiimftances  of  his  difeafe.”  As  I was  not 
under  any  appreheniions  of  death,  I could  not  help  fmil. 
ing  at  the  doctor's  inqiiifitive  remonftrance,  which  I 
told  him  favoured  more  of  the  Roman  than  of  the  Pro- 
tedant  church,  in  recommending  auricular  confeflion  5 a 
thing,  in  my  opinion,  not  at  all  necelTary  to  falvation, 
and  which,  for  that  reafon,  I declined. — This  reply  dif- 
concerted  him  a little  ; however,  he  explained  away  his 
meaning,  irv.  making  learned  diftin^lions  between  what 
was  ablbluteiy  necellary,  and  what  was  only  convenient; 
and  then  proceeded  to  afk  what  religion  I profelTed  : I 
ani’wered,  that  I had  not  as  yet  conlidered  the  difference 
of  religions,  confequently  had  not  fixed  on  any  one  in 
particular,  but  that  I was  bred  a Prefbytcrian. — At  this 
word  the  chaplain  expreffed  great  afionifhment,  and  faid, 
he  could  not  comprehend  how  a Prefbyterian  was  en- 
titled to  any  pod  under  the  Englifli  government. — Then 
heafked  if  I had  ever  received  the  Sacrament,  or  taken 
the  oaths  ; to  which  quedions  I replying  in  the  nega- 
tive, he  held  up  his  hands,  aflured  me  he  could  do  me 
no  fervice,  widicd  I might  not  be  in  a date  of  reproba- 
tion, and  returned  to  his  mefs-mates,  who  were  making 
merry  in  the  ward- room,  round  a table  well  dored  with 
bumbo*  and  wine. 

This  infinuation,  terrible  as  it  was,  bad  not  fiich  an 
effe(5l;  upon  me  as  the  fever,  which,  foon  after  he  had 
left  me,  grew  outrageous  : I began  to  fee  drange  chi- 
meras, and  concluded  myfelf  on  the  point  of  becoming 
delirious  ; in  the  mean  time  being  in  great  danger  of 
fudbcaticn,  I darted  up  in  a kind  of  frantic  fit,  with  an 
intention  to  plunge  myfelf  into  the  fea;  and  as  my  friend 
the  fcrjeant  was  not  prefent,  would  certainly  have  cooled, 
myfelf  to  fome  purpofe,  had  I not  perceived  a moidure 
upon  my  thigh,  as  I endeavoured  to  get  out  of  my  ham- 
mock ; The  appearance  of  this  renev/cd  my  hopes,  and 
I had  reflexion  and  refolution  enough  to  take  the  advan- 
tage of  this  favourable  fymptom,  by  tearing  the  fhirt

from 
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from  my  body,  and  the  fheets  from  my  bed,  and  wrap- 
ping myfelf  in  a thick  blanket,  in  which  inclofure,  for 
about  a quarter  of  an  hour,  I felt  the  pains  of  hell  : but 
it  was  not  long  before  I was  recompenfed  for  my  fuffer- 
ing  by  a profufe  fweat,  that  burfting  from  the  whole 
furface  of  my  ikin,  in  lefs  than  two  hours,  relieved  me 
from  all  my  complaints,  except  that  of  weaknefs  5 and 
left  me  as  hungry  as  a kite. — I enjoyed  a very  comfort- 
able nap  5 after  which  I was  regaling  rayfelf  with  the 
agreeable  reverie  of  my  future  happinefs,  when  I heard 
Morgan,  on  the  outfide  of  the  curtain,  aik  the  ferjeant,  if 
I was  alive  dill  ? “ Alive  1 (cried  the  other.)  God  forbid 
he  (hould  be  otherwife  ! He  has  lain  quiet  thefe  five  hours, 
and  I do  not  choofe  td  difturb  him,  for  deep  will  do  him 
great  fervice.” — ‘‘  Aye,  (faid  my  fellow  mate,)  he  deeps 
io  found,  (look  you)  that  he  will  never  waken  till  the 

great  trump  plows. — Got  be  merciful  to  his  foul. 

He  has  paid  his  debt  like  an  honed  man. — Aye,  and 
moreover,  he  is  at  red  from  all  perfecutions,  and  trou- 
bles, and  adli^fions,  of  which.  Got  knows,  and  I know, 
he  had  his  own  diare. — Ochree  ! Ochree  ! he  was  a pro- 
midng  youth  indeed.”— So  faying,  he  groaned  grie- 
voudy,  and  began  to  whine  in  fuch  a manner,  as  per- 
fuaded  me  he  had  a real  frienddiip  for  me. — The  ferjeant, 
alarmed  at  his  words,  came  into  the  birth,  and  while  He 
looked  upon  me,  I fmiled,  and  tipt  him  the  wink.  He 
immediately  gueded  my  meaning,  and,  remaining  dlent, 
Morgan  was  confirmed  in  his  opinion  of  my  being  dead  5 
whereupon  he  approached  with  tears  in  his  eyes,  in  or- 
der to  indulge  his  grief  with  a fight  of  the  obje^f  : And 
I counterfeited  death  fo  well,  by  fixing  my  eyes,  and 
dropping  my  under-jaw,  that  he  faid,  ‘‘  There  he  lies, 
no  petter  than  a lump  of  clay.

It  was  fome  time  before  he 
could  recoilebl:  himfelf  fo  far  as  to  feel  my  plilfe,  and  en- 
quire into  the  particulars  of  my  difeafe : But  when  he 
found  I had  enjoyed  a favourable  crifis,  he  congratulated 
me  upon  my  good  fortune;  not  failing  to  afcribe  it,  un- 
der Got,  to  the  blitter  he  had  applied  to  my  back  at 
his  I aft  viiit ; which,  by  the  bye,  faid  he,  mutt  now  be 
removed  and  drefied.

frain from  laying  my  cudgel  acrofs  his  pate  ; but  when 
I confidered  my  prefent  feeblenefs,  and  the  enemies  I had 
in  the  /hip,  who  wanted  only  a pretence  to  ruin  me,  I 
VoL-  I.  X reftrained. 
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reftrained  my  paffion,  and  contented  myfelF  with  telling 
him,  I had  not  forgot  his  infolence  and  malice,  and  that 
I hoped  we  fliould  meet  one  day  on  fhore. — -At  this  de- 
claration he  grinned,  fhook  his  fift,  and  fwore  he  longed 
for  nothing  more  than  fuch  an  opportunity. 

Mean  while  our  fhip  was  ordered  to  be  heaved  down, 
vl6lualled  and  watered,  for  her  return  to  England  ; and 
our  captain,  for  fome  reafon  or  other,  not  thinking  it 
convenient  for  him  to  revifit  his  native  country  at  this 
time,  exchanged  with  a gentleman,  who,  on  the  other 
hand,  whhed  for  nothing  fo  much  as  to  be  fafe  without 
the  tropic  j all  his  care  and  tendernefs  of  himl'elf  being 
infufficient  to  prefer ve  his  complexion  from  the  injuries 
of  the  fun  and  weather. 

Our  tyrant  having  left  the  fliip,  and  carried  his  fa- 
vourite Mackfhane  along  with  him,  to  my  inexpreflible 
fatisfa6\:ion,  our  new  commander  came  on  board  in  aten- 
oarM  barge,  overfliadowed  with  a vaft  umbrella,  arid 
appeared  in  every  thing  the  reverfe  of  Oakiim,  being  a 
tall,  thin  young  man,  dre (Ted  in  this  manner  : A white 
bar,  garniilied  with  a red  feather,  adorned  his  head,  from 
whence  his  hair  flowed  upon  his  (houlders  in  ringlets, 
tied  behind  with  a ribbon.— His  coat,  confiding  of  pink- 
coloured  filk,  lined  with  white,  by  the  elegance  of  the 
cut,  retired  backward,  as  it  were,  to  difcover  a white 
fattin  waidcoat  embroidered  with  gold,  unbuttoned  at 
the  upper  part  to  difplay  a broach  fet  with  garnets,  that 
glittered  in  the  bread  of  his  fhirt,  which  was  of  the  fined 
cambric,  edged  with  real  Mechlin  ; the  knees  of  his 
crimfon  velvet  breeches  fcarce  defcended  fo  low  as  to 
meet  his  iilk  dockings,  which  rofe,  without  fpot  or 
wrinkle  on  his  meagre  legs,  from  fhoes  of  blue  Moro- 
quin,  dudded  with  diamond  buckles  that  flamed  forth 
rivals  to  the  fun!  A deel  hiked  fword,  inlaid  with  gold, 
and  decked  with  a knot  of  ribbon,  which  fell  down  in  a 
rich  tafsle,  equipped  his  fide  5 and  an  amber  headed  cane

At  the 
noife  of  his  outcries,  his  fervants  ran  into  his  apart- 
ment, and  he  accofted  them  thus;  ««  Villains ! cut- 

throats  ! traitors  1 I am  betrayed  I I am  facrificed  I 

Will  you  not  carry  that  monfteraway?  or  muft  I be 

ftified  with  the  ftench  or  him  ! Oh  ! oh  !” With  theie 

inteijelSIions,  he  funk  down  upon  his  fettee  in  a fit : his 
chambre  plied  him  with  a fmelling  bottle  / one 
footman  chafed  his  temples  with  Hungary  water,  ano- 
ther  fpnnkled  the  floor  with  fpirits  of  lavender,  a third 
pufhed  Morgan  out  of  the  cabin  5 who,  coming  to  the 
place  where  I was,  iat  down  with  a demure  countenance, 
and,  according  to  his  culfom,  when  he  received  any  in- 
digmty  which  he  durfl  not  revenge,  began  to  fing  a 
Welch  ditty.

the  effluvia  of  tobacco,  which  is  a cephalic,  odoriferous, 
aromatic  herb,  and  he  is  the  fon  of  a mountain  goat  who 
fays  otherwife. — As  for  my  being  a monfler,  let  that  be 
as  it  is ; I am  as  Got  was  pleafed  to  create  me,  which, 
perad venture,  is  moie  tnan  I /hall  aver  of  him  who  gav’c

vshere  I make  myfelf  knovmto  the  Surgeon,  ^ho  tieiAs 

me  vert  kindly 1 go  on  Shore,  fell  my  Ticket,  pur- 

chafe  Neceffaries,  and  at  my  return  on  Board  am  furprifed 
at  the  Sight  of  Crampley,  who  is  appoimed  Lieutenant  of 
The  Sloop— We  fail  oi  a Cruize— Take  a Prize,  in 
which  I arrive  at  Port  Morant,  under  the  Command  of 
my  Mefs-mate,  with  whom  I live  in  great  Harmony.. 
ttE  was  eoing  on  with  an  eulogium  upon  the  captain, 
W.  vvhen  I received  a meflage  to  clean  myfeM^  and  go 
up  to  the  great  cabin:  and  with  this  command  I in- 
ilLtly  complied,  fweetening  myfelf  with  rofe  water  from 
the  medicine  cheft.  When  I entered  the  r^tn.  I wa. 
ordered  to  (land  by  the  door,  until  Captain  Wlnffle  had 
reconnoitsred  me  at  a diftance  with  a fpy  glals.  H- 
having  conftilted  one  fenfe  in  this  manner,  bade  me  ad- 
vance gradually,  that  his  nofe  might  have  intelligence, 
before  it  could  be  much  offended  : I therefore 
with  great  caution  and  fuccefs,  and  he  was 
fay,  ‘‘  Aye,  this  creature  is  tolerable.

man  ave  quelque  chofe  of  de  bonne  mien. 
then  (faid  his  matter)  I think  I mull  venture.  —Then 
addreffing  himfelf  to  me,  thou  ever 
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body  bnt  brutes  ? — But  I need  not  afk  thee,  for  thou  wilt 

tell  me  a mofr  damnable  lie,” ‘‘  Brutes,  Sir,  (an- 

Iwered  I,  pulling  down  his  glove,  in  order  to  feel  his 
pulfe  5)  I never  meddle  with  brutes.”-— What  the  devil 
art  thou  about  ? (cried  he  5)  doft  thou  intend  to  twift  off 
my  hand  ? Gad’s  curfe  ! my  arm  is  benumbed  up  to  the 
very  fhoulder  ! Heaven  have  mercy  upon  me  ! mufti  pe- 
rifh  under  the  hands  of  favages  ? What  an  unfortunate 
deg  was  I to  come  on  board  without  my  own  furgeon, 
Mr.  Simper.” — I craved  pardon  for  having  handled  him 
lb  roughly,  and  with  the  utmoft  care  and  tendernefs 
tied  up  his  arm  with  a fillet  of  filk.  While  I was  feel- 
ing for  the  vein,  he  delired  to  know  how  much  blood  I 
intended  to  take  from  him,  and  when  I anfwered. 
Not  above  twelve  ounces,”  ftarted  up  with  a look  full 
of  horror,  and  bade  me  begone,  fwearing  I had  a defign 
upon  his  life.

I am  exceftively  difordered  I I have  been 
betrayed,  frighted,  murdered,  by  the  negligence  of  my 
fervants,  who  fuffered  a beaft,  a mule,  a bear,  to  fur- 
prize  me,  and  ftink  me  into  convullions  with  the  fumes 
of  tobacco.’" — Simper,  who  by  this  time,  I found,  was 
obliged  to  art  for  the  clearnefs  of  his  complexion,  affumed 
an  air  of  foftnefs  and  fympathy,  and  lamented,  with 
many  tender  expreftions  of  forrow,  the  fad  accident  that 
had  thrown  him  into  that  condition  j then  feeling  his 
patient’s  pulfe  on  the  outfide  of  his  glove,  gave  it  as  his 
opinion,  that  his  diforder  was  entirely  nervous,  and 
that  fome  drops  of  tln61iire  of  caftor  and  liquid  lauda- 
jfium  woi^ld  be  of  more  fervice  to  him  than  bleeding,  by 

bridling 
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bridling ' the  Inordinate  fallies  of  his  fpirits,  and  com- 
pofing  the  fermentation  of  his  bile— I was  therefore  Tent 
to  prepare  this  prefcription,  whicli  was  adminiffered  in 
a glafs  of  fack  poHet  j after  fhe  captain  had  been  put  to 
bed,  and  orders  fent  to  the  officers  on  the  quarter-deck, 
to  let  no- body  walk  on  that  fide  under  which  he  lay. 

While  the  captain  enjoyed  his  repofe,  the  doflor 
watched  over  him,  and  indeed  became  fo  neceffiary,  that 
a cabin  was  made  for  him  contiguous  to  the  ilate-room, 
where  Whiffle  dept,  that  he  might  be  at  hand  in  cafe 

of  accidents  in  the  night. Next  day,  our  commander 

being  happily  recovered,  gave  orders,  that  none  of  the 
lieutenants  fflould  appear  upon  deck  without  a wig, 
fword,  and  ruffles;  nor  any  midffiipman,  or  other  petty 
officer,  be  fcen  with  a check  ffiirt,  or  dirty  linen. — — - 
He  alfo  prohibited  any  perlbn  whatever,  except  Simper, 
and  his  own  fervants,  from  coming  into  the  great  cabin, 
without  firft  fending  in  to  obtain  leave. — Thefe  lingular 
regulations  did  not  prepoflefs  the  fhip's  company  in  his 
favour;  but,  on  the  contrary,  gave  fcandal  an  opportu- 
nity to  be  very  bufy  with  his  character,  and  acculed  him 
of  maintaining  a correfpondence  with  his  furgeon  not  fit 
to  be  named. 

In  a few  weeks  our  fhip  being  under  failing  orders,  I 
was  in  hope  of  revifiting  my  native  country  in  a very 
fhort  time,  when  the  admiral’s  furgeon  came  on  board, 
and  fending  for  Morgan  and  me  to  the  quarter-deck, 
gave  us  to  underdand  there  was  a great  fcarcity  of  fur- 
geons  in  the  Wed  Indies ; that  he  was  commanded  to 
detain  one  mate  out  of  every  great  fhip  that  was  bound 
for  England  ; and  defired  us  to  agree  between  ourfelves, 
before  the  next  day  at  that  hour,  which  of  us  fflould 
day  behind. — We  were  thunderdruck  at  this  propofal, 
and  dared  at  one  another  fome  time  without  fpeaking. 
At  length  the  Welchman  broke  fiience,  and  offered  to 
remain  in  the  Wed  Indies,  provided  the  admiral  would 
give  him  a furgeon’s  warrant  immediately  ; but  he  was 
told  there  was  no  want  of  chief  lurgeons,  and  that  he 
mud  be  contented  with  the  dation  of  mate,  till  he 
fflould  be  further  provided  for  in  due  conrfe ; Where- 
upon 
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upon  Morgan  flatly  refufed  to  quit  the  fhip  for  which 
the  commiffioners  of  the  navy  had  appointed  him  : and 
the  otner  told  him  as  plainly,  that  if  we  could  not  deter- 
mine  the  affair  by  ourfelves  before  to-morrow  raorninv, 

he  rnim  call  lots,  'and  abide  by  his  chance. When  I 

recalled  to  my  remembrance  the  miferies  I had  under- 
gone in  England,  where  I had  not  one  friend  to  promote 
my  intereft,  or  favour  my  advancement  in  the  navy, 
and  at  the  fame  time  refleaed  on  the  prefent  dearth  of 
fmgeons  m the  Weft  Indies,  and  the  unhealthinefs  of 
the  climate,  which  every  day  almoft  reduced  the  niim- 
bei,  I could  not  help  thinking  rny  fuccefs  would  be 
much  more  certain  and  expeditious,  by  my  flaying 
where  I was,  than  by  my  returning  to  Europe.-— I 
therefore  refolved  to  comply  with  a good  grace;  and 
next  day,  when  we  were  ordered  to  throw  the  dice,  told 
Morgan  he  need  not  trouble  himfelf,  for  I would  volun- 

tar  ly  fubmit  to  the  admiral’s  pleafure. This  frank 

declaration  was  commended  by  the  gentleman,  who 
afluied  me,  it  ftiould  not  fare  the  worfe  with  me  for  my 
lefignation.  Indeed,  he  was  as  good  as  his  word,  and 
that  very  afternoon  procured  a warrant,  appointing  me 
•furgeon  s mate  of  the  Eizzard  floopof  war,  which  put 
me  on  a footing  with  every  firft  mate  in  the  fervice. 

.My  ticket  being  made  out,  I put  my  cheft  and  bed- 
ding on  board  a canoe  that  lay  along-fide,  and  having 
fliook  hands  with  my  trufty  friend  the  ferjeant,  and 
J"' Eattlin,  who  was  bound  for  Greenwich 
hofpital,  1 took  my  leave  of  Morgan  with  many  tears, 
aftei  we  had  exchanged  our  fleeve-biittons  as  remem- 
brances of  each  other.— Having  prefented  my  new  war- 
rant to  the  captain  of  the  Lizzard,  I enquired  for  the 
doctor,  wiiom  I no  fooner  faw,  than  I recollefted  him 
to  be  one  of  thofe  young  fellows  with  whom  I had  been 
cornmitted  to  the  round-houfe,  during  cur  frolic  with 
Jackion,  as  I have  related  before.— -.He  received  me 
with  a good  deal  of  courtefy  ; and  when  I put  him  in 
mind  of  our  former  acquaintance,  expreffed  vreat  joy  at 
eeing  me  again,  and  recommended  me  to  an  exceeding 
good  mefs,  compofed  of  the  gunner  and  mailer’s  mate. — 

As 
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As  there  was  not  one  Tick  perfon  in  the  (hip,  I got  leave 
to  go  afhore,  next  day,  with  the  gunner,  who  recom- 
mended me  to  a Jew,  that  bought  my  ticket  at  .the  rate 
of  40  per  ce7it.  difcount  5 and  having  furnifhed  myfelf 
with  what  necefl'aries  I wanted,  returned  oh  board  in  the 
evening,  and  to  my  furprife  found  my  old  antagonift: 
Crampley  walking  upon  deck. — Though  I did  not  fear 
his  enmity,  I was  Ihocked  at  his  appearance,  and  com- 
municated my  fentiments  on  that  fubje6l  to  Mr.  Tom- 
lins the  furgeon,  who  told  me  that  Crampley,  by  dint 
of  fome  friends  about  the  admiral,  had  procured  a com- 
miflion,  conllituting  him  lieutenant  on  board  the  Liz- 
zard  : and  adviled  me,  now  he  was  ray  fuperior  ofHcer, 
to  behave  with  fome  refpeft  towards  him,  or  elfe  he  would 

find  a thoufand  opportunities  of  ufing  me  ill. This 

advice  was  a bitter  potion  to  me,  whom  pride  and  re- 
fentment  had  rendered  utterly  incapable  of  the  lead  fub- 
mifhon  to,  or  even  of  a reconciliation  with,  the  wretch 
who  had,  on  many  occafions,  treated  me  fo  inhumanly  ; 
However,  I refolved  to  have  as  little  connexion  as  pofh- 
ble  with  him,  and  to  ingratiate  rnyfelf  as  much  as  I could 
with  the  reft  of  the  officers,  whofe  friendffiip  might  be  a 
bulwark  to  defend  me  from  the  attempts  of  his  mahce. 

In  lefs  than  a week  we  failed  on  a cruize,  and  having 
weathered  the  eaft  end  of  the  iftand,  had  the  good  for- 
tune to  take  a Spanifli  barcolongo,  with  her  prize,  which 
was  an  Englifli  ffiip  bound  for  Briftol,  that  had  failed 
from  Jamaica  a fortnight  before  without  convoy.  Ail 
the  prifoners  who  were  well,  we  put  on  Ihore  on  the 
north-fide  of  the  iftand  ; the  prizes  were  manned  with 
Engliftimen,  and  the  command  of  the  barcolongo  given 
to  my  friend  the  mafter’s  mate,  with  orders  to  carry 
them  into  Port  Morant,  and  there  to  remain  until  the 
Lizzard’s  cruize  ftiould  be  ended,  at  which  time  (he  would 
touch  at  the  fame  place  in  her  way  to  Port-Royal. — — 
With  him  I was  lent  to  attend  the  wounded  Spaniards 
as  well  as  Engliftimen,  who  amounted  to  fixteen,  and  to 
take  care  of  them  on  (hore,  in  a houfe  that  was  to  be 
hired  as  an  hol’pital. — This  deftination  gave  me  a great 
deal  of  pleafure,  as  I ftiould,  for  fome  time,  be  freed 

from 
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from  the  arrogance  of  Crampley,  whofe  inveteracy  againft 
me  had  already  broke  out  on  two  or  three  occafions  fince 
he  was  become  a lieutenant. — My  mefs-mate,  who  very 
much  refembled  my  uncle,  both  in  figure  and  difpofitiony 
treated  me  on  board  of  the  prize  with  the  utmoft  civility’ 
and  confidence  ; and,  among  other  favours,  made  me  a 
prefent  of  a filver  hiked  hanger,  and  a pair  of  piftols 
mounted  with  the  fame  metal,  which  fell  to  his  (hare  in 

plundering  the  enemy. We  arrived  fafely  at  Morant, 

and  going  on  (liore,  pitched  upon  an  empty  ftore-houfe, 
which  we  hired  for  the  reception  of  the  wounded,  who 
were  brought  to  it  next  day,  with  beds  and  other  necef- 
faries  5 and  four  of  the  (hip’s  company  appointed  to  at- 
tend them,  and  obey  me. 

CHAP.  XXXVI. 

A Jlrange  Adventure In  confequence  of  ^johich  1 am 

extremely  happy Crampley  does  7ne  ill  Offices  ^nth  the 

Captain  \ But  his  Malice  is  defeated  by  the  good  Nature 

and  Friendjhip  of  the  Surgeon We  return  to  PorU 

Royal Our  Captain  gets  the  Command  of  a larger  Ship, 

and  is  fucceeded  by  an  old  Man Brayl  is  provided 

for We  receive  Orders  to  fail  for  England* 

'yyHEN  my  patients  were  ail  in  a fair  way,  my  com- 
panion and  commander,  whofe  name  was  Brayl, 
carried  me  up  the  country  to  the  houfe  of  a rich  planter, 
with  whom  he  was  acquainted  ; where  we  were  fumptu- 
oufly  entertained,  and  in  the  evening  fet  out  on  our 
return  to  the  drip.  When  we  had  walked  about  a mile 
by  moon-light,  we  perceived  a horfeman  behind  us,  who 
coming  up,  wifhed  us  good  enjen^  and  afked  which  way 
we  went.  His  voice,  which  was  quite  familiar  to  me,  no 
fooner  firuck  my  ear,  than,  in  fpite  of  all  my  refolu- 
tion  andrefiecfion,  my  hair  bridled  up,  and  I was  feized 
with  a violent  fit  of  trembling,  which  Brayl  mifinterpre- 
ting,  bade  me  be  under  no  concern.-— I told  him  he  was 
miftaken  in  the  caufe  of  my  diforder;  and  addrefiing 
myfdf  to  the  perfon  on  horieback,  faid,  ‘‘  I could  have 

fworn 
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fwrorn,  by  youf  voice,  that  you  was  a dear  friend  of  mine, 
if  I had  not  been  certain  of  his  death.'”  To  this  addrefs, 
after  fome  paufe,  he  replied,  There  are  many  voices 
as  well  as  faces  that  refemble  one  another  5 but  pray, 
what  was  your  friend’s  name  ?”  I fatisfied  him  in  that 
particular,  and  gave  a (hort  detail  of  the  melancholy  fate 
of  Thompfon,  not  without  many  lighs  and  Tome  tears, 
A filence  enfued  which  laded  fome  minutes,  and  then 
the  conveiTation  turned  on  different  fubje6ls,  till  we  ar- 
rived at  a houfe  on  the  road,  where  the  horfeman  alight- 
ed, and  begged,  with  fo  much  earneftnefs,  that  we  v^'ould 
go  in  and  drink  a bowl  of  punch  with  him,  that  we  could 
not  refift. — But  if  I was  alarmed  at  his  voice,  what 
rauft  my  amazement  be,  when  I difedvered  by  the  light, 
the  very  perfon  of  my  lamented  friend  ! Perceiving  my 
confuiion,  which  was  extreme,  he  clafped  me  in  his  arms, 
and  bedewed  my  face  with  tears. — It  was  fome  time  ere 
I recovered  the  ufe  of  my  reafon,  overpowered  v/ith  this 
event,  and  longer  ftill  before  I could  fpeak.  So  that  all 
i was  capable  of  was  to  return  his  embraces,  and  to 
mingle  the  overflowings  of  my  joy  with  his  ; whiifl  ho- 
ned Brayl,  affedled  with  the  feene,  wept  as  fad  as  either 
of  us,  and  fignified  his  participation  of  our  happlnefs, 
by  hugging  us  both,  and  capering  about  the  room  like 
a-madman. — At  length  I retrieved  the  ufe  of  my  tongue, 
and  cried,  “ Is  it  poflible  ? can  you  be  my  friend  Thomp- 
fon? No  certainly,  Alas ! he  was  drowned  ! and  I am 

now  under  the  deception  of  a dream!” He  was  at 

great  pains  to  convince  me  of  his  being  the  individual 
perfon  whom  I regretted,  and  bidding  me  fit  down  and 
compofe  myfelf,  promifed  to  explain  his  fudden  difap- 
pearance  from  the  Thunder,  and  to  account  for  his  beuig 
at  prefent  in  the  land  of  the  living. — This  talk  he  ac-‘ 
quitted  himfelf  of,  after  I had  drank  a glafs  of  punch, 
and  recruited  my  fpirits,  by  informing  us,  that,  with 
a determination  to  rid  himfelf  of  a miferable  exiftence, 
he  had  gone  in  the  night  time  to  the  head,  while  the 
fliip  was  on  her  way,  from  whence  he  flipped  down,  as 
foftly  as  he  could,  by  the  bows,  ipto  the  fea,  v/here, 
after  he  v/as  heartily  ducked,  he  began  to  repent  of  his 

piecipitation. 
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precipitation  ; and  as  he  could  fwim  very  well,  kept  hint- 
I'elf  above  water,  in  hopes  of  being  taken  up  by  Ibmc 
of  the  Ihips  aftern  j — that  in  this  fituation,  he"  hailed 
a large  veflel,  and  begged  to  be  taken  in,  but  was  an- 
fwered  that  fhe  was  a heavy  failer,  and  therefore  they 
did  not  choofe  to  loofe  time  by  bringing  to  ; however, 
they  threw  an  old  cheft  overboard  for  his  convenience, 
and  told  him,  that  fome  of  the  (hips  aftern  would  cer- 
tainly fave  him  ; — that  no  other  veflel  came  within  fight 
or  cry  of  him  for  the  fpace  of  three  hours,  during  which 
time  he  had  the  mortification  to  find  himfelfin  the  mid- 
dle of  the  ocean  alone,  without  other  fupport  or  refling 
place  but  what  a few  crazy  boards  afforded  j till  at  laft 
he  difcerned  a fmall  floop  fleering  towards  him,  upon 
which  he  fct  up  his  throat,  and  had  the  good  fortune  to 
be  heard,  and  refcued  from  the  dreary  wafte  by  their  boat, 
which  was  hoifled  out  on  purpofe.— I was  no  iboner 
brought  on  board  (continued  he)  than  I fainted  j a»d 
when  I recovered  my  fenfes,  found  myfelf  in  bed,  regaled 
with  a mod  noifome  fmeli  of  onions  and  cheefe,  which 
made  me  think  at  firfl,  that  I was  in  my  own  hammock, 
along- fide  of  honed  Morgan,  and  that  all  which  had 
pafied  was  no  more  than  a dream. — Upon  enquiry  I un- 
derdood  that  I was  on  board  of  a fchconer  belonging  to 
Khode-Ifland,  bound  for  Jamaica,  with  a cargo  ofgeefe, 
pigs,  onions,  and  cheefe  5 and  that  the  mader’s  name 
vv^as  Robertfon,  by  birth  a North  Briton,  whom  I knew 
at  fird  fight  to  be  an  old  fchool-feilow  of  mine. — When 
I difcovered  myfelf  to  him,  he  was  trahfported  with 
furprife  and  joy,  and  begged  to  know  the  occafion  of  my 
misfortune,  which  I did  not  think  fit  to  difclofe,  becaule 
I knew  his  notions  with  regard  to  religion  were  very  fe- 
vere  and  confined  ; therefore  contented  myfelf  with  tel- 
ling him,  I fell  over-board  by  accident ; but  made  no 
fcruple  ofexplaining  the  nature  of  my  difagreeable  flation, 
and  of  acquainting  him  with  my  determined  purpofc 
never  to  return  to  the  Thunder  man  of  war.— -Although 
he  was  not  of  my  opinion  in  that  particular,  knowing  I 
mud  lofe  my  cloaths,  and  what  pay  was  due  to  me,  un- 
iefs  I went  back  to  my  dutyj  yet,  when  I deferibed  the 

circumdances 
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circvsmftances  of  the  hellifh  life  I led,  under  the  tyran- 
nic fway  of  Oakum  and  Mackfliane  ; and  among  other 
grievances,  hinted  a di{ratisfa6lion  of  the  irreligious  de- 
portment of  my  fhip-mates,  and  the  want  of  the  true 
Prefbyterian  gofpel  doflrine ; he  changed  his  fentiments, 
and  conjured  me  with  great  vehemence  and  zeal  to  lay 
afide  all  thoughts  of  rifing  in  the  navy;  and  that  he 
might  fliew  how  much  he  had  my  intereft  at  heart,  un- 
dertook to  provide  for  me  in  fome  fhape  or  other,  before 
he  fhould  leave  Jamaica. — This  promife  he  performed 
to  my  heart’s  defire  ; by  recommending  me  to  a gentle- 
man of  fortune,  with  whom  I have  lived  ever  fince,  in 
quality  of  furgeon  and  overfeer  to  his  plantations. — He 
and  his  lady  are  now  at  Kinglfon,  io  that  I am,  for  the 
prefent,  mafter  of  this  houfe,  to  which,  from  my 
foul,  I bid  you  welcome,  and  hope  you  will  favour  me 
with  your  company  during  the  remaining  part  of  the 
night. ”-—I  needed  not  a fecond  invitation;  but  Mr. 
Brayl,  who  was  a diligent  and  excellent  officer,  could 
not  be  perl’uaded  to  fleep  out  of  the  fliip : however,  he 
flipped  with  us,  and,  after  having  drank  a chearful  glafs, 
fet  cut  for  the  veffel,  which  was  not  above  three  miles 
from  the  place,  efcorted  by  a couple  of  (lout  negroes, 
whom  Mr.  Thomlbn  ordered  to  condu61:  him. — Never 
were  two  friends  more  happy  in  the  converfation  of  each 
other  than  we,  for  the  time  it  lafted : I related  to  him 
the  particulars  of  our  attempt  upon  Carthagena,  of 
which  he  had  heard  but  an  impei'febl  account ; and  he 
gratified  me  with  a narration  of  every  little  incident  of 
his  life  fince  we  parted.-— He  affiired  me  it  was  with  the 
utmoft  difficulty,  he  could  refill  his  inclination  of  com- 
ing down  to  Port-Royal  to  fee  Morgan  and  me,  of  whom 
he  had  heard  no  tidings  fince  the  day  of  our  fej  aration ; 
but  that  he  was  veftrained  by  the  fear  of  being  detained 
as  a deferter. — He  told  me,  that  when  he  heard  my 
X'oice  in  the  dark,  he  was  almoft  as  much  furpriled  as 
I was  at  feeing  him  afterwards ; and  in  the  confidence 
of  friendfhip,  difclofed  a paffion  he  entertained  for  the 
onl  daughter  of  the  gentleman  with  whom  he  lived. 
Vox..  1.  Y who, 
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who,  by  bis  defcriptipn,  was  a very  amiable  young  lady, 
and  did  not  difdain  his  addreffes  5 that  he  was  very  rnucli 
favoured  by  her  parents,  and  did  not  defpair  of  obtain- 
ing their  confent  to  the  match,  whicli  would  at  once 
render  him  independent  of  the  world — I congratulated 
him  on  his  good  fortune,  which  he  protefted  fliould  never 
make  him  forget  his  friends  5 and  towards  morning  we 
betook  ourfelves  to  reft. 

Next  day  he  accompanied  me  to  the  (hip,  where  Mr. 
Brayl  entertained  him  at  dinner ; and  we  having  fpent 
the  afternoon  together,  he  took  his  leave  of  us  in  the 
evening,  after  he  had  forced  upon  me  ten  piftoles,  as  a 
fmall  token  of  his  affe61ion.-- -In  fliort,  while  we  ft  aid 
here,  we  faw  one  another  every  day,  and  generally  ate  at 
the  fame  table,  which  was  plentifully  fypplied  by  him 
with  all  kinds  of  poultry,  butcher’s  meat,  oranges, 
limes,  lemons,  pine- apples,  Madeira  wine,  and  excellent 
rum  ; fo  that  this  fmall  interval  of  ten  days,  was  by  far 
tlie  moft  agreeable  period  of  my  life. 

At  length  the  Lizard  arrived  5 and  my  patients  being 
all  lit  for  duty,  they  and  I were  ordered  on  board  of 
her,  where  I undeiftood  from  Mr.  Tomlins,  that  there 
was  a ftiynefs  between  the  Lieutenant  and  him,  on  my 
account ; that  rancorous  villain  having  taken  the  op- 
portunity of  my  abfence,  to  fill  the  captain's  ears  with 
a thoufand  fcandalous  ftories  to  my  prejudice;  among 
other  things  affirming,  that  I had  been  once  tranfported 
for  theft,  and  that  when  I was  in  the  Thunder  man  of 
war,  I had  been  whipt  for  the  fame  crime.— The  fur- 
geon,  on  the  other  hand,  haying  heard  my  whok  ftory 
from  my  own  mouth,  defended  me  ftrenuoufly,  and  in  the 
courfe  of  that  good-natured  office,  recounted  all  the  in- 
ftances  of  Crampley’s  malice  againft  me,  while  I remained 
onboard  of  that  ffiip. — Which  declaration,  while  it  fa- 
tisfied  the  captain  of  my  innocence,  made  the  lieutenant 
ss  much  my  defender’s  enemy  as  mine. — This,  infernal 
behaviour  of  Crampley,  with  regard  to  me,  added  fuch 
fuel  to  my  former  refentment,  that  at  certain  times,  I 
was  quite  befide  myfelf  with  the  delire  of  revenge,  and 
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was  even  tempted  to  pillol  him  on  the  quarter-deck^, 
though  an  infamous  death  muft  inevitably  have  been 
my  reward. — But  the  I'urgeon)  wlio  was  my  confident^ 
argued  againft  luch  a delperate  aclion  fo  efFe6\ually, 
that  I lUfled  the  flame  which  con  fumed  me  for  the  pre- 
fent,  and  refolved  to  wait  for  a more  convenient  oppor- 
tunity.— In  the  mean  time,  that  Mr.  Tomlins  might  be 
the  more  convinced  of  the  wrongs  } fullered  by  tins  fel- 
low’s flander,  I begged  he  would  go  and  vifit  Mr.  Thom- 
fon,  whofe  wonderful  efcape,  I had  made  him  acquaint- 
ed with,  and  enquire  of  him  into  the  particulars  of  my 
conducl,  while  he  was  my  fellow-mate.  This  requeft 
the  furgeon  complied  with,  more  from  a cpripfity,  to 
fee  a perfon  whofe  fate  had  been  fo  extraordinary,  than 
to  confirm  his  good  opinion  of  me,  which  he  afliired  me 
was  already  firmly  eflabliflied.— -He  therefore  fet  out 
for  the  dwelling  place  of  my  friend,  with  the  letter  of 
introdu6Iion  from  me : and  being  received  vvith  all  the 
civility  and  kindnefs  I expe61:ed,  returned  to  the  fliip^ 
not  only  fatisfied  with  my  characler,  beyond  the  power 
of  doubt  or  infinuation,  but  alfo  charmed  with  the  affa- 
bility and  converfation  of  Thompfon,  who  loaded  him 
and  me  with  prefents  of  frefli  flock,  liquors  and  fruit. 
As  he  would  not  venture  to  come  and  fee  us  on  board, 
left  Crampley  fliould  know  and  detain  him  5 when  the 
time  of  our  departure  approached,  I obtained  leave  to 
go  and  bid  him  farewel. — After  we  had  vowed  an  ever- 
lafling  friendfhip,  he  prefled  upon  me  a purfe  with  four 
doubloons,  which  I refufed  as  long  as  I could,  without 
giving  umbrage  5 and  having  cordially  embraced  each 
other,  I returned  on  board,  where  I found  a fmall  box, 
with  a letter  dire61:ed  to  me,  to  the  care  of  Mr.  Tomlins 
— Knowing  the  fuperfcription  fo  be  of  Thompfon's 
hand-writing,  I opened  it  with  fome  furprize,  and 
learned  that  this  generous  friend,  not  content  witlr 
loading  mie  with  the  prefents  already  mentioned,  had 
fent  for  my  ufe  and  acceptance,  half  a dozen  fine  fliirts, 
and  as  many  linen  waiftcoats  and  caps,  with  twelve  pair 
of  new  thread  flockings.^Being  thus  provided  with  mo- 
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ney,  and  all  neceflaries  for  the  comfort  of  life,  I began 
to  Lok  upon  myfelf  as  a gentleman  of  fome  confequence, 
and  felt  my  pride  dilate  a- pace. 

Next  day  we  failed  for  Port  Royal,  where  we  arrived 
fafely  with  our  prizes ; and  as  there  was  nothing  to  do 
on  board,  I went  afhore,  and  having  purchafed  a laced 
waiftcoat,  with  fome  other  clothes  at  a fale,  made  a 
fwaggering  figure  for  fome  days,  among  the  taverns, 
where  I ventured  to  play  a little  at  hazard,  and  came 
off  with  fifty  piftoles  in  my  pocket.  Meanwhile  our 
captain  was  promoted  to  a fhip  of  twenty  guns,  and  the 
command  of  the  Lizard  given  to  a man  turned  of  four- 
fcore,  who  had  been  lieutenant  fince  the  reign  of  King 
William,  and  notwithftanding  his  long  fervice,  would 
have  probably  died  in  that  Nation,  had  he  not  applied 
fome  prize-money  he  had  lately  received,  to  make  inte- 
reft  with  his  fuperiors.  My  friend  Brayl  was  alfo  made 
an  officer,  about  the  fame  time,  after  he  had  ferved  in 
quality  of  midflu'pman  and  mate,  five  and  twenty  years. 
Soon  after  thefe  alterations,  the  admiral  pitched  upon 
our  fhip  to  carry  home  difpatches  for  the  miniftryj  and 
we  fet  fail  for  England,  having  firft  fcrubbed  her  bottom, 
and  taken  in  provifion  and  water  for  the  occafion. 
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
